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geugraphen to do so. Modem writen, 
in attempting to define such limits, 
have not been gnided by the »ttnie cri- 
teria, aod have coue^ueDtl; arrived at 
different lesulla. In the present w<h^, 
the effort hw b«eD made to base a ge- 
nera] arrangement mainly npon tht 
natural relationg of the mountain 
groups and the principal lalleys. tiie 
author being well avare that such an 
aiTengemenl cannot aliraje be t»t)nght 
into accordance with those anggeated 
to other writers by ancient or modem 
political boundaries, or by the ethno- 
graphic relations of the population, or 
by purely geoiogical consideration a. 

The most remarkable feature in the 
f(eneral orography of the Alps is the 
great breach in the continuity of the 
chain irhich is mariced hy the valley of 
the Adige. A traTvller following tfiat 
river fhim Verona to Bolien, where its 
eastern branch — the EiBack — joins the 
main stream, and then mounting gra- 
dually along the latter, arrives at a 
cblun of small lakes forming the natu- 
ral source of the river, the highest and 
most northerly of which is leas than 
5 m. from the main channel of the Inn. 
From the same platean, and separatrd 
by no perceptible height of land, a 
stream descends to the Ion, at the 
point where that river enters the deGle 
of Finstenntini. It is a ringolar fact, 
that the Risack, or eastern branch of 
the Adige, shonld be connected with 
the valley of the Inn hy another de- 
pression, a few feet deeper than that of 
tlie lakes of the AdigL', giving passage 
to the Brenner road. Everywhere else 
ill the circuit extending from the Mi?- 
diterranean to the Adriatic, the Italian 
peninsula Is girdled by one or more 
alpine ranges, and is accessible only by 
passes that oppose a more or less serious 
harrier to bee communication ; but, as 
has been seen, the main valley of the 
Tyml conunandi access to the S. side 
of the Alps hy two passages that may 
best be described as breaks in the con- 
tinuity of the alpine chain. 

This is not the place to point out the 
vast results that have eniaed ttcaa this 



peculiarity in the form of ti.e Alps. It 
is not too much to say, that the desti- 
nies of all Europe, and of Italy in par- 
ticular, have been for the last 1,500 
years, and are still at the present time, 
profoundly influenced by the eonditlona 
here pointed ont. 

Although the Brenner (4,588') be 
somewhat the lower of the two open- 
helween th« Inn and the Adige, 
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than that connecting the main branch 
of the Adige with the Inn, which is 
4.596 ft. above the sea. This moM be 
considered the natural limit towards 
the E. of the Rhslian Alps, and it 
seems impossible to follow the eiample 
of those geographers who include 
under that designation the (Etithal 
Alps and Stabayer Ferner, lying be- 
IfTten the sources of the Adige and 
the Eisack. Neither does it appear 
desirable to include as a portion of ibe 
RhfBtian chain the ranges S, of the 
Adda and the Tonale Pass, described 
in the next chapter under the designa- 
tion of Lombard Alps. These are 
separated for exactly the same reasons 
thatdetermine the distinction generally 
admitted between the Graian and the 
Alps, or that between the 
Ccitian chain and the Alps of Dau- 

Res'rieted to their natural orogra- 
phic limits, the Rhsetian Alps to be 
described in the present ehapter, are 
bounded i.n ihe W. by the valley of the 
Rhine and the Spliigen road from Feid- 
kirch to Colico : to the S. by the Val 
Tellina, the road of the Tonale, and the 
valleys of SdeandNon, from Colico to 
San Michele near Trent: totheE.bythe 
Adige from San Michele to its source, 
and then by the Finstermilnz mad 
along theinn tol.andeck; and finally 
the northern liriit is marked by the 
road of the Vorartberg from Landecfc 
toFeldkirch. Tins limited, the Rbn- 
tian Alps evidently belong to the same 
great system as the Pennine and Ber- 
nese chains. They are traversed hya 
great valley, nearly parallel to those of 
Sie Rhone and Voider Khein, through 
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which the Ment descends to ChisTennii; 
snd the far greater stream of the Inn, 
Ihe prmcipal source of the Dsnabe, 
flows ID a nearly direct course from 
the MaloTaPiss to Pruti in the Tyrol. 
On the N. Bide of Ihii main vaUcy a 
continuous range eilends from the 
Fizzo Stella aboTe Chiarenna in the 
SohoDJochlbergbyPrulz. OntheS.aide 
of the main valley lie two conaidera)iIe 
groups that include the highest peaks 
of the RhiBtian Alps, but do not f 
a well defined chain. , Of th*8e 
best known to English traTellcrs ii 
group of the Bemina j\lpt (g 
which has of late attracted ii 
visitors. The Orleler gronp, still i 
attractive in the writers opii 
ihongh now prettyfuUy eiplorwl, 
almost onknowa a few years ago ; 
the ranges N. of the Engsdine '. 
been, until very lately, compelely 
neglected by our countrymen. One 
reason that has withheld traiellers 
from many of the districts here re- 
ferred to, is the fact that they are 
divided between difierent Stales. Wiih 
the important exception of [he En- 
gsdine, all the valleya running Fast- 
ward {torn these Alps belong In Aus' 
tria. lo which state also appertains the 
valley of the 111, evening into the Rhine 
valley at Feldkirch. The Adda and 
its tributaries, with the exception of the 
Swiss valley of Poscbiavo, has betn 
nniied since 1859 to the kingdom of 
Italy. The remsinder of theierritory 
here defined, saving the petty prin- 
cipality of Liehtenstein, and other still 
more trilling exceptions, forms part of 
the Canton Orisons. The languages 
spoken within these limits are German, 
Sonianlsch, and Italian ; but as a gene- 
ral rule, i stranger may always find 
some one able to speak either German

siderable secondary ridge extends at 
right angles, nearly 40 m. towards the 
NW., forming the frontier between the 
Austrian province of Vorarlberg and 
the Grisons valley of Pnettigau. The 
NW. exlreniity of the secondary ridge 
above mentioneil is known as the 
Rhatihm. The group of peaks passing 
under this collective name cnlrainales 
in the Scesa Plana (8,738'). The 
higher gronp, lying at the junction of 
the NW. range with the main range 
extending NE. into the Tjrol, is dis- 
tinguished as that of the Fermunt, or 
SilcreOa Alpi. The most natural 
division of the great mass of atps lying 
between the Inn. the Rhine, and the 
Vorarlberg, is that marked by the 
Prtsttigan valley and the Vereina Pass 
connecting it with Siis in the Enga- 
dine. It is the portinc lying N. and 
E. of that boundary that is included 
in the present section under the name 
Prtettigau District Few portions of 
the Alps are less known to strangers, 
writer is forced to confess his 
^ personal acquaintance with it. 
ime eh(«en to distinguish it is 
■haps very appropriate, but has 
elected as ;hat least strange to 
English readers. The highest Fummit 
of this district is the Piz Linard 
(11,208'), which, as well aatheMuttler 
and several others ol this group, has 
been ascended by that indefatigable 
mountaineer, M. Weilenmann; and in 
the last few years, members of the 
Swiss Alpine Club hsve done much to 
complete its exploration.

Bregenz (Inns ; OCstetreichiBcheT 
Hof, good; Goldener Adler, orPost! 
Schwaner Adler; Krone) is a pret- 
tily situated little town at the E. eud 
of (he Lake of Conslaoce, more fully 
noticed in § 11. The nrad to Feld- 
kirch has been little frequented by 
strangers since the opening of the rail- 
way from Rorschach to Coire, as Feld- 
kirch may be reached from several of 
Ihe stations on that line, and there is 
a post carriage daily from the Haag 
statioa(§S8). A travellKrlindinghim- 
self in Bregenz will not. however, save 
time by Ibe dctonr to Rorschach, and 
will do better to follow tbe post road 
by Hohenembs to 

Feldkirch (Inns: Post; Enpel Ga- 
briel, good), 1,462 ft. above the bes. 
Here tbe/« descends from ESE, to join 
the Rhine throngh atiroadTalleywhose 
lower and more level portion, ahout 
15 m. in length, is called WaVgau. 
Above Bludenz it divides into two 
branches, of vhich the S. branch, called 
Monlafun, running parallel to the 
Rhtetikon range, is described in Kte.

There Is a rongb char-road from 
Bludenz to Schruos ; the remainder of 
the way is practicable on horseback. 

The pedestrian going from Feldkirch 
to Landeck ma; chooee a course in 
every way more interesting, and but 
little longer than the high road de- 
Beribed in the Ia«tRte.,by following 
the main branch of the 111 through the 
highland valler railed Montafun, and 
descending into the Tyrol by the Pai- 
naunlhal. Besides the attractions of 
fine Bceneryin both valleys, the stranger 
irill be interested by the primitive 
manners and costume of the people, 
though the severity of the climate and 

many of the young men to wander ' 
abroad in search of a livelihood, with 
tlie hope of returning in ader-life to 
their native valleys. The entrauce to 
MoQlafun is through a very grand 
rocky defile opening near the ancient 
convent of St Peter, about 2 m, tVom 
Bludenz.

Schraita (Inn : Tranbe, very fair, the 
best on this route; Lfiwe), 2,084 ft, 
above the sea. Here the SilberllHU, 
also called I.itzthal, opens to the E,, 
penetrating deeply into the mountain 
rangea that separate the KlosteHhal 
from Montafun. On the opposite side 
of the lit. the GamrHmt, more interest- 
ing to mountaiBeers, leads SW. to the 
DmseDlhor (Rte. P) ; and a few hun- 
dred yards farther E. the Gsmpadel 
Tobel gives a passage to another tor- 
rent descending from the Rhfetikon 
range, and leading to two passes iDto 
the Prffitligau, 

The middle portion of the Montifua 
is remarkable for the extensive culti- 
vation of cherries, and large quantities 
of kirchwasser are made here. A walk 
of 2 brs., chiefly along the 1. bank of 
the [ll, leads from Schnins to St. fial- 
leniirch (2,394'), opposite the opening 
of the Gai^llenthal, leading by two 
roagh passes lo the Preettigau (Rie. F). 
Near the village a stream descepding 
from NW, makes a fine cascade. The 
scenery of the head of the valley is 
veryfine. Greenmeadowsaud orchards 
are enclosed belween high and bold 
mountains, and from time to time the 
traveller gains glimpses of the great gla- 
ciersoftheSiivreltaAIpS. AtGasckum 
(' 2,769', Schmi lit '—probably higher), 
the Gannerathal opens due S., and leads 
to Kloslera by the Gameira Jooh (Rte. 
F). The last viliagp, about 1 hr. above 
Gaschum, is PiMaiefi (3,204'?). This 
is the proper bead of the Montafun 
valley, which has kept a direct upward 
course to SE. from Bludenz. Several 
torrenlB join their waters above the 
village : (he most considerable of these, 
heing fed by the extensive glaciers po 
the N. side of Ihe Silvretta group, flows

:ribed, lying ot the W. base of the 
Khstikon range, ia an agreeable drive, 
and denies a little interest from the

>ianj changes that have affected more 
impoKant tttates. A diligence plies 
dally between liivgeni and Maienleld, 
accomplish JDg the whole distance —

Soon aUtr crotaing the bridge over 
the HI. on the S. side of Feldkirch, the 
road leaTC* Austrian leTTitj)ry, and en- 
ters that of LichtenBtein. The scenery 
f* pleasing, though not remarkable. 
On the opposite bank of the Rhine is 
aces the opening of the rather deep 
vfUey of Toggenburg, that separates 
Ae range of tbe fientii A^m that of 
theCbDrGnten(§18, Rte.

Faifiu, asmall village with ■ country 
Inn, but the capital of the principality. 
The sovereign visits his ancesti^ 
castle, standing on steep groand above 
the village, at rather long intervali. 
preferring bis large possessiODs in 
Austria, and bia high position at the 
court of Vienna, to the honour of an 
indepeodeDt bnt solitary eii^leoce at 
his iDonntain capital. 1'he revenue nf 
the State is estimated at a little over 
£5,000 a year, and it it bound to fiir- 
nish siity-four men to the army of the 
Germanic Confederation. Tbe road 
running S, from Vaduz Invee on tha 
I. the village of THesen. and in aluiu' 
5m. reaches BalierB,witb abetter Inn 
(Post) than that at Vadux. Gaitiana 
pKeanonianthe and some other interest- 
ing plants are common in the low 
meadows in this part of the valley. 
There is a ferry over the Rhine, about 
1 m. from the village, convenient fur 
those wishing to reach Sargans and 
the L. of WaUenstadL Immediately S. 
of Balzers is a column marking the 
bonndary between i.iehtenstein and the 
Canton Griaons. Half a mile farther 
a path turns off tu the I. and mounls 
towards the FalknOis (8,338'}, a sommit 
conspicuous in all the views of this 
part of the Rhine valley. It is not 
difficult of access and commands a 
very oteniive panorama. The high 
road here lies at some distance mm 
the Rhine, passing through the defile 
of Luziensteig, bSween die lower ea- 
carpmects of the Falkniss and the 
Flaachtrberg (S.lOi). This has always 
been deemed of great importance as a 
military position. It was hotly con- 
tested between (he French on one side 
and the Auatrians and Swiss on the 
other in 1799, and again in 1800. The 
Furirai of Luxietir'riti, which now 
commands the deflle, and is connected 
with a series of block- houses that 
guard its approaches, baa been coq- 
Etmcted since 1830, at the cost of the 
Swiss Confederation. Near the highest 
point of the road is an Inn, where 
visitors from the Bath* ot Ragtta (eek 
refreshment, and a little cboroh. deU- 
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cMcd to Sl Lnciaa, said to be the moM 
nneieni n thii part of the Alps. The 
descent from Luzicaiteig towards 
Maienfeld (Inn; Alle Post) commaDds 
Terjr beauiifiJ views of the Viillej of 
tbe Rhine, with ihe CUanda, ilie 
heights above Ragsti, and the gorge 
of the Tamina, to the it., and the 
opening of the Pnettigan to the I. See 
t a7. Bte. C. where the vsy irom 
Uai^eld to Coire is deicribed. 



The Pnettigau is one of the dneat 
TSlleys of E. Svitzerland, and besides 
two amal I watering-places, has tolerable 

jet, probably because no po|jalsr writer 
has celebrated its attractions, it remains 
uoknown to the great majority of 
English travelleta. It is rather thickly 
inhabiledby an exclnsiTely Protestant 
population, who appear to enjoy a con- 
siderable degree of comfort Host 
tniTrllera enter the Talley tcma the 
Landquarl station (1,738'), on the rlj. 
between Ragatx and Coire (§ ST, Rie 
C). A cbar-road mounts Auni that 
place to the entrance of the defile of 
Clni. and there joins the road troia 

The trareUer atartiog fivm Moien- 
feldaeed not make theder.ur by L^nd- 
qsart. as there is a char-mad direct lo 
Halatu (1,B31'), a village chiefly 
known for the excellent wine grown on 
the neighbouring slopes. A road from 
.that place meets that mounting fnim 



Landquan close to a bridge oier tht 
torrent, which also bears ihe name 
Laadgiiarl, issuing from Ihe Pnelli- 
gsa. By the bridge stand.'' an Inn (Zuin 
Felsenbsi-h), and e. third road Iruu 
Zizers meets those already mentioned 
It that point. The bridge is about 
1^ hr. from MaJecfeld or from Ziiers, 
and about J hr. from the Laadquarl 

Beyond the junction, the road into 
the Pnettigau is carried for seveial 
miles aloDg the rt. bank of the Land- 
quart. It at once euters tlie narrow 
defile of Cius, where the valley is con- 
tracted betweeo the S. tiase of the 
Augambers (7301') and the lower 
nnge to the S. For more than a mQe 
there is barely room for the road, 
which ia carried at a considerable 
height above the torrent, and passes 
under the ruini of the Castle of Frag- 
stein, that oace communded Ihe en- 
trance to the vslley, and wsaprovided 
wilh agate by which the oaly tolerably 
easy track could be absolutely closed. 
On emerging fhim the defile the road 
passes the hamlet of P'lilisla (1,982';. 
where a track mouu^a norihward lo 
Seaoit, the chief village of the Gun- 
tyerthaL. wilh a ptrudan {Rcesaplanal 
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From 



village a mountaineer may reach tlie 
Wallgau by three paseea leading either 
by the Siiuilaalhat to FrBEUni, or to 
Neniing bv the GampiTlhonthal. See 
Rte. F. The ascent o)' the Scesa Plana 
way also be efFecled IVo'ii Beewis, and 
ia said to be lesa difficult ihaa by the 
way fiom Blundeni. described in Rie. 
A. The main road, after crosiing the 
tarrent from ihe Gancyerthal, reaches 
GniaA (Inn : Kione, fair), overlookwl 
by tbr ruined caslle of Solavers. The 
floor of the valUj- is defaced by sand 
and gravel brought down by the torreni 
tbioughoul the space of about £ lo, 
between Griisch and 

Schitrsch (IniiB : L5we, good and 
reasonahle ; Krone ; Schwan), £,297 fr. 
above the sea, at the junction of the DrH- 
ttnlial with the main valley. By that 
way liv two high pas:ea to the Monij^fun 
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Valley, the Schweizerthor (7,120') 
leading to VailuDs. and ihe Druwnthar 
<7,S22'). lying farther E. under the 
shattsred ridge of the DruseDflnh 
(9,298'), by which the traveller may 
reach SehTuns through the Gauerthal 
(see Rte. F). The range of the Khie- 
tikon N. of Schierach Beems to be 
menaced with rapid deBtmction. There 
are many remaina of great berg-IkllB. 
One of the most recent of Ibeae. in 
1805, almost completely destroyed the 
village of Busserein, ]□ the lower pan 
of tiie Urusenthal. 

An interesting excursion may be 
made, in 3* hra., from Schiersch to the 
summit called £^1,1(7.213'). A path 
mounts about due K to the highesl 
chAleis of ihe Stalserberg, and a grassy 
ridge leads thence to the highest poinl. 
The pedestrian may descend on the S. 
side of the mountain to Luiein, and 
rejoin the road at Dalfaiia. 

The road up t)ie valley crosses to the 
I. back of the Landquart ralber more 
than 1 m. abnve Scbiersch, and mounts 
gently towards SSE. loJenaa (Inoa: 
Helm's Hotel ; Krone), a prelt;; vil- 
lage 2,461 n. above the sea. The val- 
Jey here resumes its tme diiection, 
oimewhat S. of E., and from time to 
time the snowy peaks of the SiKretta 
Alps rise above the nearer ranges 
About i hr. farther is the spot calltd 
Tideris Au, where stands a good and 
reasonable country Inn— kept by Nig- 
gU. The landlord has light cliars 
available for excursions up and down 
llie valley. On rising trround to the S. 
stands the village of Fideris (2,959'). 
There la near the village a large 
ijew Inn, and a pension (»um Stern), 
where board and lodging are had on 
very cheap terms. ' The landlord, Clas 
Bobner, 'knows the mountains well, and 
is a snecessful sponamaD' [B.]. S. ol 
the village is a narrow glen or ravine 
called Aaschitacher Tobel, running 
d^pintn Che mountain range separating; 
the Praittigau ttom the i'chanfigglhal. 
Ill the midst of the forest that clothes 
I is wild glen stand the Balks of 



\\ m. from Ihe main road, and acce»- 
sihle by a very rough track, just pass- 
able by a light char. The eccom- 
'ation is somewhat rough, but in 
mer the two large esiablisbnienis 
gererally crowded. The cookery 
wine are said t<> he fairly good, 
waters are alkaline and chalybeate, 
aod considered nse^l in some pul- 
monary affectiona, and for the removal 
of vinceral obatrnctions. There is ft 
path to Langwies in the Schanfiggtbal 
which is reached in 3 (?) hrs. 

Above Fideria Aa, die road iraverbca 
a very picturesque wooded defile; and 
I aft«r passing below the ruins of the 
Caslleof Strahlegg, it crosses a covered 
bridge over the Land(juar(, and soon 
after reaches Dalfozza at the opening 
of the Sl Antoniertbal, through which 
lies a somenhaC tyequenled track con- 
nected with three passes leading to the 
Montafun valley (Rte. F). On high 
ground to the NW. is Imein (3,140-), 
a viitage commanding a beautiful view 
of the Upper Prsettigao. But i m. 
beyond Dalfazia is 
Kublis (_lan: Krone, at the post), a

new road to Klostera is 
the slopes above the rl. hank of the 
Landquart, passing Saas (3,253'), and 
Mezza Selva (3,44.V). Plensanter for 
pedestrians is the road by the 1. bank, 
passing Semens (3,304') and about a 
mile thrther i>n. ihe Balhi of Semr hx 
(3,232'), a mineral spring containing 

sceommodaiion, ^earlv due N. Tif-^ 
the MadrUkorn (9,344'). The road 
on the rt. bank pdEses several torrents 
descending through lateral ravines, 
the most considerable of which issues 
from a high glen called Schlappins, 
said to be one of the wildest in the 
Shselifcon chain. [A rather steep 
ascent, a little K, of N., leads in about 
IJ hr. from the road to a group of 
chalets (5,456'). lying at the S. base of 
the Schluppiner Joch (7,185'), one of 
the lowelt passes leading to Montafun, 
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Th« track descends through the 
OaTEvUeDthal (Rte. F) to St. GalJen- 
kin^ From the aboTC-mentioaed 
cttUem the bead of the Schlappim 
glen mounts nearly doe E,, at right 
uiglei to its preiioui course. Kecp- 
iDg the 8. }M*aDCb of the torrecl, (n« 
traveller may reach a small tarn allied 
Schotten See (B,04t'), encompassed by 
high and steep rockB. The N. branch 
of the torrent leads to the Gameira 
Joch (8,071'). ■ rather difficult pa» 
f jing at the head of the UanDerathal. 
one of the iributazy gtens of the Mon- 
tafuD Talle;. TbLe pass maj be con- 
sidered as (he division between the 
abstikun and tbe Silvretta Alps.] 
. Kteuleri is acolleetiTeoame given to 
the chief commune of the Upper Pr»l- 
tigau. Jt includes five scattered ham- 
lets. The parish chnrch is at that 
called Platz (3.9S3'), and near to this 
two new Inns (d.Silvretla and Hirsch). 
Guides Ch.Jaun.Cb Jogen, and Anton 
SchlegeL The road (•> Davos, over 
the low Laret Pass, S. of Klosters, is 
described in | 35, Rte. D. Aboyt 
Kloslers the valley of the Landquart 
soon divides into several branches, 
each of them traversed by a torrent 
that' is fed by the aaow-fields of the 
Silsretla Alps. For some distance 
there are well-marked tracks from 
Klosters along both banks of the 
Lnndquart; bnl the way is scarcely 
traced over the Vereina Pass, and ex- 
cept in very clear weather a guide is 
indispensable. The better way is by 
the S. bank of the stream. On tbe op- 
f josite side is Monbiel, the poor renLains 
of a village crashed by a berg-faU in 
(he last century. Serpentine is seen in 
several places near Klosters — a oircum- 
EUnce which will be noted by the 
mineraloglit and the botanist About 
t{ hr. above Klosters is the jonctian 
of tbe Sardascathal, descending due W. 
from the Silvretta Glacier (Rte. E), 
wiOi the Verona Thai drained by the 
Vereinabach, flowing towards the N. 
from the Weisshom and other adjoining 
peaks in the range dividing the llhine 
from the Inn. Oa approaching the 



junction of the two torrents, the path 
to the Vereina Pass mounts at first on 
the rt side, and afterwards by a sleep 
slope on the I. bank of the Vereinabach, 
to the Sluts Alp(6,lSB'), reached in 
3} hrs. ttom Xlosters. These ebUexK 
conunand a fine view of the Pltcha 
Glacier and the Eaaihorn (9,8 1 6'). 
rising on the W. side of the Vereina- 
thal, and ibe Weiuhorn (10,135'> at its 
B. extremiiy. The latter is not 10 be 
confounded with a lower peak cf [he 
same name(9,318') rising immediately 
E. of the Sluts Alp. An easy ascent 
of If hr. leads to the opening of the 
Vemelathal (Rte. E). On the slope of 
theniountain,wliich is covered by huge 
blocks of gneiss, is a cavern called 
Barelto Bslma, said to have been once 
iiiliahiidd by ' wild men.' A search 
for flint weapons or bones might re- 
ward tbe pains. Leaving the Vernela- 
thal to the 1., the path keeps along the 
E. side of the main valley, and pass- 
ing opposite the ch&lets of Fremd 
Vereina (6,437'), reaches the opening 
of the Siatrlhal, a short and steep 
giea, mounting a little S. of E. to tht 
VtreinaPoit (8,133'). The ascent is 
easily made in li hr., and commands a 
fine vie w of thel'latleuhOnisi; with three 
□early equal summils. of which the E. 
point reaches 10.587 ft. Tbetopoflbe 
Piz Linard, the highest of tbe Silvretta 
Alps, is seen at intervals during the 
ascent; but to command a complete 
view of that fine peak it is necessarj 
to mount to the ridge at the E. end of 
the Susenbal, immediately S. of the 
Plattenhonier. This ridge, called on 
the Federal Map Val Torla (8,;24), 
ties exactly opposite the W. face of the 
Pii Ltnard, and the detour, which may 
be made in } hr., is well worth tbe 
trouble, for the sake of the grand view, 
Jt is possible to descend from the ridge 
into the head of the Val SagHatiu, 
which falls SE. into the valley of the 
Inn between Siis and I^vtn, and in 
point of distance this is the shortest 
way to either of those places; but tbe 
Val Sagliains is an extremely rugged 
and pathless glen, and the ground is m

course. It 1b so bare of vegetBtion, thai 
no «n*i are paitured tliere, and tht 
bub in the lower pu-t of the glen in 
occupied by ahepherdB.

Farlat. At the head of the Gamper-

Th« more frequented is the 
Grome Ft,rha (7.546'), lying E. of the 
Grauspitz. The traclc joins that of 
tbe Samina Joch (No. 1) between 
Starris and Gannei. 

3- Nenting to SeturU^ by the Kleine 
Furka. The Kteint Faria lies con- 
tiderablf farther E, than the Grosse 
Furka, and near the Alp'Uiii (9,347'), 
a western peak of the Scesa Plana. II 
■ppearo to be a mrely-uaed paa*. 



4. Cavell Joch, from Liiitr Stt la 
Seevriii. As mentioned in Rtes. A and 
B, the Liioer See, a large moaatain 
lake E. of the Sceia Plana, may be 
reached from Bludenz by the Brand* 
nerthal, or more easily from Vadana 
in Moniafun 1^ the Rellslhal, There 
are tracks along both sides of tbe lake 
which meet above its S. end, and a 
rapid ascent to WSW. leads thence to 
the CaveltJoch (7,562'). This pau i« 
convenient only for those who wish to 
reach the lower end of tbe Pnettigau, 
aatbe descent lies through the E. branch 
of the Gtmeyerthal, and Ifae pass leads, 
like those already mentioned, to Seewis.

This very grand pass is reached trom 
the N. side through the Rellnhal.

{1A*V). is reached through the ravme 
of Vat Gampadel Tobel, opening into 
Monlafiin, & little E, of Sclif mis. The 
path bears lo the right, along the W. 
side of ■ Etreunli't deBcendmg from a 
mOuDtaiD tsm, and Gcally turns sharply 
to the W, to attain the pasi, hetween 
the SuIiHuh and MUtd Fiuh (8,44l') 
The truck, alter passing a little lake, 
descends to tbe large and comfortable 
chilets of the Purteun Alp (5,866'). at 
the head of the Parlstailhal. From 

than 3 hrs. attain the fine peak of the 
StJ^u/i (U,:12*')> commanding a noble 
panoramic vie*.

The 
longer ridge, following the geaenil 
direction of the vallejs on either lide, 
extends to the Sohonjoohlberg oTer 
Prntz. With the eipeption of the 
detached sumrait of the Veaulspitz 
(10.1S4'), none of the peaks of this 
iBDge attain 10,000 ft, though many of 
them approach that limit. A much 
higher, but Bhorler, range prpjecls to 
the eaatvard from the P!z Vadred, in- 
cluding the Stamineripitz (10,6S3'), 
the Muttler (10,BS4'}, and the Pis 
Hondin (10.377'), and terminates at 
the deGle of FinBtermiins. In the 
angle between these two ranges is a 
pastoral valle; — Sajpnauiidiat — whose 
torrent, afbr receiving the Btream from 
a lateral glen called Val Sampuoir, falls 
into the Inn at the lower end of the 
deflle of Finsfermiini. The Val Sam- 
pnoir and the greater part of Samnann' 
thai belong to Switierland, but in the 
lower part of the latter valley the 
ScAergenbaeA torrent forms the fron- 
tier between SwitzerlaDd and Austria. 
The small Swiss population of the tal- 
\ty have no convenient access to the 
Engadine without passing through 
Aoitriao territory, dioogh there are 
two hunters' passes, practicable in the 
height of summer, leading to Val 
Choglias, and also a very rough track, 
along the N. or Swiss side of the defile 
of Finstermunz, from the junction of 
t)ie Bchergenbach with the Inn to 
Mutinshraek. The Zebles Pass 
(Ha 3) leads from the Fimberthal into 
the head of the Samnannthal. An- 
other waj to the Swiss portion of Ibe 
valley is by the Vig«ilz Fan (8,855'), 
at the head of the Vigniixihat, which, 
ai mentioned in Hte. B, joint the 
Palnauntbal between Sinsen and 
KappeL On reaching the bead of 
the Vjgnitzlhal, at the E. base of the

6. Mie» to FintttrmSm, ^ the Gri- 
MU Joch. The Grihtilxb^f (S.SOS'). 
rising at the head i^ a N. branch of 
the Samnaantbal. forms the limit be- 
tween Switzerland and Austria, and 
tbe Gribelle Joch, lying E. of the sum- 
mit, affords u passage from the Paz- 
naunthal to the Inn without entering 
Swiss territory. On the N.'side tbe 
ascent lo the pass ii about due S.. 
through tbe Gr-^tUetltaL and the de- 
scent bears towards SSE,, along a tor- 
rent fed by the snows of the Gribelle- 
kopf, and then along the Sehergenbach 
to tbe hamlet of Schergenhof, which is 
the shortest way to Nauders. If the 
traveller's coutBC be down the Inn. be 
should not take that course, but follow 
a path from Spisa that joins the high- 
road from Nanders to Landeck (§ 44), 
3 m. below Schergenhof. 



ALBULA SISTBICT. 

Undsr the name Alhula district are 
here inoladed the Alpine ranges be- 
tween tbe road of the Spliigen, f^m 
Maienftld to Chiavenne, tbe road , 
from Chiavenna to Siis in the Bnga- * 
dine, and tbe path from Siis to Maien- 
feld tbroagh the Prmttigau described 
in § 34, Rte. D. These limits Corre- 
spond to the main valleys, and the 
best marked passes in this part of the 
Alps. The very extensive mountain 
region inoladed w ilbin these boondariea 
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ii chiellj dreinid by three tribntariea 
of the Kbine, ihe atresms flowing into 
the Idd being short ind incocsiderable. 
OrthethreemalDTalleye, the northern- 
mow and !eti»t importam is the Schsn- 
flggthsl, which joins the tbIUj of the 
Rhine at Coire. The central Tsllej ia 
draioed hj the Albula, or Oberhalb- 
uteiD Rhine. This enten the U inter 
Rhein near Thnsig. throngh the defile 
of Schyn, and i> formed by the union 
of three torrents, each draining a con- 
liderahle tribatarj valley, 'lliat of 
Oherholhstein to the 8, gifts access, 
by the JuHer Pass, lo the head of the 
Engadinei a SE. branch leads to the 
Albnla Paas; and a NE. hranch— the 
TBlley of DtTOg— runs parallel to the 
Gngadioe. The third of tbe main 
Talleyi of this district ia the ATerstbal, 
hitherto ntunatly neglected by travel- 
lers, throDgh which the toirentB from 
aevenil high Talleys, whose prevalent 
direction is from S. to S.. descend to 
the Hinter Rhetn near Aadeer. 

With theeioeption of the Pii Plalta, 
Pii d'Aela, and some other ontlytag 
peaks, the highest sammits of this 
district lie ia the range forming The 
WBtenbed between the Inn, or tbe 
Mera, and the Rhine. This range is 
broken by many comparalively loir 
passes, and forms a snccession of groups 
most of which attain to or exceed 
11,000 a 

Reckoning flromNE. to SW., the Brat 
of these is the Scaletlagronp, including 
many sammita over 10,000 ft. ; but the 
highest — Pii Vadred— does not surpass 
10.611) ft. Separated from the last hy 
the Serlig Pass ia the Albnla gronp, S. 
of the Albula Pass i it contains the Pis 
Kescb(ll,all'),thehighegt summit in 
the rangea N. of the Inn, and Piz 
Uertsoh (10,738'). Tbe most exten- 
sive mountain group — which may 
conveniently be called the Julier group 
— lies between the Passes of the Albnla 
and Jalier, and includes the Piz d'Err 
(ll,13fl'). Cims da Flix (10,945'), and 
Pis Mnnleratsch (11,106'). Cloaely 
connected nith the Julier gronp, but 
drained by ttrcami that flow alto^her 
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towards the Inn, is the small isnlalerf 
gronp crowned by ihs Pii Ot( 10,860'), 
whioh may more conveniently be de- 
scribed in the next |. TheGravaialvas 
group, remarkable as containing the 
sources of the Inn, the Mera, and tbe 
Oberhalbstein Kbine, is the loweM of 
those here enumerated ; its highest 
point, Pii Lnngen, not surpasaing 
10,400 ti. The considerable mountain 
mass enclosing the hatin of tbe Averser 
Rhein, snd separating the Aversthal 
from Vol Bregaglia and the V. di S. 
Giscomo, is not known by uiy common 
designation. It culminates in the I^i 
d'Emel {10.503'), the Pizio del la Pal u 
(10,374'), dud the PizznS[eIlE(]0.S66). 
Many of the high peaks above enu- 
merated may doubtless he visited from 
the Engadiue; but the greater glaciers 
lie on (he N. side of the range, and 
should be explored from that direction. 
Molins and Bergiin may both be re- 
commended OB grH>d head-quarters for 
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The increased resort of vlutors to the 
waters of St. Moriti, and of tonriats to 
the Engadine, has made this a moch- 
frequented road. As it is by far tbe 
easiest way to approach the valley of 
the Inn from the side of Switzerland,

At 
the same time it maj be seen that the 
Oberhalbstein Talley. descending th>m

in the same direction towards Coire 
by a depression which at the centre 
does not exceed S.0S9 feet in height, 
and which sends down a streaia in one 
direction towards Coire, in tbe other 
towards thoAlbula. Tlie stream lead- 
ing to Colre, called Babioia, joins the 
Plesaur torrent, issuing from the Schan- 
figg Thai, about 1 m. above Coire ; and 
the post-road, commanding a fine tiev 
of tbe latter Tallef (Rle. E) up to tbe 
Slrela Pass, mounts steeply above the

There are here considerable remains of 
a large monaslery. and not far off of a 
convent, both destroyed during the wars 
of religion, owing, as some say, lo the 
disreputable conduct of the inmates. 
A short way on the N, side of the 
watershed Is Parpan, a neat mnuntain 
village, in • cold and bleak position] 
•nd beyond it extends a hare tract, in- 
•pproprialely named Valbetla (5,089'), 
- tonning the sommit of the pass bclween 
Coire. and Tiefenkasten. but being in 
^wlitf a deep deprpssion between the 



nnge of tbe Sliltrr-hon <8,4S8') to tb« 
W. (easily ascended from hence, and 
described in j S7. Rle. C), aitd tbe 
higher range tn the E., including the 
Weiiihom(9,U!'). Rothhom i9,taV), 
and Laiterhont (»,S44'). Tbe pan 
commands a rather extensive tiew to 
tbe \. On tbe 8. side tbe road de- 
scends gently by the K. side of a moun- 
Uin tarn called Vatxtr Stt (4,89(1'), 
and leaves to tbe rt. the stream which 
descends to join tbe Albnla tfarough 
the defile of Schyn. For several milvs 
the road crosses a b^ren heathy tract 
(called Heide). leading in 7^ m. ftom 
Churwalden to 

Laa (Inn: Krone. gonrt and cheap). 
The village, alanding (4 S31')at a great 
height above tbe Albuls, commands a 
fine view, bat this is better seen from 
the low hill between it and Ubo^aU. 
To the E. is tbe main vaUey of the 
Albula. dividing near Filisor Into its 
twomain branches. Southward, beyond 
the deep trench traversed by the Al- 
bula, opens the Oberhalbstein Taltey, 
and between tbis and the Albnla the 
cloEter of high peaks crowned by the 
Pizd'Aela( 10,893'). Westward, above 
tbe defile of Scbyo. the traveller over- 
looks a portion of the Rhine valley, 
and tbe peaks W. of Thusis. 

IVavellers boond foi the AlbuU «■ 
Davos may follow a footpath, or take 
a rough char-road by Brienz to Al'e- 
nen (Rte. C). Tbe mad descends at 
fii'st gently froni Lenz to VatxenA, 
where, in 1471, the deputiea of tbe 
Gotteshaus Band, formed among the 
people of these valleys, met those of 
the Graiier Bund from tbe Vorder 
Bhein valley, and the Zebngerichle* 
Bund, formed in Schanfi^ and Pnetti- 
gau. and there constituted th>^ Ciin- 
^deration of the Gnabiinden. or 
Orisons L<-Bgue, which still survives. 
eltbongh iiB scope was entarged by its 
admission as a csntnn into the Swiss 
Confederation. From Vatierol the 
road descends rapidly in long zigzags 
to the banks of the Albula. which Is 
Orossed a short wav abnwe its iunelion 
with the torrent tromtheOtwrhalbstein. 
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•I the (illagr of Tlt/tKtaMleii (2.9[7').\ 
itLih Ivo [oQi (lum Albulti,good nnd 
dvBDi H.JulJFr. larjieQev house). The 
Otiahalbitem. tiMndiDg frum h 
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bella abort Bivio Slalli, abannds in 
doe leenery both in the muD iftlle; 
and ilB DuiDerDUS latirat iributariea, 
and deserveB far more atlention than it 
ha< commoalf rfcrl'vd from toiirltu. 
There are man; ruins of medUeval 
cwcles, and al rarioui pointa on ihv 
road remains of a more remote p«riod 
have been found.— not a suqirisiag 
foet, once it kads to the Julier and 
Septimer Passes, once traversed hy 
important Roman roads, and believed 
to haye been also frequented by the 
earlit-r Celtic population of this region. 
The Julier road mounts by the rL 
bank of the totrenl. and before long 
entera the remarkable gorge of Stein, 
readiiog in 1 bk the hamlet of Bur- 
Min(3,9ar),vh(3«B considerable masR 
of ancient coins, said to have been 
<^ltic and Etrascau. were found in 
i;S6. High on the opposite bank is 
Che village of SoIkj:. Passing Cunteri 
( [qus: Steioboclci Kreuz), the traveller 
in Ij hr. from Tiefenkasten reaches 
Schv:iiiHingen (4,0SS'),at the W. base of 
the Piz Si. iMieine/ (10,371'), and op- 

fiosite the opening of Vai Nandro. a 
ong aod narrow glen, through which 
an anl^equeuted path mounts SSW. to 
the Avernhal. 

Aboot 1 hr. farther on is Tinteu 
(4,3ii9'), with one or tvo poor<?) coun- 
try Inns, the home of a fomoos chamois- 
hanier named Spinas, mocb respected 
in this valley. R. of the village i< (he 
i>pening of Val Err. interesting to the 
mountaineer as well as the gEologisl. 
as it divides the granitic group of the 
Piii d'EiT from the three remarkable 
dolomitic praVi-I^z(f^e;(i(10,893'), 
Tiuunhont (10,2761, "nd Piz St. Mi- 
cAmI (10,371'), very difficult of access, 
and HO sharp that little sno* can rest 
upon them, 'I'hey have all been 
dmil-edslncel86S. Manydetails.chWfly 
geological, reepeoting the Pii d'Err 
and neighbouring, ridges is given by

Professor Theobald in the 'JahtM- 
bencht des NaturforKbender Oesell- 
schalt GraHhiindens' for 1S60--I861. 
[A path mounts from Tinien by the 
rt. bank of tbetorreat issuingfron V*] 
Err, and on reaching the apper level 
of the valley erosses to the L bank. 
Grey slate is the prevailing rock, but 
terpentine appears at many points on 
the 1. bank. At a group of chslels 
'S.^SS'l, the main branch of the Vat 
Err mounts SE. lo the glacier- covered 
ridge that cloai-^ its head. In that 
direction a difficult pass into Val Berer, 
at least 10,000 ft. in height, was made 
by UM. Studer and Escber. A shorter 
branch of the valley leads a little N. of 
E. from the chalets by a ttderablv caay 
pass immediately on the S. side of Pii 
d'Aela to the track of the Albuta, 
which is reached about I hr. above 
Bergiin.] 

The high road monnts from Tinien 
in about 2 m. to Rofina, and soon after 
crosses for the first time to the 1. bank 
oftheOberhalbsteiu Rhein, and reaches 
Jfu/ins— Genn. Mlihlen — 4,793 ft. 
above the sea (flab, r* Inn. con^fort- 
able, civil landlord ), a good station 
for a mountaineer or a naturalist. In 
the immediate ni'ighboiirhond rile 
aeteral of the highest peaks of this 
district. On ibe opposite side of the 
valley two torrents descend from the 
Piz d'Err, but it does not appear that 
the summit has been rL'Bched from this 
side. The P.z d'E-T includes three 
priocipilpeakr— the northern (11, 139' I, 
which is the highest by a few feet ; K. 
of this, overlnoklng the head of Val 
Bever, ia a lower peak ( 1 0.899'} ; and 
S. of the first is the second in height 
(11,I32'> To the & of Pis d'Err is 
the Cima da Ftii. also including three 
peaks, of which the tiro highest — 
(10.947') and (10,:87'1— lie clow to- 
gether, and a southern snmmil 
(10.519') rises at the head of Val 
d'Agnelli, According to Theobald, 
the Cima da FIIk may be reached from 
the southern of the two glens opening 
opposite to Molin* (Val Fliif), or 
irom a *iR. ano oT the same gh-n, called 
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Val Sairiez, and from hence the S. 
peak (< esMeta peak,' Theobald, bul ?) 
of Pii d'Erris reached without further 
difficulty by the bqowj ridge connect- 
ing them. A western proraontory from 
Piz d'Err Icrminates in the Pii Cii- 
cante (8,924'). Here, about the junc- 
tion of the eerpentine with melaroor- 
phic slates, the botanist may find 
lUnunculua flamassifoliui, Diaathus 
tflttciaiU, And Lychnis alpina. 

Molini Btands at the junctloa vilh 
(he OberhalbsCein Rhein of a torrent 
ia&iiing ih)in the Val Falttr, which 
here opens to Ihe SW. On the NW. 
side oF this glen is a bigh uid rugged 
ridge croirned by the Pii d'Arlilasch 
(L0,512'), and the Piz Forbtsrh 
(10.639'). Huttheseare snipaaaed by 
the adjoining peak of Ihe Piz Plalta 
(1L,L09'). Rather more than I hr. 
above Molins the Val Faller divides 
into two hrani^hes at the chAletd of 
rian (6.342').

aocessihle from this side. The other 
branch — Val Bercla — mounts due S. 
on (he E. side of Piz PlatM and of the 
Fopperhora (10,371'). Juf, in the 
.\vcrsthal (Rte. K), may be reached 
from the head of Val Bercla by a rather 
high, bat not difficult pass. It is also 
possible to reach Crests, lower down 
ill ihe samevallry, by a ranch more 
arduous pasj between (he Piz Platta 
and the Fopperhorn. 

A short way from Molina the road 
returns to the rt. bank of the Oberhalb- 
Biein Rhein. now reduced to the con- 
dition of a mountain torrent, and 
mounts beneath the ruins of Spliiilatsch 
tf. Mamorerii, or Marmela (5,.'t61'), a 
tillage about 1 hr. from Molins, stand- 
ing below the remains of two castles, 
one of them perched on a seemingly 
inaccessible rock. A Lombard dialed 
of Italian is apoheD in the upper part 
of the »alley. Bivia (5,837'), also 
called Stalla. the highest village of 
Oberbalbstein, stands, as the name im- 
ponn, very near the junction of the 
u-acks leading to Ihe Juller »ad 
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Sepiimer passe*. The Oherhalbaleta 
may he said to terminate at the bimc of 
the Saxubella (8,940'), SE. of Bivio, 
The track of the Septimer, leading tc 
Val Bregaglia (Rte. I), mounts thence 
to S3W. through the Val Carreceia, 
while the high road to the Jnlier lie* 
dne E., through a wild and somewhat 
dreary npland valley, between the 
Gravasalvas range to the S.. and the 
Jnlier range, extending from Ihe 8. 
point of the Cima da Flix to (he Muii- 
teratach (11,106'). Two glena descend 
from the last- mentioned range Miwarda 
the high road. That on the W, side 
of the pass is called Vul li'Agmlli on 
the Swiss Federal map. and the other 
on the E. side is apparently known 
also by the same name. Cdsanna stale 
and verrucano appear in the latter 
glen, and may be traced eastward to 
tiie neighbnurbood of St Moritz and 
f-aniaden. The diligeticeemplo}s2hra. 
from Bivio to reach the summit of the

the road passes a small group of houses 
called Vcdutta. at the opening of the 
western Va! d'Aguelli.

Though higher than most of the alpine 
passes practicable for carriages, the 
Julier ie one of the easiest and safest 
It is remarkably free iVom avalanches, 
sjid the enow is said to melt here 
earlier in the spring than is usual at so 
great a height. On this acconat the 
pass has been known and used from 
the earliest times. The Romans, under 
Augustns, carried a milirarj road from 
Chiavenna over the Maloja to Silva- 
plana, and thence over the Julier, in 
preference to the much more direct 
route of the Septimer ; and the same 
course was commonly followed during 
[he Middle Ages, when this was the 
moat important commercial road from 
N. Italy to the L. of Conslance. The 
piesent carriage-road was coastmcted 
in 1823, but for several years it «a« 
little frequented, owing to the neglected 
condition of the tower portion ihrongh 
the Oberbalbstein v»lley. It is now 
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ia good order; bu! sinpi; the «om|iUlion 
111 tbe bplujcen road it tuu ceased to b« 
used for traffic belwevQ Coire sod Lom- 
bardj-. On the E. side of the luromit 
are two roughly benD columna vhich 
IwTe fuTuiihed matter for much eon- 
iroveray. They hive heeu by some 
attributed to Julius CffiBar.whoeenaras 
would thus he conoectud with that of 
the pass; but others refer their oriein 
lo the Celts, and the name to a Celtic 
deity, Jul. 

The road deacend* feutly towards 
the E. until it reaches the slope over- 
looking the head of tlie Engadine,

The road bere described offers a far 
more interesting way for approaching 
the Jalier, or tbe other passes de- 
scribed ID tbe following Routes, than 
the high road from Coire to Tiefen- 
kasteo (Rte. A). There ia the farther 
inducement, that a traveller who bag 
not already seen the Via Mala may 
visit that remarkable defile and return 
to Tbusis on the first day from Coire, 
jolnitig the Julier road, or that of the 
Albula. early on the following day by 
a highly [Hctnresque and agreeable 
{latli. A post-Toad from Thtiaia to 
Tiefenkasten along the 1. side of the 
ALbula was opened for traffic in 1669. 
Tbe track by tbe rt. side of that stream 
noticed below is more interesting. The 
name Schyn Pass, often applied 
is incorrect.

a rather rough but clean- looking bath- 
ing establishment for the patieoM who 
frequent the sulphureous waters that 
have given this place a local celebrity. 
Some unusual plants, such as Ailraga- 
hu morapessulinua, Toiimaeiaia eeiii- 
ciUarit, and Ccnttiurea rhatica, show 
the warmth of the climate of the val- 
ley. A short way above Ihe Balhs the 
char-road croBaes the conaiderable 
stream of the Landwasser, igauing from 
the valley of Dlivos (Rl«. D), and then 
mounts gently in about 1 hr. from the 
Baths to Fiiiur (3,-174'), a pretty vil- 
lage with acountry Inn. standing under 
the imposing ruins of Greifenslda,

is the opening of Vid Tuori, which de- 
serves more attenlion than it has yet 
received. The lower part'commands

[There is a rough track, passable for 
chars, as tar as the hamlet of Pont« 
d'Alp, a hrs. from Bergun. Here Val 
Tuors divides: aNNE. branch monnta 
between the Fiz forun (ICOliy) and 
a steep ridge whose higheiit summit la 
the Hoch Dacai (lO.OS:''}, aud leads to 
the lakes of Rareisclig (Itte. H), by 
wuich the traveller ms} descend into 
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Val SutBannB, or reach Davos Platz, b; 
the Srnig Page. In ihe opposite direc- 
tum BDoUier branch of Val Tuora leads 
to Piz Uerliek (10,738'), aeemingiy 
accessible from itii» side. The E. 
branch of Val Tunrs, called Saliit oo 
Uie Federal Map, is probably the most 
iatereating. The torrent flowafrom the 
VaJred da PorchaUUa, a large glacier 
OQ the N. side of PizKtach (11,211'), 
which aiso feeds the torrent at the 
head of Val Sulsanoa. The remark- 
able tower-like peak of Fiz Kesch 
vBs attained, in 1864, by Messrs. 
Tuokett and Fowler, with C. Michel 
andM.PajoL From thePlatzii chalets 
2^ brs. above BergiiD, they reached in 3^ 
hrs. the ridge above the V. da Porcha- 
hella, overloohing the head of the Ea- 
ehia Glacier. From ibis — called EscAi'a 
. Fwa — they afterwards descended in 
3 hrs. to Ponte. From the same point 
they reached the pejk in Ij hr. A 
rather lower point had been previously 
Mtained by M. Coai.] 

Above Bergun the ascent by the new 
road to ibe A Ibnla begins. To Ihe 1. is 
ps«aed the opening of Vai Tisck, 
leading up to some ahandimed iron 
mines high np on the NW. side of Pii 
Umsch. Fully 1 br. abo-e Bergiin, 
the road crosses to the t. Iiunk, at a 
point where an opening in (he range to 
the W. leads up to a depression, or cci, 
S. of Piz d"Aela, leading by Vai Err lo 
Tinzen. Attbecbileranf Naz (5,72i>'}, 
the wild glen of Muglixofe'Dii to SW., 
and (he road of Ihe Albula tnrns east- 
vard and maintains that direction till 
it enters Ihe Engadine at Ponte. After 
passing several chalets, the traveller 
io2i hra-'iteady walking from Bergiin 
reaehes WeusensUin (6,8i4'). A new 
inn has been opened here, which may 
attract mountaineers and botanists by 
the many rare plants found in the 
neigbbottrhood of the pass. Of these 
the following deserve to be noted : — 
Lychnis alpiuity OxytTopU lappunKu y 
Saxi/roga planifulia, Stntcio cariiiuii' 
em, Crepit kyuseridifutia, Ci""panula 
cenisia, Folenionium aertiieum, Kubrcsia 
airicina, and Carex irrigua. The small 
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lalie near the ion, wh'rb is (he chief 
source of the Alhida, formerly pro- 
duced excellent (rout, but they have 
disappeared since it has been drained 
to utilise some peat on its shores. Above 
the Weissenstein Inn (he scenery is 
very wild, and the new road makes a 
wide sweep to the rt Towards the 
pper part of the pass it lies amidst 
mattered blocks of ilone, where scarce 
trace of vegetation remains in view, 
ith patches of snow on the slopes to 
thert. 

The Albula Pats {7,58S'} and the 
valleys leading to it on either side 
form a long furrow between two 
parallel ranges, of which tbe higher 
northern ridg,.-,ci owned by Piz Uertsch, 
is chiefly formed of sedtinentary rocks, 
tbe main penk being composed of do- 
lomite. The southern ridge is a pn>- 
montorj from the mass of Piz d'Err, 
separating the Albula from the Val 
Bever. It is maialj composed oi 
gneiss or granite, but [be summit im 
mediately S. of Ihe pass, called Pi; 
Giumtls (9, 62a'), contains a consider- 
ble mass of white gypsum, which is 
supposed to have originated the name 
of the past There i* no difficulty in 
crossing the ridge due .S. of the Weis. 
senstciti Inn, leuding to Ueveis through 
Val Bever (§ 36, Rte. C). a shorter and 
more interesting mounWineer'a route 
than that by Poole. Piz Uertsch is 
said to be easily acci^Fsible from the 
summit of the Aibula, but the Editor 
has no account of the expedition. 

The descent Irom iLi>- Albuia Pass 
lies for some way on the S, slope of 
the U|iland valle> , and ia at first rather 
gentle. Lower down it enters larch 
woods, and lies fur Che most part on the 
I. bank of the torrent. Ij hr. snlEces 
lacb the mam valley of the En- 
gadine at 

Pimit (5,548'). This village, and the 
road belneen it and SamodfO, ^ire 
described in § 36, Itte. A. 
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In the precedEng Rte. and in Rte. 1 
the tTo branches of the Albula Btrem 
that leiid to the lalley of the Inn ha? 
been described; it is now necesaitry t 
notice the third of the main bniDch«s 
of the Bame atreun vhich drains a eon- 
eiderable valley parallel to that of the 
Inn, but flows id bq opposite direction 
— ftum NE. to SW. This valley, 
named Uaros, meaning behind, or "at 
the back of the world," is »aid to have 
been discovered in the 13th centory, 
and colonised by settlera from the 
Upper Valaia. It is connected with 
the main ralley of the Albula by a 
□arrow and difficult defile, through 
which the Landwaaser desoeadfl to join 
that stream; but the easiest access is 
by the road across a Jow pass coaiiecl- 
ing the head of the valley with Kloslcrs 
ia the Prsttigsu. 

The road between Lenz and Plati lias 
been improved of late years, but is, in 
places, rough and narrow. It is prac- 
ticabtefor a li^ht char, here called berg- 
wagen, but little, if any, lime is gsioed. 
It is not always too easy to find a 
vehicle at Lenz. A pedestrian, profit- 
ing by short CUM, may much reduce ihe 
distance between Alveneuand Glaria. 
After reaching Brienz, the next 
tillage to Lena (noticed in Bte. C), 
the traveller shonid choose the roiid 
to the ]., keeping at a considerable 
height above the river, instead of de- 
scending to the baths, and in about 
Ijhr. from I.enz will reach Alotneu 
(4,344'). The church is a curious 
Specimen of TenaissaHCe architeclore, 
and containa some good specimens of 
early wood-carving. Standing on a 
steep slope, 1,100 ft. above the river, 
the village coiuitiaiids a very fine view 



peaks to the 8. The road into 
the Davos valley traverses Schmitten 
and Wiesen, both standing at a great 
height above the bottom of the valley. 
It winds along the mountain sloped, 
making every now and then a ton- 
siderable circuit in order to croas the 
deep iHirrows eicavaled by lorpenta, 
Wifsen, with good rustic qnartera at 
the house of Palmi, stands at 4,770 ft., 
opposite to Jmabtrg, a village at a atill 
higher level above the 1. bank of the 
Landwaaser. Though little more than 
a mile apart, it takes fully an hour to 
follow the path to that place across the 
valley, whtre a fine ne* bridge spans 
the torrent at 856 ft. above the water. 
From Jenieberg the traveller in search 
of a view may ascend the SluUergrat 
(8,471') and descend by its W. side to 
Filisnr. It is not a much longer course ■ 
for a pedestrian bound for the head of 
the valley to pass by Jenisberg, and 
descend thence to SchmeUboden, than 
to follow the char-road by the rt. bank. 
This pursues a very circuitous coarse, 
winding rauad three deep ravines cut 
by lateral torrents, before it gains a 
projecting bnttress which commands a 
fine view of the valley, and whence it 
descends by lig'Sge to the level of the 
Landwaaser. The torrent >s crowed 

nangsau — the place is best known aa 
Schmeliii/den — rhe road begins to as- 
cend along the 1. bank through the 
narrow defile leading to Gtarit (4,770' J, 
Another more interesting way IWna 
Wiesen to that village, practicable only 
on foot, is by a path along the steep 
slope above the rt. bank, taming out 
of the char-road near the point where 
it be^QS to descend towards the Land- 
wasser. This track is feared in winter 
and spring on account of avalanchea, 
but is quite safe in summer, and com- 
mands fine views. Throngh the Bd- 
renthal, a lateral glen opening W. <rf 
Glaris, it is not difficult to reach Anwa, 
mentioned in neit Kte. Above Claris 
the road ascends gently along the rt. 
bank. On the opposite bank i« a 
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■mall bathiDg establisliineDt called 
Spina Bad, intended for patients who 
tu« the walerE of a aulphureons apring 
nbich breaka out on the slope <^ the 
moontaiD l.oeo ft. higher up. About 
I lir. above GlarJE is Frauenkirck where 
the Sertigthal (Rte. H) opena W SSE„ 
and > path from Aniea, by tbe Mayat- 
ftlder Furia (8,022'), deaeenda into 
the Dhvdb iBlle;. A walk of 1 hr. 
more leads to the pruicipal village ia 
the vallej, B.IOS fi. above the sea. It 
IB here knowD as Platz, but as that 
name is commonlj applied in the Gri- 
sona to iniJicale the chief village or 
hamlet of a valle;, it is caJIed, when 
spoken of elsewhere, 



DaUBiaa Phiz flnnsi Schweiierhofj'lake prodi 
Pnsl; Curhaus; all very fair, the first 
two new ; Zum Strela, rnatic, not bad ; 
restaurant in the Kalhhaui). Thehead 
of the Davos valley is a purely paa- 
toral district, sarrounded by mouniaiai 
about 9.(W0 ft. in height. Tbe acenerj 
ia very pleasing. thoiiKh not of the firsl 
order, and as many npland valleys con- 
ferge at this point, many eicurBJons arc 
open to the mounlaineer. ■ The Ralh- 
haiu,' antil lately the only inn, ' wat 
formerly decorated with more tbaui 
thirty wolves' heads slain in the, 
neighbourhood — proof of the preva- 
lence of these animals. A wolf-oetl 
(Wolf-gam) Is still hung up here,' 
but the animals have nearly disap-, 
peared.' {M.] The path of the Str=Ia| 
leading hither from Coire is descrihedl 
in the Bext Rte., and the passes into 
Itie Engadine by the Fluela, Scaletta, 
and Sertig Passes will be found !□ the 
following Rles. 

The most interesting eicnraion firom 
Plati is the ascent of the Schwarzhom, 
described in Rte. G. A shorter and 
easier walk ii tbe ascent of tbe Weiss- 
flub. Theie are two peaks bearing tbe 
same name, about equally near to Plats, 
the one on the N., ^e other on tbe S. 
side of the Strela Paaa. The higher 
and more inlereeting of tbe two is that 
on the N. side. The way is by the 
road to Klosters, until atler passing the 
Schiabach, and reaching the hamlet of 



Dorfli. when the conrae ties to the L, 
up the slopes of the Dorfliberg. On 
reftching the middle region of th« 
" the way is about WNW.,

Aboatljm. N . of Plati ia the ham- 
let of DiirBi, known elsewhere as 
VaooaDS'fii (two tolerable Inns), pret- 
ily silnated in the midst of j-reen 
neadows. and but a short way from 
tbe Daooaer. See (5,121'), a 
ig excellent In 

the W."s 
mounts to a very low and easy pass^ 
Bometimea called Laret Pat$ (5,S3S'). 
The summit is reached at a solitary 
monntain inn called St Wolfgang, 
and the descent, after pausing a little 
dark tam near which ace the cb^lett 
of Laret, keeps due N. along the rt. 
nank of amountaio stream to Kloarer* 
(§84, Ete.D). 



It has been seen, \a the foregoing 
Rtes., that the drainage of the Uavoa 
valley, being poured into the Albiila, 
and then into tbe lihine. reaches Coire 
by a very circuitous course, fully three 
times the actual distance between that 
town and the head of the valley. Tbe 
traveller may avoid that circuit, and 
enter Davoa from. Coire by a very direct 
course, through the populons valley of 
Schanjlgg, and over the Strela Pais. 
The course here described lies through 
much agreeable and picturesque ECe- 
nery, but the ascent from Coire ia 
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long and becomes Bomewhst monoto- 
nous, BO that it is probably a better 
arrangement, vhcn practicable, to take 
the pa^ in the opposite direction. 

From the eonunit of the StretaPaee, 
the main branch of the SchanEgg val- 
ley, drained by the Plensur. falls dne 
W. to the village of Maladers above 
Coire. It is one of the most popnlous 
in the Alps, being crowded nith Til- 
lages, hamlets, or scattered houBtB, 
perched on sleep slopes at a great 
height above the torrent, CBpeciall; on 
the northerD snauy declivity. The 
monntsins on either side are furroved 
by many deep ravines, and the paths 
leading np the valley, and connecting 
the villages together, are forced to 
make many detours, 'i'hig circum- 
stance much increases the time neces- 
sary for reaching the pass, vhieh looks 
deceptively near tWim the neighbour- 
hood of Coire, but at the same time 
adds vaiiety and interest to the 
scenery. 

Those who woald shorten the day's 
walk may reach the village of Tasliitrt- 
gchtn, on the S. side of the valley, 
in a light char, in '2 hrs. fVom Coire. 
■Dd continue thrir rte. by a footpath 
on the 1. bank as far as Molins, where 
It crosses the Plessur and mounU to 
Peist, For pedestrians, the way along 
the N. side of the valley is to be pre- 
ferred. 

■The path mounts rapidly to the 
Tillage of MaJoders (3,287'). from 
which the col is plainly visible, but its 
apparent proximity is most deceptive. 
Thence the traveller's course is along 
the hill side, high above the rt. bank of 
the Plessur, making numerous long 
dips into the lateral ravines, and rising 
and falling perpetually. The path is 
well made, almost approaching the 
dimensions of a char-road, and carried 
mostly through luiuriant pine woods, 
which afford a grateful shade. When 
tno or more paths diverge, it is safe, 
as a general mle, to take the lower or 
rL-hand one. Passing through Castrel 
and Si. Peter's, the village of Pchi 
(J,383') is reached in 43 hrs.' steady 



' walking from Coire. There is a small 
inn on ihe 1. hand side of the path, 
just above the public fountain, where 
two clean beds, scuniy food, and fair 
red wine may be obtained. The carved 
inscriptions on the hr>iises here are tlie 
best in the valley. It is a liot and lihade- 
less walk ot 1^ hr, to Laayteiei (4,513'), 
the last village Iwiih a poor inn), where, 
for the first time since leaving Coire, 
the traveller is on a level with the bed 
of the stream.'— [A. W. M.] 

Here the Plessur is formed by the 
junction or several mountain torrents. 
The principal stream descends SE. 
from an upland gien nearly 8 m. in 
length, forming an acme angle with 
the coui-ee of the main valley. At the 
eiiteme S\r. end of this glen, a wild 
and solitary ravine called Wil»ch Tobel, 
it is possible to cross the ridge, and de- 
scend upon Alveneu, There are alsa 
passes to the SE. leading to Frau- 
eukirch by the Ma^-i/eLitr Farka 
(8.022'), and to Glaris by the Baren 
Tobel. 

[In a laternl opening on the W. nds 
of the Welscb Tohel is Anna (6.20e'>, 
one of the highest hamlets in this part 
of Ihe canton, where potitoes are still 
cultivated. Kough quarters fbr the 
night may be obtained at the house of 
Obmann Hold. Several mountain ex- 
cursions interesting to the geologist 
and the botanist may be made froat 
Arosa. The most interesting to the 
monntaineer is towards the SW. hy 
two mountain tarns, the Sehwelli See 
and ^Ipli See, to the summit of the 
Schone Bleise (9,794'), lying at the 
SW. extremity of the upland glen 
containing those little lakes. The 
adjoining summit uf the farpaner 
ilothhon (9,518') may be ascended, 
and the traveller may descend to Par- 
pan, on the road iVom Coire to Leoz 
(Rte. A). Another eicarsion, which 
will well reward the botanist, is to the 
red sandstone summit of the Sand- 
hHbfl (9,075'). on the E. side of the 
Wdsch Tobel, reached through a re- 
cess in the hills called Teufen^rg. It 
is ijasy to descend from the ridge to 



We»eu in DsrM (Bte. D). To reach 
Coire from Arosa. the geologist may 
best ascend bf (he Sattel Alp to a 
Biunmit called tTeixJorn {8,701'),NW. 
of the village, and not to be con- 
fnuuded witb a higher peak of the 
■ame name dae E. of I^rpan. Sec- 
pentine and dolomite ue the prevailing 
rocke in the range HE. of ArosB. vhich 
U sometimeB known by the collectiTe 
name Churer Alp'n.] 

A little above Langwi.a a tributary 
of the Plessur descends Irom the NR. 
through a glen called Fundej, ihrougb 
which it is not difficult to reach Con- 
fer* and Kiiblis in the Prstli)mu 
(§ 34, Rte. D). The way to Davoa 
mounts about due K. from Langwiea 
along the n. bank of a stream descend- 
ing from the pafiB, through 'wild and 
pleasing scenery, 

' The path becomes vague m placet, 
hut it is not poBBible to go far -wrong, 
and in 1 hr. the cbileta of the Schmit- 
ten Alp are reached, where milk may 
he proenred. From hence the track 
nearest the stream should be kept, 
until above the last chalets on the 
Haupten Alp, when il ia neceaasry to 

commenoeB. This frcini below appears 
to be rather troubleBnme, but ia, in 
ftct, perfectly easy. The path ia very 
ftiinl, but sufficient to mark the way, 
whiehliesover ateepiah banks of shale, 
interspersed with patches of snow,nntil, 
in 8 hra. from Schmitten, the Strela 
PirM. a broad ridge 7,799 ft- above 
the sea, ia surmounted. The prosoect, 
looking back right down the long 
amiling valley, backed by the moun- 
tains beyond the Rhein Thai, is 
pleasing, while in front there is an 
extensive view of the Scaletta and A1- 
bula Alps, The most conspicuous are, 
in front, the Weiashom and Schwarz- 
hom beyond the Diyos Tlial, with the 
dark pyramid nf the Piz Linard peer- 
ing over them, and, on the rt., a 
Une snowy masa, probably the Piz 
Kesch, towering above a considerable 
glacier. The descent ii straight for- 
ward and very gentle, as far aa the 
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Strela Alp, where a view is opened out 
down the Davos Thai, beyond the ex- 
treme end of which is seen a group of 
peaka, the chief of which — Pi^d'Ae^ — ' 
bearaaalrikiagresemblance, ona imall 
scale, to the Matterhorn.' [A. W. M.) 
At the Strela Alp one path descends 
direct to Dorai (Rte. D) and another 
bearing to rt, leads, chiefly through 
forest, m 1 br. from the pass, to Plate 
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Thcee nearly parallel lateral valleys 
enter Davos near to the principal vil- 
lage, Am Platz, and each is connected 
with a paaa leading into the Engadine. 
In each of them the torrent, which 
had Sowed about dne NNW,is bent 
to the westward aa it approaches its 
junction with the Landwasser. Thus 
the stream from the Sertigtbal (Rte. 
H), the westernmost of these valleye. 
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Frauenkirch. Next comes the Disch- 
mathsl (RtcO), whose torrent enters 
tJie main valley a short distance above 
Plata, while that issuing ftom the glen 
called Ftuela joins the Landwasser at 
DorSi. I'he ridge dividing Fluela 
from Diechma, culminating in the 
Schwarzhom, is a promontory from 
the mass of the Scaletta Alps. Hence 
it happens that the firEt of these glens 
leads by the Fluela Pass to the En- 
gadine at Siis, while the line (rf the 
Diachmathal, Scaletta Pass, and Val 
Sulsanna, conducts the traveller by the 
S. side of the same group to Capella in 
the Engadine. fully 12 m, higher up in 
the valley of the Inn than Siio. 

The new road over the Fluela Fast 
is a considerable short cut for travelleti

The descent to RiiEliesdue B.; theroad 
windp down a rather steep slope, keep- 
ing chiefly to the 1. bank of the torrent, 
and passing a place called Bel ieo 
Kehrea, feared for spring avalanchea. 
Before long an (klpine glen Opens |o 
the S-, tiirough which the torrent from < 
the GrialeUih Giueier desoenda into 
the head of Val 5ritu<ca,as the valley 
is called that leads to 6iu. Keepiaglo 
the 1. bank, ibe road is joined, abvve 
half way down the Val Sosasca, by ihe 
jialh descending Val Fless from the 
Vereina Pass (g 34, Rte. D), and tindly 
crossen tu the rt. bank immediately 
iibijire the Tillage of Sus {§ 36, Kte,A>. 
The traveller there finds a tolerable 
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Schwarzhora be combined with it; but 
it is useful, aa aSbrding the shortest 
route ihim Davoa to the Upper Enga-' 
dine. There is a char-raad np the 
Diflchma Thai to Dlirrentioden; a drive 
of 2j hrs., or walk of 3 hrs.. ihence 
over the pass to ScaD& in the Engadine 
ia 5 hrs.' walking. For the ascent of 
the Schwarzhorn 4 hrs. must be added. 

The DUchma Thai which opens out 
to the SF-., a little above Am Plata, is 
a long dreary valley, alir.ost devoid 
of interest. It is closed at ita bead by 
the considerable mass of the Scaletta 
Glacier, which, with the dark obelisk 
of the Schwarzhorn on the E. side of 
the valley, will prohably absorb the 
attention of the traveller. 

Diirrenbodea (6,644') consists of a 
few huts, in one of which, more 
respectable than ita neighbours, fair 
quarters for a night, and abundance of 
milk, may be had. Above this the 
Talleyforka. To the left, passing be- 
tween the Schwarzhorn and the foot of 
Ihe Scaletta Glacier, which comes down 
from the Pa Vudred (10,610'), lies the 
way by the rarely-traveraed GriuletBch 
Pan to Siia in the Engadine : the 
ascent to it appears quite eaay. The 
path to the Scaletta Pass keeps to the 
re., over steep slopes of rock and shale, 
mounting rapidly until an eitensive 
plateau IS reached, which early in the 
season is covered with snow. The 
pasa ia seen straight in ftont, and to 
reach it there is a choice of two tracks ; 
one, on the 1. or W. ude of the valley. 
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nnjer the BarkUahortt (10/}38'}; the 
other, on the rt. aide, along the base of 
the c[iffii Buppnrliag the fJcaletta Gla- 
cier. The tetter appears preferable. 
but by either it considerable tract of 
■mow luuBt be crossi-d before reacbing 
the pasa, 8,613 ft in height, in 1} ' 
from Durrenbodeo, There ia a am 
Berghiilte. or refuge, on the aunin , 
tli<: appearance uf »liieh la (he reverse 
of inviting, la neither direction ie 
there much view ; ia fact few pasaea ol 
the same height are BO devoid of attrac- 
tion. The descent iota the Sijlsaaaa 
Thai ia due S. over gentle slopes 
shale varied with palches of ano' . 
until the Fontana Alp (7,212') is 
reached. From hence, b; folloffing 
the arm of the valley to the rt„ Davoe 
or Bergiia may be rrached by the 
Sertig Paaa (Rte. H). The path to the 
Engadine turns sharp to the 1., and 
leads by a rapid desi.ent to the lower 
Yalley. The torrents from the glaciers 
of the Piz Kesch. on the 8. side of (he 
valley, are troublesome to cross wh-:^ 
■wollea. The Vul Saltama is a de- 
gte^ wore intereaCing [ban the Diachma 
Thai, not being quite ao bareof vegetfl- 
tioD, but preaents no features likely to 
detain a traveller. It ie traversed by 
ft good pah, which, after passing 
througli Sulaanna (5,4e(>'), the only 
village, foils into the great diligence- 
r«id, traversing the Engadine, at Ca- 
pella, about 35 niin. l>elow Scanfs, 
wbjch ia reached in 3} lira, t^m the 
col. Althougli the track from Diirren- 
boden to the Fontaaa Alp is ill traced, 
no guide is needed for this pass in 
clear weather. .fcaB/i (Inn: 'I'rBnbe) 
is noticed in § SB, Hte. A. 

Ascent of Ihe S-h^arihont. The as- 
cent of the Schwarzliom (10,338') may 
be made from Diirrenboden in aj hrs. 
There are few points of the aame ele- 
TBtion, aecesaible in so short a time, 
from which so gorgeous a panorania 
nay be obtained, but Ihe expedilioD 
it as yet little known. No guide i* 
required by a practised mountaineer, 
for although tlie aacent from below 
looks awkward. It is in reality quite 
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free from difflculty. 'Croeiing Ihe 
Dischma Bach, the steep graia tlopfS 
on its rt. bank are climbed, for I br. 
bearing rather to the 1. Then stndght 
running should be made for a slight 
depression on the southern ridge of the 
mountain, considerably below the sum- 
mit. Particular care should be taken 
not to endeavour to strike this too high, 
and so get too much under the actual 
peak, the western face of which ia very 
precipitouB, though quite accessible to 
a good cragsman. ITie rte. lies over 
banks of mow, succeeded by a steepish 
rock chimney, above which easy slopes 
of ahale lead to the broad grat, looking 
dowQ upon the Schwarzhom Glacier 
and the track of the Fluela Pass. 
Turning lo the 1., this grat mast be 
followed, nntit, after passing over al- 
ternate slopes of rock and suow which 
are neither steep nor present any other 
difficulty, the aummit is reached. This 
is a very small rooky point, and falls 
awuy steeply on all sides, except that 
by which it has been approached. The 
view ia of the most superb chamoier, 
especially looking E. along the whole 
range of the Tyrolese Alpa ftom the 
(Etztbsi group to the Orteler ; and S., 
where Ihe great chain extending fVom 
the Bemina Pass to the Lake of Como 
is seen right apposite to the spgctstor, 
and therefore probably (o greater ad- 
vantage than from the better-known 
Piz Langtiard, where the same view is 
seen sideways, the great mass of the 
Bemina shutting out the rest of the 
chain. Of single peaka, the Pii Ber- 
nina, Piz Roseg, and Monte della 
Disgrazia are moat conspicuous, the 
latter towering above the vast expanse 
of the Rose^ (llacier. But the whole 
scene is indeacribable. and must leave 
an indelible impression on the mind 
of every one fortunate enough to be 
favoured with a clear day. The de- 
scent to Diirrenboden may be effected 
in lihr.' [A.W.M.] The traveller 
must not confound the Schwacihoni 
here described, which might con- 
veniently be called ScalettaBohwan- 
bom, with the higher peak of the isnie 
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name ia the central groop of the 

Silvretta Alps (§ 34, Rte. E). 

The ascent of /'.i Vadrcd (M.Bilf) 
U fer more ditHcuU than thai of the 
Scbwarztiorn. Tlie Bi^cood peak was 
reached for the £nt time by Mr.

II commandB a icry fine 
view of the Piz Kescb atid the oreAt 
Porchabella Glacier on its N. slope. 
I'he ascent of this, the highest peak 
N. of the Kngadine, long deemed in- 
acceisible, is nolleed in Rie. C, Ahout 
i hr, below the Sertig Pass are the 
Ijikes da Rayciachg, a gronp of sisBli 
lakes occupying the summit lerel 
of a ridge connecting the head of 
Viil Tuori with the Val SuUanHa. 
The way to the Engadine lies lo the I. 
throagh the latter valley, while it ia 
equally easy to reach Bergiin on the 
road of the Albula by bearing to the 
rt., and reaching the char-road at PontB 
d'Alp (Rte. C). The descent to Val 
Sulsanna is ill traced, but nowhere 
difficult, provided the traveller keep to 
the 1. hank of ihe Btream. ()□ the op- 
posite aide, a coosiderahle torrent frran 
the Vadred da Porchabeila enters the 
valley, Jii about li hr. from the top 
of the pass the path joins that frorn 
the Scaletta Pass at the Foutuita Alp, 
mentioned in the last Rte., and de- 
scends to Cupella in the Engadine, 



The Sertigthal is the most interest- 
ing in piint of scenery of those lead- 
ing from Davos to the Engadine. A 
rough char-road turns aside from that 
leading from Platz to Fratienklrch 
(Kie. D). and mounts along the rt. 
bank of the torrent lo Dijrtli (6,10;'). 
the highest hamlet of the Sertigthal, 
about Bj hrs. from Platz. A little 
higher up the valley forks. One 
branch, called Ducanthal. mounts lo 
KW. by the W. aide of the //«■/, 
Dacaa (10,082'), to a passhe'wecn the 
Docan range and the R'arlii-nhnn, 
(9,495'), whence the Sl»hothal de- 
scends in the same direction lo Rella- 
luna on the Albula road above Filisnr 
(Rte. C), The other hranch of the 
Sertig— the ffBWplftn/— is that leading 
In about 4j hrs. from Davos to the 



In the preceding Btes. the mounlain 
ranges and passes between the Khine 
and the upper valley of the Inn have 
been described. It is now necessary 
to notice those Ivinj; between the Hin- 
terRheinandtheValiJregaglia, Tba 
last-named valley is orogTaphically a 
continnation of the great line of depres- 
sion marked by the valley of the Inn, 
but its waters, ingiead of being cattiad 
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ttirougli that river Into tHe Blsck Sea, 
fbrm the Mera, and help to fill the 
baBin of the Lake of Como. 

The SeptimrT Past, connectiDg the 
head of the UherhBlbstein (RIe. A) 
vith that of Val Bregaglia, is, next to 
the SpliigeD, the lowvst and most direct 
of those oonneeting Lombardywilh the 
L^e of Conetance, and u before the 
coDstmction of the present cairiBge- 
road by the Spliigen, it was far the 
tafte and eaeier of access, it became 
frequented pass at an early period, and 
vaa certainly knoira to the Romans, 
But though only 79 ft. higher than the 
Julier, and shorter by fully 4 hrs., it 
has always been considered a leM 
safe and easy pass, and more liable 
to be blocked up by snow in winte: 
conseqaently nerei" attained the i 
mercial importance acquired by the 
rival pass. The track from Biiio 
(Rte. A) lies through Val Caureecia, 
a treeless pastoral valley, that enters 
the head of the Oberhalbslein above 
that village. The way ia at firstaloag 
the 1. bank, (ben on the rt. bank of a 
torrent descending from the range W, 
of the pass, and the ascent is through- 
out very gentle, in part over swampy 
ground. Before reaching the summit, 
a streamlet descending ftvim tbe SE. 
crosses tbe path. This flows from the 
I'itio Lunghino (9,1!)'), forming the 
8W. end of the range of Gravasalvas, 
not to be confounded with the much 
higher Fiz Lmgtn (10,400"), at the 
NE. extremity of that range. The 
Piizo Lunghino and the Pizio Pes- 
eiora (§ 30, Kte. D) are the only single 
mountains in Ihe Alps that feed 
streams flowing into three different 
seas. The streamlet above mentioned 
is one of the sources of the Oberhalb- 
slein Rhine, and goes to the Nortli 
Sea; the E, side of the Pi mo Lun- 
ghino supports a mountain tarn that is 
the highest of the soarces of the Inn, 
flowing to the Black Sjea; and the 
streams from its W. flank pass through 
the Meia and the Adda to the Adria- 
tic 

The aoiomil of the Seplimer Paa 



(7,S83^, reached in rather more than 
2 hrs. f^om Bivio, is marked by a 
wooden cross, and a refuge, now faUen 
to min, erected for travdiers by some 
former Bishop of Coire. There is a 
floe view to the S. of the peaks en- 
closing the Albigna and Fomo Gla- 
ciers, culminating in the Cima del 
Largo (M,1GZ'). Tbe descent is mor« 
rapid than the ascent, as Caaaccia lies 
more than 1,000 ft. lower tlmn Bivio. 
The course is due S. until die track 
falls into an alpine glen, through 
which the principal source of the Mera 
descends due E. (aearly exactly con- 
trary to its subsequent direction), to 
Casaccia, trma a group of high peaks, 
whose highest summits are tbe Pizzo 
della Doana (10,27^) and Glelscher- 
hom (10,190') (Rte. K). The rough- 
paved trade descends in zigzags along 
the N. side of the Mera, and in less 
than 2 hrs. ftom the pass reaches 

Cat<Kcia (4,790'), described in § 36, 
Bte. A. 



The Aversthal penetrates deeply 
into the extensive mountain region 
lying between the Oberhalhstein and 
the Uinter Rhein, and unites the drain- 
age of nearly the entire mass in the 
Averser Bhein, or Avner Rhein, which 
joins the Hjnter Rhein a short way 
above Andeer (§ 31, Rte. A). Of the 
two passes here described, that of the 
Forceilina is free from difficulty, and 
the whole distance may be accom- 
plished in one day by a moderalely 
good walker. The way by the Duaua 
Pass is more interesring, but should 
not be attempted without a guide, and 
istooloDgforasingleday'swalk. The 
scenery between Cresta and the mouth 
of the valley is of the highest order, 
and deserves to be more generally 
known by tonrista. That portion of 
tbe ray is quite uoSt for horses, 
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the path bdng «itreiiidy rough, and 



For trsTellcTB going ftcm Casaceia 
to Creeta it is not imposaible to take a 
horse aa tar u the Utter Tillage, but 
it woidd Dot be advisable to ride orer 
•ome parts of the va; betneea the 
Peptimer and Jaf. The ascent ia very 
long vhen made fraia 'Andeer ) travel- 
ling ia the oppoaite direction, a fast 
v^er may accomplish the entire dis- 
tance ia 10 hn, eicloBive of halts. 

AUxi foUowiDg the high-road for } hr 
trma AoAetr the path eoten die TiUley 
<tt the Averaer Bhein through a fine 
defile between bold rooks of oiystalline 
■late under the shadow of ancient pine 
trees. Within J ia. of the high-road 
is the first waterfall, a very picturesque 
object, well worth a slight detour iWim 
the way between Andeer and Spliigen. 
Man; other foils are passed higher up 
in the valley. The lower part of the 
Aferathal is often called Ferreralhal, 
and the fint village, ahoat 1 hr. from 
the valley, is Amsn- Ftrrtra. Here 
are the remains of smelting works 
formerly employed in the reduction of 
» very rich iron ore found in the neigh- 
bourhood. Amidst very beautifiii and 
Twied scenery the path, keeping to the 
Tt bank, reaches CaKicH — also called 
Inner Fexrert— 4,856 ft. above the sea, 
a poor village very finely situated be- 
tween the peaks of the Sia-ettakom 
(9,971' and 9,925') to the W., and the 
l'(iSfarilera(eiactlylO,000')tolheNE. 
The latter fine mountain deseeods in a 
nearly vertical precipice of rock to the 
banks of the torrent below Canicul. 
SE. &om the village is the Val Eraet, 
leading to the Madesimo Pass (Rte. 
M). 'I'here is a very rongh inn, kept 
by civil people, at Caniciil, and the , 
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affords rather primitiTS aceonunoda- 
tion. About j hr, above Caniciil two 
other lateral vaileysjcdn the Aversthal. 
Through one of these, called Vol Star- 
Ura, it is possible to reach Molins tu 
OberhalbiteJD by a pass on the M, side 
of the Wtistberg (9,987'). and \he Val 
da Faller (Rte. A). To the S. is the 
tfMniog of the more conBiderabJe Val 
di Lei (Rte. L). About 1^ hr. above 
Caniciil ia Ca»i;in(f(S,499'), where the 
TsJley opens out a little, and gives 
■pace for some green meadows. Less 
than I m. &rther is Croi, standing at 
the junction of the Madriserthal with 
the main valley. [There is a pass 
leading to Castsisegna, from the head 
of the Madriserthal, as to which infoT' 
mation is desired.] Polemoaitim caru- 
Ituni, and other rare plants, may he 
found ID this part of the valley, A 
rather steep aaoent leads fium Cnit to 

Cnsla (6,M5'), the chief village of 
the Aversthal. The last larch trees 
are seen near the village, and abuve 
this the valley is completely bare, al' 
thoughthereu« several hamlets, which 
reckoned as the highest ia the Alps 
I in Europe. The absence of trees 
however, to be attributed rather to 
reckless mansf^ement than to the mere 
infiuence of climate, as in several ad- 
joining valleys larch and Siberian fir 
(arvtit) extend nearly to 7,00U tt above 
the sea. U has been said by many 
writers that the people here have no 
other fuel t'l si cow-dung, and it is 
true that that article is preserved for 
firing ; but wood Is also procured &om 
the lower part of the valley, though 
without much labour, o "" ' "'

Abore Creita the Tallej rises very 
genii}' for leTeralidileG. being occupied 
eioliuirelf b; meadows and alpine 
pantureH. vith here and there a saiall 
patch of potatoes, turnips, or lettuce. 
Several hamlets or groups of honsel, 
inhabited throughout the jear, occur 
at sbort intervals. Before reaching 
Piirt, the first of these, a glen opens 
to the I. lovards KE., and leads to the 
foot of FizFIalta (1 1,1(190, H'" highest 
of the outlying peaks of Ibis district, 
said to be accessible without much 
difficult; from this side. 'Ihere is a 
difficult pass between it and the Fop' 
ptrhorn (10,371') leading to Molina, 
Beyond Pilrt We Jnppa and Podeslata- 
haa» (6,716'), and to the S. is seen 
the opening of Val itregalga. Ne;irly 
2 m. farther is Ibe highest hamlet 
in the valley, and .in Enrope, called 
Ja/ (8,905'). From hence diverge 
the tracks leading to three passes 
that connect the head of the ATers- 
thal with Ibe neighbouring valleys. 
The lowest, easiest, but least inter- 
esting of these is that of the Stat- 
lerberg (8,478'), due E. of Juf, and 
leading to Bivio. Another, higher, 
sleeper, and rarely used, lies about due 
N., between the Fopperhorn and Piz 
Scahtla (10,112'), and leads by Val 
Hercla and Val da Faller to Molins 
(Rte. A). The third, which ia the di- 
rect way to Caaaocia, is the Forcfllina 
Fats (8,770'). 'ITie path lo it from 
Juf mounts gradually towards SE. 
along the rt. bank of the torrent for 
nearly ^ hr., and Chea begins to ascend 
rapidly by zigaags to the I., after which 
it resumes its SE. direction along the 
face of the mountain, passing round 
aome precipitons rocks, until it again 
bears to the 1., and with little labour 
and no difficulty leads the traveller in 
i hr. from Juf to the summit. The 
view is eilensjre and interesting, the 
Beraina chain and the peaks S. of Val 
Bregaglia are the most remarkable 
objects. In the opposite direction the 
Todi comes into view. On the £, side 
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(he path is scarcely traced, but the way 
is easily found in clear weather, care 
being taken not to bear loo mgch to 
the 1., and so descend on the N, side 
of the Septimer Pass, Afrer passing 
an opening Tietween steep rocks, the way 
to the Seplimer Pass (Rte. 1) lies over 
slopes of debris and snow. CuBaccia is 
reached in 2^ hi-s. trcm the Forcellina. 
From the Septimer it is easy to reach in 
1 hr. a col connecting Pizio Lunghinn 
with the Gravasalvas. and to deiCend 
thence in little mnre than 1 hr. to the 
higb road near the Silser See. 

a. Bn At Dvma Pott, and V,il 
J>taua. The Vul Bregalga, which, 
as mentioned above, joins the Avers- 
thal fully 2j m. above Crcsta. affords 
the mruntaineer a passsgr to Casaccia 
more interesting than tbut by the For- 
cellina. The way is somewhat in- 
tricate, and in great part trackless. 
From 7^ to B hrs., exclusive of halts, 
are reqnired to reach Casaccia from 
Cresta. 

After passing the hamlet of Bre- 
galga (6,355'), near the entrance of the 
valley, the traveller mounts along the 
rt. bank of the torrent. Keeping due 
S., he finally reaches a small glacier 
lyingW, of tlieG/elscAe/W.iClO.lSff). 
This is truversed without difficulty, 
and on reaching the summit of the 
ridge (about S.rsC, R. C. N.), he 
looks over a slightly depressed rocky 
plateau, or basin, usually in great part 
covered wiihsnow. This is the head 
of a wild recess in the group of peaks 
whose highest point is the Pizjo delta 
D«nim (10,279'). and forms the head 
of Val Duana, which sends its torrent 
eastward towards Casaccia. To the 
n. is a ridge dividing the snow-bBSin 
from the head of Val Ronda, one of 
the branches of the Madriserthal. 
Nearly dne S. is a summit called 
jlfiireio (9,.133'), with a small glacier 
lying on its N. slope, and E, of this a 
pass by which the people of Bondo in 
Val Bt^gaglia (J 36, Rte. A) gain 
access to Val Bregalga and the Ma- 
driserthal. It costs the traveller bnta 
short detour to make a circuit, partly

over rocks> partly over the glacier of 
the Marcio, to the top of the pass over 
l!ondo, slightly higher than tlie Duana 
Pass-about B.BStf, R. C. N. This 
cooimanda a remarkable view. 'Monte 
Roea is Been on a clear day ■ [R. C. N.] , 
hot the most remarkable objects are 
the granitic pealisoD the opposite side 
of Val Bregaglia. The nay now lies 
a little N. of K to a little tarn lying 
in the raidsl of the very wild glen 
called Val Duana. A stream, which 
is fallo»e<l on the I bank, leads to a 
second and lai^er lake {8.051'), and 
the way lies along its N, baok, avoid- 
ing a small glacier that descends on 
the opposite side from the Pizza dcUa 
Daana. This lake, which receives all 
the waters of ValDuana, has no visible 
outlet, but must he drained by some 
underground channel into the lower 
valley, sometimes called VaiMarozio, 
Ihrongh which the head waters of the 
Mera descend to Casaccia. A very 
short ascent, followed by a long and 
steep descent, leads the traveller into 
this valley. He crosses to the t. bank 
of the torrent, and in 40 min. more 
joins the track of the Septimer, about 
} hr. above Casaccia. 



The mountaineer going from the 
valley of the ilinter Khein to Chia- 
venna. may take a course far more 
interesting than the high road of the 
Spliigen. by ascending the lower part 
of the Aversthal, and then following 
either the Val di Lei or the Madriser- 
thal to the passes which connect those 
valleys with Chiavenna. The distance 
is about the same as the way to Ca- 
saccia by the Forcellina (Rte. K), but 
the pasees are much steeper on both 
sides. Further information as to the 
passes mentioned in this and the fol- 
lowing Rtes. is much desired. 



From the Surettahora, E. of th# 
Spliigea Pass, to the Pizzo Stella, near 
Chiavenn a,theridgedividingthe waters 
of the Rhine from those of the Adda 
follows a direction nearly due S., and 
then runs EtiE. to the Septim^' Pass. 
The consequence is, that whereas the 
watershed at the Spliigen is mnch 
nearer to Andeer than to Chiavenna, 
the two above-named tributary valleys 
of the Af erstbal penetrate sontiiward to 
the ridge immeiUately overlooking the 
lower part of the Val Bregaglia. 

I. By the Vi^ di Lei. As mentioned 
in last Rte., the Val di I.ei joins tiie 
Aversthal about J hr. above Caniciil, 
Dearly 4 hrs. from Andeer. It is a long, 
straight valley, enclnsed between high 
and Sleep, but monotonous slopes. The 
upper end, hemmed io by glaciers and 
snow-fielda, is more interesting. At hs 
lower end the peaks o( the Pizm 
delta Pidii (10,374'J. and Fit ^Emet 
(10,502') rise on the W. side, and three 
pa£seB leading to the Val di S. Oiaeomo 
are passed on the rt. hand by the tra- 
veller ascending the vaUey. The way 
to Chiavenna is by a pass at the ex- 
treme S. end; and after passing the 
highest chalets, called Plan del Nido, 
the ascent lies by the E. side of a gla- 
cier descending fi-om ihe I'izzo Stella 
(10,266'). On the traseller's left, di- 
viding the head of Val di Lei from that 
of the Madriserthal. are the Cwm 
di BlSti (10,000') and Cima di Soiirami 
(10,040'). In approaching the summit 
of the pass, the way lies on the W. eidc 
of the Liis" Glilacciato, a rather lai^ 

summer, and then bears to the rt, a 
little S. of W., to the summit of the 
pass, B,780 fi. in height. This may, 
for want of a name, be called Patso del 
Logo, as the nearest summit to the E. 
is called Cnna del injfo(9,(i92') After 
descending a short way, the course 
bears abruptly to the 1 , and beeps 
nearly SE„ till it reaches the W. end 
of another lake, called Lugo di Acqua 
Fraggia. A steep descent then leads 
to Sdvogao, a village not far from the 
high road of the Val Bregaglia, wiiitb 
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U (cached aboat S m. E. of ChiaieDiia 
<I,04(n. See S 33, Rte. A. 

2. By Ihc Madriitrlhal. Tbe Ma- 
drisertbsl, parallei lo, and E. of the 
Val di Lei, leadi. to the Pasxi di Val 
Madrit (8,793'), between (he Cima 
del Ijigo and the Fizto Gallegyiunf 
<10,a86'), whence, descending WSW , 
the track pBBses along the S, side of the 
Lago di Acqua Fraggia, where it joins 
that from the Pusso del Lago, men- 
tioned above, and deaceads b; Savo- 
gno to Chiavenna. From Crat, where 
the Madriserthul joina the Averaihal, 
to Chiavenna, is said to be a walk of 
7 hrs-i in all nearly 12 hiB., excltuire 
of halls, from Andeer, Tiiere is 
another way, described by Mr. Presh- 
lield. with traces of an ancieat pated 

S:h, leadiiig to Promotitogno in Val 
egaglift. 



Excepting the Srat, the pasae* men- 
tioned below we little known and 
rarely used. lafonnalioti respecting ull 
of them is desired. 

1. By the Fasao di Madeiino. This 
way is certainly not longer than that 
by tbe Spliigea ruad, but (be pass is 
raCh?r higher, and the way much 
rougher. It affords an agreeable varia- 
tion on ibe ordinary route for thoae 
who baie already seun the Spliigen, 
enabling them to enjoy the fine scenery 
of the lower part of the Averethal 
At Caniciil (Rte. K) the path to the 
Madesimo Pass turns aside f^om the 
main track up the AversthaJ, and 
ftdlowB the n bank of the torrent, 
draining the Vai Emel. Keeping a 
(Olerahly direct course SW. to the head 
of this glen, the track reaches ihe Paaso 
di Maiietimo <7.48(l'). la descending, 
the way lies somewhat to the rt., and 
passes on the N. side of a little lake, 
called I-ago di Kmet; tlien, Itaning to 
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the 1., or SSW., it passes the hamlet of 
Madesimo. and reaches the high road 
of the Spliigen, close to Pianaaio (§ 33, 
Rte. A). 

2. Bi/t/ieValdiLei. (ew particalars 
can he given as to ihe passes leading 
from the Val di Lei to the Val di 8. 
Giacomo. They lie in the following 
order, reckoning frcra N. to 8. Tbe 
Fuiao di Vai Sicrla (9,515'), on the S. 
side of the Piz d'£met. joins the track 
of the Madesimo Pass, above the ham- 
let of that name. 

The Paeso Groppera, immediately 
N. of the l''!20 Oroppera (9,626'), leads 
to the same track, which is joined just 
below tbe hamlet of Madesimo. 

The third la rather more interesting, 
and probably easier than the last, iai 
may be called Paaso di Aiigtiuga fhnn 
a group of chilets on the W. side ol the 
pass bearing the latter name It lies on 
(be S. side of the Pizzo Groppere, and 
passes near to a nwnber of small lakes 
or tams lying on either side of the 
watershed. Tbe lowest of these (about 
6,900'; is close to the chalets of An- 
geluga. An abrupt, and rather steep, 
descent leads down to the level of Che 
Rabhiosd torrent, fed by ihe snows oi 
Piino Stella. The way lies along the 
rt. bank of the torrent till, after passing 
the hamlet of I'ractgcio. it crobsea to 
tbe opposite side, and hearing some- 
what to the 1., leads the traveller to the 
high road just above Campo Dolcino. 

The Angeluga chllets are the most 
convenient starting point for the atcent 
of the Ihtio SltUa (10,266'?). The 
chief herdsman, named Giacomo dell' 
Adamino, is a competent guide, but a 
practised mountaineer wilt easily find 
the way, bearing t ' ' ' 
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if the highest point, which is 
marked by two slone luea. li^ hrs. 
suffice for the ascent, and 2} hts. for 
returning to the cbUets. 

By some mistake, the figures 3,406. 
iadicBliog a height of 11,175 fC, are 
inserted tn the Swiss Federal Map at a 
point SW. of Che trae summit On the 
Italian side of the watershed. 
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It ii IjQt of l\tt jeara ihst the import' 
ance of the portion of the alpine diaio 
ijing between the upptr valley of the 
Inn and the Val Tellina has been gene- 
rally recognised. The surrey for the 
Swiss FederalMap proved that the peakg 
of this range had been previonslj rated 
too low by Ihouaanda of feet. The Piz 
Bemina does not quite eqoal in heiglii 
[he Poiate des Eorins or Grand Para- 
dis, but considering the Dumber and 
height of the peaks, and the size of iheir 
gflaeiers, the Bemina Alpa are certainly 
emitted to rank as equal in importance 
(0 the Dauphinp and Graian groups, and 
inferior only to the two p^atest mawes 
— the Pennine arid the Bernese ranges. 
Attention has already been called to 
the iine of depression extending from 
Chiavenna into the Tyrol, chiefly oc- 
capied by the upper vailey of the Inn. 
In the two foregoing sections, the 
ranges lying on the N, aide of the great 
Rhietian valley have been described. 
The loftier masses to the 8., between 
the Inn aod Mera on one side, and the 
Adda on the other, may coUectiTely be 
Included under the deaignadon Bemina 
District, although this comprises three 
groupe which are in a great degree 
orographically distinct The western 
groap. lying between the Mera and the 
Adda, includes tlie high peaks that 
cnrlose the head of Val Masino, whose 
principal summit is the Monte deila 
Diagraaia(l2,074'). This is separated 
by the Val Malenco and the Muretto 
Pass from the central group of the 
Beraina Alps, whose highest sitmmit 
attains 13,294 ft. To the E. and NE. 
the latter gronp is limited by the line 
of depression followed by the high road 
tf the Berniaa Pass, and beyond this 
■xtends a tract including several moun- 
tain ridges that lie between the Ber- 
nina Alps and the Oriel er group. 
Theae are not snfflciently important 
to be described in a separate section, 



and are therefore included hel*. Th« 
most natural division between this and 
the Orieler district appears to be die 
line of valley between Zerneti and 
Bormio, takini; [he low pasH whicli 
connects the aiiirce of the Adda at the 
head of Val Fraele with the valley ik 
the 9p61 descending to Zemetz. 

Although the •cienliflo gw^tapher 
attaches no especial importance to the 
lineof demarcatioti between the waters 
flowing to the Adriatic through the 
valley of the Po, and those that pass 
into Getmany through theRhineorihe 
Inn, this is usually regarded as defin- 
ing the main chain of the Alps. Ac- 
cording to this dcGnition, the main 
chain extends front Chiasenna along 
the N. side of Val Bregaglia, then 
crossing the low ridge of the Maloya, 
runs southward betneen the glens of 
Ordlegna and FedoK, by the E. side of 
the Mnretlo Pass, to the Pii Gni 
(11,066'). The dividing ridge be- 
tween the Adda and the Inn then fol- 
lows a tolf^rably direct course to ENE., 
including several of the chief summits 
of this district, such as Piz Tremoggia 
<11,326'), Piz Roseg (12,936'), Pii 
Bemina (13,294'), Piz Palii {12,83^), 
and Piz Cambrenj (1 1,835'), above the 
Beraina Pass^ E. of that limit the 
same direction is preserved in the 
range whose highest summits are the 
Corno diCampo(10,843'), Monte Zem- 
brasca, and Monte Foscagno (10,148'). 
The political boundary between Switz- 
erland and Italy descends on the S. 
side of the waterahed through the 
valley of Posehiavo nearly to "Tiraoc^ 
and in the Val liregagiia to Casta- 
segna, 6 ni. from Chiavenna. 

The best headquarters for motm- 
taineers desiring to explore the peaks 
and glaciers of the Beraina Alps a 
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Si. Moriti, when j 
afford good accommodafion in the 
same neighbourhood. In the valleys 
opening toward Val Tellina the village 
inns are usually uninviting, hut at the 
Baths of Masino very feir quarters ari- 
found by a traveUer who would ei- 
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eore the grand sceaer^ of that neg- 
i»ed vaUej. The Baths of Taraep 
(4,182') in the l^wer Eagadine, and 
those of Le Press (&bout 3,300'), oear 
Poschiava, are good sti^piDg-placce, 
bat less attractive to th« moaDtaineer 
tban those above named. 

It maf bevell io thie place to notice 
the existence of a siagular cJaea, vhose 
presence in the Engadine and Vai 
TelJina, and in their lateral valieys, 
cannot fail to attract the notice of the 
mouiitaiDeer, Thronghoot this district 
the ordinary practice of the coimninirt 
is to let a considsrabln part of the 
mountaia pastures, or alps, to Berga- 
masque shepherds, who Hnnnally drive 
vast fluclte of sheep from the meagre 
slopes of their native vallejs to fatten 
on the richer and more nutritive vege- 
tation of die higher mountains. Their 
course usuallj is over stane of the 
passes mentioned in ^ 3S, b; trbieh 
they descend iutji Val Tellina, and 
then, by the Bemins Pass, and rarioua 
Qioaatain trackE, reach the huts nhere 
they para the siumner months. These 
Italian shepherds are a wild-looking 
race, vith limbs snarthy as the Be- 
'tonin. high conical hats, and clothing 
chiefly made of sheep or goat skin. 
They apeak a l^mbard dialect, soimd- 
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but, though rough in appearance aud 
Speech, they are usually hmiest, kindly, 
and hospitable people, used to a hard 
life and sparing diet, chiefly composed 
of poienta and water tlvm the nearest 
stream. One eooseqaence of this sy«- 
tem is that horned caitle are much less 
commun ihan elaevhere in the Alps, 
Hnd the mountain wanderer cannot here 
count with any certainty on finding thi 
excellent milk, hullcr. and cheese that 
are usually obtainable in an Atpi 
chalet. 

It has appeared most convenient 
include in this section the description 
of the mniti roads Ihruugh the Eugariine 
and the Val Teilina. 

Visiters to the Engadine should 
know that a bank is nou^ open during 
Ibe leaioo at St. Mwitz. 
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DUigence daily between Chiavenua 
and Samaden, and between Samaden' 
and Naudcrs. At Samaden a char to 
Chiavenna may be hired for 3i) fr. 

The faigh.road leaves the town of 
Chiavenna (§ 33, Rte. A) close to the 
H6tel Conradi, and at once eaters Val 
Bregaglia, a very fine valley that 
within a distance of 15 m. desceads 
trom the Maloya Pass throagh a ver- 
tical height of about 5,000 ft., pasidag 
from the region ot alpine pastures to 
tbe ItaliaD climate and vegetation of 
Chiavenna, which is but 1,040 (t. above 
Che sea. After passing on the 1. a 
pretty cascade fed by a suvam descend- 
ing frraa the Lago di Acqoa Frsggia 
(§ 35, Rte. M), the traveller keeping 
to the road on the rt bank, sees oppo- 
site to him the site of Fiuro (Bom. 
Plura), a town of considerable wealth 
and importance, which was over- 
whelmed by a bei^all in September 
1618. The rocks and rubbish lay so 
deep that nothing has ever been re- 
covered from the ruina but a church 
bell and two lamps. A chestnut wood 
now clothes the site, and conceals even 
the traces of so great a disaster. The 
Swiss frontier is passed before entering 

Coflaseyna (Inn: Post), 2.363 ft. 
above the sea. This is the limit of the 
cultivation of the vine and mulberry. 
A steep and narrow ravine on the S. 
side of the Mi-ra. or Malta, leada by 
theForeella di Rochelte to the bead of 
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Val Coders, and to Val Maaino 
(Rte. F). AtSpiDo, about 2 m. abore 
Caitasegna, a bridge over Che Mera, 
on the rt. of the road, leada to Bonda 
at the opening of the Vol Bondaaca, 
The glacier at its upper end ie enclosed 
by a range of very fine graniticmguiifesj 
and well deaerTes a visit, even by 
thobe who do nol attempt to ttaverae 
th« ridges that enetoae it A few 
hnndred yards fartber the higb-road 
croesea the Mera to Proia"ntogrto 
(2,687'}, with a pretty good country 
inn kept by a widow Cuttabat. On a 
plateau above tha rt. bank of Che river, 
opposite Bondo, is Soylio (3,340'), ouoe 
one of the principal seala of the power- 
fnl family of Salis. and still containing 
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laid that near to this village the 
Siberian pine and the chestnut may he 
seen growing side by aide, an associa- 
tion scarcely to be found elsewhere 
in the Alps. Above Promontogno the 
valley is contracted to a picturesque 
defile beloT the ruined stronghold of 
Castelmnr, where access to the upper 
valley was once guarded by a gateway. 
Above this the villages of Stampa and 
BorgonnoTO are passed before reaching 
Vieo Soprann (3.566'), the chief vil- 
lage ID the valley, with a fair iun kept 
by the Ijandauimana Maurizia A 
■Uine bridge leads Co Che rt bank of 
the Mem, but the road keeps to the 1. 
hank of the stream. The torrent from 
the Albigna Glacier enters Val Bre- 
aaglia about 2 m. E. of Vico Soprano, 
but flows parallel to the Mera, not 
joining that stJ'eam til! it reaches the 
villapte. An excursion to the Albigna 
Glacier may be strongly recommended 
to those who do not undertake the 
somewhat laborious Passo di Zocca, 
described in Rtc. F. A raiber steep 
ascent Itads from the pl.iteau. extend- 
ing some Avay above Vico Soprano to 
the upper level of the valley where 
stands the last village, 

Casaccia (4,790'), with three small 
and humble inuB. Those oP<Bartolomeo 
GioanniDi, and AiiostiDO Zuan. have 
bodi been rather well spoken ol, i 



and there is a third kept by Stampa. 
Pieiro ToTriani is rvcoininended as 
a guide to the neighbouring piisses. 
Here is the junction of (he paths 
fiom the Muretto Pass (Rte. ii\ and 
these fVom the Seplimer, Furcellina, 
and Dnana Pasaea (§ ar^, Rtea. I aad. 
K). The ascent from Caaaccia lo the 
Maloya Pata (S,B42-0 is easy to the 
pedestriati, but it requires a goi>d many 
zigzags to reuch the low broad ridge 
' ■ - ' ■■ tba 
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I, and in the oppi>- 
the Idd. An uuat- 
etands at the 
summit Between the Col des Echelles. 
near Bardonndche, and the Tyrolese 
passes from the Inn io ihe Adige, this 
is the lowest point in the range of the 
Alps farming the natural frontier of 
Italy ; but, as has been seen in the last 
section, it is necessary to traverse the 
Jalier or some other higher pass, iu 
order to reach the valley of tbe Rhine 
or the N. of Switierland. The view 
towards the Val Bregaglta is more 
striking than tbat over the head of the 
Engadine, where rather gentle and 
monotonous slopes of bare green alpine 
pasture detract from the effect that 
would oiherwise be produced by the 
high peaks on either hand. The de- 
scent is extremely slight, in fact quite 
insignificant, as the pass is but a few 
ft higher than tbe SiUer Set, or Lake 
of SiU, the largest iu the Alps lying at 
so great an elevation, 5,887 ft It is 
fully 3 m. long, and 1 m. in breadth. 
The minsof an«ncientoa8tle (Chast^) 
stand on a promontory of rock, at its 
eastern end. The road is carried airing 
the N. shore, al tbe base of the Gra- 
vasalvas range, while ou Che opposite 
side two valleys descend towards the 
lake. The first is the Vol Fed;z, lead- 
ing up to the Vadred da Fedaz, a 
considerable glacier on the N. side of 
the Ri Gil Ul-Oee"). Farther E.i» 
the Val Fex, leading to the Capiitscha 
Pass. The stream from thisvalley has 
brought down a mass of detritus, which 
it hiis spread out in a sandy plain 
(where Mib botanist may gather Jimm 
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orclicui). at the ENE. ead of tbeSilser 
See, dividing it iTom the Siivai/laaer 
See. It is evident that these lakes 

sheet of vater extended nearl; 9 m. 
throagh the head of the Engadiae to 
Campfer.

-'e adjoining Val Fes, which offem 
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passes to Val Malcnco i>ee ilte. H. 
The txcursion to the Salatschlgna Joch 
ia noticed herralltr. 

The Engudine — by which name the 
Swisa piTtion of ^e valley of the 
Inn is generally known — deserves 
some special nolice, as it is one of 
the most remarkable valleys in the 
Alps. There ia none other which 
maintains nearly so great an eleva- 
tion, for we here find that in a dis- 
tance of 30 m., from the head of the 
valley to ntar Zemetz, the level of the 
Inn does not fall more than 1,000 ft. 
This fact, added to the inSuence of the 
tinowy ranges that wall it in OQ either 
side, makes this the coldest of the 
greater valleys of the Alps. Beyond 
small patches of garden vegetables, 
there is no tillage in the upper valley, 
a3d nature provides no other resource 
than pasture for cattle by which to 
support the population. Observing 
these conditions, the stranger sees with 
lui prise a large number of tonaiderable 
villages, and a stjio of building an- 
nouncing the possession of comfort, 
and even wealth, on the pait of many 
of the inhabicants. A large part of 
llie younger population is used to go. 
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forth into the world with a view to 
find a living ; but this would not enSce 
to account for the condi'joD of the 
people, if it were not that they are in 
hereditary possession of a trade which 
they exercise with eitraordinary suc- 
cess throughout the many countries to 
which they carry their induslry. Most 
of the Swiss confectioners and sugar 
bakers who are to be found in every 
large town on the Continent come from 
the Engadine. and there are few of 
them who do not realise a competence, 
and return with their savings to their 
native valley. Cnt off from theirSwiss 
neighbours by mountain ranges that 
are not easily paused except in the 
height of summer, and bordering on 
Tyrol at the lower end of the v5ley, 
and on Italy in the contiguous Val 
Biegaglia, the Eiigadine people are at 
once isolated and citizens of the world. 
It thus happens that they have main- 
tained unchanged their own peculiar 
dialect of Romantsch (in which three 
or four periodical papers ate published), 
and many locai usages, white many of 
them are well ac<]uainted with remote 
parts of Europe Tisih.-d during their 
period of emigration. The Engadine 
IB naturally divided into two distinct 
portions, the Ober Engadia, or opper 
valley, cxlfrndiug from the Maloya to 
the neighbonrhood of Zemetz, and the 
tlnter Engadin, stretching ihenee to 
the Tyrolese frontier below Martins, 
bruck. The conditions above described 
apply especidUy to the upper valley. 
In the lower valley (he climate is less 
severe, and tillage is possible wherever 
the sleep slopes allow room and soil for 
the purpose. But the Inn here rung 
through a deep trench between the 
opposing bases of the mountains, and 
the villjges are often perched at a great 
height above the stream. The lateral 
valleys of the lower Engadine are tor 
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i pilous slopes are clothed with tbe 
primteval forest, which still harbours 
the bear and many other wild animals, 
while the Lammergeyer finds a home 
in the unfrei^ucDted crags of the alpine 
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region. Wllbin the last few yean &e 
sttentiou of many Swisa aiid other 
writers has been directed to this region, 
taxi several works, enumerated in the 
Introd uoti on to this vol kime, have helped 
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who have begun to make this one of 
their favourile haiinta. Unlike what 
commonly happenA elsewhere, the con- 
Btruction of a carriage road ihrough 
the npper part of the Kngadine was an 
ealy undertaking, vhile much lattour 
and heavy expense have hcen absorhed 
in the continuation of the road through 
the lower valley. The new road, s 
great improvement on the old lice, ao 
steep and rough as to be scarcely pais- 
Mn for carriages, is now open to the 
8wis8 frontier at Martlnsbruck, but the 
road thence lo Nanders is mit in good 

Leaving to the rt. the little village 
of Sila. the road is carried along a dead 
level, and joins that of the Jailer (§ 35, 
Rte. A) at 

Siteu/Jona (two coDOtry Innsi. on 
rising ground overlooking the S'lea- 
ptana See, the natnral coDtinualioii of 
the lake of Sils. The silt and gravel 
borne down by monntaia torrents ' 
encroached on the basin of this 
and will ultimalely divide it inic 
pFirts, These lakes abound in 
allhoDgh they are nsnally frozen 
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winter of this bleak district. Tbe 
teresting walk to Poolresina by the 
Surlei Fuorcia is noticed in Rte. B. 
A new road, travtrsed bj the diligence, 
crosses tbe river below the lowest lake, 
and goes to the Baths of Si. Moritx, 
while the main road to Samaden, by 
the village of St. Moriti. keeps to the 
L bank passing tbe pretty village ot 
Canp/tr (Ian ; H, Julier, good), i hr. 
below Silvaptana. The Siberian pine 
(arolia) becomes abundant above (he 
Bath, 0/ St Morilt. The mineral 
tprings, which have created > fre- 
quented watering-place in a position 
very naattractive to the lovers of ease 
and' luxury, are at the base of a ridge 
pnijecting from the Pi» Surlei (10,455"}, 
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near the SW. end of the St. Moritfr 
5M,3,804ft.aboTetliesea. Thewatera 
are highly charged with alkaline salts; 
and carbonate of iron, with a sniall 
proportion of phosphoric acid, and 
traces of iodine, bromine, &c. Thdr 
influence, along with that of the motUI' 
tain air, is said to be entremely efficient 
in cases requiring tonic treatment. 
They are annually visited by an in- 
creasing numbo' of Italian, lierman, 
and English visitors, and the numeroo* 
inns near the springs are overcrowded 
throughoot the ten or twelve week! 
in which delicate persons are recom- 
mended to take the waters. A very 
large new building, intended to re- 
ceive four hundred visitors, was opened 

tlie climate is highly enjoyable, though 
rather cold at night t but visitoim 
should be prepared for Inclement 
weather, and snow not rarely falls in 
the month of Angust The village of 
8l. Moritz (6,100') stands on rising 
fround, about 300 b. above the baths, 
and rather more than a mile distant. 
Many of the patients lodge hera. Then 
are several inns, of which the most fre- 
quented is the Hotel Culm (formerly 
Filler), kept by M. Badmtt— board, 
5 fr, a day without wine, rooms from 
a to 5 fr. daily. Next to this rank in 
socceseion Hotel Savier; Kreui, kept 
by Deal) Post; Aquila Nera. Lodg- 
in|^ may be had in private houaea. 
Very general complaint is made that 
the food at all the inns here ia inferior 
in quality and scanty. Neverthelesa 
they are gentrally crowded, and travel- 
lers who have not secured rooms in ad- 
vance sbonld be prepared to go on to 
Samaden or Ponlresina. Most of the 
excursions usually made from those 
places may be taken from St. Horitii 
and good ruada make it easy for ladiet 
to reach comparatively distant pointa 
in the valley. Of the nearer walka 
the moat interesting are Ibote up 
tbe slopes N. of the village, com- 
manding views of the higher peaks of 
the Bernins. The chalets of Novaand 
IhoM of Giop axe often visited, but 
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the bcM view is from tke «umiuit of 
theMu-gniD«Alp(7,766'Xoa the ridge 
overlooking Val Ccllerina, irliich may 
be reacbed in rather more than 1 hr. 
The aammit of Piz Nair {lOfiW), at 
the W. eKtremitf of the luue ridge, is 
attainable without difficnl^ in 3 bonre' 
steady walking from the village. The 
tour of Val Bevers (Rte. C) may be 
made by piling on the 8. side of the 
Pii Nair to the little lake at the head of 
Val Suvretts. A very pleuing and easy 
walk to Pontrealna is by tUe S. lide 
of the St. Moritier See to the chSlets of 
Acla, where coffee, cream, bntur, &c. 
are provided for visitors, uid then by a 
little mountain tarn called Ststzer See, 
near to which growi JJroiera Umgi- 
/bHa. 

One of the most interesting excur- 
■ioni f>om St Morju is that to the 
valleys of Fex and Fedoi, counected 
togettier by the Salatschigna Pass. 
Tbe tour would be shotteiied by start- 
ing tram the hamlet of Maria, but a. 
ahar may be taken not only to Maria 
but for nearly 3 m. Esrtber, as far aa 
the chalet* of Conini in the Val Fei, 
and may await the Mvelltr's return at 
Hariaor Cresta. 

Oa leaving Maria tbe char-road into 
Val Fei ascends nearly 500 ft. in order 
to gain the floor of the valley, which 
extends nearly at a level for fully a m., 
passing by the hamlet and picturesque 
chapel of Cresta to Curtins. The 
traveller then follows a path by the 
chalets and dairy establishmeut of the 
Silser Alp (6.7S9'), considered one of 
tlie most perfect in Switzerland, and. 
IbUowing the main track up the valiey 
for some distance farther, leaves on rhe 
L tbe path to the bead of the vslley, 
'and ascends Dp grassy slopes towards 
the Tooky ridge dividing'ihis from Vat 
Fedoz. The Salauchigna Faie lies well 
to the I. of a remarkable rock, resem- 
bling in its outline a cat crmchaat, and 
is a gap in a sharp indented ridge, 
commanding very flne views of the 
Fex and Fedoz Glaciers. The first is 
seen backed by tbe Capiitschin, and 
the eonrse taken over tbe Caputschin 



Pass (Rte. U) and the Fex Fuorcla 
(lite. C} may be traced from hence. 

[The route from Pontresina to Chlesa 
may be easily joined by any one slan- 
ing ftom Maria or St. MoriU and 
crossing the Capiitscha Pass, conneel- 
ing tbe Fex and Scerscen Glaciers. It 
afl'ords the only direct way from either 
of those places to Val Malenco.] 

The Val Feduz offers grander and 
more impresaiie scenery fiian the Val 
Fei, and the Pix Murgua (10,355'), 
rising on its W. side, is a striking 
object. The descent into it is steep; 
the usoal course lies somewhat 1. of 
tbe pass ; but it is also possible to 
keep down steep elopes on the rt,, 
which lead to a goat track. ' This 
skirts the ridge for a coQsidtrable 
disianee. but ultimately turna down- 
wards, and led us to ^e foot of tbe 
rocks after 2| brs.' hard work. A fur- 
ther walk of I hr. along tbe stream 
brought us to the opening of the valley. 
Leaving the torrent to find its way by 
a fine fall to tbe level of the main val- 
ley above Isota, we turned to the rt 
over moist meadows, and rounded a 
grassy brow, with lovely views of tbe 
Silser See, till we rejoined our morning 
rle. near Cresta, and i hour's rapid 
descent brought us back to Maria.'

— DO lark has ever sune over the ruins. 
Stcfp rocks of hornblende slate rise 
above the road, and the opening of 
the wild Val Sagllains ia passed on 
the 1., as the road approaches 

LamTt (Inn : hei Jacob Juon, poor 
bat civil people), 4,782 ft. above the 
sea. For the asceot of Pii Linard, 
the highest of the Silvrelta Alps, 
which risfs in a very bold peak be- 
tween Val SagliaiDS and Val Lavi- 
nuoz, ace § 34, Rte. E. The Pis 
Mi(zdi (9,5B30. S, of Lavin, may be 
reached without difficulty by a mode- 
rate mountaineer, and will reward him 
by a very fine view of the Silvretla 
Alpa. Below I.svin the valley of tbe 
Inn is everywhere so eontracled as to 
leave Utile or no space near to the 
stream, and nearly all the villages 
stand at b considerable height on steep 
slopes, oHen separated by furrows op 

of a road difficult and eipeasive. It is 
necessary either to descend into the 
depths of the valley iu order to ascend 
again, or else lo carry the road round 
projectiDg ribs of tbe mountain, and 
over deep rocky ratines. The new 
rtwd pusses below Guarda (S,4i3'). 
It has a clean inn (Sonne), and com- 
mands a fine view. The pedestrian 
may reach it by the old road, and 
then redescend to cross a ravine. In 
2 lirs. irom I-ai in the traveller reaches 
Ardtli, a village beside the ruins of 
the cestle of Sti-insberg. The road 
now deeceuda near to the bank of the 
Inn, and pasaes the opening of Val 
Tasna leading to the FvIkIM Pwit 
(§ 34, Kte. II). The castle of Tarasp 
and the booses of the adjoining hamlet 
of Vulpera arc now seen on the oppo- 
site bank of the Inn, and the pedes- 
trian may reach them without delay. 
I'he old char-road here mounted the 
Bleep projecting ridge on which stands 
Fatan, and &u at onc« began to 
de«eeDd: but tbe new road avoids 
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FetUD, asd in about 5 m. from Ai 
teaches 

Scbi.U ([dob: Pension Belveilere, 
very goodj aeTeral others of humbler 
prelenEiiins, kept bf Wielaud, Peer, 
Arquint, &c.). Tbis place has lately 
come into notice oving to the dis- 



cause of the iocreueing rrputation of 
the neighhouriag waters of Tarasp, to 
which phice visitors are convejed by 
Dinnibiu sever:i1 times daily. 

Most Imvellen Till Cum aside to 
visit Ihe mineral eprings of Tarasp. 
as the place ig generally called. The 
rather primitive inns formerly kept here 
by Steiner and Karl, are in eome de- 
gree Buperscled by the opening of h 
large, iie«, handsome hotel. The htim- 
lel where t'le more important aprinc- 
have been dieoovered is properly callid 
Vulpera, bul the name of the corn- 
mane is Taraap. It is the only one ia 
the Engadine where the people are 
Roman Catholic, and speak Qerman 
instead of Romantach. The vaten 
here resemble those of Schwal bach and 
Pjrmonl, but are said lo be more 
powerful. There is little other re- 
aemblance between this place sod those 
unattractive spots. The sceoerj of 
Ibe immediate neighhonrhood is here 
very fine, and there is ample occupa- 
tion for the lover of nature io ex- 
ploring the Hdjoinicg valleys. The 
principal establishment stands at 4,182 
ft. above the sea, and enjoys a much 
milder climate than that of Si. Moritz. 

or short walks, one of the must 
frequtnled is thut to the castle of 
Taraep, an ancient pile which bos 
passed iuu> (he hands of M. Plaata of 
tiamadeo, a distinguished member of 
one of the most di^ngaished families 
.if this part of Switzerland. The vU- 
lage of Taraep adjoins the castle. 
Ko stranger should omit to visit the 
A'offitU, within i hr. of Schuls, near 
the old road to Tettan. I'ho name ia 
(liven to two orifices through which 
carbonic acid gas, mingled apparently 
with Eulpburoos acid, issues in such 
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Tolmne that insects, mice, aod rauJl 
birds approaching the place foil dead. 
A man walking upright scarcely feels 
any iacoavrnieoce, but on stoopiog 
Ibe respiration ia immediately afeeted. 
Tlie remains of small animals aie 
usually lo be seen in abundance aboot 
the spot, which is Iwre of Tcgetation 
far B considerable space. There are 
many longer eicnraiont, which will 
afford occupatioD to the mountaineer. 
On the N. side of the Inn the Val 
C/oiza, opening at the village of Schula, 
leads up to the E. base of the Minachitn 
(10,076'). A southern peak of this 
mountain, 9,147 ft in height, is easy of 
acceas. The Editor has no notice of 
the ascent of the higher summit. On 
the E. aide of Val Cioija is Pa 
Chiamp'xtxh (9,580'). The summit, 
reached in 4 lira, from Schuls, is said 
to command the finest general view of 
the Lower Engadine. An eicursion 
to the beadof Val Tasna (g 34, Rte. H) 
would lead through fine atenery. The 
mountain ranges on the S. side of the 
Iqq are probably more attractive than 
tbe granitic mountains to the N., but 
they have been little explored. The 
higher peaks consist in great part of 
dolomite, and serpentine is present in 
large masses, Oae of the highest sum- 
mits is thePii Pisoch (111,427'), imme- 
diately S. of Tarasp. Towards the SW. 
is a considerable group of peaks, little 
exceeding 10,U00ft. in height, bat 
supporting a large glacier called Va- 
drit Liacluinno, which may be reached 
thioDgh a abort glen called Val Lia- 
channa. W. of Tarasp the ValPtafiia 
flovs from the S. into the Inn, while 
Ihe far mors considerable Vol SciiTta 
(§ 37,Kte. K) follows a parallel course, 
and opens into the main valley close to 
Vulpera. By one of the lateral 
branches of thia valley, called Val 
Minger, it is easy to reach tbe bead 
of Val Plafna across a rather low pass 
(7,628'), and so return to Tarasp. 
Several rare minerals have been fooad 
in the lower pari of Val Scarla, and 
many interesting otijects doubtless 
await the naturalist who will explore

MarlinabriKk is commonly spoken 
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Samaden, on the way to the Bernina 
Pass ( Rte. K), It ia reached hy a good 
road that ascends gently along the rl. 
bank of the Flatzbach. In the lower 
villcge is a clean and comfortable inn 
(Steinbock ). much quieter than those 
in Ober Poniresina. only a few hun- 
dred yards farther on. This stands aC 
0.915 ft. above the sea, immediately on 
the N. side of the main group of the 
Bernina Alps The inu ( Krone) kept 
here by Grtdig has lieen fur some 
years a favourite resurt o.' t.nglish tour- 
ists.

«u J. Colaiii, Bon of a famona cba- 
mois-hiinter. of whose Glrange career 
Tschudi hoe given an interesting and 
veil knonn narrative. The preaent 
Colani knows the mDnntaina thoronfh- 
Ij, and haa been a good monniaiDeer, 
hul is now past active work. It is to 
the inSiience of Colani thai a narrov 
jealonay of strange guidea, whether 
fWini Switzerland or Cbamouni, and 
the emortionaK terma demanded for 
the ascent of the higher peaks, have 
beeo attnbated. Jenni and Flenri. 
long known aa the best guides here, no 
longer act Of the vonoger men, 
Haas and Chr. Groas. Jacob and Panl 
Mueller, and A. Ambiihl are beat 
spqken of. It is a general opinion 
among Englisb travellers that the 
guides here are not so attentive and 
obliging in small matters as those of 
Cbamonni and the Oberland usnallj 
are. This is perhaps owing to the 
foct that Ore; bold a higher social 
position, and that in this part of Swit- 
serland a tone of equality between 
classes is more firmly established than 
in the more frequented dislrio's of the 
Alps. The tariff includes most of the 
minor summits that can by possibility 
attract tin attention of a stranger. 
The usual charge for the ascent of 
those between 10,000 and 11,000 ft. ii 
tl'om " to 10 (r. per guide, while leaser 
excuraiona are charged 5 or 6 fr. For 
Plz Tschierva, or Piz Cor.atsch, the 
charge is 15 fr, and Fii Morteratsch 
or the Caputschin 20 fr. 8o far the 
tariff was not uareaeonable. The ex- 
travagaQl demand of SOU fr. for the 
ascent of Pi» Bemina, subject to 
increase if there were more than two 
tnivellen, and the iike snm for the 
ascent of Pii Roseg, has been abao- 
duned ; the first is marked 80 fr., the 
latter 50 fr. for each guide. Several of 
the guides have collections of dried 
plants for sale. 

A long list of peaks near Pontresina 
might be given, the ascent of which 
may offer agreeable occupation to a. 
mountaineer. Of tiiese, Pii Ol and I 
Piz Pad/illa being more conveniently 



taken from Samaden and Fiz Nair 
ftom SL Moritz, have been noticed 
in the last Rie. The Pit Chalclumg 
(10,348'), lying between Val Roseg 
and the Morteratsch Glacier, and the 
Piz SioM (10,458') between the first- 
named valley and the Idd, are tolerably 
easy of access. 

The following notices of eunrnona 
irota Pontresina are mnch bridged. 
Visitors who remain some days will 
not fail to purchase the little work by 
IiCchner. mentioned in last Bte., which 
will enable them to diapense with a 
guide for many of the easier excursions. 

1. Piz Lanffuard. The indiapenea- 
ble eicorsion for viailors to Ponfresina 
is the ascent of Piz Languard (10,715"), 
commanding one of the finest pano- 
ramic views in the Alps. The ascent, 
which is remarkably easy for a point 
of such height, takes about ajbts. A 
'horse may be taken (charge 10 fr.) u 
fbr as the foot of the last peat A 
practised mouniaineer does not require 
a guide. The peak lies about dne E. 
of Pontresina, on the N. side of a little 
glcQ whose stream enters the Flate- 
bach, J m. above the village. The 
ascent is fbr some way through a wood 
of larch and aroUa, then over easy 
slopes of alpine pasture, till the track 
reaches the base of the peak, which {■ 
chiefly formed of mica slate. The way 
thence lies chiefly among lai^c blocks 
of stone, with patches of snow. The 
top is marked by a wooden cross and 
an iron stanchion. The annexed view 
will give a better idea of the panorama 
than any description. It includei 
Monte Rosa to the W., and the central 
range of the Tyrol Alps to the E. Far 
more striking than tbu distant peaks in 
the horizon are the grtat summits of 
the Bemina Alps, rising above the 
Morterot9ch Glacier. PolentiQaJrigida, 
Androsace glaciaiia, and Carez VaAlii 
are found on the peak. It is possible 
to make a circuit by a small glacier 
Iving SR of Ihc summit, and descend 
into the Val del Fain by a ridge called 
La Pischa. For this agreeable tour tba 
guides claim 10 fr. 
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. S. AfoTteratick Glacier, Neit to the 
Vix l.aDguard. tUe tUit to the Mur- 
teratech Gldci^r (Rom. Vadret da 
Morteratsch) is the eicursion most re. 
comnieDded to visitor* at Pantresina. 
To make the position of this and the 
other neighhouriag glaciers marc clear, 
a fev words dd the lopography of the 
Bernina Alps may be setTicesble. The 
priai^ipal peaks of the Bernina are dis- 
posed in a range running from WSW, 
to ENE., between Piz Tremogyia 
(11,326) and I'ii Cumbrena (11,835), 
or in ridges that prpjeci from this cen- 
tral range. Half-way between the two 
above-named summits rises the highest 
peak, Fiz Beralaa (13,2S4'). This 
occupies the very centre of the group, 
and from it, a« well as from the Tre- 
moggia and Cambrena peaks, three 
considerable ridges extend about due 
N. Betweeo tiie easlemmost aad tiie 
middle ridge lies the Morteratsch 
Glacier, while between the latter and 
the weslero ridge is the Val Boseg, 
closed at its S. end by the Roseg 
Glacier. 

The Mortaatick Glacier descends 
towards the N. , approaching very near 
to the Beroina road, at a point about 
3^ m. above Pontrcsina, where it comes 
to aa end in a gorge, near to a fine 
waterfall of the Platzbach. The lower 
part of the glaciei' is easily traversed, 
uud a rongb tr.icli has been carried 
along both banks, nsed by the sheep 
that are pastnred on the slopes. The 
excursion from Pontresina is often ex- 
tended as far as the chalet of Boval, 
occupied in summer by Bergamasque 
shepherds. It sLands on the I. bank of 
the glacier, aud is reached in about 2j 
hrs. from the hij^h road. A fir~c at- 
tempt by the guides Jenni and Fieuri 
to provide a hul for the conveiiii:nce of 
mountaineers at a place mnch higher 
than Boval failed owing to (be irregu- 
lar incursions of the glacier stream. 
A new hut has been completed by the 
aid of the Swiss Alpine Club, and will 
doubtless hf serciceuble for long expe- 
ditions. There being dow so mai

the Pii Palii, Pii Cam- 
brena, and Mont Pera. Below the Isla 
Pers it joins the main ice-stream of the 
Morteratsch, descending from the S. in 
an almost unbroken ice-fall from the 
highest crest of the Bemina group con- 
necting the Piz Zupo, Cresta Agiuza, 
and Piz Bemina. The Pii Zupo is 
the summit lying due S. along the axil 
of the Morteratsch Glacier ; the rather 
higher Piz Bemina lies SW., at the 
origin of the range dividing tiie Mor- 
teratsch and Roseg Glaciers. Speaking 
geoerally, the loner part of the Mor- 
teratsch Glacier is easily traversed iu 
all directions, while above its junction 
with the Pera Glacier both ice streams 
are mui^h crevasaed, and the assist- 
ance of thoroughly good guides i* 
required for all expeditions above that 

3. TuMr u/ Mont Fern. D'avalata 
Pass. The E. side of the Morteratscli 
glacier, below the jiiacU on of the Vadret 
Pers, is bouaded by a moderately high 
nigi^ed mass, called Mtmt Pera, Tbe 
highest point, reaching 10,532 ft, but 
litUe surpasses the general height of 
tbe ridgK extending along the NE. side 
of the Pers Glacier towards the higher 
mass of Piz Camhrena. One of the 
most agreeable excursions from Pon- 
tresina is to make the tour of the Mont 
Pers, mounting by the Morteratsch

trusty guide (chaise 12 fr.) a 
visa'ile, as tbe Pers Glacier is always 
much broken, and sometimes difficult 
The Isla Pers, when approached by the 
most direct course, is reached in from 
4 to 5 hrs. from Pontresina.

A. Soaeg Olacitr. Next to the Mor- 
toatach, the Roseg Glacier is the most 
eODSiderablc of those connected vith 
the Bemina group. It ig formed bj 
Oxe conflaence of two nearly equal 
ice'Streams. The S. bracefa, or true 
Vadrel da Boseg, originates in the 
ridige connecting the Piz Roseg, La 
Bella, and the Capiitschin. The SE. 
branch, or Vadret da Tickiema, lies 
on tbe other Eide of Fiz Boseg, and it 
enclosed by that peak, the Piz Ber- 
nina, and Pii Mortcratsch. In the 
fiirk between the two glaciers 
rocky promonlory called Agaglio^ 
(9,078') Tbe Roseg Glacier below 
the junction is much Ehort^r than iti 
rival, and extends but about 1 m. intc 
the valley that opens close to the vil- 
lage cf Fontresina. There Is a rough 
clisr-road through the glen, and it is 
iin easy walk of 3^ hrs. lu reach the 
foot of tbe glacier.

6. Aictnt of Fix Btrnina (13,394'>. 
This remarkable peak was first reached 
in 1850 by M. Coaz, and next by 
M. Saratiof Fontresiua. The inter- 
ettiDg description of the ascent, given 
by Mr. E. S. Kennedy in the Second 
Series of ' Peaks, Fasseg, and Olaciers,' 
is well known to most readers. The 
expedition is at all times difficult and 
laborioBS, and in some slates of the 
snow baa been found impossible. A 
much shorter course than that followed 
b; Messrs. Kennedy and Hardy hss, 
however, been lately adopted. In- 
stead of making a great circuit by the 
rocks called ' Festung der Gemsen 
Freiheit,' in tlie ridge citendingNNW. 
from Plz PalQ, it has been found 
possible Co ascend by the ^. side rA 
the great ice-fall of the Morteratsch. 
This saves fuUy 3 hrs. on the old 
route, but is not altogether free from 
risk from avalanches, and requires the 
aid of first-rate guides. This leads 
by a very direct course to the crest rf 
the ridge between (he CresCa Agiuia 
and Che Pis Bemina, which itse f 
commands a magnificent view. This, 
called by M. R N, Buxton Creala 
Agiiiza Satlet (11,930, was traversed 
u a pass between Val Malenco and 
Fontresina by Mr. Tuckett in 1866, 
who on the same occasion reached ike 
summit of Piz Bemina along the cresl. 

Messrs. E. N. BuiCon, W. F. Digby, 
W. E. Hall, A, Johnston, and N. 
Woodmass, with Jcnni, Fleuri, and 
Waltber as guidea. reached the sum- 
mit of the Piz Pals (la.BSSO by the 
ridge Id the E. of the summit The wea- 
ther being very nnflivonrable, no view 
was obtained.

From the latter a rocky ridge, partly 
cohered wiih nivA, extends NNW. to thr 
Agagliogs promontory, which dividei 
the two great glaciers nanied aboye. 
The N. peak has beeD ascended by 
Blreham in 1£63. sod afterwards by 
M. Weillenmaun, and M. Specht of 
Vienna, by a hanging Elacier that falls 
ftaa the 8W. side of the ridge to 
upper nivi of Ihe Roeeg Gl. The 
difficult pHSEBge of the ar^te leading 
fittm the second to the highest peait wai 
first accomplished in 186A by Messrs. A 
W, Moore and H. Walker, with Jacol 
Andere^ as guide. 

The Pic Sdla was atcended in 1863 
by Messrs. E. N. BuxtoD, W. F. Digby, 
tind A. Johnston, It has two peaks 
close together, of which the highi 
reaches 11,805 tt.

8. Tour of Piz Surlei by the Swlei 
Fuorcla. It has been mentioned in

aide of the Lake of St. Moritx. A m^ 
derate walker may enjoy a very pleas- 
ing ejtcursioa by proceeding A^ St.

following a track to the S. along the 1. 
bank of a torrent. At^er passing a 
chilet, the conrse is up a projectdng 
alope towards a black rock seen from 
the valley of the Ina, and then bears 
to the 1. till the lorrenl is again reached 
at the foot of a little glacier on the N.

9. Tour of Piz Corvala^h. A much 
more laborious excursion than the last 
is the tour of Piz Conatsch, effected 
by a pass culled /■« i^'worc/a (10,112'), 
between that peak and the Capiitscbln. 
Some travellers, instead of crossing the 
pass, mount an adjoining summit 
called Cima da. Fex — apparently that 
marked 3,302 metre8°10,833 ft. in the 
Swiss Federal map. The descent into 
the Val Fex, aome way bdow the 
glacier at its head, is very steep. As 
mentioned in Rte. A, the Val Fex 
opens out near the hunlets cS Maria 
and Sila, and the return to PoDtreatui 
ia by the high road.

The great majority of travellers will 
always follow the high road between 
Berera and St. Moritz ; but to the 
naturalist or the geologist there are 
many inducements lo turn aside at the 
firat- named village, and to make a cir- 
onit by the line of valley which cuts 
off the group of peaks connected with 
Pii Ot from the nd joining mass of Piz 
d^Err and its associated aumoiits- 

The Vol Beoer is a comparaiively 
deep trench parallel to that of the 
Albala Pass (§ 35, Rle.

Though it has suffered mnch 
frrim destructive iniindationa— a mis- 
chief much aggravated by the unwise 
cutting down ol the foreals — the valley 
is extremely fertile, producing much 
tine silk, and some excellenl wines. 

Fioin Colico, nearly to Tirano, tlie 
valley mounla very gently, and about 
due E. It is then luroed M£. until it 
rearbes its natural termination at the 
defile of Morignone. Here the Adda, 
formed by the confluence of two eopions 
torrents fiowing in opposite dirtclioos, 
and meeting near Bormio. descends &om 
the N, through the Serra di Morignone.

The 
ouniiary of Val Tellina is reached 
»boat 3 El. from Colieo. Nearly 6 m, 
from that place ia Deiebio, near the 
opening of a mountain glen (Fo/i*- 
tina), tlirouglivhichHBteep and rou^h 
track leads to Premana (g 38, Hte. H). 
On the opposite cide of the Adda, at 
iome dlBluice from the Etream, is 
Traona, the chief village on that 
bank. 

Morhegno (Inn: R^na d'Inghil- 
terra, good i the cellars osed to contain 
some eicellent wine of the Talley), 
stands on rising gronnd. 853 fL above 
the sea, near the site of the ancient 
town. This was partly destroyed by a 
(ireat landalip, and consequent inun- 
dation of the Bitto, which here enters 
the valley fi'om the N. (For the 
paaees at the head of Val di Bitto, see 
§38.) 

This is a substantial country loim, 
with a fine church. There is a com- 
manding- view from the hill oii which 
stood the ancient castle, reached by the 
pared path leading inCu the Val di BitCo. 
A long stretch of straight road, first 
descending, then remounting, takes t\ ~ 
traveller for the first time near to tl 
L bank of the Adda, and after follow 
ing its course for a short way, crosses 
to the rt bank at the base a£ a steep 
rocky bill. On roundiog this obst&cle, 
the opening of Val Masino (Rte. F) 
Been to Hie I., and tlie road eroEsea tl 
copiona torrent that escapes fram : 
which is held in bj massive dyk 
fVom inundating the surrounding fields 
and meadows. Before long the mai 
road returns to the 1. bank to avoid 
great bend of the river, and in rather 
more than 2 m. again takes to the rt 
bank, to which it adheres until ii 
reachcB Tirano. This part of the va] 
Uy ia in some degree defeced by the 
encroachments of the Adda, whose 



governable stream often uhangei its 
couiBC during inundations. ThoA H 
may be seeo, that in the part of the 
lalley now traversed, a little SW. 
if the village of Berbenno, the rivei 
10 longer follows the course repre- 
sented in so recent a map as the Swiss 
Federal Survey. It is not only the 
main stream, and the torrents which 
enter icfrom the large lateral valleys, 
that continually threaten the native of 
Val Tellina with destruction to the 
iVuita of his industry. The trifling 
channels on the slopes of the moun- 
tains, nearly dry in ordinary weather, 
are liable to snell in a few hours to 
foimidable proportions, and to bear 
down with them stones and earth, 
under which the vineyard created by 
patient labour may be buried in a few 
moments. The mischief mainly arises 
from the violence of the rains that fall 
on the S. side of the Alps, far exceed- 
ing aajthing usual in Switzerland, but 
it has been aggravated by the rash til- 
moval of many of the forests from the 
flacks of the mountains and the upper 
valleys. As an illustration, it is sail 
that the commune of Berbenno, a vil. 
lage standing N. of the high road, sold 
a great part of the woods above it lor 
1.18,000 &aQCS, and that the damage 
since done by inundatiun's and land- 
slips due to Che same cause amounts to 
700,000 a-. 

On the S. side of tbe Adda are seen 
two valleys— To/ Jforfrc and ValCern, 
— each leading to a pass into Vul 
Brembaoa. About 3 m. farther, ou 
the same side of the Adda, is seen the 
village of Cajolo, at the opening of the 
more considerable Vat del Livtin, also 
leading to the upper end of Val Breui' 
bana. The Pizzo Veapolo (7,648') is a 
prominent point On the W. side of Val 
del Livrio, and must command a very 
Stie view of the Bemina Alps and the 
other ranges enclosing Val Tellina. 
To the i. of the high road are the vine- 
yards of Saeiella. producing ooe of the 
most esteemed wines of the valley. 

Soadrio (Inns: Alb. della AJadda- 
Itna, fairi Corona, or Post, peihaiit 
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the beat i Aogelo, smalt and cheap) is 
the chief town of Val Tellina, once 
seat of a govemor, now of the prefect 
of the province. Though not large, it 
hag Bomewhat of the air of a citf, con- 
taiaing many good hoaGes and edu- 
cated inhabitAnts. The misemlogiBt 
may easily obtain permiasion to see 
flie collection of Sigoor Giuseppe Ser- 
toli; and a botanist will probably not 
find it difficult to inspect the local 
herbarium of Signor Ferrari. The 
town BtiuidB at 1,198 ft. above the sea, 
at the junction of Vol l^alenco with 
the maiD valley. The Jfo/em torrent 
issuing from it is one of the most de- 
structive in Val Tellina. Many new 
bnildings in the town occupy the sites 
of houses carried away by it in 1834, 
A massive embankment is designed to 
protect the town, and to lead Oie tor- 
rent into the Adda; but every heavy 
fall of rain threatens danger to the in- 
habitants. It is veil WOTth while to 
make a slight ascent to the ancient 
ca«tle, callS Masegrs, commanding a 
very fine view of the town and its 
neighbourhood. On the opposite bank 
of the MaleiO, the local antiquaries 

iioint out the site of the original city 
ounded by the Tnsci. 

Few places present more remarkable 
contrasts than the neighbourhood of 
Sondrio, Witliin a few miles of the 
glaciers of the Bernina and the Monte 
della Disgrazia. we have here the cli- 
mate and the vegetation of the shores 
of the Mcditen-BueaQ. The fig tree . 

granate lipens its fruit, and dL-iicate ; 
Southern shrubs are seen in all the 
gardens. _ , 

Cretinism and goitre exist in many 
of the villages between Sondrio and I 
Ttrano. It is said that the valley | 
would not be habitable in summer, but i 
for the currents of air introduced !

On leaving the town, th« road passes | 



near a fine new hospital, built for 
UflOOL at the cost of a private inha- 
bitant named Pelosi. On the slopes to 
the 1, of the road are the vineyards of 
JfonI(f^na,prodDcing a wine thatranks 
next after the Sassells and Inferno. 
The last-named comes from a vine- 
yard near Pendolasco, abont S m. fVom 
Montagna. Since the grape diseBHe-, 
it has been difficult to obtain the finer 
qualities of Vsl Tellina wine tolerably 
pure, except in private houses. On the 
S, sideofthe Adda, near Fiateda, opens 
Fai Ambria, one of the chief valleys 
on that side of the river. Of its two 
main branches, one descends from the 
E., the other from the W. side of the 
Piiso del Diavoh (9,57-l')- The Erst 
leads to the Val Seriana. the second to 
Val Brembana. The portion of the 
main valley, extending hence to Tirano, 
is the least interesting part of Uie pre- 
sent Rte. Numerous large villages are 
scattered along the sunny slopes on the 
N. side of the river. Several of them 
were in turn important places during 
the Middle Ages, when one or the 
other was chosen as the residence of 
some local potentate. It would be in- 
teresting to ascertain the true nature 
of the great mound on which stands 
the village of Tregivio, conspicuous 



it theremsins of a bergfall; it may be 
part of an ancient moraine, AtChinro 
IS the opening of Vat Finilana. There 
must be a pass to Le Prese (Rte. K) 
from the head of that glen, though 
none is indicated on the Swiss Federal 
map. On that map is laid down a 
pass over the glacier on the S. side 
of tiie itzro Scdino <10,925'), by 
which a mounfainetr could return to 
Sondrio through a branch of Val Ma- 
ienco called Val Antugnaaca. Nearly 
3 m. beyond Chiuro. the main valley is 
for the first time contracted between 
the opposing bases of the mountains, 
at a place called San Oiacomo ; but it 
soon opens out again, and the road ia 
carried at some distance from the 
Adda, and about 13 m. from Sondrio 
the road reaches

On the slope of the monntain, N^^'. 
of Treeenda, all built op in terracra for 
vines, is Ttglio, once the capital of the 
valley to which it has given its name 
(Val Teglina, corrupted into Val Tel- 
lina), and fbrmerly inhabited by power- 
ful fhmilies. It is now a mere rural 
village, whose inhabitants suffer much 
from a deBtmetive torrent Leaving to 
tiie 1. Bianzane and ViUa, the road 
keeps along the flat, passing (about 3 m, 
from Tirano) an ancient arch under 
which the Adda Bowed until 1817, 
when it made for itself a new channel. 
About 2 m. farther is the bridge over 
tiie Poschiavino torrent, which is 
carried thence between missive dykes 
to join the Adda. Here the traveller 
reaches the bmoua sanctuary of Za 
Madonna di Tirano, where a church, 
rich with precious marbles, has annually 
drawn thousands of pilgrims since its 
Ibundation in 1S20, The Inn (San 
Michele) is better than those at Tirano, 
and the position more attractive. Here 
the road of the Bemina Pass (Rte.

) the richness of the fore- 
ground. The view from the terrace of 
flie church of Sta. Perpetua is extremely 
fine,andtheruined fortress of PI attama la 
on Ihe Swiss frontier, only 1 m. distant, 
Is worth a visit. A Ene avenue of pop- 
lars, ncnrly 1 m. in length, leads from 
I.a Madonna to 
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7'imno(Innsi Due Torri, tolerable ; 
Angelo), ibmiecly a walled town of 
great strength, now open on all sides, 
lying on the 1. bank of the Adda, at 
1,509 ft. above the sea. The traveller 
is surprised to find in this remote 
countiy town the stately mansions 
(palazzi) of many existing noble fa- 
milies whose ancestors played a pro- 
minentpart in the tronbled and eventful 
history of the Val Teliina. Thechurch 
of San Martino has a fine organ, 
but there is not much here that need 
detain a stranger. The high road is 
now carried along the I. bank of the 
Adda, and soon reaches a point at the 
junction of a torrent itora Va! Chiosa, 
where the river is contracted between 
the bases of the mountains. Thisisthe 
natural boimdary between the middle 
portion of the valley of the Adda, and 
the lower valley extending hence with 
a very gentle slope to the L. of Como. 
In 1B07 a berg-tall from the Monte 
M/uuccia (9,252'), on the WW. side of 
the valley, fell into the defile, and 
dammed the course of the river. The 
waters accumulated to a considerable 
height, and at the village of Lovero 
the traveller may see a mark on a house 
18 ft. above the ground, recording the 
utmost limit of the waters. The dam 
seems to have yielded gradually, as the 
damage done in the neighbourhood of 
Tirano was less serious than might 
have been expected. Many ruined 
eaatles may be seen on either side of 
the river, as this entrance into Italy 
was always deemed of the utmost im- 
portance, and for many centuries the 
unfortunate inhabitants rarely enjoyed 
B long respite from the presence of 
foreign troops. At Maao, where the 
church has a fine altar-piece by Ma- 
lacHda, the road returns to the it. bank, 
and soon reaches Grosotio (2,188'), 
where the Roasts torrent issoes from 
ValGrosina. There isan Inn (Posta), 
and nenr to it the house of Giacomo 
RobnsteUi. wherein was laid the plan 
of a massacre that combined the ele- 
ments of the Sicilian Vespers and the 
alanghter of St. Bartholomew, efjualling 
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botli of them in unsparing ferocity. 
Patriotic feeling urged tlie leaden to 
throw off the yoke of the GriBons rulers, 
and religiou* hatred prompted their 
destruction at heretics. When the 
blow was strucit, luid every buid was 
raided against the fugitives, equally 
hated as foreign usurpers and as Pro- 
testants, the people of Morbegno were 
aloue distiuguishiHi by the chvitable 
reception which they accorded to their 
enemies. [The Vul Grciao is one of 
the neglected valleys of the Alps that 
has not as yet attracted the attention 
of travellers or men of science. A few 
miles above Qrosotto it divides into 
two equal braaches, one extending 
about due N., the other due \V. The 
first of these leads to an easy pass E. 
of t\i<- Pizzo di Dosdd, and a iraveller 
might go that vay from Grosotto to 
Bormio, descending through Vat di 
Vet'O iuto Val Viola, and so reaching 
the Val di Dentro (Rte. L) The W. 
branch of \'b1 Gro&ina might veil be 
taken in the vay from Bormio to Pou- 
tresins. as it is coouected by at least 
four passes with the valley of Poschiavo. 
KeRkoniD); from S. to N.. the FoTcula di 
Btaga <8.43a') leads to Le Prese: the 
Foreolit di Sustisiime (8,333'), and 
Forcola di Rosso (8,819'), afford a more 
direct way to Poschiavo, the one to the 
S., the other to the N. of the Piixo 
Sasmlho (9377'). More iuteresling than 
these is probably the Paaso di Sacco 
(9,02fi'), between the Pizzo di Teo 
l\0,0O7') sad Cimadi Saoseo (10.723'). 
The latter pass does not lead directly 
into the r^ley of Poschiavo. The 
track desceods into the Val di Campo 
(Rte. L), about 1 hr. above the point 
where it opens on the high road of the 
Bemina. The traveller coming from 
Bormio need not descend to Grosotto 
in order to enter Val Grosina, aa there 
is a track from Soadalo by the Pasio 
del Gaiia ; but this is said to be a high 
and somewhat difficult pass] 

After passing Grasio, the road Soon 
reaches a bridge that carries it to the 1. 
bank of the Adda. Here a path is seen 
to the rt , marked vith a finger-post to 



Mortirolo. This leads bf the Fiuto 
Atorlirob (6,0530 '^ > lateral Tallef 
of the same name to Val Camonica, 
which is entered about J hr. above 

The portion of the valley now tra- 
versed by the high road is extremelj 
picturesque. To the rt. is a tempting 
cemetery, where the departed rest under 
thesLsdeof noblechestnut-trees. The 
Mi^iondo torrent enters the valley 
from the N. through a gorge, and on 
the rt of the road bold rocks ^ve 
shade from the noonday heat. The 
lasi chestnut- trees are passed, and then 
the mulberry and the walnut reach 
their limit, about the post-station at 
Botiadort (2,838'}. This is divided by 
the Adda from 

Sondala, the chief place in the Upper 
Val Tellina. The population here are 
thought to be the finest in the valley. 
The road continues along the I. bank, 
passing opposite a picturesque church 
ofSt. Agnese.and a ruined castle, rising 
above the contracted bed of the valley. 
This enlarges a little at Mandadizza. 
but soon narrows again, and the road 
tores due N. aa it entera a defile that 
eiteods in that direction for several 
miles. The Rezzalesco torrent here 
issues from Vai di Rezzo to join the 
Adda. [Following that glen to NE., 
in the direction hitherto pursued by 
the main valley, the pedestrian may 
reach a pass that leads him to Sta. Ca- 
tarina (§ 37, Itte. B) ; or be may turn 
to the rt, and reach Vezza in Val 
Camonica by a track passing over the 
Sam MasiTone.'] At Le Prese the road 
enters thefinestpartof the defile, cross- 
ing to the rt bank of the Adda, and 
returning to the 1. bank at the Ponte 
del Oiavolo, a fine bridge resting on 
two huge blocks. Labrador spar, and 
other tine minerala, have been found in 
this neighbourhood. The defile, whose 
central point la the so-called Devil'a 
Bridge, IS called Serra di Moriginme, 
from a hamlet at its M. end. Thia 
has always been considered the natural 
limit between Val Tellina and the 
ValU di Sotto, or Val Ceppiua, eztend< 
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fug to Bormfo, and forming part of the 
territory of that town. The defile was 
Bcrongly fortified at varioufl periods, 
and the remains of military works ore 
seen at several poiata. The BMieut k 
here rather rapid, and tliere is a 'ery 
manifest change of climate aa (he road 
emerges into the upper valley. After 
passing oppoeite to the village of Ctp- 
pina^ the valley opens oat, backed by a 
portjoa of the range of Monte Cristallo, 
and tbe traveller sood reschcfl 

Bonnie [Inns: Po«(a, very fair, much 
improved ; there are t*oor three othera 
of lower grade, bat most Itsvellew go 
on to the Baths), 4.016 ft above the 
«ea. The town and Bnlhs are described 
Id § 37, Rte. A. 



Having in the preceding Itt^s. de- 
Scribed the two great valleys thatform 
the N. and 8. boundaries of tbe Bemina 
Alps, it will now be convenient to no- 
tice tbe tributary valleys and passes by 
which they are connected together. 

The westernmost of these secondary 
valleys is the Val Maaino, abounding 
ia objects of interest to the lover of 
nature in her wilder aspects, yet veiy 
rarely visited by strangeiB, There is 
very fair accommodation at the Bagni 
del Masino, now accessible by carriage- 
road. Three passes, none of which 
can he called easy, connect the head of 
this valley with Val Bregaglia. 

1. To Caetaiiegiia, bg ikt Porcella 
a Eochttte. S bra. to the ^athg, 
7 hrs. (?) thence to Castasegna. — A 
char from Morbegno to the Baths 
may be had for 10 frs., but, except for 
the Qrst 4 m., little time is saved by it. 
As mentioned in Bte. E, the opening 
of Val Masino is about 4 m. from 
Morbegno. A road partly new and 
practicable for light carriages, but not 
shown on any map, mounts through 



the valley, turning off from the high 
road to Sondrio immediately after this 
has crossed the bridge over the Mssino 
torrent At the lower end of Val 
Masino the torrent is forced aside from 
its southern course by a sleep hill, 
called Colmine del Daiio, and flows 
eastward ronnd il^ base through a 
narrow defile. The road ascends tht 
steep slope N. of the village of Masino 
by several iigiags, and then winds 
along the face of the mountain till it 
fairly enters the valley at a gi-eat height 
above the stream, near a hamlet called 
Pioda. In the lower part of Val Ma- 
sino the rocks are apparently com- 
posed of metamorphic schists and rand- 
stoaes, which pass by insensible gra- 
dations into gneiss. Neither does it 
appear easy to fix a limit between the 
gneiss and the granitic rocks of the 
moge dividing this valley ftom Viil 
Bregaglia, Thelatterare veryrariable 
in appearance and composition, some- 
times niuoh resembling the well- known 
Sfrisio Ghiandorte of the erratic blocks 
about the Lake of Como. As the 
travelleradvanoes, the scenery increases 
in interest. On the opposite side of the 
valley a torrent descends through a 
lateral glen called Vol di Sptuga, not 
easily reached from tbe road, and 
leads up to the E. side of tbe peak of 
Monle Spluga (9,351'). This summit 
which must coramaud a very fine view, 
is easily (?) reached from this side. 
At Cattaepgio, where a torrent origi- 
nating on the SW.flanks of the Monte 
della Disgmzia, and flowing through a 
glen called Val di Sasso Bisoto, enters 
the valley, the road crosses to the rt 
bank of the Masino, and continues to 
ascend through a scene of extraordinary 
wildness. It would appear that at 
various intervals enormous masses »f 
rock have fallen from the face (tf Ihe 
mountain ou the W. side of tbe valley. 
Some of the more ancient are mossed 
over, and the people have contrived to 
grow small patches of potatoes io earth 
that has been carried up, and laid out 
on the top of some of these boulders. 
Among the more recent blocks, proba- 
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bij failen within the last M 
centuries, are some of the man pro- 
dtgiuBS single mBBSes that are to be 
found ID ^e Alps. One of these, 
IjJBg close to the road, b; far exceeds 
SD7 «ith which the writer is acquainted. 
Tt is an irregolar parallelopipcd^ mea- 
Wiring 2S0 ft, io length, 120 ti. in 
breadth, and 140ft. in height; so ibat, 
ereo deducting one-fourth for the ir- 
regularit; of its fono, it must contain 
more than 3 millions of cubic feet of 
Stone. After passing these great blocks 
the road traverKB a tract of flat maishj 
meadov, and in about 13 m. from Mor- 
begno reaches the fott of the valley. 
The most considetable braodi of the 
torrent desceadi from ENE. through 
the Val di Mello, vhile the other, 
nearly exactly oppoaite. flows from the 
W. tlu-ough the short and very beautiful 
glen caUed the Val de' Bagni. Oa the 
N. side of the junctioD is the poor 
Tillage of San Martina The road 
leaves it on the rt, crosses the western 
torrent, and ascends along its 1. hank. 
In abont 2 m. farther tixe traveller 
reaches the 

Bagni del Maiino, a email establish- 
ment, where some patients are found 
In the height of summer, very besati- 
fully sicuated, in the midat of pine and 
larcb forests sunnoaated by granitic 
aiguilles, and clme to several pictur- 
esque cascades. The accommodation 
is very fair, the charges reasonable, 
and the place deserves to be more 
generally known. The height i& 
about 3,7S0 ft. above the sea, or nearly 
3,000 ft. above the village of Masino 
at the opening of the valley, so that 
the change of climate is very percepti- 
ble, and in hot weatiier highly agree- 
able. 

The man who was first recommended 
to the writer ae a guide. Is employed 
as guard over the woods near the Baths, 
and knows the paths, but is utterly in- 
competent for mountain- work. Salva- 
tore Fiorelli of San Martino, whose 
experience is probably gained as a 
smuggler, ii a ^ better man. seems Io 
kno« all the high paisee well, and has 



*n air of quiet deienninatloD thai 

promises efficieucy. In this onsoi^ii*' 
ticated valley these men are glad to 
earn 5 francs a day as guides. 

Immediately above the Bathe oniB 
branch of the torrent descends from 
WSW„ while the main bnmeh of the 
valley mounts due N., and is called Vat 
PoTceUizia. It is easy to aseend for 
some distance by a wood-cutter's pslli 
on the rt. side of the tiHTent, and thus 
gain a view of the lower cascades ; but 
the regular way to the upper part of the 
Val Purcellizia is by the E. tide, at 
some distance from the stream. The 
eicwsiou is worth making, even ft* 
' those who do not intend to cross eilhw 
of the passes here mentioned. 

About lj[ hr. most be allowed for 
ascending hy a good path to the upper 
level of the valley, above a fine watei^ 
fall, where a considerable alp supports 
a large number of cattle. The princi- 
pal chalet, here, as in many parts «f 
Lombardy, called baita. hes on the E. 
sile of the torrent— the Swiss Federal 
map being hero incorrect aa to minate 
details— at about 6,000 ft. above th« 
sea, on a level with the superior limit 
of the larch. 

The head of Val Porcelliits is en- 
closed by several bold peaks standing 
in a semicircle in the following order, 
reckoning from W. to E.: — Pizza 
ForciUiz2o(\0,Oi^'), Cimadi Ticliinyd 
(10,853'), ftiiiW Trvbiiusca (11,1061, 
and a nameless peak (]0,820'>. The 
Puma I'rubiniiBca seems inaccessible 
from this aide, and the Ciioa di Tschin. 
gel appears difficult ; both summits 
have, however, been at.taini.-d, the lat- 
ter by Mr. Coolidge ia 1867. The 
only moderately easy summit is the 
Pizio Purcellizzo, which has on the 
irecied by the

trigonometrioal station, although it lies 
altogether in Italy. The view to the 
W. and S, is very fine, including a 
considerable pari of the Lake of Como. 
That to the K., concealed from the 
writer by a Etvrm-cloud, is doubtless

pealiB.bnt probBbljiocludM the Monte 
dcUa DiBgrazia. The other aununilB 
above mentioned lie on the boundary 
between Vai Masino and Val Brega- 
glia, here forming the tVonder between 
Switierland and Italj, while the Por- 
cellizio overlooks die head of Val 
Coders, one of the roughest and wildest 
glena in the Alps. The way from the 
Baths to Castasegna crosses the bead 
of Val Codera. The ordinary way is 
over the ridge W. of the chalets of 
Porcelliiza, and some way S. of the 
peak, about where indicated on the Swiss 
Federal mBp, but the track is scarcely 
( ? if at all) visible. A steep descent 
into the head of Val Codera ia followed 
by a DO leas sleep ascent to the For- 
cclla di Bcrchelle (about 9, 000* ), whence 
a very rapid descent leads down to 
Castasegna (Rte. A). The dialance 
in a ri^t line is less than 3 m,, and 
the difference of ievel exceeds 6,500 ft. 

Instead of leaching Val Codera by 
Val Porcellizza, the traveller may lake 
■ track that mounts WSW. from the 
Hatha of Masino lo the AIpe di Ligon- 
cio. Thence ^e way Hea rather N. of 
W, to tbe summit of the ridge dividing 
that alp from Val Codera, and then 
KW., reaching the torrent of the latter 
valley nearly at (he same point as by 
the course above described. The name 
Ligoncio, belonging to the mountain- 
pasture mendoned above, has been 
erroneously given on ihe Austrian 
maps to the highest point in the range 
N. ofValPorcellizzo. 

a. To Bando, bn the Pmia di B<mdt,. 
—There is considerable doubt as to 
the true position of the pass which is 
apoken of in Yal Masino as Passo di 
Dondo, connecting Val Masino with 
the tributary glen of Val Bregaglia, 
called Vai Bondtaca. Tbe Bondtisca 
Glacier, at the head of the latter glen, 
is an almost continuous ice-fall, en- 
closed by extremely hold granitic 
aigailles. ' If there be any pass, in 
the ordinarv sense of the word, from 
Vat Porcellizza to the Bondasca Gl.. 
St ties not close to the Punta Trubi- 
nesca, as shown id the Federal Map, 



oat considerably farther E.' [F. F. T.] 
In IS64 Messrs. Fresh&eld, Beacbcroft, 
and Wallier traversed a snow col — 
called by them Fasio di Faro (about 
10.000')— at the head of the Bondasca 
Gt., which led them to a short wild 
gtencalledFaf lii/'Vra, about dae N.of 
S.Marlino. Following the stream, they 
reached the Val di Mello about \ hr. 
E. of that village. None but expe- 
rienced ice-men should attempt either 
of the above passes. 

3. To Vico Soprano, by Ihe Pane di 
Zocca. This is a fiue pass, quite easy 
in tine weather, but very laborious if 
made from Morbegno, as it involves an 
ascent of more than 8,000 ft, besides a 
long walk. It is a her tcr plan to divide 

to the Baths, and enjoying the fine 
scenery of that branch of the valley. 
Those who go from Morbegno must 
take food, and cannot always find milk 
at the chalets lying near the track. Tbe 
name by which the pass seems to be 
universally known in the district is here 
retained in preference to that of For- 
cella di San Martino, aet down in tho 
Swiss Federal map. A guide should 
be taken, as in cat^e of clouds comini'on 
it would be impossible to find the way. 
From Ihe village of San Hartinn. 
where the torrent tVom the Val de' 
Bi>gni joins that from Val di Mello, an 
easy path is carried along the rt, bank 
of the latter stream. The Val di Mello 
is less pictnresque than the other 
branch, but on a grander scale. On ihe 
K. side a torrent issues in a water&ll 
from a lateral ravine, and it is possible 

Zocca Pass. But the course is difficult 
and would take more time, nor is it 
likely to be adopted except by a 
smuggler. The shortest way to tbe 
Zocca Pass does not lie by the I. bank 
of the Zocca torrent ascending from 
Rasiea, as shown in the Swiss Federal 
map. At a point about i hr below 
Rosica, and 2^ hrs. from the Baths of 
Masino, the ascent is commenced up a 
steep stony slope where deciduous trees 
are still mingled with pines. The 
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bridge bj which the track cro<s«d the 
ZoccB torrent -was carried away in 
1863; and it waa then neceasarj to 
ciimb some way np the rl back, and 
then descend to a second bridge. A 
steep ascent through pine woods, broken 
here and thcce bj knolls of rock, leads 
to a ehftlet (liaira) which ie occupied 
only for a abort time as the herdamen 
ebilt tbeif quarrer-. Towards the 
upper part of the latoml glen leading to 
the pasB it is E'cesaarj to hear to the 
I., and the lost ascent is but little N. of 
W. The way ia steep, but not at all 
difficult, and the riew is both grand 
and interesting irom its novelty. The 
Pasio di Zoeca, or Furcdla di San 
Jfor(i'no(e,957'),lie8b«*"eentbeJl/Mi(B 
di Zocca (10,S65') to SW., and the 
Cimadrl Largo {U,l6'r) ENE. of the 
pass. On reaching the crest of tbe 
ridge the traveller finds himself unex- 
pectedly overlooking tbe head of a 
great glacier that stretches before him 
for several miles towards the N., be- 
tween two ranges of granitic peaks, 
sereral of which surpaas 10,500 ft. 
The Albigaa Glacier (Ital. Gbiacciajo 
deir Alhigna) is remarkably easy to 
traverse. A very short desceut takes 
the traveller on to the upper neti, and 
he soon reaches the ice, which inclines 
gently to the N., and is almost com- 
pletely fi^e irata crevasses. Tbe gla- 
cier comes to an end on the level floor 
of the upland valley, a short way above 
tbe point where the rapid descent into 
Val Bregaglia abruptly begins. The 
glacier torrent commences its troubled 
career hy epringing boldly from the 
edge of the rocka In a fine cascade. 
The glacier should be left by its 1. 
bank, and oQ that side of the atream a 
tolerable path leads down to the lower 
valley. The scenery is throughout 
very beautiful, and the whole way from 
JIorbegQO to Vico Soprano will be long 
remembered as one of tbe most inlei^ 
eating of alpine eipcditjoos.

Tbis ia the easiest pass fK>ni the Val

' The diligence-road OTcr the Maloya 
is followed from Casaccia to within 
about i br. of the summit of that pass. 
A footway then turns off to the rt, 
leading past the chUiets of Lampalii.

Been at intervals of an ancient paved 
road, for the most part destroyed, or 
buried by debris. The pass is atiU 
said to be practicable for mules, though 
not often traversed. A higher track 
on Che talus of the Piz Margna is very 
rough, and causi'S a loss of time. In 
about S brs. from Casaccia, the chalets 
of Piaucaning (S.SlSf) are passed oppo- 
dte the foot of the Forno Glacter. 
From tbis point the ascent become* 
steeper, continuing in a SE. direction. 
In about another ^ hr. the first snow 
is reached, the permanent remains of 
avalanches from the steep mouatains 
OD both sides. Near the summit a 
small glacier descends from the Mnut-: 
dOro (10,545') on the rt., and the tra- 
veller sboold keep well to the I. to 
avoid ita crevasses. The route then 
lies to tie L of a slight elevation which 
rises in the centre of the pass and 
about 200 ft. above it, and the Summit 
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is reached in aboat 3j^ hrs. Its height

IS much shut in, and not very strikiog ; 
und is better on either side at some 
distance down (hun at the summit. 
In descending to the SE., some con- 
siderable patches of snow are first 
crossed ; then keeping the L bank of 
the Btceani, the path soon becomes dis- 
tinctly marked, and fine views of the 
Monte della Disgraiia open in front 
After about 2 hrs.' steep descent, the 
valley tends to the E., (he descent 
becomes more gradual, and about \ hr.

long ago, a custom-house. The 
itinues on the !. bank of the 
about 1 hr. farther to Prati 
della Casta, where there is a stew 
descent, and then crosses to the rt.

Shr. farther, and in rather less than 
hr. tiie path falls into a new and 
well-maderoad, close to C/ii««i (3,480'), 
the principal village of Val Malenco.'

There are two Inns al Chiesa, neither 
of which can be called more than bear- 
able. In both of them eilortiunata 
demands have been made upon pass- 
ig travellers, and in snme cases less 
lan half the sum asked has been ac- 
cepied. The Ostetia Antica was im- 
proved, and not dear, in 1B65. By the 
new road Sondrio (Rte. E) is reached 
in ,■) hrs, \ but as the ascent is conti- 
nual, and the valley hot, 3^ lira, should 
b.' allowed in going from Sondrio to 
Chiesa. 

Val Maitnco is eiiremely rich in 
rare minerals, and doubtless awaits 
ftirther eiploration to reveal many 
objects of interest to the naturalist. 



In Rte. D was described a coniae by 
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hj -weeXbet mtkj mitke the tour of the 
higher peaki of the BcTDiaa in t ~ 
daj'B. The passes noir to be notici 
combined with tho«e described 
the two following Rtes^ enable 
traveller to make a wider circaic ic 
or 3^ days, including far more varied 
teener;, and one decidedly diffi- 
cult glacier pass. It appears certain 
that a pass from the head of the Fex 
Glacier to Val Malenco bj the Scer- 
tcen Glacier has been known la the 
chamoia-honlets of Sils by the name 
CapiilschaPaM.iakenfromarock called 
Capiilscha on the S. side of the Pex 
Glacier, supposed to offer some resem- 
blance to tbe better koown Caputfchin 
on the N. side of the same glacier. 
This pass is iodicated on tbe Swiss 
Ihderai map: hut the ((Isciera at the 
head of Val Mulenco, on the S. aide of 
tbe Bemina range, are nut quite 
teetly given in that map. 
Since the tnup was published, the 

Siile Peter Jenni diecoiiTed a pass on 
; E. side of the Capiilschin, loading 
&om the Roseg Gl. to the upper plateau 
of the Fex Glacier, and reached Cbiesa 
by crossing the ridge to the Scencen 
Glacier. The first travellers who ac- 
complished the new pass were Messrs. 
F. C. Grove and J, M. Wedgewood, in 
Sept. 1860, followed, o few days later, 
by Mr. A. Milm:in and his brother. 
The last-named gentleman hag given 
lUi account of the pass in the Second 
Series of • Peaks, Passes, and Glaciers.' 
The eicnrsion has been since made 
several times, but must be reckoned as 
deci dedIydifficult,reqairingthDrDughly 
efficient guides (one for each travel- 
ler) 1 and in a not unfrequent condition 
of the rocks, with a crust of ice cover- 
ing their face, it can scarcely be ef- 
fected from the Italian side. The 
obarge for guides according to the 
Pontresina tariff ia 2,^ fr. for going to 
Chiesa.and IS fr. for the return, if the 
guide be disoiiased there, or 19 tV. if 
he be takcD hack to Pontresina by the 
Canciano Pass (Rie. 1). A porter 
engaged for tbe whole tonr is entitled 
to as fr. Jenni and Fleuri, who are 



;the most conapcEenl men for lliis pass, 
refuse to carry any luggage, however 
trifling, on this expedition. It ig 
doubtless now known mother guides. 

Tbe writer feelt bound W adopt the 
name Capiitacbin Pass for that con- 
necting the RoBeg and Fez Glaciers. 
It appears to be known by no other 
name at Pontresina, and the name 
Hoseg Pass, used by Messra, Wedge- 
wood and Milman, is open to tbe ob- 
jection that another pass (the Sella 
Pass) lies between that now in ques- 
tion and tbe Piz Roseg. whilethe pre- 
sent pass is close to the Capiitschin. 

Most, if not all of tbe travellers wl-o 
have taken this Rie., have thought it 
judicious to sleep on the preceding 
night at the clean and comfortable 
ch&lets of Misanna. The coarse lies 
along the centre of the Roseg Glacier 
antil the slope becomes Et«ep and th'j 
crcvaseeB difficult, when the ascent is 
continued for some distance by the 
rocks on tbe W. bank. On returning 
to tbe upper level of the glacier, some 
steep slopes of n^v^ have to he aur- 
mounted, and from 4^ to 5j hrs. suffice 
to reach the summit of the Capatachiu 
Poll, lying immediately E. of that 
summit, and about SOO ft. tower, sii 
that the height may be reckoned 
10,600 ft. 

The view is described, by alt wlio 
have reached this point, aa of the 
grandest character, the Monle della 
Disgrazia being especially remarkable 
from this side. The descent from the up- 
per ridge to the level of the FexGkoier 
is themaindifficnttyofthisronte. The 
rocka are extremely steep and slippery, 
and have l>een frequently found coated 
with a thin covering of ice. Travellers 
are usually lowered with a rope about 
their waists, relvingon the sure hold and 
steadiness of the guide, who gradually 
lets it out as they thua descend from 
one ledge to another. Towards the bot- 
tom the slope is less steep, but there are 
many loose stones that are set moving 
by the slightest touch. On reaching 
the Fex Glacier, it is necessary to turn 
to the 1. and ascend to a second col — 
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the ScerietH Fata — which, to jadgefrom 
dMcriptioas. sad the map ncnexed to 
Mr. Milman's paper, lies between the 
mnimits of La Sella and Piz Tremog- 
gia. It is probably mnch higher than 
the pa«8 SW. of the latter peak (Ca- 

Siilscha Pass ?), marked od the SvIbs 
'ederalmap — 3,021 metres =9,91 a ft. 
Aamenlioned in Rte. D, the Scencen 
and Fellaria Glaciere are of a Tery 
pecaliar character, perhaps deserving- 
the name of ice-lakes rather than ice- 
Btreams. The Scerscen consists of two 
parallel ice-fields eloping gently to- 
wards the E., each suBtaioed on 
the S. side by a high terrace of rock. 
The short ice-stream that oarrieB off 
the overflow of these cpper plateam 
descends towards 6W. to the neigh- 
bnorhood of the Scerscen Alp. The 
torrent thence descends to SSE.throDgh 
n branch of the Va! I.anterna, which 
runs parallel to the middle portion of 
ValMalenco. Between them is aridge 
whose most prominent svuniDit is called 
Monte Nero. The nsiial way from the 
Scerscen Glacier to Chiesa is by this 
ridge, which lies eonsiderabty E. of 
the Scerscen Pass. The descent is long 
and rough, but nowhere difflcnlL Tra- 
vellers hare taken fWim 12 to 14 hre., 
inclusive of halte, to reach Chiesa from 
the Misauna Alp. 

In the first Jabrbach of the Swiss 
Alpine Club, M. Weilenmann gives an 
iaterestiog acconnt of his ascent, with- 
out a guide, of Piz TrttBoygia (11,326') 
from Uie head of Val Fex.

' Leaving Chiesa (3,180'), the path 
ascends in about i hr. by the rt hank 
of the Malero to the junction of the 



Lantema, whet« the Malero is crossed 
and the way lies throagh the Val Lan- 
tema, keeping (0 the rt. bank, and pass- 
ing through the village of Lanzada and 
the long straggling hamlet of Vetto, 
Then begins a steeper ascent on the 
N, side of the valley, avoiding the pre- 
cipices which appear completely M 
close in its extremity. From Chiesa 
to the summit of these (5,400') is ahonl 
2| hrs. Hence there' is a slight de- 
scent of I br. to the chUIets of Carat, 
where the path crosses by a natural 
bridge over the western of three 
atreama which unite at this point, de- 
scending from the glacier of Scerscen. 
From this point the path again ascends 
steeply to the little [evel plain of Campo 
Moro, about Ij hr. farther, passing 
through flue woods and undCT lofty 
precipices. Here a distant, but fine, 
view is obtained of the Monte detlaDig- 
graiia. After crossing the Campo 
Mnro, the ascent recommences on the 
rt. bank of [he stream, but soon passes 
to the I. bank, and continues to ascend, 
with the exception of a short descent 
opposite the Fellaria Glacier, where 
there are flue views of the Pii Ber- 
nina and neighbouring peaks. Here 
the little Val Poschiavina opens to the 
ESE., and the stream is recrossed 
about 5^ hrs. ftom Chiesa. Notwith- 
standing its fireat elevation, the pas- 
tures of this upland valley are very 
productive, and a considerable group 
of chalets stands at its lover extre- 
mity (TiSOiy). From this point the 
ascent is comparatively slight On ap- 
proaching the upper end itf the valley, 
a fine glacier comes Into view, descend- 
ing from the Pixio ScaliRO (10,925') 
and Piita Canciano (10,194'). Here 
the path, which up to this point has 
been good and distinct, becomes ob- 
scure. It is necessary to keep near 
the rt, bank of the stream for nearly 
1 hr. fhrai the chilets ; then taming to 
the L (E.), the summit of the col is 
attained in about a i hr. more. Its 
height is 8,366 fl. The views on both 
sides are fine, bnt the best are those of 
the Bsmina chain to the W. The 
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rid^ mm N. and S. It may be pused 
fomeirliat higher, b little farlber N. 
than the lowest point, »nd nearer to 
the Colroo delie Kuiie, thus avoidiDg 
■ ilight di'tour. Afler psBiiae the col. 
the traveUer slionld keep to the N. till 
close under the Colmo delle Uuzie, to 
avoid the precipices immediately be- 
neath him. The vsUe; of Pnachiavo ap- 
pean but a short distance off, though in 
reality 5,000 ft lower down. The de- 
■cent.forabout one-third of the diataDcs, 
u e«£; and agreeable, for the most part 
over graae. The path keeps for i hr. 
to the L of a etream which takes its 
riie from some little lakes ju>t under 
the col, then bearing to the 1., along 
the rt. bank of another Gtt^am which 
bnrata out euddenlj from the moun- 
tain tide. It then falls into rough 
mule and sledge tracks, that contiDne 
until the high road is joined about ten 
minuies below Poschiaio. The descent 
takes from 2 to £^ hra. The ascent in 
the opposite direction about i bra. 
[R.C.N.1 AUi«t nxurva. Fapaiier pg- 
reaaicum. and the very rare Carex 
kitpidula, have been found near the 
lammit of the Canciano Ptus. 

Avery rough path leads to I'OPreee, 
bnt it Eaves little time. See Rte. K. 

The Passo Itoiano, mentioned in 
Rte. D, might enable an active moun- 
taineer to reach Chiesa in one day from 
Pontresina. The path above described 
is joined at the point where the Val 
PoBohiavina tuma eastward out of the 
Vsl del Campo Moro. The P,ito di 
Keronii (1 l..'i5S') was climbed in IBSS 
by Messrs. Tuckttt, Freshfield, and 
Maol.'croft, from the upper plateau of 
the Palii Glacier. They descended by 
the Gambr^ Alp, through Val Campo 
Mom to Val Lantema. A caim of nn- 
known origin was found at the top. In 
ths next summer Mr. Tuckett ascended 
the Pixzo Snalino (10.935'), which com- 
nuads the Hneal view of the Bemina 
KToup from the S. side. It may be takra 
in the way from PoschiaTo to Chiesa, 
ascending from the Canciano Pass, and 
descending along the W, arfite to the 
chilets of Prahello, or vice vend. 
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The only cairiage'road connecdng 
the valley of the Inn with that of the 
Adda is that over the Ueraioa Pass. 
The descent on the Italian side by the 
ancient mule-track was found to offer 
such difficulties for the constructioD of 
a can-iage-road, that a nev line di- 
verging widely from the ancient courw 
was selected. The original road was 
ill madeand ill kept np, but it has been 
much improved of late years, and i* 
now daily traversed by diligence in 
summer ; the distance from Saraaden to 
Tirano being accomplished in 7} hn. 

1. Bytl,e Carriase-Toad. 
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The road from Samaden to Pontresina 
is noticed in Rte. B. The high road 
to Val Tellina mounts from Fontreaina 
by the rt bank of the Flatzbach. On 
approaching the fool of the Morteratsch 
Glacier, where that torrent makes a 
fine waterfall, the new line of road 
mounts by ligiaga to the 1., command- 
ing a much finer view of the glacier 
and the surrounding peaks than «as 
gained by the old road. In j hr 
farther (he traveller reaches the Ber- 
nttta Jnn (6,7S3'), Offering accommoda- 
tion and food much better than its 
appearance promises. The hostspeaks 
English peifectly. Half a mile above 
this the Val del Fain opens to the L 
The botanist wishing to explore it 
thoroughly, should fii his quarters at 
the Remina Inn. A little farther, 
another shorter glen — Val Minor — . 
(q>ens (o the E., and on ita S. aide the 
At Lagalp (9,718'), easily climbed in 
S hrs. from ^e road, offers a very fine 
view of the Bonina Alpc. Jnst oppo- 
site to the Val Minor the torrent from 
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tlie Di&volezza I.Bkes (Rte. B> croMW 
the ruad. A alight nsceiit duv leads 
to th«£osnjr<ro (7,2840- This small 
dark pool lies od the vat«rBh«d betnetn 
the Black Sea and the Adriatic ; for 
while it Eenda its torrient lo the Inn, it 
is separated only bj a moond or dam 
of incoherent maleriala (moraine?) 
from the much larger iago Bianco 
(7,316'). which feeds the Adda through 
the Poschiavino torrent. Thevhiteco- 
{onrofthe water, vbence the latlertaket 
its name, is given by the atream iaBuing 
fromtheCambrena Glacier. Thedamia 
iDOBe place but 3 ft. above the ordinarj 
level of the LagoBiuico; and vhen this 
it flooded by the rapid melting of the 
inowa, (he wateia overSow the dam, 
and go to swell those of the Lago 

The ground on the S. aide of the 
Lago Bianco falla away so rapidly 
towards the valley of Foschiavo, that 
in conitmcting the carriage- road it was 
found expedient to carry it over higher 
ground to the E,, in order to reach 
another branch of the Poschiavino 
which deacenda by a lese ateep de- 
clivity to the lower level of the valley. 
For (hia purpose the toad bears east- 
ward from the N, end of the Lago 
tlero. and gmlually ascends a low 
ridge HE. of (he Lago Bianco, whereon 
stands the Hospice, now converted 
into a very fair Ion, close to the 

BtTiiiaaPau(7,efi8y Mearathand 
is a small lake, called Lago deBa Cro- 
etOa, one of thebighest in the Alps (hat 
is inhabited by fish. Near its ahores 
grow man; rare plants, e.g., I.ycknu 
wp'-a, Putmtilla frigida, Hieradum gla- 
mde, Kalefm hirtu.L,, and Avo^a mi- 
ipicata. According lo l*onhardi tliere 
were viaible in this lake, at the close 
of the lut century, the stnmpa of trees 
prqjecting above the water. Whether 
these may have been the remains of a 
forest that haa disappeared, owing to 
a slight change of climate, or piles 
{Pjambautai) on which ancient Iwlus- 
trine habitations had been erected, is 
a matter for enrious wiquiry. After 
pasaing the eummit-Ievel, reached in 
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1^ hr. Aom the Bemina tna, the road. 
is carried through a tunnel, and an 
artificial gallery intended to protect It 
against avalanches. There are here 
the renuuns of a silver mine, formerly 
worked la hornblende alate. Recent 
attempts to discover valoable ores have 
been unsucceasful. The very well-en- 
gineered road descends into a auampy 
upland glen, called Val Agme. con- 
nected at its upper end with Val Li vigno 
by a low paaa (Forcola), 7,638 ft in 
height, by wbich a road might easily 
be carried to Zernetr. There was for- 
merU as Inn at La Motta (6,S0S'), the 
first hamlet on the S. aide of the pass, 
but it has beco cti^sed Tbeie is now 
a rough inn, convenient for tome ez- 
enrBtr>09, sc La Rata, lower bv 400 ft 
Following the stream ft'om Val Agone, 
the road ts dow separated from the old 
mule-track by a high ridge, whose 
chief smnmit is iHtzo Campatao 
(8,544'), aomeiimes ascended for the 
sake ofthe view. To the 1. ia aeen the 
openbgofVal di Campo (Rle. L). a« 
the roaddeacends in long zigzags which 
may be cut off \>y the pedestrian. A 
few houses, with the name Le Rovine. 
mark the site of a village destroyed by 
a berg fall in 1486. The firat village, 
Fiaciadclla, stands near the torrent ihini 
Val di Campo. Corn-fields are seen 
here at the unusual height of S.OOO ft. 
After passing the torrent Ihtm Val di 
Tea, and some minor streama from 
other short lateral glens, the road 
reaches San Carlo \,3,'ia), where the 
PoBchiavino torrent ia formed by the 
junction of the stream that has aoeom- 
paued the mad. with the Cavagliisco 
deacending from the Lago Bianco. 
Uttle more than I m. farther is 

Potthiava (Inns: Albergo Abrici, 
good, obliging landlord ; Alb. Sama- 
deni; Bemina, smaller), a village of 
moderate population, but having the 
air of a town, from the nimiber of 
handsome houses and neighboaring 
villaa. It is beantifully situated, at 
3,3 1 7 ft. above the sea, and is the chief 
place in the Swiss valley of the same 
name which eztenda nearly to the 
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Junction of the PoechisTino vith the 
Adda. ThemoBtinlerEBtiDgeicuraiini 
fat the mountaineer is the ascent of the 
Piixo Sagialbo {9,377'). a sharp, pro- 
minent peak, rising immediatelr E. of 
PoacliiaTO. Those who wish to reach 
the Bnmmit early maj find qaarl«r« at 
the Alp of Sasaiglione. The way is 
by the Passu di Sassiglione (Rte. E), 
OD the S. aide of the sunmiit, and pre- 

A vider panorama, hut perhaps not a 
more beautit^il Tieir, would duubtksa 
be guned trnm the Piizo di Sent 
(10,099'), the highest Bunimit in the 
range E. of Poschiavo. The writer is 
not aware that this has yet heen at- 
tained. The road from Poschiavo to 
'I'iruno has been much out of repair, 
bat recent improiemeuta hare been 
made. About ^ m. of nearly level road 
lead to Lr. Frese, on the banks of the 
Lngo di I'oKhiava. A salphurcoos 
spring discovered a few years ago, led 
to the conglruction of a handsome and 
comfortable house, with marble baths 
and a pretty garden. Pennon, vith 
wine, is 6 fr. per day. This place hai 
mapy inducements for those who prefer 
s mild and rather soft climate to the 
more stimulating but colder air of the 
Gngadine. The lake is 3,9 1 6 ft. above 
the sea, and the mean temperatore in 
fine summer weather 88"— 70" Fahr. 
The Baths are within reach of many 
monntaiu excarsions, and the view to 
the N. inclndes the Piz Caoibrena 
(1 1,835'} and many minor peaks. The 
lake, about S m. long, produces excel- 
lent trout, and gives visitors the amuse- 
ment <>f boating. Arabis Halleri. 
Fesctdamai rablease, and Bome other 
ioteresling plants, are found here. 

The high road is carried along the 
W. side of the lake, but soon after 
paesing MeschJDO at its S. end, passes 
to the I. bank of the PoGchiaTino. On 
a high rock to the N W. is the pilgrim- 
age church of St Romerio (S,906'), 
worth a visit from Le Prese. Below 
the bridge ibe Poschiavino enti 
narrow rocky defile, through which it 
rushes in a succession of rapids and 



cascades towards its Junction with th« 
Adda. At Bruaiu (Inn : Post, fairlj 
good and reasonable) the Protestant 
pastor is M. Leonhardi, whose little 
Gentian works, containing descriptlTa 
&nd historical sketehes of the Val Tel- 
lina, the Lake of Como, and the valley 
of Poschiavo, may interest the traveller. 
Tobacco is cultivated here, and smng- 
gled on a large scale into Italy and 
Tyrol. Thfre are several pretty watei^ 
fal s in this part of the valley, of which 
that of Sajento is seen on the rt. of the 

The scenery of the lower part of the 
valley is very rich and beautiful, as 
the road, descending rather rapidlf, 
passes CampacciOi and reaches the 
Swiss custom-honse station at Campv- 
cologna (1,759'). The frontier lies a 
little farther S., at Plattamala, where 
the remains of an ancient fort attest 
the strategic importance of the poaiUoD. 
It is true that no danger need be ap- 
prehended from their Swiss neighbours, 
but it is clear thut here, as in too many 
other places, the Italians have allowed 
one of the keys of Italy to fall into the 
hands of the Btranger. Travellen 
usually prefer to halt at La Madonna 
(Rte. E). but those who would pnnne 
^eir journey towards Bormio will go 
into the town of Ttrano, described in 
Rte. E. 

2. By Ciwoglia—Tbete is no doubt 
thatthemostinCerestingwayfora pedes- 
trian going from Pontresioa to Poschi- 
avo la by the old mule- track, passing by 
Cavagtio. 'rhepathtumsasidefroni the 
high road at the N. end of the Lago 
Nero, and keeps to the W, side of that as 
well as the l.sgo Bianco, which latter 
is fully a mile long. The torrent fall- 
ing i^om the Camlreiia Glacitr has no 
bridge, and during the warm hours of 
the day is somewhat difficult and dis- 
agreeable to cross. The pedestrian 
may make a slight detour, and avoid 
the difficulty by passing over the 
glacier. A very large b!oc perchf, a 
few feet above the lake, will attract 
the attention of the glacialist A 
little below the Lago Bianco the tift- 
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teller passes snollitr i mailer lake, 
named Lago della Sci^a, so called ihiio 
the very steep Btair-like track that was 
once carried dowa the gorge below the 
lake. This conne, in nhich I'atjl 
accident! from avalanches were of fre- 
qncDt occnirence, haa been vnry long 
ibandoned, and there are Bcareely anj- 
remainlng tracee of the aneieai path- 
way. The first improTtinent upon it 
was lo carry a path farther W. by the ' 
Griim Alp, where larchee and pine9 
begin to show ihemgelTe: at about 
6,TO0fl,andnearthePaliiAlp(6,3S3'), 
the latter close to the toot of the beau- 
tiful Palii Glacier. It is worth while 
to make a aligbt detour by the foot of 
the glacier, but the ordinary path leaves 
the chalets a little to the rl.. and de- 
aeoda through cbarmiug Ecenery. amid 
rocks and pioee, to the Alp of Cami/lia 
(5,S8I'), a green plateau surrounded 
by wood, and overhung by the Comi- 
cella. a lower peak of tbe Pizzo di 
Verona. The scenery is, if possjtile, 
even more beautiful throughout the 
desceoi from Cavaglia. The Cavagli- 
aaco torrent which now unites the 
Birtanis from the Lago Bianco and the 
VedretU di Palii it followed through a 
romaDlic gorge as far as a bridge — 
Puntalta— where it baa worn for itself 
a deep channel in tbe granite rocks, till 
it suddenly makes a terrific plunge and 
is lost to Bight. The lower part of the 
gorge ie impaasable, and the path leaves 
it to the 1. and descends along the slope 
ain by Codi 
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Ponlresina to Poschiavo will be . 
compllshed in about Sj hrs , eicluBive .' 
cf halts, or even lesa by an active j 
walker, but the way is throuffhoui so 
beautiful that it is a pity to hurry over 
the Ki*oiind. I 

It is posBible to join the Cava^Ha 
track from the Hospice on the sunmilt 
uf the Bemina by crossing a range of 
large stepping-sbmes over the ghailowa 
bciwren the Lago Bianco and the L.. 
della ^ala. [ 



Burmio by the road of the Bemina. 
descending to Tirann, and then re- 
mounting along the stream of the 
Adda, is very circuilous. Those who 
wish to save time, or to vary the route, 
may selecL one or other of the pasaei 
here indicated. 'I'he first is the shortest, 
and by it an active pedestrian may 
reach Bonnio in one long day's walk ; 
or he may save labour by taking a 
char as far as I« Rosa. 

1. By V<il Viola. In descending 
from tbe Bernina Pass to Poschiavu 
by the )iigh ro-id, the rraveller leaves 
iin bis 1. hand a lateral valley whoae 
torrent is cro.'sed by the road a short 
way above Pisciadello. This ia the 
Vai di Cnjnpa. which extends ENE. tn 
apKSscalled />«»«../■ FuiCin/u. Otithe 
opposite side the Val Viola descende in 
the same direction for H or 9 in., so that 
the p8s»,with the valleys on cither side, 
marks a line of depression parallel to 
tbe main chain, enclosed between ridges 
whose height otteii exceeds tuOOO ft. 
Tb« traveller descending by the mad 
iriim the Bernina Pass should not fol- 
low this 10 the level of the torrent irom 
Val di Camiio, but may euter that 
valley much higher up by leaving the 
road at La Riisu, where the innkeepec 
will point out a path leading from the 
back of his house. In about 1^ hr. 
from La Kiisa the traveller crosses a 
stream descending into Vat di Campo 
from the NNW. This issues irom a 
gipn called Vui Mera. at the head of 
which a high pass (8.776') leads into 
Vnl Livigui>. passing on the W. side of 
the Coruo di Cumpe, with three sum- 
mits measuring in order from SW. to 
NE„ 10.610, 1(J,843, and 10.814 ft., of 
which the highest was attained in 186S 
by Messrs. H. Thomas. Lewin, and 
"inney, «ith Jenni aJid Flauii u 
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Abnve the junction of Vul Mera the 
main branch of Val di Cami>o is often 
called Val Viola Poschiavina, to dis- 
tinguish it from the Val Viola Bor- 
minfi, through which lies the deicent 
to Bormio. The scenery ia throughout 
exlTemelj' fine, hut the path ' 
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It fallen rocka and trunka 
of pine-treea. The Corno di Dosdi 
(10,597') rises grandly, in an almost 
unbroken precipice, fully S,600 ft. 
above the ridge which closes the head 
of the lalley. To the rt, in a di^ep 
basiu. surrounded by rock* and pinea, 
is the beamiful little lake of Saoseo 
(7,03?'), which must b« draiued by a 
subtenaaean outlet, as il is enclosed 
by a barrier of rock. On approaching 
the head of the valley, it appeared to 
tbe writer that there is no difficulty, 
except the rmi;:lmeii9 of the ground, 
t'> prevent a traveller from keeping 
straight on cli'Se under the grand pe^ 
of Do^dii but tile regular course is that 
indicated on the Swiss Federal map, 
following a streamlet due N. fur a short 
wa}'. aud then lumiDg E. to the Paiao 
di Vol Viola (about 7.ftOC/). Near tiie 
sammil the writer found the carcase 
of a cow recently killed, and partly 
deioured by a bear. The Vat Viola. 
through which lies the descent to 
Dormio. ia a long sud rather an in- 
teresling valley, bare of trees, and de- 
faced on the KW. side by slopes of 
debris. After descending for nearly 1 
hr.. the traveller stands opposite the 
opening of the Val di Doidl [This 
Hue glen is enclosed between some of 
the faighesi summiu of the secondary 
range dividing Val Viola from Val 
1'ellina. On the E. side is the Pizzo 
di DoeAk. ascended in 1S66 by Messrs. 
Freshfield and Walker. On the op- 
posite side IS the Cvmo di Dotdi. as- 
cended n few days later by Messrs. 
Thoinal, I.ewin and Ftuney, fWim the 
head of Val di fampo. But il may be 
as easily reached friim the Dosd4 side, 
B> they d.Bcended SW. f.-om the sum- 
isit to a point in the rtdgi' {marked by 
a stone man) that forma a fine paas 



between Val di Caxipo ntid Val dl 
Doade, The laal-nained travellers also 
attained the second peak of the Cortto 
di Lago Spiilma, seemingly the highest 
of this group. Oa its N. slopes an ez- 
tenaive glaciei^ FedrelW di Dotdi— 
closes the S. end of the glen.] Neariw 
1 hr. bbloff the opening of Val di 
Dosd^ anolJier lateral valley, called 
Val di Verra, opena on the S. aide of 
Val Viola. At ita head is a pass (see 
Rte. F) leading through Val Groaiaa ti> 
Grosoltu in V-A Tellii.a. 

In descending the Val Viola to Bor- 
mio, i>n reaching the second chalets the 
traveller should choose the path lo the 
rl., somewhat downhil), and in nearly 
3 hrs. from the pass will join rbe track 
descending due E. from the Foscagno 
Pass (Rte. M) at the hamlet of Semogo. 
Below the junction of the stieama the- 
valley, which now bends to the E., i» 
called Valdi Dent'O. or Val Pedenoeso, 
Its chief village is Taolaccia, oa the 1. 
bank of the torrent, scarcely ^ hr. 
below Srmogo. A char-road ia canned 
thence, first by the rt, then by the 1. 
bank of the torrent, to Preauidio, atand- 
ing at the junction of Val di Dentr* 
with the valley of Bormio. To reach 
that town, the traveller bears to the rt. 
down tlie valley; but if he seeks the 
better accommodation of the Baths (( 
37, Rte. A), lie will see the building 
before him on the slope above ifie 
opposite hank of the Adda. Thisroute 
involvesa long day's walk. Thedislaace 
from Poolresina to La Rosa is connted 

4j hrs, Fr..m that pluce lo tho Val 
\ iola Pass is fully 2^ hrs.. and *\ hre. 
must he allowed for the descent to 
Bormio. Traveiling in the opposit* 
direction, a horse misbt be taken from 
Bormio as f^r as the bead of Val Viola. 
S. By Vol Livi^ino. A traveller who 
has reached St Antonio in Val Livigno 
from Bormio, by either of the passes 
mentioned in the next Rte., by keeping 
to the main branch of that valley may 
join the Bemina road, and so proceed 
lo Ponlresina by either of tno easy 
passes. Beyond the lust chalets of 



Val LiTl|;ao, a track SBcendi some' 
S. ftf E. alonf the torrent which 'a ihe 
principal source of the SpoL At the 
point where the valley beuda to the S„ 
a mtber rougli accent towurds the E. 
leads to the l-isgodtUa Sirelbi (8,143'). 
at the E. end of Va) del Fain, thrnugh 
which there is a well-mar lied track to 
(he Beniina road, entering it about i hrs. 
from PontrcgiQa, and a liitle above (he 
Bernina Inn (Rtc. K). 

B; keeping along the track to the 
eilreme head of Val Livigno, the tra- 
Teller would reach the I-'uivala (7,638'), 
a paee mentioned in Rte. K, The iraek 
on the S. side from the Forcola would 
lead the traveller to Poschiavo through 
Val Agone ; but a slight ascent to ihe 
SW. will take him on to a broken, 
irregular plateau, whereon lie several 
small tarns, whence he may descend to 
the Bernina road either by the N. or S. 
side ot the Piz Lagalp. Bj the latter 
way he w 11 soonest join the road on 
the N.sideoftheLago Bianco. 
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on the rt. Between the junction of 
Val del Gallo and Zeraeti. the Spi>l 
pursues fbr many miles a sinuous 
course through an extremely uild de- 
file, one of tiie moat savage and im- 
practicable in ihe Alps. While the 
BCceas from Val Livigno to Zemeti 
thus becomes ditfiiult and circuitous, 
the passes that connect it with the En- 
gadine are iiigher and more difficult 
than those that lead 1o the valley of 
the Adda. It is doubtless owing to 
these peculiar geographical coadiiions 
that, by a solitary exception, the fron- 
tier of Italy here trespaaaes across 
the wateiahed, and annexes to the 
peniniula valleys whose waters flow 
towards the Black Sea. Everywhere 
else, in following the boundary between 
Italy and her neighbours, we find that 
they who encroach upon the 
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In Kte A, reference was made to the 
considerable stream of tlie Spiil, wh cli 
joins the inn near ZemeCz. Tliie 
stream is made np by the union of tor- 
rents issuing from a nomber of tribu- 
tary valleys, the moat considerable of 
which is Val Livigno. Thia origi- 
nates at the Forcola Pass, a short dis- 
tance N. fhim the summit of the Ber- 
nina Pass, and foUowa a tolerably 
direct cour.-e to NNE. as far aa the 
Junction of the Val del Gallo, receiving 
on chr way a torrent issuing frum Val 
Federia on the L, and Val di Trepallo 



I'he easiest and most direct way 
&(an Bonnio to Val Livigno is by the 
Val di Dentro. A track passable for 
country carta leads by Isolaccia and 
SemoRO (Rte. Ii> into (he E. branch of 
the Val di Dentro, terminating in the 
Foacagao Pati (B.aaM'), probably the 
lowest, as it is certainly the most 
direct, between the Adda and the 
Inn. If general convenience and com- 
mercial advantages, and not poliljcai 
and strategic considerations, had di- 
rected the Austrian Government in the 
construction of a line of road between 
Innsbruck and Lombardy, this or the 
adjoining Val Froiile (J 37. Rte. H) 
would have been selected, f

cagno Pass ; passing these, the char- 
road descends gently to the village of 
Trepalle. in the lateral valley oi ih;

with the outer world, have preserved 
their nalivehitbits and costume. There 
is. properly speaking, no villsge, bnt 
many houses sre scaitered at intervals 
through the valley, enpecially near to 
the churches. Folliiwinz the above- 
mentioned track fmm Trepalle, the 
valley is entered near Sant' Antonio 
(6,143'), about 5 hi-s. from Bormio. 
The only Inu in the valley lies some- 
what to the I. It offers tolerable beds, 
but poor and scanty fare. The tra- 
veller bound for the Upper Engadine 
must bear a little to the rt., in order 
to enter Val Federia, whose torrent 
joins the Spiil ahout 1 m. below St 
Antonio. The main branch of Val 
I.ivigQO stretches SSW., with a gentle 
upward inclination towards the two 
passes mentioned in the last Bte. 

Three courses are open to the tra- 
veller who would enter the Engadine 
from Livigno) liie first and second 
lead to the Upper ICngadine, the third 
to ZemetE. 

1. To Scaifi hti the CoMna Pott. 
After entering Val Federia, the path 
along the torrent is followed for about 
1 hr., and then a track moimting the 
ridge to the NW. by which, in I J 
hr. more, or three hrs, from St, An- 
touio. the traveller attains the summit 
of the C/uana Fnm (S.SSS'). It lies 
nearly due S <.( I'lt Cuwina ( 1 0,07S' |. 
A raUier steep descent leads into Val 
Caiana. and in 1 hr. from the lop he 
reaches the chAlcts of the same nauie 
(7.310'), vb're milk, and sometimes 
bread, may be found. The track then 
lies by the rt. bank of ihe torrent, till 
this is crossed } hr. lower down. The 
path again crosses and recrosses the

•2. To Poxte by the Laninaa FoMi. It 
is a limg day's walk to reach Scanfn 
Irbm Bormio by Ihe Casana Pass. The 
Laviritn Pas> (9,a<9'), though higher, 
is easy, and Ponte is reached as soon 
as Scanfs. The pass is seen straight 
ahead from the lower part of Val Fe- 
deria. Though the track is often lost, 
the way ia easily found in clear weather. 
A deep pully is crossed before reaching 
the summit, a brnad drejry plain nearly 
I m across. The descent lies due 
W. ihrouph Val Lavirwn, which joins 

l\ hr. above Ponte. 

8. ToZtrnelz. The principal choroh 
of Val Livigno stands near the junc- 
tion of the torrent from Val di 'i're- 
palle with the Spol, about 2 m. from 
Si. Antonio. Below the junction, the 
Spol enters a wild and uninhabited 
goi^e, which extends with little intiT- 
ruplion to Zemetz. being probably the 
longest QUbroken defile in the Alps. 
For nearly 2 bra. the path is carried 
near the stream, crossing and reoross- 
iog it twice, till it reach^ the junction 
of the torrent issuing from Val dtl 
Galh. Thisformstheliraitbetireenthe 
upper.or Italian portion of the valley of 
the Spot, and the lower part, belonging 
to Switzerland. For about J hr. farther 
the path keeps to the rt, bank of the 
stream, bnt farther progre.^ then be- 
comes impossible, and in order to reach 
Zernetz a long detour is necessary. 
'■"he path mounti to the rt. across tfae 
ridge dividing ihe Ofen torrent trooi 
the Spi>I, and bears NE. tu the Ofen 
Wirthshaus, on the road from Munster 
to Zemetz (§ 37, Rte. I). 6^ hrs., 
eiclusive of halts, are required to 
reach Zirnetz hom the Inn at Ht.

While the range of the Bemina Alps 
Bppean to dwindle to comparatively 
small dimeDsiDQa &8 ire trace il to the 
NE., and it is difficult to Gi its limita 
in that direct ion, another group of high 
Alps rises between Che head vBlers of 
thii Adda a.nd the Talley of itie Adige, 
This includes tevera! projecting ridges 
or promonloriee, one of whicli, lying 
on (he ff. side, ia crowned by the Or- 
teler Spiize, the bigheai of the entire 
group. 

Until Tery recenlly the orography 
of Uiis gronp «aa very ill underatood. 
and in tlie first edition of this Turk , 
ihe writer was forced to rely upon ' 
rather isgne conjecture in default of . 
accurate kDowli-dge. A paper by Mr. 
F. F. Tuckett in the 11th No. of the | 
Alpine Guide, giving the reaults of an | 
expedition made by him in ISIA with l 
Messrs. E and H. Buxton, with Chris- 
tian Michel and Pninz Bit^uer as guides, 
first threw abundant light upon most 
of the questions previously involved in 
doubt. This was followed by several 
papers in the third annual volume of 
tlie AuBtriuD Alpine Club, the mosi 
imponant of which were contributed 
by Dr. E. Von Mojaiaovicg. More re- 
cently Lieut. Julius Payer, previously 
known as the chief explorer of the 
Adamtrllo range. b;is nearly completed 
the exploration of this district by ex- 
peditions among the I'rafni Alps, de- 
scribed in 'Peteniiann's Mittheilanfien,' 
and by auh^equent excursions in the 
range of the Pulton della Have. 

The diaposi^on of the mountain 
massea will he best undtrstond by fil- 
ing attention in [he Gnt place on the 
MoKle Ceoedale (12.505'), improperly 
called on many mapa Zufall Spitie. .ir 
Zefall Spine. Fr.im this central point 
diverge ia opposite directions, to the 
NE. and 8W., two branches which 
orographically constitute a sin 
range, tolerably uniform in gi-ologi

structure, being formed of erystalline 
slate;. ITie NE. portion of die range 
divides the Martelllhatfhini the parallel 
valley of Ulten, and from the head of 
Val di Rabbi, the drainage on both 
side* being carried into the Adige. 
The SW. portion of the same range, 
on the contrary, separates the streams 
Chat tall into the Adda through 
Val Furva from Ihoae that feed the 
Adige through Val di Hon. The chief 
summits in the NE. range, which 
from its higheat peak may be called 
the Zufrid group, are the Vmezia, or 
Konztn-Spiize (11,0 5'), the Hintere 
Rothipilz (10,344') — whence diverges 
the ridge dividing Val della Mare 
from Val di Rabbi— and Iht Z'ifi-idtpiti 
(11,263'). whence another high range 
runa between Val di Rabbi and the 
Ultenthal. To the latter peak succeed 
a number of pointa that pnyect bot 
little from the general level till we 
reach the Hottniibr. or FlaUc/iberg 
(10,673'). Beyond this extends the 
much lowerrange dividing Ulten fron 
Che Viutschgan, and terminating oppo- 
site Meran. 

On the SW. of Monte Cevedale, the 
main range describe^ a long cur^e 
coavei to SE., enclosing the great 
neve-basia drained by the Vedrctta di 
Fomo. Adopting hU Payer's noiatn- 
clature. and indicating in brackets Mr. 
Tuckett's names, the chief summiia in 
this range, beginning, at the NE. end, 
are—Pi&on dtlla Man { 1 a,Oa&'>, (for. 
Boreio, T.), Aftrnte Viot (11,902'), Su- 
ftM(ll,7Ti'), Pizzo Taaela (11.4Ta'), 
Piabi CaJiiti (11,425'}, Giamtlla 
(1 1.650'), and Puiita di Sua MalUo 
(ll,920')(n.H» dM, !HaT„, T.). A 
ridge extending WNW. cd the last 
terminates in the beautiful double peak 
of the TreseTo (11,636'. and 11,601'). 
The snowy range terminates towards 
ih^ SW. in the Cunto dei Tre Sisnari 
(10.912'). In a geological sense, this 
range, parallel to the course of the 
Ins, and to the valley* of Mariell and 
Ulten, abont 2S m. in length from the 
Cornodei Tre Slgnorito the Hasenohr, 
I and oonlinued for 12 or 13 m. towards 
I M' ran, must be considered the niula 
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range: bat it ii much sarpassed in 
height by the im gular mess lying W. 
of Monta CcTedale, that iiicludes all 
the best known mountaias of this re- 
gion. Ualike the range fint deacribed, 
thia cunaisU in great pan of secondary 
Torkt, including «ofI friable Elittes. and 
highly cryslalliDe liolamite. with some 
tocka referred lo ihe verruoano. Al- 
thongh it throwB out huge butlreBses 
and promontories, the axis of this 
range keeps a tolerably uniform direc- 
tion nearly dne W. from Monte Ceve- 
dale. The flret suniDiit, jnaignificant 
in other direclioni. but very promioent 
when seen from Sulden, is Uie Salden 
5i>ifi«(Il,109'),W. of which rises the 
noble KSnigs Spine 0^.e*e). This is 
koown on the Italian hide as Zebra, but 
the same name has been given to the 
nextaummit.vhich.lo avoid can fusion, 
is now ealled Kliiaer Zebm (12,231'). 
W. of thiieitendstherange which has 
been colleciiveij called the Cristailo 
Group. But the confusion arising 
from the vague use of the naine Monte 
Cristallo. makes il expedient to reserve 
thai designation for the single peak 
Bicended in 1864 by Mr. Tnckett and 
his companions. A broad snow col 
separates the Kleiner Zebra from the 
T/aavitsir Sp. (1 1.962'), to which suc- 
ceed the Trafiiier SpiUe and ZiOitrpal- 
/eu Sp. , or Sclmet Glocke, of Lt Payer. 

Mnnle Cralfltii (11.370'). Its west- 
ern rival <s Ihe Moule Video (ll,S6i'). 
From hence one ridge extends due W. 
between Val Fnrva and Val di Vilelli, 
while another, whose highest point is 
the Nagler SpiUe (111,6S7'). niDS 
WNW. towards the upper end of the 
Val di Braulio, 

Scarcely less important than the 
principal range are the ridges that 
branch out from it In various direc- 
liiins. Separated fnim the Kiii;igs 
Spilie by a broad plateau of nSve, is 
the considerable range (formed of 
crvstalline slates?) extending parallel 
to' the Marlellthal. Its chief summits 
are the ScMiOuu/ Sp. (10,893'), the 
four sammtlB of Ihe Ptder Snitzai, of 



vhich the highest attains 11^49 fl. 
and IhnLaaatrSp. (10,S27'). A great 
ofitet. including the Vertrain Sp. 
(11,371'), the Ofen IVobJ ( 11,5S8'). 
and the Angela Sp. (10,982'), encloses 
the head of the l^axerthal. On the 
S. side of the Kiiniga Sp. a much less 
considerable ridge cums round to the 
W. between ihe two main branches 
of Val Furva. Its hiiihesl sunimil, 
jVdhU Cmtfinah (11,076'), is destined 
lo future celebrity as the Gomer Oral 
of ibis district Most interesting tu 
the mountaineer is the short ridge ex- 
tending N. from ihe Kleiner Zebru, 
and culminating in the Orltler Spiixe 
(la.BU'). This ij a very hold pro- 
montory, connected with the vast snow- 
fields of the upper level of this group 

.\luch less important is tlie short Ma- 
date<;h ridge, projecting lo the N on 
the W. aide of the Madalsch Glacier. 
Its souihem and highest point, the 
MaHulsck Spilze, measures 11,244 ft, 

Besides the lofty ranges hitherto re- 
ferred to, it has appeared necesaary to 
include in (his section many ootlyiug 
riders. Thus to the N. it compre- 
hends the monntains lying in the angle 
formed between the Engadine and the 
road leading from Menu) to the FiiU- 
termiinz, and to the E. several ial~ 
leys that descend towards the Adi^e. 
The geographical limits of the distnoi 
are the Engadine lo the ^., the Adige 
to the R, ihe valley of ]\'on and Sole 
to the S., with the pass leading from 
the latter to Val Fnrva, and the val- 
leya connecling Bonnto with ZerneU 
by the Foacagno Pass to tbe W. 

The territory here included is divided 
between Ihree States. The valleys 
drained into the Inn, with a trifling 









head of the Adige, belong lo Switaer- 
land : to Italy are ni>w united all the 
aBluenia of the Adda: but the larger 
part of this district lies within the 
AoHtriaa dominions. On Ibis acconnt, 
the mountaineer wishing to explore the 
country should have his passport duly 
provided with an Austrian vita. Tbe 
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llMbs of Bonnlo afford good accom- 
modation, hut the lover of grand 
•oanery *ill prefer tbe lets laxa- 
riaiu qairtere taiind at Stu. CatorinB. 
There are idid)' other places thai majr 
offord interesting occupation to lh« 
moaataineer Of these Trafoi, on tbe 
Stelrio road, and Rabbi in a UCeral 
valley of Val di Sole, deserve especial 
commendation. Whilevitbin view of 
the nnmerooa form and blockhouses 
ereoted of late years by the Austrian 
OoTemment in tbe valleys ieudiag to 
the Adige, the traveller must carefully 
avoid ikelcbing, or even making Dotes 
of any kind, on pain of disagreeable

The magnificent road of the Sielvio, 
in many leapects the most remarkable 
ever eonatmcted, seemed to be doomed 
to ruin, after the sepai^tion of Lom- 
bardy from the Austrian munarchy, 
there being no adequate motive for in- 
onrring the heavy espendifnre oeces- 
aary to keep il up; but the cummunes 
■ID either side liave contrived tu main- 
lain the road in tolerable order since 
IStfl. and may be abie to doaoforaonie 
time longer. A small post omnibua 
mna daily in summer between Bormio 
and Ejers (§ *S, Ete. A). Voitnriers 
commonly employ sii days between 
fiamaden or St. Morilz and Innsbruck, 



sleeping at the following places on 
the mud ; — 1. I'oschiavo or I^ 
Preta ; 2. Bormio ; 3. Trafoi ; 4, Nan- 
den t S- Imst; 6. Innsbruck. It 
would be hard to name anv other line 
of road, passable io a carriage, lying 
through such beautiful, grand, and 
varied scenery as thi s. The distances 
given above on the rosd between Bor- 
mio and Prod are believed to be correct, 
as measured along the carriage-road i 
but a pedestrisD may ahorten the way 
considerably, and the disrance between 
Trafoi and the Baths of Bormio maybe 
walked in S^ hra., exclusive of halts. 

Bomio— Germ. »'o™j.-{lnn: Post, 
improved, recent ren^Tts favourable; 
aevtsal inferior houses), is a small but 
very ancient town, 4,016 t^. above the 
sea, frequently mentioned in medieval, 
history, both owing to its position as 
one of the keys of Northern Italy, and 
for the mineral springs near it, which 
appear to have been known in the time 
of Pliny. It stands close to the junc- 
tion of the Frodolfo, issning ft'om Val 
Furva {Rte. B) with the Adda, which 
is formed a few miles N. of the town by 
the anion of the torrent f^om Val 
Fraele (generally oonaidered the main 
source of the river) with the Bruulio. 
issuing from the ravioe that leada to 
the Stelvio Pasa. A fourth stream issues 
from the Val di Deotro, about 1^ m. 
above Bormio. and including the brunch 
that drains Val Viola (g 36, Rte. L), 
has the longest course of all those 
that uoile in the basin of Bormio. 
Though eituated in tbe near neighbour- 
hood of grand scenery, the little town 
will not detain the traveller, who will 
prefer to fix his head- quarters at Sta. 
Cacarina (Rte. B). or else at the BaAt 
of Bormio. These are about 1 J m. N. of 
the town, on the slope of the mouniain 
overlooking Che Adda. Tbe high road 
is carried up hill all the way to the 
New Baths. ThU is a large, handsome, 
am] well-managed establishment, now 
mueh frequented by Italians diirittg the 
summer, and sometimes over-crowded. 
The position is convenient for some 
bnt far inferior to gta, 
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Catarina. CharfTB for a char to 
TiraDO, 14 or 15 fr. 

The yia.tfn of Bormio are uid (o 
be intermediate in character between 
chose of Leuk and PtHfers. and to be 
efflcKcioiU in some female diaeaa^i. A 
few hundred yards above the new 
establishraent are the Bagnj Vecchi 
('4,708'), now occupied by patienta nf 
the poorer class. In the KOH^ below 
ih<^ Bjihs, the united torrtcta from 
Val Fraele and Val di Braulio issue 
t'lrough a narrow cleft, forming a pic- 
turesque wateii'all, enclosed between 
Tertica) rocks. Although the entrance 
is difficult, Val Fraele (Ute, K) is 
ronnecled by easy and low pastel 
both with the Talley of the Inn and 
that of the Adige; and it is now 
questioned whether it would not be 
cheaper to conslruct a new road in thai 
dtrectioD than to inenr the eoat of 
keeping np the existing line. At the 
Poute del Piano, close to the junction of 
the two torrents, the rood enters the 
Val di Braolio ifarou^ one of the 
-wildest and most savage defiles in the 
Alps. Excepting the Via Mala, there 
is none other so forbidding in aspect 
that has been pierced by a earriage- 
rottd. At the entrance of the first ton- 
ne! (Galleria dei Bagni), an inscription 
perpetuates the names of the two 
Italian engineers, Donegani and Ma- 
EcCtt, who planned aud directed its 
execution. Several other Bhorttonnela 
follow in rapid iiicoessioa, as the mad 
ascends lo the first refuge (Prima Can- 
lonieral, 5.971 ft. above the sea. Here 
the narrowest and wildest part of the 
defile has been passed i but though tbe 
valley opens a little, nothing can be 
more stern than its aspect. Bare rocks 
and steep slopes of debris rise on either 
aide, seeming lo defy the boldness of 
those who first thought of making such 
ground passable for wheeled vehicles. 

The Seconda Cantoniera, now in 
rains, is B39 fl. higher, and about a.m. 
beyond the first. As a protection 
against avalanches, the road is through. 
out a great part of th? ascent covered 
by artificial atone galleries, preserving 



the natural slope of the n 
allowing free passage to snow. Ice, and 
rocks, that sweep the declivity. Be- 
yond tbe second refuge a bridge called 
PonCe Alto orosaea tbe torrent from 
Val di Vitrfli. 

After crossing- the bridge, the road 
is caniifd in ligiags up a rocky slope 
known as Sponilalunga, shore which 
i( crosses to the rt. Itank of the Bnalio 
torrent, and in I hr Irom the second 
refuge reaches the I'erza Cantoniera 
(7,874'). Stanled planis of Pinmi mw 
pAi«arestennpto7,6l>Oft. The steep- 
est part of tbe lacent having been sur- 
monnteditheroadeQierathe wild basin in 
which the Braolio torrent is formed by 
the melting of flie snows on the adjoiu' 
ing heights. To tlie W. is MvHie 
Braatio (9.790'), whose slopes produeu 
many of die rarest alpine plants, 
amongst which mar be noUd Rananca- 
lu» fMTWtsaiftinn, Papaver /yrtiutuvm, 
Crepa pyipnaa. Primula oextusii, and 
Aim ■uisptcura. A CMnparatively 
gentle ascent leads to the former pmt- 
honse and Cantoniera di Sta. Maria 
(8,1 S3'), with a large boilding contain- 
iag the custom-house, and giving shelter 
lo the men employed on the ro«d. 
There is here a rough, but tolerable 
Inn, which may be serviceable to a 
mountaineer wishing to explore ths 
Ortctcr gronp. The luidlon], a very 
civil IiUian, keeps a meteorological 
register, fonneriy fiimished to him 
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about aoi) feet bigber than the hospice 
of the Great 8c. Bernard, and this is by 
many degrees the highest permanently 
occupied hostelry in Eun^. Close 
at huid is the ancient pass, known as 
the Pasto di Braulio, or Wormur Jock 
(8,333'). A short way to the NW. is 
the summit of Piz Uabnvl (».964'> 
commanding a better view than Monte 
Brautio. The traveDer shoold not fail 
to diverge a few yards from the road in 
order to gain the rtdi;e whence a good 
track leads in S^ bra. down to Sta. 
Maria in ihe Miinsterthal. That name 
Is given (see Rto. H) to the apper part 
of the valley of the Rammbaoh, whlok 
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,beIongi to SviUerland, vhile the loser 

Maria, is within the Tjroleae fronlier. 
It appears thul when the AuBtriaa G<i- 
vemiiieot decided ontbe coiiatructioQ of 
the great road throiijch \ al Telliua, it 
wBa expected that the Hwiti migbt be

control over the road. It waa upon 
the failure of this design that the bold 
. prciieol of carrying the road over the 
Btil! higher and muob more difficult 
Steliio pBSa n-as formed and achieved. 
Od the Italian aide the ascent is not 
very steep, hut some xigzaga vay be 
cut off by the pedestrian, shortening 
the -ay (nearly 2 
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tiio I'at'- Germ. 5(i7/ier>«A— 9,213 fl. 
ahnve t)ie tea, and more thao 1 ,500 tt. 
higher than any other pasi IraverEed 
bv a carriage-road. Here a scene of un- 
expected grandeur is suddenly opened. 
During the ascent, rock scenery of the 
eternest kind has eiclaaively prevailed, 
and thoufcQ masses of ice are seen to 
impend over the stony barriers on the 
8. side of the road, they are no vay 
conspicuous in the view. The traveller 
DOW finds himself on the verge of a 
■leep declivity whose slope, covered 
with iocoherent debris, and obviously 
the favourite track of avalanches from 
the sdjoining heights, falls at a uni- 
form angle towards a glacier that sweeps 
down from the Tt, towards the valley 
below. The glacier is the Madattck- 
ftrntr, or Madatsch Glacier; the moont- 
tain on the opposite aide is ibe MaiiaUch, 
and beyond it are the snow -fields above 
the Trafoi Qlaoier, culmiDaling in the 
Orteler Spi'ie. The distant vii 
better aeen from an eminence N. t 
road (eaaily reached io 10 minutes), 
aometimei called Dreyspracben Spitte, 
because it is the corner-stone between 
the German valley of Trafoi, the Italian 
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the summit, where a deserted hut give* 

between Italy and Austria, il ia well 
worth while to reach the higher iiim- 
mit of the Mimti Fltaum (9,94l'|. 
lying rather farther to NNE.. and 
easily reached in 1 hr. from the paw. 
The <£t2tbai AIpB(S 48) and some of 
the peaks of tbe Bemina are the most 
remarkable distant otjects. 

The descent of the slope on the Vi'. 
aide of the pass was one of the moat 
arduous parts of the great work. The 
Bteepnesa of the mounrain, and it* 
exposure to avalanches, suggested no 
small amoiiut of difBculty and danger. 
The road ia carried alimg a son of 
notch cut in the face of the mountaiti 
in a long succeasion of ligiaga. while 
the requisite protection from avalanches 
is afforded by galleries of massive lim- 
ber, with the roofs set so as to coincide 
with the natural slope, and to offer no 
projecting surface to nssiat the ahock. 
These gaileriea are falling into a ruin. 
DOS condition, and it has been lound 
necBMary to remove several of them. 
Out of forty-eight aigiags on this side 
of the paaa. the m^orily are between 
the Bummit and FranieniihiSht. furmeriy 
a post station and barrack, nnw open 
as an inn from 1st June to ]5<h Oct., 
about 7,300 ft. above the tea. The iww 
from thence ii very beautiful, and may 
content those who apptoach the paii 
from the side of the Vintsobgau with- 
out iiiCending to cross into Italy. De- 
aides the Madatach Glacier and the 
penks beyond it, the travel It now looks 
down into the Tralbithal. which it 
scarcely aeen from above, as it brnds 
to the NE., while the course hilherio 
followed has been neail}' 6ae E. The 
sight of the pine forests that clothe the 
slopes of that beautiful valley is re- 
freshiug to the eye. that has scarcely 
rested on a tree since leaving the Baths 

the pedestrian, availing himself of 
dbort cuts, verv easily rfaches 
_ Trafoi (6.07B') (Inn : Pout, good, 
simple, kept by Frau llarbara Orieler. 
a new house ii probabl; now finished). 
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>ery TwHutifallj situated opposite the 
opening of e, short glen, through which 
descends the torrent horn the Trsroi 
Glacier. Thoee who attempt nothing 
inore ambitious should make a ehort 
excursion to the foot of that glacier, 
offeriug. ia eiquisile combinBtioD, all 
the elements of grandeur and beauty. 
The way to it foUovs the t. bank, and 
crosses the torrent from tlie MadatEch 
and Trafol Glaciers, and then reaches 
the Heiligen drey Bruonen, a sort of 
mountain saactnary. where three little 
fountains of exqaieitely pure and cold 
water are made to issue from three 
rudely-carredwooden figana. From the 
dark face of the Madatach three copiaug 

bCODe, and either froia these, or the 
minor sources consecrated by TeligionB 
feeling, it is suppoeed that Trafoi (tres 
fontes ?) takes lis name. The geologist 
will remark the conlrast between the 
bbck limestone of which the Orteler 
Bpilie, the Madatsch, and the neigh- 
bouring ridges are composed, and the 
talcoBc and other crystalline slates of 
the mountains N. of the Stelvio Pass. 
About Sj m. bcloif Trafoi is Gomagoi 
(3,B01'), with a small and poor inn, at 
thejunctionof the Suldenthal (Rle. D) 
with the Trafoilhal, An inb^resting 
excursion may be made to the Sulden 
Qlacier, reached in 4 or 4^ hm. from 
Gomagoi. Below the latter lillage the 
mountains on both sides are composed 
of mioa-schist After passing a smelt- 
ing house and leaving Stiift an the 
slope of the mountain to the I , the road 
reaches Prad, the chief village of the 
valley, with two country inns. This is 
very near to the lower end of the Trafoi 
— or, asitisalsocalled, S(iV/ser-(A(i[. In 
about 1} Di, from Prad the road reaches 
a bridge over the Adige. and joins the 
great road of the Vinischgau at Spoa- 
dinig. Here the traveller bouid for 
the Korthem Tyrol [urns to the 1., 
and soon reaches Mali (Tnos: Post; 
Mirsch). Those going to Meran and 
Bot2en will turn to (he rt., pass Eyers, 



noble peak, whose relationn to the 
neighbouring ranges have been itnticed 
in the inlrodnction to this section, has 
oi late been ascended by many Ger- 
man and English mouutaiiieers. The 
old route for the asci-nt lity mainly 
along the rocky ridge descending 
NW. from the summit to the Heiligen 
drey 'BruDaea. That ridge bonads 
nn the tIE. side the dmihle ice 
stream, which is commonJv Spoken of 
as the Trafoi Glacier. This, in truth, 
includes two separate glacira, divided 
by a very steep reeky ridge called 
Ziegerpal/en. The Unler Trafoi/'erner, 
which has been also called Orteler 
Gletscher, is that nearer to the Ortejcr 
8p,, drains the larger snow-basin, and 
descends lower (to aliout 5,400'). The 
Ober Trafoiferner falls between the 
Ziegerpalfeo and the Madatsch ridge, 
which divides it from the Madatsch- 
femer. In aacending by the old routo 
it was usual to bivouac at an aban* 
doned hut in a hollow abore the Drey 
Brunnen, and to effect (he steepest part 
of the climh by an ice-cnuloir, called 
the Pleia, which involved much step- 
cutting, and some nsk frora falling ice 
and rocks. On the N'. side of the ridge 
th»t bounds the Fleis is a glen or 
depression, called Titbanttatlud. closed 
at its npper end by the small Ta- 
baretla Glacier that falls westward 
from the N. ridge of the Orteler Spitze. 
By this glen, partly by the moraine on 
the rl. hank, and partly by the Taba- 
retta Gl., Messrs, Tuckett, and E. and 
H. Bniton, with Chnstian Michel and 
Franz Biener, struck out a new route 
in 1864. On approaching the summit 
of the ridge dividing them troat Sulden 
they tnmed to (he rt., and ascended the 
rather steep but not difficult slopes of 
neyfi that cover the NW. face of the 
monntain. As in the old route, the 
highest ridge ranst be atmcb some way 
SW. of tlie highest point, which is a 
very sharp ridge (likened by Mr. 
Tuckett to the keel of a boat), iti some 
places almost overhanging the head of 
the !>n1den Glacier. The objeotion to 
this new route lies In the riak of ice- 

;!!.■ 
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BTBlanchei from the upper part of the 
mountain, irliich ftll pretty frequently 
on the Tabacetta Glacier. This may 
be aToided altogether by aseetiding to 
the N. ridge of the mountain ihroogb 
B hoUoir immedialely abore Trafoi, 
parallel to, but N. of the Tabarettathal. 
' It i» proposed to build a alone hut on 
the W. slope of the Tabarelta Spitze to 
facilitate tbe ascent'— [E. M.] 

The earliest ascent of the Orteler Sp. 
«Bi made ttom the Snldenthal, hut the 
ADCieat course haa become impracti- 
cable. This lay along the E. ridge 
descending from the peak between the 
liead of the Sulden Gl. and the true 
Orieler Glacier, not to be confounded 
with the Ilnter Trafoi Glacier on the 
opposite side of the mouDtaJQ Dr. E. 
von laojsisovicB, who also ascended by 
Mr. Tucketfs route, has effected the 
ascent fVom Sulden by the Marleck, a 
ridge pn^ecting eastward from the Ta- 
haretta Spitze, and by a couloir locally 
called Durchfahrt. This route joins 
that of Mr. Tuckett on the ice-slopes 
above the Tabsretta Glacier. It ap- 
pears to be Bhorter by 1 hr., atfd free 
from the risk of aialanchea. The best 
local guides for the Orteler 8p. are 
Jc.hann Thoni, J. Pinggera of Suidm, 
and J. MoMzng. Anton Onlrr is Dot 
recommended. No one of these is very 
good upon ice, and they require to be 
kept in order as to the Tise of tlie rope. 

'Moderate walkers who do not at- 
tempt the ascent of the Orteler may 
fttin an admirable Tien of the mountain 
from the Eummit of the KoTBpitze 
(9,604')- rising W, of Trafoi, and 
easily reached from thence in 4 hra. 
There ia a g'lod path nearly to the top.' 

Mr. J. Warner recommends Id pre- 
ference the view from Piz MttjiKhnm 
(9,751'), lying in the some range. The 
highest point is apparently Piz Cnt- 
tainas (9,e6S')i which Seems to be also 
sccesiible withont difficulty. 
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There are not many routes through 
the Alps that offer a greater variety of 
grand and beautiful scenery than that 
here indicated, especially if the travel- 
ler will give himself time to explore 
the neighbourhood of Sta. Catariaa 
and Pejo, and lo make a slight detour 
to the Baths of Rabbi <Rie P). The 
■walk from Sta. Catarina to Pejo in- 
volves the passage of a high and rough 
ridge, tree from difficulty to the moun- 
taineer, but somewhat too laborious for 
ladies. They may reach tbe Val dl 
Sole from Sta. Catarina by a less diffi- 
cult though longer way, descending 
from the Gavia Pass to Ponte di Legno, 
and then following the Tonale road lo 
Felizzano; or the whole tour may be 
made in a carriage, by tvtuming fW>m 
Sta. Catarina to Bonniu, descending 
the Val Tellina to Treeenda (g 36, 
Rte. E), traversing theAprica Pass to 
Edolo(S39,Rle.E), and following the 
main road of the Tonale (§ 39. Kle. A) 
to Pelizzano. 

As mentioned in Rte. A, the Frv' 
M/o torrent issues from Val Fun-a 
close to Bormto. A tolerable char- 
road is carried along the it. bank, 
reaching in ^ hr. S. Nicda, the prin- 
cipal village of the valley. At S. Got- 
tarilo, about \ hr. farther, the Val di 
Zebru, descending from the E. joins 
the main branch of Val Furva, whicb 
here turns SE.

SiiiituCalaniia. Thia place coDsisl 
of a cliapel and four or five houses oi 
the rt. hank of the Frodolfo, and ] 
large building on the opposite bank, 
occupied in summer by visitors who 
come to drink Ihe water nr a strong 
chalybeate spring that issuea near at 
hand. Being highly charged with 
carbonic acid, these waters ar^ agree- 
able to the taste when mixed with wine, 
and are bottled and largely consumed 
in the N. of Italy. From the mean of 
14 observations taken by the writer, 
the Stabilimento stands 5,7SU ft ab<ive 
the sea. The positioa of thia place, 
in the centre of a semicircle of saowy 
peaks that extend fully £5 m, from the 
Stelvio road to the Tonale Pass, is most 
attractive to the mountaioeer, and the 
(cenery, in the writer's opinion, de- 
cidedly superior to that of any place in 
theEngadine. The accommodation is 
rather rough, the loud gi'Od, and the 
charges reasonable; but the bouse ii 
not as clean as it ought to be. The 
beat guides in the valley are Fietro 
Compagnoni and Igaaziii Antonioletti. 
The tirst is a steady and safe man. 

The pine forests here are much finer 
than those of the Upper Eogadinej 
and these, as well as the higher ridgea, 
offer many rare plants, such as Hvt- 
chtTwia bieaicaulU, Dianthu! <jlaeialia, 
Cherlcria imbricala, Linnaa borealla, 
Wiliemetia opargioida. Primula gluli-

tioDed below, though the derivation i> 
the tame. The Tr^sero is, in truth, 
merely the gable end of a sharp snow- 
riilge projecting WNW.fmni ibePmla 
di Saa M<illto(M,^itI'), wbicli t-TOwna 
the watershed between t)je Frodolfo and 
the Nos. Of the two torrents meeting 
above Sla. Catiirina, the most con- 
siderable flows from the ^fE. branch, 
orValFomo(Rte.C); the lesser stream 
issues fromVulGiivia, which opens doe 
S. at a high level above the mineral 
spring. 

Su. Catarina is the Zermatt of the 
Rbtetian Alps. In the centre of a great 
girdle of snowy peaks il beholds but 
one of the highersummits ; and though 
the Tresero recalls the form of the 
Weissborn rather than that of the 
-Matterhom, and the Forno Glacier is 
not comparable in dimensionB to that 
fiffiomer, the relative positions are 
much the same. As the Gamer Grat 
.fforda the grandest panorama near 
Zennatt, so here the Musle Confinaie 
(n.07E'). the highest part of the ridge 
dividing Val Furva from Val di Zebru, 
commvids a view thai must be more 
and more famous as it becomes gene- 
rally known. All the highest peaks of 
this district, mentioned in the intro- 
duction to this section, are seen ranged 
Bund the spectator—the Orteler Sp, 
ising far above the col between the 
Kleiner Zebru and the Thurwieser 
Spilzc and the deep rugged trench of 
Val di Zebru lying between the eye 
and the high range beyond it, vastly 
enhances the effect. Of more distant 
peakf, the Fresanella, seen to the rt of 
the Tresero, the Moute della Disgrazia, 
the Bemina groop, and Ihe Piz Linard, 
the most remarkable. The way 
the Conflaale is ne«rly straight 
through an upland hollow, whose 
streamlet falls just apposite to the Sta- 
bilimenlo. At its up^er end a ridge

Several passes are now known across 
the high range enclosing the Fnmo 
Glncier. The most direct way to Pejo 
is probably the Pimo Hi Vioi (about 
10,868'> traversed hy Mr. Tuckett, in 
[866. It is a slight depression be- 
tween the Monle Vi'w and the Saliit 
(II, 772')' ■which latter point, reached 
in I hr. from the pass, commands a 
magnificent view. In mid-June the 
Vins Glacier presented no difficuhy, ' 
Later in the season Mr, TuobeK re- 
commends travellers to keep totheSW. 
aide. Time from 8 lo 9 hrs., excluding 
halls. Mr. Tuckett has describi'd ane- 
th« pass, named by him Pamio delFomo 
(11.041')— PoMO della Vedrdta Rona 
of Payer — of which the following is an 
abridged account: — ' The ascent offen 
no ditflcnlty whatever, and except for 
the first I hr., the eastern side is also 
perfectly easy. Sta. Caiarina to fool of 
Vedretta di Fomo, 1^ hr, ; thence to 
right (N.) lateral moraine at the fbol of 
the ice-fall, 1 hr.;along moraine,^ hr.i

the opposite slopes. To reach this 
ftom Sta. Catarina, the track ascends 
the bill-side 8. of the Stabilimenio, 
Aen bears to the I. nearly at a level, 
till it is necessary tn descend somewhat 
to cross the Gavia torrent by the above- 
mentioned bridge. To this ancceeds a 
long and steep slope whtTe the track 
mounts by ligzags, till, in about 1^ hr. 
from Sta. Catarina, the traveller attains 
the level of the Val di Gavia. This 
brgad trough, with a nearly level floor 
subsiding graduallyfkim its npper end, 
vhere its height is about B,G0O It, to 
Ibe edge of the slopea overlooking Val 
Furva (about 7,60(1'), divide* the Tre- 
sera range from the range of Mo^tt 
Sobrella (about 11,000') fanning the S. 
boundary of Val Furva. When once 
the upper level has been attained, the 
path moiinta very gradually, at first 
along the base of a rocky ridge extend- 
ing from the Tresero. Through an 
opening in this ridge the Oavia Gla- 
cier protrudes its icy tongue close to , 
the track, which here crosses the gla- 1 



cier torrent by the Ponle di Preda. 
After passing the bridge the traveller 
may begin gradually to ascend diago- 
nally above the level of Val di Gavia 
till he reaches the neve of a small 
glacier that covers the ridge on the 
Si. side of the Camo liei Trt Sri/mri 
(10.910')- 

The beantifol Primula glalinosa, on« 
of the greatest ornaments of ihis re- 
gion, ia very abundaut throughout the 
ascent to the pass, whieh is reached in 
3j hrs. from Strt. Catarina. The view 
13 limited, but may be extended by 
climbing a sharp tooth of rock N. 
of the pass. A rather steep descent, 
for a short way along the moraine of 
a small ghicier of the Como dei Tre 
Siguori, leads down to the level o( Vai 
Barmina. The way lies along stony 
sfopes left of the torrent, gradually 
tising a little above its level, till the 
traveller descends lo cross a foot-bridge 
just above the junclloo of Val Plana, a 
wild glen originating under the crajis 
of the Oiumella. The track, now well 
traced, keeps to the rt. bank as far aa 
the Malga di Palu, standing at the 
junction of Val Bormiaa with a short 
glen running up to the Passo di Mon- 
tozzo (§39, Rte. F), which leads to 
Ponte di Legna. The path returns to 
the I, bank in descending the valley— 
now called Val del Monle — passes by 
the way a newly discovered mineral 
spring, and. in 7 hrs.' steady walking 
from Santa Catarina. reaches Pcjo. The 
■o-called Foate di Pejo is a pleasant 
chalybeate spring on the rt. bank of the

The lalley of the Noa now as- 
sumes the name Valdl Sole, or Salzbtrg, 
which is often given collectiTely to 
the main valley and its tributaries 
down to the point where it (uma 
abruptly to the S, and obtains the name 
Yal di Nun.

wise it is necessary to walk aa far as 
Maia, a distance of fully 9 m. Below 
Peliizano the Nos, or Noce, torrent, 
now swollen by many tributary streams, 
follows a course at Brst a little N. of 
E., and after passing Dimaro its cuurse 
la due ENE. The peaks of the Tresero 
range are here completely shut out, 
and the scenery, though pleasing, is 
not Tery stiiking. Occasional glimpses 
of the range of the Presanella and 
Piscanno (g 40) are gained, but the 
highest mountains rarely come into 
view from the main valley. This is 
siimewhat contracted, leaving little 
space for cultivaliiin ; yet several vil- 
lages follow in rapid succession. The 
chief of those on the rt. bank of the 
Nos is Dmarii (with a decent country 
iun), at t e confluence of the Mtlsdia. 
issuing fToin the picturesque Val Suloa. 
tbroagh which li^s the only easy way 
from ihe N. into Vat Reudena. A ■'ery 
tuir looking inn is passed 2 m. farther, 
nbout lU miu. before reaching the prin- 
cipal place of Val di Sole— 

Mali (Inu ; Corona, very lair ac- 
commodation, hut notorious for e-»tor- 
tionale charges), a thriving village 
(about 2,S30'>, 00 the N. side of (he 
Noa, close lo (he Junction of the Rab- 
bles torrenl issuing from Val di Ralibi 
(Kte. t'y A slow eoujitry dirigfOfe 
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plies daily to tbe riy. aistion at San 
Michele, with a long halt at Cles in 
ascending the valley. Uelow Mali the 
road to Cles, which has been improved, 
keeps to [he I, bank till the Nos fhlls 
through a deep ravine, and at the same 
time is bent lo the rl so rapidly that 
its canrse from ENE. is soon turned 
about due S. The road descends to a 
bridfte, and then winds along the sleep 
slopes above the rt. bank, passing tbe 
chapel at Sl.Chiatar, which commands 
a beautiful view. Here the traveller 
(.■nters the fertile district called Valdi 
Non, or NoBiberg, which includes nut 
only the lower valley of the Nob, hot 
also the tributary brancbes noticed in

Ctet (Inns; Aquila ; Coronal, a 
small town of great antiquity, as is 
proved by Roman coins of the Re- 
public, and many of later date. The 
church which bas given the place its 
name (Ecclesia) stauds on the site of 
a temple of Saturn. The neighbour- 
hood is rich rather than picturesque, 
producing much wine and silk. For 
Eome distance the road traverses an 
undulating hilly tract W, of the Nos; 
bot farther on the scenery becomes 
much more interestiug, as tbe road 
descends through the narrow valley 
which is ultimately contracted lo the 
defile of Roclietta. Several castles are 
seen during the descent to Siin Michele, 
of whicli the largest belongs to Count 
Thun. The Kucketta. ihrongb which 
lies the ouly carriage- road between 
the head of Viil Cainooici and the 
Adige, has been fortified by tbe Aus- 
trians within tbe last fe* years. The 
scenery of tlie defile is veiy airiking, 
and the road finally emerges from it in 
one of the finest parts of the valley of 
the Adige. There is a road on both 
banks of the Nos leading down to the 
Adige, The better way, that taken 
by tbe diligence, keeps to the rt. bank 
through Mtxio Lombardo — Germ. 
Weisch Meti—(Inn:Corona, very fair). 
Pedestrians bound for San Michele 
should prefer the old road on the oppo- 
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Deutsch 

other smiilar desigaatioas in the vd- 
lej, refer to the ftocienl dialributiun of 
the popnlatioQ along the froutier di- 
Tiding the Genuaa and Italian races. 
Id modem times the Italians have in 
Bome measure driieD back the tide of 
Dortheni immigration, and the IVeinch, 
or Italian tongue, preTailfl almost ei- 
clusively as far as Botzen. 

At the station of San Michele. rather 
more than 10 m. from Trento. the tra- 
veller joitis the rlj. trtao tioixen to 
VeroD*, dewriljed in g 57. 



The vaf ftom Sta. Catarioa to tha 
Qerman Tyrol thronghthe Martetlthul 
li extremely interesting, nnd not at all 
difficolt with a good guide. It is, 
bcmeTer, quite passible to miss the 
true way for the descent from the pass 
on the G. side, and on ihli account it 
is mora advisable, when practicable, to 
take it (torn the E. side tfatui f^'om Sta. 
CHtarina. 

The way from that place to theCeve- 
dale Pass is throogh the beautiful Vol 
Foma, a short glen through which the 
ttream from the Fomo Glacier de- 
scends to jnia the Gavia torrent, and 
Cdtdi the Frodolfo. A frequented 



cattle-track on the rL bank of tliB 
stream leads from the bridge at Sant» 
Catarina. contmandiag eiquiaite Tiewa 
of the Tresero, on whose steep NW. 
flank the Chiarma Glacier in seen sus- 
pended. In about I^ hr. the track 
reaches a rocicj knoll rounded hy the 
fonner passage of the glacier, but now 
forming the bHrricr which irreets the 
progress of the Vedretla di Forvo. the 
must eiteoaive glacier of ihia diatrioi. 
Its basin is enclosed by the high peak* 
enamerated in the introduction to thia 
§, the hightMt of which is the round- 
t<^^>ed Pallon della Mare, conspicuous 
from Sta. Catarina. These snmmite 
deaeribe a concave arc whose chord il 
about S m. in length. 

The waf to tlie Marttlltbal turns 
»way from the Fomo Glacier, apd 
mounts the green slopes above its 
re bank, whereon staod numerous cha- 
lets, and some rather solid and com- 
fortable houses, inhabited in sum.iier 
by herdsmen and their families. At 
the top of these slopes an upland gleo, 
called Vul CedeA, opens ont somewhat 
E, of N. Through this lies the way to 
the pass. It offers little interest until 
the noble Kuaigs Spitze, and the ridge 
connecting it with the Monte Ceve- 
dsle, comes into view. The notch in 
the ridge descending from the fonner 
peak, calli^d by Mr. 'I'uckett Kiioiga 
Joch, will also be observed. Following 
a sheep-track at some height above the 
I. bank of the stream, the 1. moraine of 
the Cedeh Glacier is struck in 1 hr. 
from the upper chfilet, or 3 brs. from 
Sta. Catarina. For i hr. the glacier is 
traversed, and then an ascent of 1 hr. 
more over steep slopes of rock and 
debris leads to the summit of the Pasta 
CevedaU, called in the Martellthal 
Lm^imfenutr Joch (10,765' E. M.). 
This lies hetveen the Koniga Spine 
and Moute Cevedole, but nearer to the 
latter. By bearing to the 1. over the pla- 
ti^au of neve forming the summit of the 
pass, but keeping a little to the rt. of the 
Sulden Spitze, here showing as a low 
cone projecting fVom the snow-field, the 
traveller will strike the ridge called by 
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M. Ton Mojsisovics Janiger Sckarle, 
which separates the neve of the Langcn- 
ferner from that of the Sniden Glacier, 
over vbich lies the descent to Salden. 
This passage is about 220ft. lower than 
the Passo Cevedaltr,] 

The Langenfemer, over which the 
traveller must find his way to the 
Martellthal, is far more eitensive than 
the Cedeh Glacier, and is in manjr 
places broken np into huge s^raca. 
In attempting the descent in 1864, 
from the lulian side, M. von Mojsiso- 
vioa encountered SfriduBdillicultieE; hut 
on retaming a few days later, under the 
skilful guidance of Janiger, he effected 
the ascent vithout Ending any Eerioiis 
obstacle in the naj. 

The scener; at the head of the Mar- 
tellthal is of ihe [iroDdest character. 
The main ice-stream of the Langen- 
femer receive? a considerable affluent 
from the S\V„ called Fiirkeleferuer, 
desoending from the Monte Cevedate, 
here called Fiirkele. A short way 
firtherdown, ihe HukenJ'trner descends 
In a great ice-fall from the S. The pass 
leading over it into Val dslla Mare is 
noticed in Kte. F. Farther down on 
the S. side of the valley several other 
glaciers— ibeUltnermBrktferQer.Gram- 
senfemer and Zufridfemer — come in 
succession into view, but do not reach 
the level of the valley. Tiie upper end 
of the valley is locally known as Ceval, 
and the name Ceval Spitze is giren by 
the herdsmen, somewhat at random, to 
one or other of the summits visible 
from below. Hence have originated 
the names Zefall Sp., and Zutall Sp., 
appearing on most maps, bat tendlog 
only to perpetuate contusion. Several 
buCten, or chalets, are here occupie 
summer. The path keepsmostly 1i 
1. bank of ihe Plima, as the main 
rent is called, p:isEes a chapel called 
Maria SchmeU (S,125'). and to about 
2^ hrs. from the foot of the glacier 
reaches the first pernianent dwellings. 
In the first house dwells Sebastl^ 
Janiger. a well known chamois hunter, 
Ihe best guide in ibis distiict. He i! 
an excellent ice-man, but not Gulll' 
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ciently sensible of the advantagei of 
(he rope and !■% axe, and is apt to 
lose precious time in the earlier part of 

01 tlie numerous lateral glens passed 
iu the way, the most important is that 
of the SoyLach, a. savage ravine opea- 
iQgontheSE.B:deofthe valley. Two 
passes lead that way t[i St. Gertrud at 
the head of the Ultentbal (Rie. G). 
Both are said lo lie io the midst of very 
striking scenery. If the traveller has 
not lost lime in descending the l.aa- 
genfemer, he will in 9j hrs. steady 
walking from Sla. Catarina reach Goiid 
(4.0-12'), the highest hamlet in the 
valley. About In' 
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church, with 
beside it. and 
Thai. The iraveller need nat here cross 
the stream, as there is a gi.od path on 
the rt. hank that will lend him in 1 hr, 
from Oond to the mineral ^pri□g called 
Saft (3.724') where he will find clean 
and cheap, but raiher rough and poor, 
accommodation iu a small establish- 
ment frequented by a few patients. The 
wateris strongly impregnated with sul- 
phate of iron and oiher salts.

Maria on the Sieitio road (Rte, A), 
In 1864 Mr Tuckett, with Messrs. E.

Ascending 
by W. side of tbe Cedeh Glacier, and 
the iDaw-slapes descending from the 
peak, [hey elruck the SE. arJte about 
l.UOO fl. bcloTt the top. Thou;;h steep, 
the remainder of tbe way presented no 
BeriiiuB obstacle, except from tbe vio- 
lence of [be wind, which allowed them 
10 remain but a few minutes at tlie top. 
In descending they followed the BE. 
ar^te 10 a point lower down [ban that 
at which they first struck it, '.ill they 
reached a well-marked nolch to ibe 
ridge, which Mr. Tncketl has called 
Xonigs Joch.

tn a violent storm be attained with- 
difficulty the E. peak. This issurpflssed 
by the SW. p.ak, reached in 1608 
by Messrs. Tuckelt and V. Browne. 
Having ascended to the Vedretta di 
Tscbengels. aa affluent of the Forno 
QIacier, this was traversed, and they 
climbed the ridge connecting the Ceve- 
dale with tbe Fallon della Mare to a 
depression some way S of its lowest 
point. Thence there is no difficulty io 
descending eastward loVal della Mare, 
either by tbe Vedretta Boesa, or the V. 
della Mare. Fii«t turning S., (he tra- 
vellers reached ihe summit of (he Pal- 
Ion delia Mare{U.03W).liifa veturaiag, 
and traversed the long ridge leading to 
die Cevedale. The ridge in question 
may be passed al various points. The 
easiest way (Fasso della Forauccia of 
Tuckett) is ap|>arently the Paseo dellu

The activity of the mountaineers 
named in the last Rie. has opened out 
several new and tolerably direct ways 
from Val Fnrva to the Stilfsertbal 
(Rte. A), without resorting to the high 
road. None of these should be under- 
taken without efficient guides. 

1. By the Ma<Lit„h ./w/i (11,750'?). 
This way is by the snow col between 
the Moute Cristallo and the Souiliern 
Madatscb Spitze, It was approached 
from ibeW. by Mr. Tuckett and his 
compsoions in 1864, by the Val di Vi- 
Itlli (Kte. A), and the great Vrdretia 
di VUeW. which fills the head of the 
glen ; but it. can be attained in less 
lime from the summit of the Stelvio 
Pass by a traveller who baa slept at 
Sla. Maria, or even at Trafoi. Tbe 
descent to the Val di Zcbru is steep. 
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^t doeB not leetn to be very difficult. 
The Bhonest coiir.e is di'ubiksa lo d.- 
■eend dirvcilj' into the Usi- named Tai- 
ls;, and lo reach Sta. Catarina bj the 
road from -S. G^^ttirdo (Kle. B), A 
more inli resting way wu selected bj 
Mr. Tuckelt'« pari;. iLsteadof descend- 
lag the glacier (named by Mr. TucketC 
Vedrttla di C> itbillo), they croued it in 
a direction bat little S. of E., and croEs- 
intt a low rid^ struck upon atiolber 
■mall glacier, intermediate between the 
laaland the mnre considerable Zebra 
GtacUr, cOTering tlie S, slopei of the 
Ki. Zebru. 'I'be; ihen descended dia- 
■oaally. reached the ca-t slopes of 
debris that oterhaiig ihe Val di Zebru, 
crossed these nearly at a level, tra- 
versed the narrow icy tongue of the 
Zebru Glacier, and finally, by a gradual 
BSceDt, reached tbe lowest point ia tbe 
Hdge conned ing the Moate Confiaale 
with (he Kiiaigg Sp. This pass, con- 
necting Vai di Zebru with V<il di Fomo, 
is cilted by Mr. Tucbett Pti 
Zebra (9,700'?). It was reaolied in 5 
hrs. from the Madatsch Joch. and 
2} hrs. more Sta. Catarina was reached 
by tbe Val Fomo. 

2. By tilt Tiafoier Jock In 
Messrs. Tuekelt and E. Howard, after 
finding good nigbtquarters at the first 
cbnlets above Prato Begbiao in Val di 
Zebru, ascended towards tbe rt. bank 
of the glacier that lies on the S. slope 
of the Tburwieser Sp., and then bo 
aomewhjt to the L Attempting 
cross a rneky ridge on the W. 
their course, they lost '2 hrs., and had 

this ridge. I'he wny tlien lay Eui 
way over n&v6 in ihe dii-ectioo of the 
Madatsch Jocb, till, bearing to the 
they reached the lol between the Schnee 
Glocke and the Madatsch Sp. This was 
named Tru/mer Joel, (about lO.SIKl'). 
The top of the Schnce Glocke, pre. 
viously reached by I.t. Pajtr, 
tained, and they returned to t! 
The descent, which might be difficult 
at a later season, was made by a series 
of glissades, till, skirting Ihe aioprs of 
the N. Madai»ch Sp., they reached the ! 
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lower part of the Madatsch Glacier and 
the Stelvio road. 

3. By the O'teler Jack (11.0 tf?). 
This pass lies over the broad col be- 
tween the Thurwiceer Sp. and the KI. 
Zebru. This is easy of access from tbe 
Val di Zebru. but yery difficult on the 
N. side towards Trafoi. It was tia- 
versed from that side in 1863 by 
Messrs. Tuckelt, FresbSeld, Fox, and 
Backhouse, with Francois Devouassond 
and Peter Michel. The ascent was 
commenced by tbe very steep rocks of 
the Ziegeroalfen, after which tbe Lower 
TraTui Glacier was crossed to some 
elopes of debris beneath the cliffs of 
the Orteler Sp. After some time it was 
necessary to return to the ice, and force 
a way through hnge broken s^racs till 
the upper n£v£ was attained. One br. 
more, ending with a short but steep 
climb up a snow wall, took them to the 
top of the pass in 7^ hrs. from Trafoi. 
On the tL band rises a snow summit, 
which is ail eastern offshoot from the 
Thurwieser Sp.. and on tbe 1. the ridge 
connecting the Orteler i^p. with the KI. 
Zebru. Time did not allow the ascent 
of the latter peak ; hot the pany 
mounted about SOO ft. to tbe lowest 
point in the ridge connecting it with 
the Orteler Sp. 

Bearing to the rt from the pass, ibe 
traTellera reached the rt. lateral mo- 
raine of the Zebru Glacier in 1^ hr, 
end continued the descent to ^ al di 
Zebru by steep slopes, reaching S. 
Gottardo, at tbe junction of that glen 
with Val Furva, in 3^ hrs. from the 

Mr. Tnckett thinks that lime would 
be saved by niakin{t the first part uf 
tbe ascent by the E. wde of the l^iwer 
Trafoi Glacier, by tbe same coursu 
that was taken in suine of the earlier 
ascents of tbe Orleler Sp. Until it is 
belter known, this pass should be at- 
tempted only from the side uf Traloi or 
Sulden. 

3. flj Ihe SMen Glacier. It will be 
inferred from the description of Ibe 
Passo Ceiedale io Rie. C that it affords 
the most direct and easiest g'acier route 
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fVom S(a. CaCarinn to tbe Saldentbal. 
From the Bummit of that pass (41 hre. 
from Sta. CatariDe) rasj llnpcg of nevf 
(not on that acconnt to be traversed 
vitbout a rope) lead to the Janigtr 
Scharte, a ridgv R. of tbe SMci SpiUt 
(11. IDS'), dividing the ntvi: of the 
Jangenfemer fVom the head of ihe Siil- 
den Glacier. The descent lowBrdsthe 
latter is rather Eieep, and may sonie- 
tiioes reqnire the ice-aie. For a notice 
of the Sniden GI see Rte. F. Tbe vil- 
lage of St. Gertrud is reached in 3j 
hrg,, exclusive of hairs, ttoja the Piieso 
Cevedale. 

In 1866 Messrs. J. D. Finney nnd 
F. A. Lewio iseended tram Sniden to 
the ridge already reached by Mr. 
Tucltelt, conneolitiK the Orteler Sp. 
with the Kl. Ziibrfl. thus proving that 
Ihe Orteler Joch may be taken from 
gulden as well as from Trafol But 
the ascent cost nearly 5 hrs. of step- 
cutting in hard ice. The same party 
made the second ascent of ihe Kl. 
Zebru, and reached Sta, Catarina in 16 
hrs. from Sniden. 



The Laaserlluil is a short valley, en- 
closed by an irregular group of high 
peaks, that separate it on one side from 
the Marlellthnl, nnd on the other from 
the SuMeal/ial. For eome notes respect- 
ing it, Ihe editor is much indebted lo M. 
von Mojsisovics. one of the most active 
explorers of this district. The valley 
seems to offer a choice of several fine

'ihe Laistrlha! opens opposite to the 
village of Laas in tbe Vintsobgan 
(§ -tS). It contain B no pennaneot 
dwellings, hut tbe upper end is fre- 
quented in Bummer by herdsnten. 
^louQting steeply by the 1. bank of the 
Laaserbach, the track enters the valley, 



which for a conBiderable distance is a 
mere barren ravine. In 2J bonra the 
pastures of the Laateraha are reached. 
These lie bat a short distance from Ihe 
foot of the LaaiertLal-femer, a very fine 
glacier that flows northward into tbe 
bead of Ihe valley. The most inte- 
resting way to Sniden is probably that 
by the NW. branch of the valley. For 
some way a path runs through thil 
deEolBte glen, filled with huge blocks 
of gueisB, till, after ascending 1 b. the 
way turns Bharply lo the I., and a stiff 
clitnb over steep rocky slopcB leads to 
the Ofciaatid Scharie, a depression in 
the range of tbe Hoelii./ancaad. The 
bi^besC point. 11.558 ft. above the 
sea. lies eome way to the 8., and is 
separated from tbe pass by the Angelas 
S/ii(JE (10,982'). On the W. side tJn 
descent is by the rl bank of the Zai- 
femer, and tbe Zaithal, a short glea 
leading to Sulden in 5 hrs. from ihe 
Loaseralm. The ridge seen to the rt. 
fWim the summit of the pass is the 
Tseheogelser Hochwand, of which the 
highest point is the iri)mpa(jc*(l 1,065'). 

The other, rather longer, way from 
the Laaserthal to Sulden moontB by the 
rocks on tbe rt. bank of the Laaaerlkal- 
femer to the upper plateaa of that gla- 
cier, vhich leads to the Laaierilial Joch. 
This lies between the Vertrahi So. 
(11,371') and the JUittUre Peder Sp. 
(11,349'). The former, which must 
command a very extensive view, may 
best be ascended from the pass. The 
descent to Sulden lies over the fliwim- 
ferntr, a glacier filling the head of the 
' liotanlhal, a tributary of tbe Snldenthal. 
The ice must be left na the rt. bank 
above the lower ice-fall, and the slopes 
of Ihe Vorder Vertrain Sp. descended 
lo the main valley, which is reached 
near to St. Gertrud. 

Several passes connect Ihe Laaserthal 
with the Manelltbal. By bearinjc to 
Ihe 1. tiom the Laaserftrufr Joch il fa 
poBsible to reach the Ptder Joch, be- 
tween the Mittlere and Innere Fed«T- 
spilze, and so descend by the PedirOial 
to the upper end of the Manellthal. 

Another way monnlB eastward frain 
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tlie L.ia«VBlm, and crouea the Sck/uder 
Sclatrle, ieMceni'mg inlo Marlcll be- 
tweeii the Orgelspitze ODd Roukopf. 
The Martellthal is reached at a poinl 
brtveen Mtiria Schmeli and Goad in 
6 bn. from the Laauralm, 

The Oigeltpilze, conunandiag one of 
the fioeM Tiewi id thia diitrict, is easily 
reached from the lummit of the Schla- 
der Schane, or direcfJ; fiwm 'I'iial in 
the Maitellthal,

One of the flneit littenl valleys of 
the Val di Sole ia that of Ruhbi, and it 
is rendered more eaay of access thin 
the others owing to the eiiatenoo of a 
strong ohalyhe&ta spring, which ei;- 
nually draws a lai^e number of Ilalisn 
■nd German viiitors. By this, or by 
the Val delU Hare, noticed in Rte. B, 
the monnlaineer may follow an inte- 
resting route to the fine»alley« of Mnr- 
tell and Snlden by the glaciers that 
extend almost continuoasly betveen 
the upper eilremitiea of these four 

Tht chief difllculty arises from the 

want of competent guides. Janiger 
of the Msrtelllhal, mentioned in Rte C, 
knows thoTongbly the glaeiers of Mar- 
tell and Sulden. bat probably not those 
of Val di Rabbi and Val della Mare. 
D. Veneri and Binder of Cogolo, and 
It man named Kuens, al Vermiglio. 
are said to have some wsqnaintanot 
with Ibe glaciers at the bead of Val di 
Sole, bat in Val di R**bi (here ia 



tolerable guide known to the writer. 
A man who uodertook (hat calliog in 
I860 completely lost bis way, and 
showed biroeelf Dtterly incompetent in 
all respects. In fine weather !<ical 
knowledge isof secondary importance; 
but when the clouds lie Ion. it can 
wilh difficulty be dixpeneed with, Thr 
writer hat little doubl but that the 
dtstauce from Rabbi to Sulden can be 
accomplished in one long day. and the 
way fiatn Pejo to Sulden would be 
easier in good weather. It is a more 
adilaable course to sleep at some of the 
chiletsin t be upper Msrtellthsl, leaving 
time to enjoy the fine scenery. As the 
way by Rabbi is probably ihe more in- 
teresting, it is that first deiieribed hers. 
1. By Rab6i, and iht Saint Pant 
C9,95V). The Val di Rabbi joins the 
Val di Sole a short way below Male 
(Rte B), and a tolerable but rough 
char-road has been carried along the 
L hank of Ihe lurrent. For the pedea- 
tl4an there is a rather ahorter sjid more 
shaded way by a path (bat mounts 
steeply on the rt. Kank ef the Rabbies 
torrent, and linailv npisses lo the 1.

BnU ia 1864 The summit, reached 
through a glen opening WSW. of Ral,bi 
in 4 bra., commands a very grand view. 
2i brs. suSiCE for the desceni lo Cogolo, 
jhr. from the Hatha of Pejo.] Near 
Rahbi the botanist may gather Pri- 
tnula tongifli^a, Thulictnou faiidam, 
and other rare plants. Tbe upper 
part of Val di Rabbi consists of tour 
lUBcessiTe steps, eaeli Ij-ing near I j 
level, and sepBraled from tbe next 
by a very steep barrier of rook. 'I"he 
■scent is in a NNW. direction; but 
towards the head of the valley tbe 
main branch bends fini ID NW., 
then nearly due W. The only way to 
reach the Suldenthal from Itabbi is hy 
crossing the head of the Martelltbal. 
and tbe only known pass Ilea consider- 
ably E. of the Venezia Spitze, or Pizio 
Venezia (11,095'), one of the boldest 
peaka of this group, though surpassed 
in height by several others. 

On appruBching the head of tbe val- 
ley—locally called Saent— the traveller 
ahonld follow a course nearly due N., 
passing near to a bold summit which is 
a ntnlhem outljer from the Eggai 
SpiUe ill, 265'). The latter, which is 
the highest of the peaks enclosing the 
Val di Rabbi, lies someway S. of the 
pais, and separates Silent /rom the 
l^per end of the Ullenthal. The 
Saint Pass, also called Gramtai Joch, 
commands a very fine view of the sur- 
lOundiDgAlpst and this may be further 
extended by ascending tbe Hintert 
BuHupilxe 1 10,.'»2'). From Chat sum- 
mit it is also possible to reach Val 
delln Mare by the edreltH di Venesia, 
Ti aboot 6 brs.' steady naiking from 
Babbi, eicliuive of halls, the Mattell- 
thai is reached abonl halfway between :

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To reach the Saldendisl from the 
head of the MBrlelllbal, the iraveller 

has a choice between three passes, of 

approached by a abort UtcTal glen, 
called J/atfrifwArW, which opens nearly 
opposile the fheplierds' huts known as 
Ceralhijtten. The path ia nearly level 
till it reaches a transverse mound (an- 
cient moraine?) that stretches acrosi 
the glen. Above this, at the head of 
the valley, are seen three slopes of 
n^v£, or incipient glaciers, of which the 
central one leads to Vae MaJrittek JaJi 
(10,252' . This lies between the Jfn. 
dritKb Spilze to the 1., and tlie SchBn- 
taufSpitze (10,893') to the ft,, and is 
reached in S brs. from Ceval. It com- 
nmnds an eitreniely ravourabie view of 
the Orteli^r, XI. Zebru, atid Kooigs 
Sp.. which rise very grandly above the 
wide expanse of the Sulden Giacivr. 
In tbe opposite direction the peats of 
the Zufrid range are also welt seen. A 
rather steep deaceot leads down to the 
SMenfttntr, the great glacier that en- 
chises for a space of several mile* the 
head of tbe Suldenlhsl. It is formed 
by the welding together of a number 
of comparatively short ice-streama that 
descend from the fianlis of the range 
connecting the Orteler Sp. with the 
Madritsoh Sp. The consequence is. 
that ita breadth is at ieaat three times 
as great as its utmost length, wbicli 
may be measured from the foot of (he 
Konigs Sp. to tbe lowest point that it 
reaches in the Sulden valley. The re- 
sult of this peculiar formation is that 
a season that would occasion a slight 
increaae in an ordinary glacier, hero 
produce a multiplied effect, inasmuch 
as the extra flow from each separate 
portion is accumulated nearly at a 
single poinL In lact this glacier ia 
famous fur its eitranrdinary vicisai- 
tudes, for which an unsatisAtctory ex- 
planation was suggesed in tbe Srst 
edition of this work. 

Keeping somewbat to the rt., the 
traveller qoits the glaeier and reaches 
the Gampenhof. Thii is a small group 
of houses, lying in tbe forit b«tween 
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the SMln itrcam of tbe Saldenlnoh 
■adthmt iBWing from the RodinthAl, a 
Utaral glen originaling on the W. >ide 
of the P«der S^iUe. For about i m. 
aboTB tke Gampeahof, the torrent A-om 
tha Snlden Glacier Son through a 
gaige vluMe slapn od eithsr lide are 
bare of vegetatioa. ThTough thia 
■[laM the gbMM ad vanoedverj rapidly 
io 1S1T. baltinK onl; when witliia 
40 yarda of the Gampenhof. Old 
tmheaasd amllai, u well a« the her- 
baoMnii Tegetalion, were iwept away, 
leaving the toll eoTtred vich glacier 
mad w>d Dutraine debrii. Since that 

tear the glacier baa gradually retiTEd. 
1 1855, Prof. Simony found that 
maaaea of old glacier ice, preKTvedfrom 
melting by the oieriying debris, lay 
ftr beiow tbe preaent termination of 
the glacier, and atill aerved in one 

Elaee to bridge over the torreaL A 
!Tel path through meadova along tbe 
1. bank of the main stream, leads in 
i br. from GimpeDhof to Si. Gerlntd. 
(6,057'), the only village in the valley 
— Dot to be confounded with that of tbe 
Mme name in tha Ulteothal (RteG). 
An inn has lately been opened, but 
better qaarters are, perhaps, afforded 
by the parish priest, whose house 
■tanda near the church. This place is 
reaehed in Ij hn. from the CeTal- 

The name Stddai Jock has been 
often given io the pass above described, 
betveen tbe Schonlauf Sp. and the Ma- 
drilsch Sp., but properly belongs id 
another pass lying on the NE, aide of 
the Grst-nuned summit, betveen it 
«ndthe/HMr<i*BiffSp.(10,768'). Iti* 
Approached Ibrough the Madritichtbal, 
and ii of about the same height and 
length as the Hadrilach Joch; bnt 
the view is interior. From the ■onimit 
of talher pass, the SchBAlau/ Spitze 
(10,893') ij cKiilyelinibed io ^ br., and 
rewards tbe alight effort b;a magni- 
ficent panoramic view: 

Somewliat In nger. and decidedly more 
diffienlt, tban either of the above named 
Mwaea, is tbe FnUrJvch, benreen the 
Were Feder Sp. and the Flatten Sp., 
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approached through tbe Pederthal, 
which openi into the Martellthal about 
1 br. lower down than tbe Madritach- 
tbal. Keeping well to the 1„ or about 
due W., the traveller deacends into tha 
SoMumlhal, which joins Ae Suldenthal 
at QampenhoU As menlioned in Ble. 
E, a course about due N. tmn tha 
Pedar Joch will lead the traveller by 
the Laaserfemer Joch to the liead oT 
the LaaserthaL 

•i. Bg the Val ddla Man. Tbe 
existence of a pass ft-om the Val delta 
Mare to the Marlelltbal has been Iraig 
known to the natives, and ia afflnoed 
by the Austrian Map of Tyrol, but no 
authentic informatian on the iut^ect ws* 
available until tbe Jahrbneb for 1869 
of the Austrian Alpine Club contained 
an account of the pass in question by 
Lt.-CoL Baaet, who took as guides two 
incompetent men named Binder, of 
Cogolo. The pass is called Hohen/enur 
JocA,oriD Italian, Patsa della Vedretla 
Mia, and is 9,90i fL in height. The 
more easterly and easier pass, mentioned 
below, it higher by 608 ft. 

Storting from Pelixiano in Val di 
Sole (Rte. B),the traveller follows the 
char-road along the rt. bank, till some 
way beyond Cusiano he crosses to tha 
L bank of tbe Nos, where a tolerable 
road leads bim up to C'jgalu, a email 
village with a rough inn, just below 
the junction of Val della Mare with 
the Val dei Monte, reached in 2 hrs. 
from Peliiiano. Crossing tbe branch 
of the Nos, issuing from the fan 



erected at the jun 
a glacier torrent (him the Vioa Spitze, 
that descends through a lateral glen 
called Vallea^ja. 

The Vai dtUa Mart is one of tba 
wildest and most savage glena in this 
part of the Alps, completely enclosed 
by the snowy range that extends from 
the Vios Sp. to the Veneiia 8p. As 
tbe traveller ascends, the snuw pass 
between the Cevedale and the last- 
named peak, over which lies the way 
to Manell, i« oonstanily in view. Be-

ynnd the sav-mill the (tround is to s 
preu extent covered vith dfbris, aittil 
the highest nf tbe euccessive steps 
forming the tloor of the TBlley is «t- 
tniaed. Here the three lorreiitB that 
jnin tn make up this branch of the Noa 
unite their waters. Lieut-Col. Bauer 
"was led bj his guides along the vesr- 
ernmoat of these streams, bat he rightly 
poinn out that the course indicated on 
the Government Map, which follow* the 
centra] stream, should be preferred. 
The ascent does not seem troublesome, 
and there are no glacier difficulties to 
contend with. A far preferable course 
to that indicated in the Jabrbueh, is to 
bear to the rt, towards the W. sboulder 
of the Venezia Sp,, passing between 
two stone men erected on the summit 
of the ridge. From this pofat the Ve- 
ntxla Spitie (11,095') may be climbed 
in Jhr. Even from the col the view 
U very grand. The descent on the 
Martell side is over the eastern affluect 
of the Hoh'tnfemfr, and by that way no 
difficulty worthy of notice is encoun- 
tered. The main portion of this gla- 
cier, after descending ibr some distance 
with a gentle slope towards the head 
of the MartellthaJ, sinks in steep and 
broken terraces of ice by no means 
easy to traverse. The Cevalliiitten are 
reached by this pass in 6 hrs., exclusive 
of halts, from Cogoio, From thence the 
way toSulden is that already described. 

Having reached St. Gertrud by some 
combination of the above mentioned 
passes, ihe traTcller pressed for time 
may leave on his rt, hand the bridge 
at St. Gertrud, and follow the path 
along the L bank. The valley contracts 
gradually a^ the descent becomes 
sleeper ; the path passes to the rt. 
bank, and in about 3 hrs. from St Ger- 
trud (or 2 J hrs. when ascending the val- 
ley), reaches Gt>nii7^r^', on the high road 
between Prad and Trafoi (Rte. A). 

The traveller will, however, do 
wisely to give a day to the noble 
scenery of the Sutdeu valley, which 
tivals. without mueh resembtiag, that 
of the s^oininR valley of Trafoi. 
Going direct IWim St. Gertrud tovarda 



the base of the Orteler Sp., hewiU: 
reach the spot at the base of its gigantir 
precipices that has received the loctl 
nsme ■ End der Wdt' This has been 
erroneonsly attrihoted, on many ravft, 
to &x upper part of th« Snldeo G)a- 
der, where the ntune hnxraKs nn' 
meaning. 

The reader will ohMrve 0i«t many 
statements made in this and Uie fore- 
going Rtes. are inconeiBteBt 'with the 
published maps, and even oa Mine 
points witii liiat of Mr. Tui^ett in Ae 
8th number of flie Alpine Jeomat, 
the fact being that no existing map 
represents the form of the momtkias 
accurately, and that the almost cob- 
fQsion has prevailed as to the correel 
Domenclatore. One source of Dimie- 
rouB errors arises from the reBemblaiie« 
of the Sulden Sp., a snow cone seen at 
the S£. end of the Sulden Olaeior, to 
the much higher hat more distant 
Monie Cevedale. From a coimpttioD 
of the latter name arofe th« dtugn»- 
tion Zufall Spitse, which has heen 
attributed by turns to one or other 
of the peaks at the liead of the 
Martellthal. 

Mr. Tucketthas indica ed a leiy fine 
high-level rooie frum Pejo to Soldeit, 
certainly easier, in favourahle weather, 
than that here men iJooed. Tke VedreCB 
della Mare reaches up to the deprcnioa 
(about t2,E0tf) belwecn the two peak* 
of the Cevedale; descending ihencei 
gentle slopes of n£v£ lead to the Jani- 
ger Scharte (Bte. D), and so to ihft 
SuldenthaL

Nearly parallel to the Martdlthal, 
described in Rte. C, is the UlUntAal, ■ 
still longer and man impoitut vaU«y, 



'whose Junction with the Vintschgnn is 

« little below Meran. The ridge sepa~ 
rating them appears to be a NW. pro- 
Icmgation of the high chain extending 
from the Como dei Tre Signori to the 
Veneaia SpiUe and Eggen Spitze al 
(he headot' Val di Rabbi. The scenery 
is not equal to that of the Martelithal, 
bat it is far more accessible, and the 
valley may well be taken bj a mode- 
rate vaiker in thi: way between Rabbi 
and Menm. The upper end of Uie 
Ultenthal is chiefly compoied of mica- 
Bcliist; but porphyry and granite are 
seen in stTeraJ places as the traveller 
descends the valley. The best accom- 
modation OQ the «ay is at the Baths of 
Mitterbad; but very fair quarters are, 
or were, found at Kuppelwiese, within 
7i brs.' steady walking from ItabbL 

There are many pusses by which it 
is possible to reach the Ultenthal from 
the Val di Rabbi or Val di Sole, The 
most interesting of these, and the most 
direct from Rabbi, is by the Kircliberger 
Joeh (a,l34'), nearly due N. of that 
place. At the summit the path 
traverses a cleft on the E. side of the 
Piiio Sassfora, The torrent which has 
been Ibllowed during the ascent, isiiues 
from the Coroa See, a lake lying 
on a plateaa N. of the range dividing 
the valleys of Ulten and Rshbi ; butiu- 
stead of being drained in what appears 
the natural course towards the Ulten- 
thal, the waters escape in the opposite 
direction through the cleft. The de- 
scent Irom. the lake lies SK., through 
a branch of the Dllen valley called 
Kiii-h>ieri)eTthal, opening close to the 
highest village,' 5r. Gertnid (Van, poor), 
4,B+9 ft. above tie aea. 

[Two fine passes lead from St. Ger- 
trud to the upper part of the Martell- 
thal, to both of which the name Soy- 
juch has been vaguely given. This is 
especially inappropriate to the sonth- 
ernmoal paas, properly called Zu/rid 
Junk (9,905') which traverses the ridge 
SW, of the Zaftid Spitze (11,262')- 
This yrek may be ascended from the 
euinmil of the pass. The way to it 
lies ibrongh a lateral glen — Zufridthal 
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— WSW. of SL Gertrud. leading to 
the Zafridjemer, over which glacier 
lies the descent to the Marteiler Aim. 
The other pass, which is lower, and 
equally interesting, is by the Bilthtrii 
JocA (9,360'). ' This lies on the NE. 
side of the Zufrid Sp. On the Ulten 
side the botanist may gather the very 
rare Carer VaMii. The bimly marked 
track on the Martell side leads to Gond, 
1 hr, above Salt (Rie C.).] 

The most interesting excursion from 
the bead of the Ultenthal is the ascent 
of the Eggea Spitze (11,263'), whose 
highest peak is reached in 7 hrs. from 
St. Gertrud. As it exceeds in height 
all the neighbouring summits, it nala- 
rally commands an unbroken pano- 
ramic view of great extent. 

The descent from St. Gertrud is by 
a aomewbal beaten track, us during the 
summer season there is frequent pas- 
sage between Rabbi and Mitterbad. 
Maay of the patients using the baths 
at the latter place are recommended to 
drink the Wdlers of Rabbi, which are 
bottled and carried across tlie pass on 
men's backs. AbdUt If hr. below St. 
Cienrud is St. Nico/aui. where a track 
to Val di Non mounts SSE. trough 
the I^riaerthai. Kuppeliciese, where 
there is, or was, a fair mountain inn, 
isabont Jhr. below St. Nicolaus. This 
is said to be the most picturesque posi- 
tion in the valley, and is conveniently 
situati^d tor the ascent of the Haeeru-kr 
(10,673'). [Unlike moet of the moun- 
tains of this district, this overlooks & 
considerable reach of the frrtile and 
thickly peopled valley o:' the Adige, 
presenting a striking cimtrast to the 
great snowy ranges that rise to the N. 
and SW. The way lies by a sheep 
pasture called Wolfsgrube, and the sum- 
mit is eaaily reached in SJ hrs. As the 
peak is st least equally accessible t^m 
the Martelt side, it may be taken on 
the way from Kuppelwicse to Salt.] 
The toiTcnt, descending from the N,. 
issues from the Kuppelwieserthal, 
through which lies a track to Latsch 
in the Viniscbgnu. Beiow Kuppel- 
wiese there is a choice of paths. Ttw 
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len Avqaented wa; ia bj the slopes on 
the v. Bide of the valley, passing ihe 
ancienl rliurch of St. MoriU, snd the 
village of WuUbnrga. joining the otiier 
path below the Marauner Loch. The 
beaten track keepa along the main tor- 
rent— ihe Valichaiier. Pawing rasny 
watcrfallg. bul few hooaes. one of them 
an inn, at a place called Ad der Ecke. 
(he iraveller reaches in 3 hrt. fram 
Kupprlwiese 

Sfitletb'id, ODe of the most fre- 
quented of Tyrolese valeriag-places, 
fiongh liltle known to strangere. The 
baths are considered very efficacioaa, 
and the place ia often quite full in 
summer: (he accommodatioa is said 
(o be fairly good, and the charges rea- 
sonable. Tue favourite eionraion fm- 
those who do not fear a mountain 
climb is the ascent of the LatKhmtpits 
(7.7S3'), overlooking the valley of the 
Adige between M ran and Bntzen, a 
gre.nt part of the Ultenthal, snrl ao eX' 
tensive Alpine panorama. Below the 
Hatha the track is carried through a 
defile called Marauner Loch, On is- 
suing from this, the valley opens out, 
villages are seen on tbe slopes on cither 
side, and in 1^ hr.ft^ni Mitterbad the 
traveller reaches 

Si. Pankiai, the principal village of 
the valley. Tlie lover of ghost sloiiei 
and folk-lore may find occupation in 
collecting the many marretloaa tales 
still ciinent among Ihe conntry-people

Amid very pleasing scenery the travel- 
ler descends fnim St. Paakraz to the 
opening of the valley, pHSsing the an- 
cient castle of Braunsherg, which Is 
(tilt maintained in habitable condltioa. 
Tbe three hamlets of Ober, Miitel, 
and Unter l^na stand at the opening 
of the Ulientlial into the valley of the 
Adige— Germ. Etschthal. Meran lies 
■bout due X., and only about 4 dl 
distant; but as the broad stream of the 
Adige lies between, a considerable 



the Adige to Burgstalt, on (he high 
road from Botien to Meran. The p^ 
dcslrian will do betler to follow a 
track from Oher Lana to Marling, near 
which place ho finds a bridge over the 
river leading to Ihe high road clote to 
Meran. The heat of the main valley 
Is Bometimea almost insnpportable to 
the moDQiaiDeer descending from the 
upper Alpine region. 

Another way from Babbi to St. Ger- 
tmd, longer than that above described, 
but probably interesting, is from the 
upper part of Val di Rabbi. A little- 
nsed track leads NE., by the S. side of 
tbe Eggen SpLtze(Kte.D). and descends 
into t^ head of the main brRiich of 
the Ulteuthal, abont 1^ hr. above St 
Gertrud.

It has been seen in Rte. B that the 
Nos torrent, originating tn the glacien 
at tbe hrad of the Val di Sole, flows 
GNB., nearly parallel to tbe Dilentlisl. 

till it is abruptly beut from its direct 
coorse a few miles N. of Cles, and 
thenceforwart! keeps nearly due S. in 
its way to join the Adige near S. Mi. 
chele. ItwQuld appear as if the diaogo 
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Id ibe diivctian of Ibe vnllff «cr« 
connected with the existence of a doln- 
mitic range, knoTn u the Mertdola, 
irbich ezteads on the rt. bank of the 
Adige between Meran and S. Michele. 
In thli district, a» in manj others, the 
metting of the crfttallioe sUtea and 
the doloinite U marked bf a tine of 
tallej connected with low passeE, and 
to the geologist it is amalter of interest 
to trace the reUtiona of those rocki at 
anil near their junction. For this pur- 
pose the path here indicated may be 
recommended Near the point where 
the road froA Mal£ to Cles (Rie. B) 
descends lo cross (he Noe, a torrent 
enters that stream from the TS., and bj 
mounting in that direction the traveller 
may choose between tbree passes lead- 
ing to the Ultenthsl. Soon afler leaving 
the road and accomplishing the first 
step in the ascent, a Jaleral valley. 
drained by the Bcnui torrent, deseends 
from WNW., and by that way ■ path 
leads )o St. Gertrud (Rte. E). About 
I hr. farther, another lateral valley, 
parallel to tlie last, gives a passage to 
the Lavace. a torrent descending ftnm 
the pass to St. Kicolaus. The main 
brancb of the stream, monntirg dne N. 
from lis janction with the Nos, is that 
irhich marks the jnnciion of the dolo- 
mite viLb the crystalliue sUles. As 
(.'Isewbere id Tyrut, the appearance of 
the dolomite stems lo lie connected 
with that of porphyry, of which a band 
(perhaps represented too broad in the 
geological ma)i8niiexedtoihis volume) 
Is traceable along a portion of the 
boundarv. The chief viilage is called 
Prunes, inhabited by Germans ihsm the 
Ulteatbal ; and en easy pass leads to 
tliat valley, and reaches ibe banks of 
the \alschauer between Mitterbsd and 
6(. Pankrai. By bearing to the 1. the 
IraveMer may deuend direct to Ibe 
Baths. See RU G. 



Various mountain tracks croM the do* 
lomitic range of the Mettdtia—Oena^ 
Mendel— and eo connect the Talleys of 
Bole and Noa with Meran or Botien. 
The most direct way from Cles to 
Meran is by the Gampen Pass. A 
chs.r-road crosses the Nos, and then 
mounts NE. to Fondit, a village with a 
poor Ian (Bei Gerber). Count Thun, 
who has large possessions in this dis- 
trict, all forming a portion of the Val 
di Non, or Nonsberg, owns two ancient 
castles that attract the aitention of the 
traveller. The distance trcnn Fondo 
to Meran, which mnst be performed on 
foot or on horseback, is counted 9 hrs. 
The ascent ft^mi Fondo is rapid aud 
continnouE, and at many points com- 
mands fine views, especially near the 
hamlet of Tret, where the eye ranges 
over the entire length of the Val di 
Non. ThecoursethenbendstoNNW., 
and before long reaches the pilgrimage 
church of Unstre Uebe Fran im Waide, 
standing but a short way helow the 
summit of the pass. Here is an Inn 
here ; and there is. or was, another, more 
tempting to the traveller, on the Gam- 
pen Putt, It was kept by a retired 
servant of Count Thun, and frequented 
by sportsmen in the antumn. 

From either inn the traveller mar 
welt aieend the Lanchenspiti (Rte.G^ 
and may take tbe sammiC on his way 
by the lower end of the Ultenthal to 
Meran. Tlie direct way to the latter 
place iies USE. from the pass to the 
hamlet of Platzers. at the upper end of 
a short glen called VoUanerthal, by 
which there is an easy descent to Vllllaa. 
This ties on the slope of the mountain 
overlooking the Adi;ie, at no great 
distance trom Unter Lana, mentioned 
in Rte, G. The way to Meran is by 
the bridge lending to Burgstall, od the 
high road from Botien. 
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A mnch more interesting hblj thaa 
lliat bj the Gampen may be taken tiom 
Cles ti> Ksltern, in the vaUej of the 
Adijie below Bolien. This lies through 
[lie Val Homedio, opeaing about due E. 
of Cles, the lover end being a gorge 
enclosed by steep limestone rocks. It 
is tormed by the union of two branches i 
the one mounting to NE. is called Val 
Bajredo ; the other, SE. branch, is Val 
Verde. In the angle beineen them, 
'perched on rocks so sterp as to be 
scarcely accessible, is the Hermitage of 
San Romedio. This is a moat carious 
building, COD laiuiug five chapela stand- 
ing one aver the other, the highest of 
them commanding a singular itew into 
the giddy depths below. There is a 
little ins Bl the foot orthetower,wbere 
some refreshment is found. 

Following ihe NE. branch of the 
valley, the traveller passes Avdilar. 
whence may be made the assent of 
MoHte Jloea (S.Siy), the highest point 
of the Mcndola range, and reacbei 
Mufrtdo, tbe last villase. This is } hr. 
befowthe pass of Afei«Wsc*ar(e (4,964'), 
whence it is easy to descend to Ksltem ; 
but the shorter way to Botioi would 
probably be to bear to the 1. towards 
Eppan. 

The valley of the Adige between 
Botzen and Verona is detciibed in 



Having in the preceding Rt««. g^ven 
some account of the principal valleya 
of the Orteler A!ps, it is now necessary 
to notice briefly the ranges on the N. 
side of the Stelvio Pass, lying between 
the main road described in Rte. A and 
the I^wer Engadine. These ranges 
lie partly in Switzerland, and partly lii 
Tyro! ; bnt the boundary is in great 
part purely arbitrary, l^iough in the 
main it keeps to the natural rule which 
would giTe the tributaries of the Enga- 
dine to Switzerland, and thOBe of the 
Vintschgau to Tyrol. The chief ex- 
ception to this rule is in regard to the 
valley of the Rammbach, a consider- 
able torrent that joins the Etsch, or 
Upper Adige.nearGlums. Thegreater 
part of the valley in question belongi 
to Switzerland, and above the dividing 
line it is called in the local Romsntsch 
dialect. Vol Jl/u*tair— Germ. JJiiuier. 
thai. The valley is described in the 
nest Rte., and we here merely notice 
the passes by which the principal vil- 
lage — Mlinster — may be reached from 
Bormio, the natural centre of thia 
district 

1. By the Umbrail riut,or Wonwei- 
Joch. It was meotioDed in Rte. A, that 
the Biumnit of thia pass lies but a few 
ft. above the poat-hoiue, or Cantoniera, 
of Sta. Maria on the Stelvio road, and 
that it affords the natural line of con- 
nection between the head of the valley 
of the Adda acd-the apper end of th« 
VintBchgao. Tbe summit o£ the pu* 
is 8,342 ft. above the sea. It over- 
loolu a short glen called Val Mtawaa, 
through which a torrent Sows nearly 
due K. to join the Rammbach. Tlu) 
imck, which in well marked and paas.; 
able for beasts of burden, descends at 



1 hr,, and finally descends on its right 

bank by a rather rapid declivity to 
Snaftt ifariu (4,5 1 9 ), noticed in Bt«. L, 
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S. Bjl Vol FraSt. In a^cendiDg 
tovurds the Stelvio Pus, a torrent ia 
seen to break out from a narrow cleft 
on the 1. of the high road aboat I m. 
above the Baths of Uorniio. This, 
which ia uaually cuasidti'ed to be the 
mala Btrvam of the Adda, discends 
ESE. from a highiand valiej called 
ValFrallt. The gorge through which 
the stream issues to Join the Braulio 
torreut ii impassable, but a rathersttiep 
•led^e-track, used lo briog dowa iron 
ore, mouDts the dopes, and leads to the 
upper pare of the Talley. Most persons 
bound from Bormio to Va] Fraela pre- 
fer an easier waj by the Val di Dentro 
'§ 36, Rte. L). Soon after crouiug the 
Adda bf the bridge at the iron-works 
below the Balhs of Bonnio, the traveller 
flDda a tolerably good cart-track, vbieh 
mounts gradoally till in 1 hr. from tbs 
Batbs it reaches a hollov, vbence a 
short but rather sleep ascent leads to 
the Pass of Le Scale (6,516'). The 
greater part of ihe surface of this broad 
and deep depression is occupied b; a 
picinresque little lake. ThecarHrack 
passes above its N. shore and leads bj 
an easy descent to the middle part of 
ValFra^le. This shows acoDsiderabls 
tract of alpiue pasture, inhabited only 
in summer by a few herdsmen. Itsapper 
end is connected by no less tban three 
pa«es with aa many tributaries of thi 
Spol, one of the chief affluents otthe Inn. 

One of these paases, leading to Tre- 
palle and Livigno, is reached by tam- 
ing abruptly to tbe 1., or nearly due 
SW., tbrough a glen called Val Gettino, 
and then bearing W. over a depression 
leading directly to the former village. 

The second pass lies dueW. of the ora- 
tory of San Giacomo, nearly at the bead 
of Val Fraeie. After passing a small 
pool or tarn, called the source of the 
Adda, a very alight ascent leads over 
the ridge to another similar pool that is 
drsined in the opposite direction. A 
path above the rl. bank leads thence 
down to the junction of Val di Trepalle 
Willi Val Livigno (see | 36, Rte. M).

I (he Adda and that of the Ino. The 
path mounts NW.from S. Giacomo orer 
a low grassy ridge, and then dcMends no 
less gently to the Bmna torrent which ' 
flows NNW. into the Spul at the point 
where it enters Swiss territory. 

The way from Val Fraijle to Val 
MuBlair is over the last-mentioned paaa; 
but instead of descendiog along the I. 
bank towards the Spiil, the traveller 
must keep to the rt., and ascend along 
a tributary stream which joins the 
Bruna at a very acute angle. Tbe 
way lies through Val Mora, a glen 
lying in Swiss territory. Mounting 
slightly along the I. bank iu a direction 
but iitile E. of N , alter 1 hr. the path 
crosses to the rt. bank of the torrent, 
and bends gradually to tbe E. Belbre 
long the glen opens out to ESE., and 
the traveller sees before him a high- 
lajid pastoral valley, parallel to the Val 
Fraele, and bearing Ihe same name. 
This, which for tbe sake of distinction 
we shall call the Swiss Val Fraele, is 
more alpine in character, and the level 
ia rather higher. The principal ehalets, 
called Miinster Alpen, stand at 7,001 ft. 
above the sea. A very gradual ascent 
from these chalets to the pass of Vois- 
rotund (7,2)9') leads into one of the 
brancbea of Val Muslair. It will be 
seen on the map that the pass of Doas- 
rotond lies due N., and but 4i m. dis- 
tant in a straight line from the lower 
end of the Italian Vai Fraiile, and that 
the long circuit made in following the 
route here dfscribed has beeti efiecled 
in order to pass round the range of 
high peaks whose principal amnmits 
are Piz Murtervl (IO,423') and PU 
Ciumbraida (10,246'). A rather rapid 
deacent leads from tbe Doaarotond PaM 
to the main valley of the Rammbach, 
which ia reached between the adjoining 
villages of Valcara and Santa Maria, 
about \ m. from the latter place. 

3, BylktFaimddPastori. Insteadof 
makingawide detonr. tlie mountaineer 
may take a nearly direct course from 
the lower end of Val Fraele to Sanla 
Maria. A little above the gorge 

j through which the Adda issues fnui 
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VbI Fraele, il is joined by a torrent 
that descends from the N, tfarougli an 
■Iplne Rien called Val Forcola. To 
n'ach this from Bormio, the traTelier 
mnsl follow the sledge-track mendoned 
BboTe. ihat mounis on ihe N. aide of 
the gorge of Val Fraele, and [hen de- 
scend a litiU to cross the toiTent from 
Val Forcola lieforeauenipting to ascend 
intT that wild glen. Tlie \'al Forcola 
passes under the W. side of M:>ate 
Braulio, and leads to a hi|rh pass in 
the ridge ronnecting Piz Umbrail with 
Piz Ciumbraidn. The measurinnent, 
8,860 metrea = 9,383 ft ,indica;edon Ihe 
Swiss Federal map, perhaps refers to 
■ point some way ahove the pass, but 
its height probably ei^'eeds 9,000 fi. 
The descent on th; N. side is by a 
rather large turn, called Lai da Him? 
C7,843'), and joins the track from Val 
Fraele, described above, about half-way 
between Dossrotond and Sta. Maria.

it ia verj Utile frequented by strangers. 



A moderate outlay would make the 
road lit for light carriai^eB thronehont, 
and llie projected ini]iroTemeatt will 
probably toon be efFected. The upp^ 
part of the pass is somewhat monnto- 
noas i iiut there is Gne scenery on the 
way to it, and many objects of interest 
in its vicinity. 

It has been said in $ 3G, Bte. il, 
that the remarkable defile throogh 
which the Spol descends from Val Li- 
vlgno to join the Inn ia in great part 
completely impassable. The road from 
ZernetE, after following the rt bank 
for about 3 m., Iicgins to mount aboTe 
the strEttm, and gradually gains a much 
higher level, losing tlie defile frinn 
view, and leaving it at some distance 
to the rt After making t«o circuits, 
to pass lateral tiirrenls. it descends, 
about 3 hrs. from Zernetz. to tlie stream 
flowing ft'om Ihe Ol'en Pass to the de- 
file of the Spbl. Save a few patches of 
alpine pasture, the wild valley is clothed 
with forest (hronghoiit its entire length, 
and contains hut one solitary house — 
the well-known mountain inn l^nown 
aaCheOfiaWirlhshaiii(5,9W). Though 
it offers but poor accommodation, it ia 
well spoken of by all travellers, on ac- 
count of the fHendly nrd hearty re- 
ception given them by the host and hii 
family. He is a famous spoi'tsman, 
and has shot a large nnmher of bean, 
which abound in ibe neighbouring 
mountains, and make havoc among the 
herds. [Tarasp may be reached iVoin 
hence by the Fnrcletlu, a pass connect- 
ing the head of Val del Buotach, a shoit 
gten opening 1 m. E, of the loo. with 
the head of Val Plafna (§ 36, Rte. A).] 
The track now ascends gently, a little 
S. of E , along the rt bank of the tor- 
rent, till in about 1^ hr. it reaches the 
base of the low ridge separating lbs 
Oten glen from the head of Val Mus- 
tair. ThenameBuffalora,orBoffalora, 
has been sometimes applied to the puss 
leading to Miiaster (here Called Ofen 
PassJ, sometimes to a higher pass lying 
due S.. by which the traveller may 
reachVat Fraele and Bormio. A short 
ascent IVom thu point where the track 
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loives th« stream Irads in lh« soini-' 
■wbm dreary O/ai Kim (7,070'), Thi 
Bummit U BD undulating plateau, anc 
tracks lead in Tariuue directions (one o 
otheheadot'Val Scarla), s 
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e ground or the clouds lie 
low. To reach the V,-l Mwtah, or 
MUtitttrlhal, the general direclion 
hitherto followed through the ralley is 
adhered to ; but thu path winds amidst 
the inequalities of the gmund. The 
mountains of this district are partly 
eOTered with the Pinia Mughua (Germ. 
LtgfShren or Knifhulz), whose stems 
and branches, lying on the surface of 
the rDCki, afford cover to bears and 
other wild animals, while they oppose 
• serious obstacle to the pedestrian, and 
even to the practised mountaineer. A 
rather rapid descent leads fVom the pass 
into the populous Vs! Mustair, which 
presents a marked contrast to the silent 
and uninhabited district through nhich 
the triTcUer has passed since be left 
Zemeti. The first tUIbro is Cifrfi 
(5,*59'). To the I., mi tlie slope of the 
mountain, is £u (6,993'), a small tU- 
Inge at an unusual height. A path 
leads that way by an easy psss into Val 
Searla (Bte K). The char-road de- 
scends on the rt. bank of the Ramm- 
bach to Fuldera, and thence to Valcava 
(4.SSe'). about 1} hr. from Cierft. 
This is rather less than t m, ^om 
Santa Maria (+,S1!1'), the most popn- 
lous Tillage in the valley. The lun is 
good, probably the best in Val Mus- 
tair — char to Mais j 12 fr. At a saw- 
mill. J hr. below Sta Maria, the road 
crosses to the 1. bank of the stream. 
Berg-falls and inuudntions of the tor- 
rent hare done entensiye miBchief in 
the tract surrounding 

MSnsttr (3,99S'j, the last Swiss Til- 
lage. The people here are Roman 
Catholic, those of the upper valley 
being Protestant i and the name of the 
Tillage comes from a famous Benedic- 
tine cunvent founded here by Charle- 
magne. It suffered cruelly, as did all 
the neighbonring villages, fhnu the 
French, who were forced to retreat this 
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way in 1790, after having a few weelis 

earlier defeated the Austrlans at the 
bead of the Viulscligau. 

After crossing the frontier of Tyrol, 
the traveller in \ hr. from Miinster 
reaches Tavffera, where he finds a 
population sprakiug German, and nut 
over well afiected towards their Swiss 
neighbours. The ruins of numerous 
castles attest the importance once at- 
tached to this valley, connected as it 
is by compnrati»ely easy passes both 
with Switzerland and l.-mhardy. The 
pedestrian hound for Mais may leave 
the picturesque little to«n of Glums 
on his rl., and go direct to I.atsch, 
about 1 m. from MaU; but the rough 
char. road makes a delonr by Glarnt. 
Mai. (Inns I Post; Hirsch) is described 
ingM. 



One of the most picturesque of the 
lateral valleys of the Eugadine is Fut 
Searla, whose torrent joins the Inn a 
little above Schuls, and close to the 
Baths of Taraap. It lies between 
mountains most of which exceed 
10,000 ft. in height, and is said to

D fine scenery, and to produci 
iDBu; rare minerals. The lower lal 
le; ii uiTiige and deEoiate. leaTJnf 
no ipoce for hoaees or cultivation 
but aboat 2^ fan. from Scliulg thi 
traveller reaches the solitarj village 
of the vallef, named Scarl (S,S43" 
Dbose existence in bo remote B spol J 
probably due to considerable mines a 
B^^ntiferoos lead fonnerlj worked 
here. Above thia the valley opens 
oat, and alpine pnslnres cover the 
slopes. About \ hr. above Scarl the tra- 
veller bound for the Vintechgau leaves 
to his rt the main branch of the vallej, 
by which a path ascends to the S., and 
finally reaches a pass (7,385') leading 
to Lq ia Va! Mustair. The direct way 
to Male or Glurns is by a short lateral 
branch of the vallej, through which a 
track monntt somewbai S. of E. to a 
pass called la Cruschetla (7,599'], 
lyJDg on the S. side of two. bigh peaks 
— Pii Setsveana (I0,S68'), and Mai- 
pibchrpitz (10,374'). From the sum- 
mit a rarelj.used track leads S.B. to 
the head of Val Avigna. The torrent 
draining this glen forms the line of 
frontier between Switzerland and Ty- 
rol, and a path, keeping most <tf the 
nay to the Swiss side, descends along 
the stream, which joins the Harombacli 
between Mijnster and Tanffers (Rte. I). 
Passing through the latter village, the 
traveller may reach Mais in abont 3 j

About IJ m. above Remus, in the 
Lower Engadine (§ 36. Rte. A), a 
bridge is dirown across the inn just 
below the hamlet of Crusch, and tqt- 
pnsite the opening of Vai d'Uina, 
ThroDgh this short K\ea there la a 
nearly direct way to Mais, more iota- 
resting to the mountaineer than ibat 
by Nauders. The track through Val 
d [Tina mounts rapidly to a high pla- 
tcjiQ forming the pass of Sar Satm 
(about (7,800'), vhich lia on the E. 
side of Piz Criatiannei (10,23fi'>. The 
descent to Mais is through the Schii»ig. 
thai, and in about 5} his. from Remoa 
Che traveller reaches the small village 
of SckUnig, where there is an easy de- 
scent to Schltiii, apposite Mais. By 
bearing to the !. from the pass of Sur 
Sass, it is easy to reach tbe head of the 
ZtTzerlhul, and descend to tiie Heider 
See, nearly 8 m. f(. of UbIs. See § 4S, 
Rte. A. 
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r liue drawn (rom Colico, 
at the head of the Lake of Como, to 
Ctea in Val di Nod, will lie throughout 
close to one of (he best defined line^ of 
depression Id the Alps. Deep vallejs 
connected b; low pasGes here mark aa 
on^aphic limit which cannot be over- 
looked. To the S. of the ValTellinaand 
tlie Apnea Pass, a mounlajn range in- 
ferior in height to those of the Rhxtian 
Alps, iiul nubraken by anj- deep gap, 



extends about 50 m. fVom W. to E. 
That this line of dietarbance of the 
surface is of high geoloeical antiquitj, 
isrenderedprobablebylhefact that the 
boundary between the conglotnerates 
forming the principal range (usaallj 
referred to the iiemicano), and the 
gneiss of Val Tellina to the N., as well 
aa the Idas of the Bergamasque val- 
leys to the S., is parallel lo tliat range 
and to the Val TelUna. The eastern 
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portion of the region, Ijing S. of tba 
boancinry above defined, is c1iaract«r- 
Ued by a vast mountain mass formed 
of ft very pec a liar, highly cryataUinB 
granite, containing maeh atophiboli 
nhich rises into ridges exceeding 1 1 ,0 
ft. in height. 

There is at least aa mnch reason : 
regarding the region here spoken of as 
forming one of die main divii<:.<n9 <.( 
tbe Alps, as can be arged for the 
Beparalion of the Graiail frrimflioPen- 
nine Alp«, or those of Danphine from 
theCottian chain. To ordinary tourists 
the whole forms a leira incngnila; and 
scientific travellers, who are usually 
Ihe dnt to explore new districls, have 
scarcely louclied many of the most 
intercEling valleys. The Editor's per- 
sonal acquainlanco with a eonsider- 
Kble ponion df this besutiful region 
is defective i and he has obtained so 
little informaiion from other sources, 
that tnany of the routes here named are 
indicated rather than described. It 
may be hoped that (he Italian Alpine 
(Jlob irill hereafter supply Ihe retjnlred 
information, at least as to that portion 
of tbe territory (hat has been united 
to Ihe Kingdom of Italy. 

The limits of tbe region here ile- 
ftned under the name of Xtuniorij ^//is 
are accurately defined by the X.ake of 
Como and its Lecco branch, to the W. ; 
by the high-road from Colico (o Cles 
throDgh Val Tellina, and over the 
Aprica and Tmale Passes, to the N. i 
by the Val di Non, the valley of tlie 
Adige from San Michele to Trento, the 
fiiad tlience to Rivfl, and tbe Lake of 
Gaida,totbe £. ; while the S. boundary 
is formed by the plain of Lombardy. 
The title, I^mborii Alps, may be ob- 
jected to on tbe ground that some of the 
valleys in the E. portion of the range 
belong to Ihe Italian Tyrol ; but the 
political divisions in this portion of the 
Alps are so capricious, that it in im- 
possible til take theiu liilo iiccount in 
an arrangement based upon (he natural 
formations of tbe surface, especially aE 
they do not here coincide with the 
boaadaries anciently establinheU b«- 
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tween the contending races tbat hare 
divided the occupation of the Labiiabia 
paits of the Alpine chain. 



SECTION 38. 

BEBQ.VUAStllJE TALLET9. 

The principal range of the Lombanl 
Alps, running parallel to Val Tellina 
at no great distance from the Adda, 
sends dovn torrents that fait rapidij 
lovards that river through short anil 
Sleep valleys. On the S. side ol that 
range,wbich is separated from the plain 
of Lombardy by an extensive moun- 
tain district where many of the seciind- 
ary ridges affect a direction parallel 
with it, the minor streams are nearlj 
all collected into the channel of three 
rivers — Brembo, 8erio,and Oglia The 
two Ent join (he Adda before their 
united waters reach the Fo, while the 
more copious stream of the Oglio ia 
ultimately united to the Fo a little 
S. of Mantna. The city of Bergamo 
stands at the extremity of one of the 
southern outlying promontorius of the 
Alps, between the rivers Serio and 
Brembo g and the mun valleys of those 
rivers and their tributaries, which have 
at all times foUuired the political for- 
tunes of the city, are getierally known 
le Bergamasque Valleys. That 
may conveniently be given lo 
the district included in the present sec- 
whicb comprehends, however, in 
addition to those valleys, the short but 
beautiful glens that lead to the Flshnra 
of the L^e of Como, and the tribu- 
iries to the Adda drained by the tor- 
:nls on the H, side cf the principal 
mges. The Editor has to acknow- 
dge his own ignorance of « great 
portion of this district, and his ill suc- 
cess in obtaining useful information 
from other sources. The botanist 
who may desire to explore a icgion 
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ntnordfiMTaf rich in rare ptanti "ill 
find an excellent guide in a work by 
the late Dr. Bota, eadiled ' Prospetto 
delta Flora della ProrincU cli Bef' 
gamo,' vbicii is a model fur local 
worki of the same cUaa. It doee not 
incincle the lateral valley* of Val Tel- 
lino, nor ihoH that doBCend tovards 
the Lake of Como ; bnt the botanical 
reader will find inBte.E Hime notes 
thM may partially (nppl; the de- 
fideney. 



The way here indieated ii probably 
one of the mo^t intereating thit can be 
followed in the Lombard valieya, but 
little infennatloB leapecting it is at 

Bergamo (Inns: Italia, good; Pe- 
nicB, tolerably goods both in the lower 
ten)) il an ancient city, divided into 
two diMiBerportioQS. The lower and 
iwae modem, originally a mere suburb, 
stands alMut BOO (t^ above the sea, on 
tbe margin of the great plam of Lorn- 
bardy ; wbile tbe npper town, atilt girt 
with its ancient rampana, now 
verted into public walks, crowns : 
above SOO il above the plain, midway 
between the riven Serio and Brembo. 
The higher hill of the Caitello (now 
in rains), about Ijm. from the town, 
commands a remarkable view, which 
extends in fine weather to Monte Bosa, 
Uonle Vise, and the chain of the Apen- 
nines. In the upper town are the 
Church of Santa Maria, with a remark- 
able chapel of the Colleoni family ; the 
Do'imo, not V ery i ntereiting ; thePalaiaJ 
Vecchio, or Broletto, and the anfinished 
PalaMO Suovo ; beiides many Sne 
houses belonging to the principal ~ 
ties of this part of Lombrdy. 

A good road leads from Bergamo 
throngh the tower half of F'a/i^maRa aa 
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far B« B)nU di JVomo (about 1,6S0^ a 
drsfiince of about 18 miles. The first 
village in the valley is Alzano Maggior« 
(S64'). -where there is a good country 
Inn. Aboutiam.fromBergamo.ashoit 
lateral valley opening to the E. is tra- 
versed by B paved track leading to 
Gandina, a large village, where the 
naturalist wlablnE to eiplore the lower 
mountains of this district finds good 
accommodation. If. of the village riaes 
(he Paio Faniiico(5,ni'). Soon after 
passing Ponte di Nossa, the road tead- 
mg to CluBone and the Lago d'laeo 
(§ 39, Kle. C) leaves the Serio to tra- 
verse the low ridge on the E. side 
of the valley. In the opposite direc- 
tion, the Montt Alham (6,706'), and 
Monte Arera i%:ibi") are the moat 
conipicnona points in the lange di- 
viding tbe Serio fhmi the Brembo. 
Between them is a pass leading to Val 
Brembana by Zambia. The principal 
track leading to the head of Val Se- 
riana keeps nearly due N. along the rt 
bank, paases Gromo, and at FaiaeneTO 
(1,972') tuma to tbe rt, until its dire«- 
tioa is but little N. of E. At the last- 
named village, a torrent descends to 
the Serio from a recess in the prin- 
cipal range of the Lombard Alps be- 
tween the MoHle Bedoria (9,98tf} and. 
Fiixo del Diacok (9,flT4'). Imme- 
diately on the £. side of the latter 
peak, which mast not he confounded 
vith another snramit of tbe aame name 
lying farther E„ ia the Paaio d4 Sallo, 
leading to Soadrio by the SE. branch 
ofVai Ambria(Rte.B). 

The valW of the Serio ia sometimes 
called Vol Bondione above a village of 
that name, which ia the highest paased- 
on thia Rte. The scenery here becomes 
qoite alpine in character, aa the track, 
monnting on the 1. bank of the Serio, 
approaches a group of waterfalls said 
to be the finest in this part of the Alps. 
The principal fall, called Ciucala del 
BarbeUJHO, is over 200 ft in height; 
and above it are two others, remark- 
! able for the mass of water that breaks 
I over the ledges of conglomerate rock. 
i Above the fula is an upland glen called 
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Val BarbeUino, where the Serio is 
formed by the union of man; torrents 
from the surronnding peakB, most of 
wbieh approach, though they do not 
quite itiain to, the height of 10,000 tt. 
Near a amall tam oiiled. Lego Barbel- 
lino, the botanist may gather Viola 
CamoSia. Several paHCa, oil of them 
Iiigh and steep, lead serosa the range 
into Val Tellina. The moat direct 
vay to Sondrio is bj a track monnting 
near tht vaterfall to a gap in the ridge 
between the Piijo di Cocca (9,70s') 
gind the eastern Pizzo detDiaToto. The 
vay toTirano lies farther E.. and pesaee 
on the W. afde of Monte Torena, txa- 
verdng; a small a;lacier, and descending 
throngh the ValCaroMlla to Tresenda, 
on the high Toad from Sondrio to Ti- 
rano, where the road to Edolo over 
the ApricB Pass leaves the Adda.

The road leaves Bergamo by 
HW. end of the lower town, passing 
on the N. side of the old city, and in 
about S m. reaches the banks of the 
Brembo. One road crosses the riv 
to AltKtniu (863'), a vilhige with 
good Ion, lying on the 1. bank, ne: 
the opening of Vai Inagna. By tikat 
valley the pedestrian may reach Lecco. 
passing over the ridge of the Moatt 
Betegme (8,16S'), which rivals the 



Campione (Rte, E) tbr tbe nnmber of 
: plants that have been fonnd on 
craggy pinnacles. A local guide 
should be taken. The traveller bonnd 
for the bead of Val Srembana shonld 
not croBS the river at Almeono, bat 
take the road to the rt, which, after 
passing Botta and Sedtina, ttaversea 
the Brembo higher np, aboat 1} m. 
before reaching Zogno (1,168'). This 
is the beet stopping-plane iu the lower 
part of Val Brembana. There ia alao 
a tolerable inn at iS. Pttltgritia, abont 
2^ m. higher np, near the foot otPizio 
Regina {i,S65'). The scenery improves 
as the traveller ascends the valley, 
keeping to tbe rt. bank above Zogno. 
To the W. ia the opening of Val Tat- 
Itggio, by which the pedestrian may 
reach Introbbio in Val Sasaina (Rte. 
E). On the N. side of that glen, the 
Aralalla (6,58S') risea very boldly, 
and though of snch moderate height 
ia a conspicuous object The two main 
brancbcB o! the Brembo unite at l.enna 
(1 ,8040. which ia hot ^ m. firom PiaEza, 
die principal village of the npper part 
of the valley. Here the tra«eUer 
bound for Sondrio leaves the road, 
about 23 m. from Bergamo, and fbl- 
lowa the HE. branch, which preserve* 
the name of Val Brembana. A patK 
along the rt. bank passes (^tporite to 
Trabwxh^h, at the W. base of Monte 
Cone (SpSKf), and soon after reaebe* 
Braiai (2,178')- ThU village would 
be the beet stopping-place fbr a bota- 
nist, who will find veiy many objeota 
of interest in the neighbonrhood. 
Amrag other rare plants. Aiwa Brent- 
bona is cranmon on the elopei of achia- 
tose rock above the valley. 

Tbe traveller has a choice of several 
nueea leading from Branzi to Sondria 
Probably the most interesting ia that 
which is reached by following tbe 
Branbo to its head at a small lake 
eaUed L^o del Diavolo (2,5560- A 
track lead) from thence over a pua 
lying due N. into the SW. brauoh of 
Val Ambtia, ime of the chief of Ike 
aoulbera valleys of Val Tellina. It is 
famous for the excellence of its hatter.

It is best to 
keep to tbe path aloav Ute 1. bank, and

Another way from Branzi, nwhef 
ihortsr than that by Val Ambria, is 
lay B pass on the E. side of the Canio 
StOa (8,845'), 'rWe leads into the 
head of Vai Jsf Linrio, which opeQB 
Into Val Tellioa at Cajoio, aboat 1 hr. 
from Sondrio. 

A third and more dwn^toug way is 
by a pass on the W. side of Corno 
Btdla, -leading to the head of Vai 
etma. The lower part of that valley 
ia a narrow gorge; and the path is 
canied at a great height above its 
n. bank, tilt it finally descends to 
Ctdnuco, near the jnnctloa of (he 
torrent with the Adda. 

All the above passes are reached 
from the main branch of Val Brembana, 
which monnts EVE, from Brani '

from NKW., issuing from a lateral 
TaB^ eonnected with Val Tellina by 
two passel, one of which ia certainly 
easier and probably more direct than 
that iaat nodced. The way lies by 
VaBeoe mDAFifipolo.tbe highest village 
on the S. side of the pass, and then 
monnts to the ridge eaMt of Mantt 
CaiMt (8,301') overlooking the li««d 
el Fal Madrt. A well-marked path 
leada down that valley to Fatint, abonl 
I n. W. of Cedrasco. near a tnidge 
Over the Adda, by which the traveller 
attains the high road abont 7 m. below 
Sondrio. 

[At the head of the bnneh of the 
valley NW. of Vallave U Cambrrr'- 
or Ct^io Brembo. A pass lying 
N. of that village leads into the SB. 
fcraneb (^ the Vsl di Tartano, which 
eMera Val Tellina about i m. E. of 
Morbegno, and this wonld afford the 
moat direct way from Branii to that 
town.

The way here indicated is by ^ the 
easiest and the most direct for a tra- 
veller wishing to reach Val Tellina 
th>in Bergamo. By starting early in 
a light □bar,orc<ii!cs>iiui, an active ira- 
veller might reach Morbegno on the 
same day. It was said in Rt«, B, tiiat 
at Lenaa, tery near Piazza, the Val 
Brembana meets an impoctant lateral 
valley whose torrent descends from 
NNW. The chM-road is carried up 
that valley to OLm> (1,877'), a small 
village standing near the point wher» 
the stream of the Stabioa, deacending 
from the W., unites wiA those bsaing 
from two short nearly parallel gitat 
that open N. of Okco. The easieF 
way to the pass is by the eaateRimost 
o( these glens, pasong the viltage of 
ABtrara. Keeping to the it st Ibe 
head of Hie glen, a l^ucnled bridle- 
track leads to ttie Paito di Son Marta 
(5,997'), probably the lowest in the 
range dividing Val Brembana ftem Val 
Tellina. The pass lies SW. of the 
MonU Axmrini (7,976'), aod leads 
down Into Val d' Orta, one of the 
branche* itf Vol dil Bitte. Passing 
Atbartdo, the traveller descends to 
Uorbegno in abont 4 hn. fr<om the 
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The Vai 5(a&ina, which opens dne 
W. nenr Olmo aboTe Piaxia (lee k*t 
Rte.), offera to the inountaiiie«r t, much 
more intereMiDg but longer vay to 
MoTb^o thin that hj the Paaio di 
SsD Marco. The bead of the vallef 
leadi to Introbbio in Val Sassina (Rte. 
£) by an undulating plateau, called 
Monte Bobio, about 5,000 fL in height 
Tito or three lateral gleng enter Val 
S'ahlDB from tlie N. The vestenunost 
of these is reached abore a hamlet 
called Yaltorta, and a rough track 
moonts throuEh it, first by the E. side, 
then by ibe W. bank, and flually up a 
•teep and bare alope above the 1. bank 
of ^e torreDt, vhich ia nearly dry in 
the height of lamiDer. This leada to 
a hollow in the mooatain range, vhere 
a ch&let, or baila, is inhabited for a 
ihort time during the fine uason. 
Cattlc-tnuka, and patha connected with 
mioei that hare been worked at various 
timet in thia neighbourhood, tend. to 
confute the ttranger ; bat u soon ae he 
gains ■ auffident height, he finds that 
all die ridgea converge towards one 
bold Bummit, which owes the name 
Pizzo dii Trt Signori to the fact tbat 
It stands at the meeting of several 
valleys once belonging to three distinct 
territories, and now to three provinces 
of Lombaidy. On the S, side it over- 
loiAg the glen here described, and 
tDOther tribatary of tbe Bergamasqne 
Val Slahina ; on the W. is the head of 
Val Biandtna, a trihatarj of Val Sas- 
eiPB in the province of Como, while 
the S. aide of the mountain is drained 
by one of the branches of Val del Bitto. 
The S, side of the peak is extremely 
«teep, and time wonid be lost by at- 
tempting to scale it on that eide, A 
far better course is to reach the SW. 
aboDlder of the moo utain, where a good 
track is carried along it, overlaoking 
the head of Val Biandma, and a smau 
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lake— Lago di Saau — lying at a gteat 
depth below the pais. The best way 
to the Pino dei Tre Sifpori ia by a 
hollow to the rt ot the path, whert 
snow lies through a great part of the 
«ammer. The ascent is rather steep, 
and a little step.«atting may be re- 
quired, until rhe ridge is reached which 
eitenda northward from tbe peak, 
between the head of Val Biaodin* 
tad a deep hoElow, connected with the 
Val del Bitto, and dividing the Piito 
dei Tre Signori trom the a4J'^'''u>8 
sommltoftheFizzodiTmna. Aamafl 
lake lies in the hollow, in which snow 
lay deep on the 19th July, when the 
writer passed thia way. and the lake 
was completely frozen over. The 
summit of die Fizzo dei Tre Signoti 
commands a very extensive and inter- 
esting panoramic view of the Bemina, 
the Monte della iMsgnuia, and the 
peaks enclosing Val Masino.to theN., 
and of the Lepontine Alps and Monte 
Rora to the VW. and W. In the 
opposite direction a porti<»i of the 
Orteter group comes into view, but tbe 
Adametio range is in great part con- 
cealed by the Eedorla and the adjoin-, 
log high mountains at the head of Val 
Smana. A Email portion of the Lake 
of Como, between Argegno and Bal- 
biauello, comes into view. The summit 
ia a few feet higher than the LegnoDe, 
or about 8,600 ft. in height. An^viact 
Ckarptnlieri, Arlaniiia spicala, Erilri- 
ckium nunwK, and other Tare plants, 
aie found on the highest ridge of the 
mountain. The coarse congltanerate 
forming the peak contains fragments 
of mica-schist, gneiss, and other crya- 
talliae rocks. 

There appears to be no difficulty is 
descending into the snowy hoUow 
above mentioned, which would lead 
the traveller down lo the head of Val 
del Bitto ; but it is a more agreeable 
way to follow for some distance the 
northern ridge of the mountain, whoe 
the botanist will be rewarded by many 

the lake which lies at the lower end of 
the hollow, the traveller may hit upim 
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* track connected vith sn absndoned 
mine. He loves to &e 1. a fointlj- 
nurked path leading over the Paiio di 
Trona to the bead of Val Vairone

The beautffol valteTS vhoee tolreats 
floiF into the Lake of Como b; its E. 
Bhore are more easily visited tnra Chat 
lake than fiom B«rgamo ; but the 
mountaiiiH that enclose them belong to 
the oattying memben of the range of 
the Lombard Alps, and they could not 
veil be described elsewhere than in 
tbb place. The most considerable of 
these valley* is Val Sattina, a deep 
and broad depression which almMt 
isolates the remarkable range of crys- 
talline limestone lying E. of the Lake 
of Como. The npper portion of Val 
Saisina coosiats of a rather wide un- 
dulating plateau, about l,S0Ofl above 
the level of the Lake of Como, extend- 
ing from near the village of Ballabio 
above Lecco to the N. of Introbbio. 
The streams that reach this plateau 
■re united in the Pioverna torrent 
which flows NW, to Bellano. The de- 
•eent from the platean loa'nrds Lecco 
is very rapid. There is now a good 
road on that side, which is opea to In- 
trobbio, and ahoat 2 m. brther ; bat the 
old road down the valley towards Bel- 
lano is scarcely passable for wheeled ve- 
hicles, and in its present condition caa 
be used only on foot or on horseback. 
The way from Lecco to Bellano affords 
a very pleasant excuiBion for persons 
who Be their head-quarters on tbe lake, 
bnt the path described in the next Rte. 
affordB a still more agreeable way to 
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Introbbio. The mountaini on the E. 
side of Val Sassina contain some valu- 
able mines, the most important of 
which is noticed below, and the geolo- 
gist and mineralogist will find abun- 
dant occupation in the valley. It 
would be difficult to name any siatiun 
in the Alps where the botanist can col- 
lect a richer harvest of rare plants, and 
a few days may well be devoted by him 
to making excursions from Introbbio, 
where there is now a comfortable Inn. 
The Campione, which produces the 
rarest and most beautlfnl of the plants 
noticed below, may be visited in one 
long day from Lecco, and the Grigna 
may be reached from Varenna or Man- 
dello ; but Introbbio is to be preferred 
as a centre. The following short list 
includes only the species which are 
likely to be of especial interest to the 
bolauist already familiar with the Swiss 
Flora. To those which are confined 
to particular spots the names <rf' the 
mountain on which they have been 
found, and, in some cases, the approxi- 
mate height, is affixed within brackets. 
The Resegone has been included as a 
station for some species, though it forms 
a separate excursion from Lcimw; — 
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a Val 6uuiiB momm 
through a busy subnrb of Lecco, where 
a ilender stream U employed to work 
dlk ipmoiDg-vheeU aod other ma- 
chin ery. After escaping iWim the 
liouaes, the road crosses ihe stream, and 
the ascent is steep and almoBl ccmtinn- 
OUB for rather more tbao 1 hr., Tben 
(he lower of the two hamlets, called 
£a/Ia£ui, is reached. The ascent of the 
Campioue may be commenced here, 
but not without a local guide, is a 
■tranger startiag from this side is a]- 
most certain to be involved in difficol- 
tiee. It Ib better to follow (he road 
about two miles farther. A short way 
beyond Ballabio the eummit level is 
Teached, and the road is carried over 
the plateaa forming the head of Val 
Raestaiil, and lying between the lime- 
stone range of the Grigna on the 1., 
and the lower range, chiefly formed <^ 
conglomerate, on the rt side. The 
Origna range inclndes two principal 
■UDimits, The higfaeet is the moun- 
tain generally known by that name, 
but also called Monte Codeno, or 
Grigna Septentrionale, to diatingniah 
it frran the southern enmmit, or 
Grigna Meridiouale, properly called 
Campione. TheGn'.7naattains7,90Bfl. 
—the Campimu 7,l'ss ft. BoUl Uiege 
peaks show towards the Lake of Como 
a very bold front, with lowera and pre- 
eipitoDS walls o( rock rising in tiers. 
The Campione, which appears inac- 
cesaihle from every other side, is easily 
Tesched from the head of Val fiassina, 
by a long, but not very steep slope. It 
is best to keep a direction somewhat 
N. of the highest peak, and then torn 
to the L till the summit is attained. 
This ia formed of succeiBive teeth of 
lock, divided by deep gaps. A little 
scrambling is necessary to reach the 
point where a stone man has been 
erected, and then the tzaveller is di- 
vided by a eleft from the last and 
highest pinnacle of rock, which has 
not been attained, but may probably be 
achieved by a skili^l cragsman. The 
ascent of tiie Grigna iWim the head of 
Val Sassina involves a long and n 
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tonoos climb op a steep unbroken alop^ 
till the ridge is reached a short way 
fimn the highest point To the natu- 
ralist as mM as the ordinary trsTeller, 
the ascent tram the opposite side (Rte. 
F) ia much more interesting. 

In ai hrs. ia a carriage, 3 hrs. on 
foot fhnn Leceo, the traveller maj 
reach Intiubbio (Inn: Alb. deUe Mi- 
□iere, new, clean, and reasonable), a 
thriving village, which the traveller 
maynu^e a centre formany excur- 
sions, Beddes the ascent of the Cam- 
ione, above noliced, 
botanist may visit the 
situated a short way below (he snmmit 
of the Cima di Cam, at fully 6,900 tL 
above the sea. The resident dlreetor 
of this and other mines worited in the 
neighbourhood is Signor Arrigoni. 
Syndic of Introbbio. A naturalist 
wishing to explore the high vslleya 
that converge towards the Pizio dei 
Tre Signori, and to ascend the peak, 
should apply to that gentleman for 
permission to pass the night at a house 
close to the principal mine, which con- 
tains two good beds, sometimes re- 
quired for the ose of directors or ma- 
nagers. The pass lo Val Brembana 
over the ridge of Mimte Bol,ie is not 
very interesting in point of scenery, 
but the botanist will find several en- 
rioos plants on the rocks rl of the re- 
gular track. The way to the head of 
Val VaiTone is noticed in Rte. G. 

The new road is carried about 3 m, 
beyond Introbbio; but after that point 
the old road, never good, has become 
almost impassable, having been partly 
carried away by inundations of the 
Piovema. The stream is crossed near 
Oortabbio, and soon afler passes San 
Pietro and CorCeuova. A little father 
is TarbamlU, where a mineral spring 
attracts a few water-drinkers. To this 
point the slope of the valley has been 
very gentle, but a little below Tar- 
tavalle the Piovema begins to fidl 
rapidly through a defile which it has 
cut through the triassic rocka The 
scenery is extremely picturesque. By 
bearing to the L the traveller ma; go 
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vhkh fceepa to higk groiuid od Hther 
bank of the PioTema, be irill reach 
Bellano (Ino; Alb. detlk Torre), de- 
•eribed in § 33, B(e. B. 



Thf little glen of Eiino, by irHch the 
(p«Teller mey reach V»l 8a»sina from 
Varenna, and which afforda tha essieit 
vay fbr saccDdJDg the Grigna, ia oat 
of the most charming of those retired 
nooks -which abonnd in tie monntaina 
about the L. of Como, and well rewardj 
(hose who make it the ol^ect of a abort 
excuraion from Vareana (see g 39, 
Rle, B). The only drawback is (he 
intense heat to vhich tbe mrreller 
ia exposed who ascends from YareiinB 
after the aun haa begun to telt upon the 
alopea above that Tillage. The ascent 
of the Grigna from thai place la an 
excursion long enough to make It ei- 
pedienl to start at a Tery eariy honr ; 
bnt even without that motive it ia 
adviaable to atact betnuea. 

The trade mounts from Varenna on 
the N. aide at tbe rock on which atand 
the rnins of tbe CaJtIe, and then keeps 
on the ridge above tbe 1. bank of the 
torrent, commandiDg at intervala beau- 
ti&xl views OTcr tbe lake. On the op- 
posite side at the glen la Perleda, in- 
teresting to geologisu for the remark- 
able foEsila ^ the triaaaio period jbimd 
in adjtnning quarries. After a moderate 
ascent, the tnek is cairied at a level 
along tbe SW. slope of the valley, 
gradually approaching the Stream, 
which ia crossed a abort way below the 
poor Tillage of Eimo. In puisaanoe 
of a local regulation, the curate of cap' 
ptBano of the village is bound to keep 
two bedi for fbe aeconunodatton of 
strangers: and this is convenient fbr a 
eatoraliat who desires to have sufficient 
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time fbr die exploration of Ae Oiigna. 
There fa here a track leading SSW. 
over one of the spurs of the Grign* 
to (he shore of the lake IT. of Olcio. 
Above Eaino the track to Val SassinBi 
returns to the L hank, and monnti 
through a dellghtfU glen presenting 
the pCTfection rf park scenery, wher« 
the traveller may fiudhia way over soft 
turf under the shade of noble chestnat 
trees. The higher anmmita of the 
Grigna are not in view, or else the 
scene might riral Ae cboiceM spots of 
the Italian Tyrol. Kear the head of 
this recess Qiere is a path to the rL 
leading to the head of the Neria tor- 
rent, which flows SSW. to the Lake of 
Como by Mandello, and another, faintly 
marked, which is followed in tlie ascent 
of the Grigna. The main track to Val 
Sassina keeps an easterly direction, 
passing near to a ehUet at fbe bead of 
(he glen, where milk may be obtained. 
A abort ascent leads thence to the sum- 
mit of the ridge forming the CoinaJh 
P(M»(Bhont 4,000'?). Ilie scenery OD 
the Val Sasaina side is bolder, though 
not more beautiful than that passed In 
the ascent Some of the shatCered 
pinnaclEB of tire GripiB rise to the rt, 
while the path winds for some way 
amidst steep rocks, and then descends 
by zigzags the steep slope towards the 
valley. The beaten path leads to 
CortenovBi bnt the mountaineer who 
has no objection to rough ground may 
ahoTten the way to Introbbio by making 
hia descent to San Pietro. Folly 2} 
hrs. are reqnired to reach that place 
tram Varenna, and nearly Ij hr. will 
be employed on the way thence U 
Introbbio (aee last Rte.). 

The easiest and at tbe same time 
the moat interesting way for the ascent 
of the Grigna (7,908') follows the 
course above described nearly as far as 
the head of tbe glen of Esino. Monnt- 
ing nearly due S., amid stanted 
brushwood, the traveller soon reaches 
a ridge which commands a view of a 
considerable hollow, or recess, running 
deeply into the mass of tbe Grigna. 
He will find a narrow but easy path 
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tliat aicende Terj gmtly ronnd the W. 
side of thiB holloT, ultimately leaching 
its S. end, which lici it no great dis- 
tance belov the highest ridge of the 
inounlaiii. A rather sleep escent leads 
psEt a miBeroble hovel vhich serves ai 
lodgiog for one or two shepherds, who 
pasture a feir sheep and goats on the 
neatly bare rocks. Continaing to 
ascend, the ttsveller reaches a holloir 
in the mouattiin containing a large 
accumnlation of snow, which never 
completely melts even in the hottest 
summer. It is spoken of bj some local 
writers as a glacier 1 but the snow is in 
the condition of nivi, rather tian that 
of true glacier-ice. Near this the bo- 
tanist maj gather Papaver pyrtnaicam. 
The mountaineer will have no ditBcalty 
in making big way to the highest ridge 
of the mountain, and to the highest 
point which lies near the S. end of the 
ridge. The panorama is veir extensive, 
and includes a great part of the valley 
of the Po, bounded by the Apennines 
of Parma and Modena i bot the Lake 
of Como does not unfold itself so fully 
as might be eipected. The projecting 
Spurs and lover terraces of the mouu- 
taia conceal a gi«at part of it fhim 

It appears to be possible to descend 
tram the ridge dose to the summit to- 
wards Mandello through one of the 
branches of Val Neria ; bot the way is 
certainly very steep, and may he im- 
practicable. A much easier way is to 
return a part of the way taken in flie 
ascent, and then descend to Mandello 
by the head of one of the main branches 
of the Neria. 
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In the description of the E. shore ot 
tiieLake of Como(|33,Bte.B) allusion 
was made to the Varront, a consider- 
able torrent that enters the lake close 
to Dervio. It drains a valley parallel 
to Val Sassina, but far less flrequeoted. 
It is strange that nearly all the com- 
munication between the middle and 
upper part of this valley aod the Lake 
of Corao should be through Bellsno, 
over the ridge separating the two neigh- 
bouring valleys, rather than by the 
natural line of descent to Dervio. The 
ground is so difficult, and the path so 
rough and billy, that the time requisite 
for descending to Dervio is consider- 
ably more than that sufficing to reach 
Bellano ; and it is said ^at in one part 
of the valley the frequent tall of stoaes 
from the fluik* of the Legnooe makes 
the path stHoewhat dangerous. The 
traveller approaching the L. of Ccano 
from Morbegno may take an unfre- 
quented bat interestiog way through 
Val VaiTone, and by giring a second 
day to the excursion will have time to 
m^e the ascent of the Legnooe. There 
is a path tW>m Pedesina in Val del 
Bitto by which c^e branch of Val 
Varrone is reached directly over a pasa 
lying a little S. of W. from that hamlet 
Those who wish to see something of 
the fine sceneiy at the head of Val del 
Bitto will prefer the Patio di Ttana, 
leading to the head <^ the main branch 
of Val Varrone. This is ool very 
attractive in point of BCeneiy ; but 
several rue plants, snoh as Cardamite 
aaar^biia, Aadroaace argenUat and, 
lower down in the valley, Barbarea 
braetaita, reward the botanist for his 
visit. After descending into the bead 
of the valley, a level tract of aJpine 
pasture extends for more than a mile; 
and soon after this terminates, the Oa- 
vellel uoexpectedly finds a good road 
in an iminhshiced and seemingly de- 
serted valley. It has been made with 
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s tW to nf niiig qMntion* which &re 
»t present c»rri«d Eorward lover down. 
mte BCCDerj becomet more iotercatlDg 
ai the rosd deicenilB two BuccessiTe 
atepa, passing tram the I. to the rt 
tank, and a portion of the ridge of the 
Legnone begiiu to ihow itself above 
the nearer slope*. Should the trsTelter 
wish to go diKCtl; to liellano, he must 
follow the road which reluniB to the I. 
hank, and ahoat S m. lower down begins 
to ascend towards a depression in the 
ridge dividing the Varrone from the 
Piovenui. Towards the snininit of the 
ridge he gains a fine view of the Le- 
gnone, and then follows the road across 
a Bearly level plstean whereon stand 
three or fimr villagea, the chief of 
which is Margm. Be then crosses to 
the rt. bank of an affluent of the Fio- 
vems, and ascends geotlv for some dis- 
tance till he finds himsefr in Val Sas- 
afna, on a well-made track, at a great 
height above the course of the Pio- 
Tema, commanding beautiful views. 
At last a steep and long descent bj 
a rough paved track leads down to 
BelUno. 

If the traveller descending Val Var- 
rone from the Paaso di Trona should 
intend to halt at Premana, probably 
the beat quarters in the valley, be most 
be careful not to follow the rMd at the 
point where it retoms to the I. bank of 
the Varrone; About 5 min. above the 
bridge, where the road heg^ni to de- 
scend rapidly, a fainllj-marked path 
turns to the rl, and is earned for some 
distance along the steep slope of the 
mountain, grodnally ascending, and 
attaining a great height above the 
torrent, till it reaches the village 
(Rle. H). 



Route E. 

IHTBOBDIO to COUCO — ABCBNT O 



The traveller who has nndertakea 
to explore the valleys on the E. side 
at the Lake of Como will not be content 
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to omit the ascent of the highest of the 
adjacent peaks, whose bold pyramidal 
form ia so remarkable from most parts 
of the lake. This is the well-known 
^onfe Ltgtimt (e,fl68'). lying in the 
range dividing Val Varrone from Val 
Tellina, and forming the western ter- 
mination of the principal range of flie 
Lombard Alps. Under favourable con- 
ditiona the view is of the highest in- 
terest, and the expedition may be 
strongly recommended to the moun- 
taineer who can spare two or three 
days when in this neighbourhood. It 
is not. indeed, impossible to make the 
ascent tnaa Colico and return on the 
same day to that place; but it is a 
much better arrangement to ascend the 
mountain from the side of Val Vai^ 
rone. The aacent may be combined 
with en excnrsion in Val Sassina and 
the neighbouring valleys by one or 
other of the courses here suggested. 

The easiest way from Introbbio to 
Val Varrone is to follow a track on the 
rt bank of the Piovema from Cortab- 
bio to Bindo, and then ascend gently 
to Margno. The way then lies bytlie 
road mentioned in Rte.G., whidi,after 
passing Sommadino, begins to descend 
towards the Varrona On the (^poeite 
side, and at a great height aboie that 
torrent, are seen two villages. That 
lying immediately opposite, and at the 
base of a ridge that extends to the 
peak of the I^egnooe, is Pagiuma. To 
'"le rt, and separated from Pagnona by 
deep ravine that penetrates b,i into 
the range of the l.egnone, is Prtmona, 
where rather rongh but very tolerable 
quarters are found at a village inn 
kept by MalnganL To nacb the one 
or the other of these villages, it is 

f to cross the Varrone, and 

long and steep ascent. IV 
gnona offers the more direct way to the 
summit ; bnt the course by Premana, 
noticed behnr, b peihaps the more in- 
teresting. 

A second way from btrobhio is by 
a track running nearly dne N. thronsk

A third route from Introbbio, more 
ialiatilntg to the mountaineer thui 
th« abore, ia to take the Pizzo del Tre 
SigiMrl in the waj to Preroana. For 
tbkt paTpoM, it ia best (o go bj- the 
mine <rf Talbona, and then to reach 
die W. faMe of Oie peak, mainlj hj 
following the ridge oreriooking tbe 
bead of Vai BiKiidiiia. Tbewajwoald 
then lie by tbe lalle at the npper end 
of Val del Bitto and the Pstso di 
Tro». (See Htes. D andO.) This 
would be a hard dij'a work it taken 
fromlntrobbio.bat auioderate dayftom 
Valhoca, if ^e traveller shixdd be 
able to sleep there. 

The ascent of the LefOoDs ftnm 
Pagnona is along die sootbnn ridge 
of th« nonotain, and ia probablj' the 
MricM way of reBcfaing the summit. 
The coune from Premana ie along tbe 
E.BldB of tbe wild glen or raiine that 
MpatMe* that fitlage from Pagnoiu. 
Towards the bead of this glen tlie tra- 
veller reaches a gionp of chalets, and 
continuing the ascent with scarcely a 
Utux at path, attains to a little tarn 
•mronnded by dark rooks, whieh often 
temaina l^ien till late in tbe stun- 
ner. Keeping well to the L romid a 
tnojecting buttress in tbe mountain, a 
rough and slightly-matked track leads 
to a piBS or gap overiosking Val Tel- 
lina. Thk pui, call^ L'tJicialo (?), 
is reached in Sj bra. from Premana, 
and the IruTeller may deaeend from it 
in 3 krs. to DeUbio. ha1f-ws.y between 
Uorbegno ami Colico (§ M, Rte. E). 

Tie way to the summit of the Le- 
none Is along the ridge to die L of 
tte pas. This is st«ep, a good deal 
broken, and in places requires some 
MM. The writer encountered bad 
wcUher, and did not eomplete the 
ascent, but has do doubt that die 
views gained fma (he time that a tra- 
Teller reaches the ridge must be ex- 
tremely fine. It would be possiUe to 
dncead from the saamit direol to 
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OoUco, and It would alao b« chj to 
retch Horbegno from the Useiolo Vtm, 
following the Leuua torrtat (hnm to 
tbe high road at Ddebio.

eminent attraedons of the tht«e great 
LcHBhard lakes, it is remarkable that 
•trnngers entering Itaij ftoia the Tyrol 
are not oftener tempted to select a 
ronte which will lead them thioqgh 
Bcencirf grander than that of many of 
the more famous al^e psasea, and 
aftrr tbe usual giadual trasaitioQ to 
Boutbern cliuial* and vegetation, tatexa 
the {4aia of Northern Italy after tra. 
TersiDg a lake which nanks next after 
those that draw viaitors from array 
pen of EaMpe. Tbe Uteral Talleys 
of Val Camonica abound in sceaerj 
of the wildest charact^, but tre at 
yet scarcely kuowu eren to mm of 
science. 

In the present diatrict tre inchtded 
the main valley and the nMiuntain dis< 
tiict lying between it and iae Serio. 
The high masi of euowy mountain* 
whose beat known ausunii ia the Ada- 
mello, lying E. of the head of Val 
Camouica, is described in the next aec- 
tim; buttIieValTrompia,N.ofUTeKia, 
and the ranges between Tal Sabbi* 
and tbe Oglio, are more cooTeuirattj 
comprised in the present diviiion til 
this work. 

The natural division between the 
Adamello group and the ranges eu- 
closing tbe Brescian valleys nearly 
correspond with (he track iiom Breno 
to Bagolino by the pass of Croee Do-

As far as Fnsine, a hamkt abotit 
1 m, abOTe Peliziaoo, the way from 
Msl£ to the ToDHle Pasii is the came 
■B that leading to Bonoio (§ 37,Ble. 
B). At that phMe the new road of the 
Tonale follows the braaeh of Val di 
Sole, called Val Venniglia, in a'Dearly 
direct Une WSW. to the Tonale PaM. 
Vat Vermiglio forms a deep Irench at 
the N. base of tbe granitic range of tbe 
Presanella (§ 40), whoso W. eitremity 
is formed by the MoDle PiscaDDO. 
Three hamlets are passed, of which 



the bighest, properly called Fiitmuy 
(*,lBa^, but often styled Veniiiglio,ha« 
a deceat inn, and the frontier enstom- 
bonse. Beyrad this the road mooats 
the slopes on the M. side of the valley, 
and afier passing under a new Anstnao 
fort, attiOns the summit of tbe Timalt 
Pail (6^83'). Opposite the fort the 
Val Freietta opens to SE. an admi- 
rable *ie« of the Presanella, whose 
highest peak wbb first reached from ibis 
side in 1664 (see § 40, Rte. A). A 
chapel and a poor inn stand leiy near 
the top of the pass, but the hospice has 
been left quite on one aie in making 
the new road. The slopes aod rocks 
of Honta Tonale, H. of the pais, pro- 
dace man; rare plants, of which 
the following deserve to be specially 
Dated.:— Sanunctdui Seguiai, Oxglropit 
HaUeri and O. Gaudini, PoleabUa ca~ 
aumia (of Bota), Sarifraga pianifotia 
and S. atetumelaia, PedictilatU w^won- 
/ofioi PriaiUa inlegrifolia, P. pinjinoju. 
and P muinaa; Orchia Spiizetii; Cartx 
f Val di paUcaru, C.paveillortt, C. KicregloekiM, 
C-btcolor, C. atarma, and C.fiUigi- 
muo, Avena mtspicata, and Poa ludt- 
tiea. 

The itew military road comes to as 
end at tbe snmmit of tbe pass, and tbe 
descent on tbe Italian tide is by tbe old 
narrow and steep road, fit only for light 
Tehkles. The head of Val Camonic* 
b reached at Penlt di Ltgae (4.a34'P), 
with a poor, dirty, and deu' inn. 
The position is tempting lo the moun- 
taineer, as several alpine paths meet 
here. The Gavia Pass, leading to Sta. 
Catarina, is noticed in Rte. F, and the

EiUda (Inni : Leone, tolerable ; Dne 
Mori, bad and dear), is the chief pUce 
in the Upper Val Camunica, 2,293 ft. 
above the sea. For the Aprioa road 
to Tirano, lee Rte. E. A port-carriage 
pHei daitr to Brescia. A little above 
Edolo, the Ogllo benda to the S. snd 
trater>e« a cl^ or duit, throngh 
the axil of the Lombard AIpe, thence- 
forward following a SSW. coarse, pa- 
rallel to thai of the Sena,The ChieK. 
the Lake of Garda, and the Adige. 
About 1 br below Edolo ii the open- 
ing of Vol di Maiga, a glen rnnning op 
to the Terf base of the Adamello, see 
§ 40, Ble. B. Kearl^ 2 hrs. fartfaer ia 
Cedegolo (with a good country inn kept 
b; Ferroletto), at the opening of Val Sa- 
vi'ore,«bich nniteathe slivamsfhnn two 
glens that mn deep into the Adamello 
range. The westernmort is Val di 
Brate, closed at its head by the Ve 
drtlln di Solamo, while farther E. is 
the T'aJ(fi.,4iJaNie leading to the Vedntta 
di Adamt, It is easy to cross (he ridge 
diTidiog tfae latter glen friHn the head of 
VftI di Fnm, but Ihe way to Val Daone 
ish; a track that mounts to 8E. fhim 
the faamlet of laola, and passes tfae Lago 
d' Amo. See { 40, Kte. C. At Cede- 
golo the high road crosses the Oglio, 
leATiiig on the opposite side Grtvo, but 
it retumt to the 1. bank at

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Srau is the principal place in the' 
lower part of Val Camonica, pictn- 
resqaely placed on a rock in the middle 
oftheTalley. Ithasan Inn (Pellegrino) 
offering fhir accommodation, but the 
position is low and hot. Sereral glens, 
the longest of which is Vid PaUobia, 
enter the valley from the E., aod gJTe 
access to the range of hold granitic 
peaks extending 8. fWna the HoDte del 
Castello. The nearest to Breno are 
the AfoHts B/iinm«(9,sai') andJIfonle 
Freront (8,676'}' A track that paasea 
by Pacarzo is the shortest way to the 
Croce Dommi Pass (Rw. G). Below 
Breno the road to Iseo and Brescia 
keeps to the rt. hank of the Oglio, till, 
at the Junction of the torrent from 
Val di Scalve with that river, it leaves 
the road of the rl hank which extends 
to l.oTere, and traTerse* the allovial 
fiat on tbe I. bank to Fisogne near the 
infloz of the Oglio into the Laki of 
Itto. Without attempting to place 
this lake on a level with the three great 
Lombard lakes, nor even with that of 
Lugano, it may fairly be said that ita 
attractions have not had a fair share 
of notice ftom travellers. The length, 
allowingfor its stnnewhat sinaons form, 
is about IT m.i and Ita breadth ap- 
proaches 3 m., except at the middle, 
where it widens out, and the space la 
occupied by a large rocky island. 
Thongh the monntains rise in gentle 
slopes above the shores, some of them 
attain a considerable height, and the 
Mrmte Guglielmo, BE. of Fisogne. 
reaches 6,374 ft The snrihce of the 
lake ia 627 ft above the sea, and its 
depth about 700 ft A frequented 
road leading to Iseo and Brescia runs 
along the E. shore, where there are 
many villages and hamlets; the oppo- 
site side is comparatively deserted, 
though it offers many fine sites, and 
two or three pr^rietora possess villas 
on that hank. The chief commanica- 
tion on the lake is hj steamer. In 
IS6a the steamer left l^vere about 
4 A.H., reached Iseo about 5. and then 
went in about j hr. to Bamico. Ia 
returning, it started ftum Samico at 
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10 A.N., called at Imo M 10.45, and 
theo went to Lovere. 

The irrilcr, ia place of k ' tiilj Idd 

Stbe water-aide,' ipoken of in a work 
authoritj, fooad the Vapore at Iito 
lu be misenble and Sltbj, about the 
wont Le haa ever encoonteied in the 
North uf Ital;. The poaitioD of Iseo 
ia intei-eeiing to the geoliwiat. The 
remaina of the ancient moraines of the 
Oglio are Tery exteuaiTe. This neigh- 
iMurbood has been well examined by 
M. G. de Moriiilet, whoae view* sa to 
the origiD of Alpine lakes are referred 
to in the Introduction (art. Geology). 
The olive gruwa freely oa the slopes 
aurroiinding the lakes, and in aooie 
sheltered spots orange and leman trees 
ripen their t^L Cum^xmmZii libiriea, 
and other inten^ating plants, may be 
found on d rocky knoll cromied by a 
mined castle a little E, of the rilluge 
of laeo. Besides the diligence for 
Edolo, omnibuses ply twice a day be- 
tween laeo and Brescia. The road 
mns through a fertile country, with 
pleasing views of the vooded moan- 
tains thai form the aouthem extremity 
of the range dividing Che valley of the 
Oglio fnan Yal Trompia, to 

Bracia (Inna: Alb^ d' Italia; 
Regina d' Inghilterra ; Gambaro ; be- 
sides many second-rate houses), a fine 
city that has twice expiated bj^ ftight- 
fiil suffering the patriotic spirit of its i 
inbabitanta. ba capture by the French 
in the 16th century was aignaliKd by 
atrocitiea that even In that age sur- 
passed the license of military violence ; 
and in our own day it haa eupporled 
fhim the Austrians a bombudment 
that caused needless devastation, whoEe 
traces are not yet effaced. The Museo 
Patrio, containing a famous bronze 
vinged statue of Victory, with many 
other Roman antiquities, occupies the 
interior of a very interesting building 
originally surrounded by Corinthian 
columns, erected or restored by Ves- 
paaian. The ancient cathedral, or 
Duomo Vecchio ) the Duomo Nuovo, 
conspicuous for its laige cupola, and 
many other churches, some of them of 
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high antiquity, deserve the traveltert 
notice. The civic building* of Krescia, 
including the Palazzo della Loggia, 
the Rroletto, the Torre delle PaLlala, 
&C., and the palaces of the old families 
<rf the city, ue on a scale which ia uos 
to be Been in towns of much greater 
importance north of the Alps. Thu 
ramparts, now converted into a pablio 
drive, command fine views of (he sur- 
Tonnding country. The Campo Santo, 
near the town, contains many fina 
nioniunents, and deserve* a viait. 



The traveller approaching Val Ca- 
moaica from the W. may choose be- 
tween several routes IWim Bergamo. 

The shortest way is to take the rail- 
way to i'u^zzalo, a large village on the 
Oglio, about 6 m. ^m the S. end of 
the Idke of Iseo. He may there hire 
a light carriage, or take the omnibus 
(twice daily f) to Santico, a village oo 
the rt bank of the Oglio, juat at the 
point where it issoes from the Lake of 
Iseo. It haa an indifFerent Inn. The 
traveller may then proceed to laeo (last 
fite.), or (o Lovers (see below), by the 
steamer. Pleasant walks maybe made 
from Samico over the billi above the 
lake, and the pedestrian may take that 
course to Lovere, ascending on hia way 
theJlfonU£n»<2aHe(4,44G'), command- 
ing a One view over the lake, and then 
pass by Fonteno and Esmale. Auoth^ 
way is by a wooded valley, called Val 
Citkppio. lying on the W. side of 
Monte Bronzone, and about due N. uf 
Samico. There is a track that way to 
Lovere which passes Adraia and Fon- 

Another w» from Bergamo to the 
lake is by the Baths of Treacorrt (about 
10 m. from that town), now much fie- 
qaented for its mineral waters, but not 
atltactive to the traveller. Tliia.plgoe

village with a fair conntry Inn (Canone 
d' Oro), offering Che best quarters and 
the prettiest position on the lake. 
Among other short eioureioiM in the 
neighbourhood, the straoger may vint 
a curious gorge, called Orrido di Ti- 
nazio, near the road from Treacorro. 

Haviog reached I^vere, either by 
Samico or by Val Cavallina, there ii 
a good road along the rt bank of the 
Oglio. By that way the main road from 
Breaeia to Rreno and Gdolo is joined 
abont S m. from Lovere.

Reference has been made in Rtes. A 
and C to the Val di Scalve, one of the 
ehief latetal valleys of Val Camonica. 
A» in all tbe valleys that penetrate 
deeply into the range of the Lombard 
Alps, thetorrentatthe head of thevalley 
Sows parallel to that range from E. to 
W. At the hamlet of Vihninore it 
turns to the 8., and nltimately flow* 
SE. into Val Camonica. As nwutioned 
in the last Rte., the Vol di Scalve m» 
be entered from Castione by a pass SE. 
of tbe Prestdana ; bnt the ordinary way 
is by a bridle-track that tnms aside 
from the hi^ msd aboot 8 m. from' 
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LoTcre, and moonU the alope above 
the 1. bank. Fnlly 4 lire, are re- 
qnired tor the gradual ascent b^ a path 
winding along the moantain deelivit]^ 
to re»ch the point where the TsilKj 
tons to the E. along the base of the 
range whoie highest lammits are 
MaiiU Gteaa and Moate Venerocdo. 
Through a lateral glen that joins the 
vallef close to Vilminore, s rough 
track mounts to a pass on the £. side

The chief village of the upper part 
of Val di Scslve is Schilpano, where a 
uaCnialist may prnbahlj find tolerable 
accomniodatioi. The line injunction 
between the Verrucano and the Trias 
sppeaia to ntn along the head of the 
valler, and the Venerocolo produces 
many of the rare plants that prefer a 
aiticeoiu soil. 

The bridle-track from Schilpario to 
the upper part of Val Csmonica is car- 
ried about 10 m. nearly due E. to Capo 
di Ponte, on the high road, about 5^ m. 
N. of Breno, or 13 m. bam Edolo. A 
■horter way for a pedestrian to the 
Utter place bears to the 1. tttmi the 
bridle-track, mounts a rather steep 
ridge, and descends into Val Paisco, 
whioh eaters Val Camonica about S m.

The excellent new road i 
Aprica Pass is very 
travellers who would combine a visit 
to Val Camtmica with a tour in the 
Beruina Alps. The ascent tiotn Edolo 
through the Vol di CtHteno, a lateral

is gradual, and nowhere very steepi 
and in about i m. the trayeller reachen 
the summit of the -4 prico Pom {4,053'). 
There is a very rough inn at the poor 
hamlet of Aprica. near the summit. 
The descent into VaU Tellina is much 
more abrupt than tlie ascent on the op- 
posite side, and the diSereoce of level 
much greater. Near the point where the 
declivity becomes steep there ii a very 
fiae view reaching at least 30 m. 
along the course cd' the Adda, from a 
place called Belvedere, where ^ere is a 
neat little country inii. The descent 
is efiected by one long iigiag, and in 
one place a short lonnel is made to 
permit die passage of the new roaiL 
The road ftnm Tresenda to Sondrio i( 
desoribed hi § 36, Bte.

The Boule last noticed is ccnvenient 
for those who are unable to achieve a 
moderate day's walk \ but the present is 
in every way preferable for the moun- 
taineer, connecting, as it does, two dis- 
tricts that offer many objects of attiac- 
tion, by a wild and striking pass. In 
mounting tcom Ponte di Legno, which 
is about 1,500 ft. bwer than Sta. Cata- 
rina, T brs.. exclusive of halts, shouLl 
be allowed ; but when travelling in the 
opposite direclioD,a steady walker mai^ 
accomplish the distance in about 6 hrt. 

A rough char-road is carried along 
the W. side of the valley, keeping at 
same heigbt above the rt. bank of th« 
Ogliotilfit approaches the village i)t 
Pezio, which stands on rising ground 
above the apposite hank, NE. of the 
village a short glen leads to a low and 
easy pass — Potto di jtftutlozzo— lying 
between the Monte Tonale and the 
Monte Toizo. over which runs a path 
that leads from Peszo to P«jo in Val di 
Sole in less than 4 brs. Local tradition 
asserts that the now nearly bare slope* 
on either side of the Oglio were once 
covered with denae forests, which vera 
destroyed bj fire during 1001 of tht 
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lal^ Vol Maim. 

The traveller boaod for the Gbtib 
PnSB should leave Pezxo on hti rt haod, 
•nd follow the trsek th»i keepa clo»e to 
the 1. bank of the Oglio, till he meeU 
Ihe cut-rosd fWim that villa^ at a 
ohBljbeate tpring JDBt below the nearlf 
6n<!dTip laM of SiluMi. Miu N.end 
the appearance of the ground and the 
large blocki scattered over the Tallej, 
giie c^onr to the tradition that 2,000 
ahe^ and aeveral ahepherdi were here 
oreTwhelmed by a berg-fall. Here the 
cart- road comea to an end, and a rough, 
but frequented track begins to wind up 
the moantain eide. Nearly balf-wajt 
in the ascent is a wiuo, or baita, where 
fresh milk is generally oblaiaable. The 
Val Mazza opens out at its head, and 
the chief sources of the Oglio are the 
•trearas that are seen to descend from 
amall glaciers on the flanks of the 
mountaina IfJQg W. of the valley. The 
highest of these is called on the Aus- 
trian map * Monte Gavia,' and its height 
is stated on the autborit; of ' Anstrion 
Engineers' to be 11,752 ft. The name 
does not appear to be known, ac least 
on this side of the moontaiD ', sod the 
height, as the writer hu ttsut«d him- 
self by leyelling, is little, if at all, over 
11,000 ft. Bearing a little to the I. from 
the track, the traveller gains a good Tiew 
of the Lago Scuro, a dark lam more 
than 7,000 ft. above the sea, whence 
issnes a rimlet which is often deemed 
to be the source of the Oglio. 

The track keeps well to the rt., very 
itony towards the top, hut not easily 
missed onlesa covered with snow. The 
passage is not at the centre of the 
broad trongh that divides the high 
range of the Tresero to the rt, fi^m 
the Bomewhat lower mountains to the 
W., but lies over some fiat ledges 
of rock. 100 tV above the lowest 
point. The wooden cross marking the 
sommil is about H,600 ft above the 
lea. The broad valley on the N. lida 
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of the pass is one of the most singular 
in the Alps, as it extends for several 
miles vith a merely trifling inclination, 
although the torrent has cut a channel 
of vast depth in its centre. To the 1. 
of the path .and somewhat below it, ia 
tbeZa^ Bianco, a small lake formed 
by the melting of the snows. Its S. 
end lies close to the Watershed be- 
tween the Oglio and the Adda, bat iti 
stream flows through Val Gavia to the 
Utter river. The tract now travetaed 
has been compand to the summit of the 
Ravyt Pass, to which it offers some 
resemblance, though but a superficial 
one, as this is not a plalesn, bnt a flat- 
bottomed vaUey enclosed between two 
parsUel ridges. The summit of the 
pass, and the dreary tract extending 
through the head of Val Gavia, are ill- 
umed for the numerous fatal accidents 
that havebefhllen wayfarers overtaken 
by the tourmente on this shellerlen 
wilderness. Many small crosses record 
these events. One such on the N. side 
of the pass marks the place where the 
body of a widow was found whose 
husband had perished years befbre In 
the same manner, a few hundred yards 
from the same spot Another recordi 
the fate of two monks. 

Two paths lead from the summit to 
Santa Catarina. The Senter di Tre- 
sero, keeping to the E. side of the 
valley, is somewhat longer, hnl much 
easier, and is almost univeraally pre- 
ferred. On the opposite side is the 
so-called Senter di Gavia, said to be 
very rangh, and to involve several bb- 
cents and descents. For a considerable 
distance the Senter di Tresero lies over 
a flat w^te paved with small fra^nenU 
of stone, and watered by rivulets fhim 
the SDOwfieldt on the adjoining slopes. 
Only here and there the brilliant colours 
of the gentian, primrose, and androsace 
give variety to the scene. Leaving on 
the rt. hand the rough slopes that lead 
up to the Sfbrzellina Pass (§ 37, KtcB), 
the traveller approaches the opening 
through which the Gavia Glacier pro- 
trudes its icy tongue close to the track. 
Th« main torrent from the Lago

The Pais of Crooe Domini, and the 
paths leading to it od either side, 
Dearly coinoide with an orogrsjihic and 
also a geoiogical boundary, between 
the hi^ granitic nuige» that extend 
northward fram thence to Val Ver- 
miglio, and the sedimentary rocks that 
enclose the so-called Brescian Talleys. 
On the W. side the track here noticed 
is not particularly interesting i bM the 
beautifnl vslley of the Catfaro, by 
vhich the traveller descends to the 
Chiese, is scarcely to be siirpaased for 
Twied and picturesque scenery. Jo 
going to the pass from Breno, it is not 
necessary to descend along the Oglio 
to the junction of the torrent from the 
piM. There is a shorter tra«k by 
Fcdano to Pmtint, and the way then 
liea along the rt. bank of the torrent, 

. through B glen which, at least in its 
upper part, is somewhat bare and de- 
ficient in sttikiug t'eatures. The Cnia 

. Dammi Pau, about 6,500 tL in height, 
Is the most direct way from Val 
Cannmica into the valley of the Chiese, 
but is little frequented. Primula ca^-

may be gathered on the ridge a 
above the aunmiit. Some redouota 
were thrown up here by the Austrians 
in 1859. The mule-track, after de- 
scendiug the grassy ridge at the sammit 
of the pass. follows.B circuitnua coarse, 
keeping for a I'onaiderabie distance an 
easterly direction, until it reaches the 
upper valley of the Calftro The way 
i^theaceforward about dues., by a track 
alorig thatstream. A more direct course 
from the pass may b<.> taken tluMugh 
a wUd glen called Val Saaguinera, 
which descends SE. to join iheCslfaro 
several miles lower down than the regu- 
lar patti. In ascending from Bsgolino, 
there is not much difflcutty in find- 
ing the way by the E. slope of Val 
Sjnguioera; but it might be difficult to 
deaci'nd through it without local know- 
ledge, and the scenery of the ordinary 
path is probably at Itast as interesting. 
The Talley of the Odfaro, whici 
penetrates by various branches into 
the group of liigh peaks to the north, 
whose summits range from 8,000 to 
9,000 ft , abounds with exquisite pie- 
I, and may well induce the lover

marhably fine waterfalls: the 
lowest, about I hr. above Bagolino, 
near the point where the track crosses 
to the 1. bank by a stone bridge, would 
probably gain celebrity if it were not 
very difficult to obtain a favourable view 
of it. Mines hav* been worked at 
various points in the valley, but they 
do not appear to have been prodnctive, 
and except a few scattered houses of 
the poorest class, there is no village, or 
even hamlet, foond nntil the travel- 
ler dascends to ISagclmo. Tolerable ac- 
commodation ia found here at a rustic 
Inn (kept by Ciaj^iana?). As in odier 
similar places, some patience is ne- 
cessary for the traveller arriving in a 
place where there is no provisiou for 
bia reception, and a foreign visitor ia 
a rare and almost unknown aaimal. 
The position of the village (about 
2,000 ft. above the sea), on the brow 
of s steep declivity overlooking the 
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deep TBlley of Ih* CalfarD, JB very 
beautiful. A char-road has been eon- 
BlmcKd through the lover part of the 
Tallef, but the judicious traveller vho 
traverBes it early ia the morning or 
late in the afterriooQ will prefer lo 
walk. About I m. below the Tillage 
the well-made new road creases to the 
rt. bank, and the valley gradually opens 
M a rapid desceot leads down towards 
Ibe Lake of Idro. The tnyeller who 

" would enter the Auairiao territory by 
the bridge of Lodrooe may lave time 
hy a abort eut down grassy slopes, 
under the shade of fine cliestnat trees, 
and in 1 br. friim Bagolino will reach 
the bridge which is the boundary of 

_ Tyrol (see § 40, Rte. A). The L 
bulk of the Calfaro belongs to Austria 
for a distance of about 1 m. oaly : the 
frontier line then turns to N. , leaving 
the Mte. Cam (6,406') orer Bagolino 
on the Italian aide of ibe boundary. 



The tnveller wishing to visit Tal 
Trompia (described in the next Rte.) 
from the L^e of Iseo bas a choice of 
mviy agreeable paths. The easiest ia 
reached from the village of Iseo by 
mounting the wooded hills above Ibe 
lake, wbich are traversed by many 
rough paths. In J hr. he will fall into 
a bridle-path leading to Polaveno, a 
poor village in the hills, half-way be- 
tween Iseo and Gardone. The de- 
scent to the Val Trompia is very 
agreeable, and Uiere 18 a tolerable road 
all the way. Gardone is 1^ br. de- 
scending from Folaveno. The whole 
walk takes from 3 to S} hrs. 

Another much rougher path leads 
from Pisogne at the head of the L. of 
Iko to Bovegno in 5 hta. 
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The Val Trimpa, producing the 
greater portion of the iron nsed m the 
manulacture of arms for which Bresda 
has long been famous, lies immediately 
to the N. of that city, and is draiued 
by the Mella, a stream that enjoys the 
distinction of being mentioned in the 
veiwa of Virgil and Calnilus. The 
scenery of the valley is pleasing ; and 
the route here indicated is the moet 
direct, and perhaps the most agreeable, 
for entering the Italian Tyrol from 
Brescia. 

There is a good road aa thr as Bo- 
vegno, which has been lately continued 
as far as S, Colombano at the head of 
the valley. An omnibus plies daily 
between Brescia and Bovegno, leaving 
die city at 3.30 P.M., and retnming at 
4.30 l.n., on the following morning. 
The bills begin lo rise on either side of 
the MelU very soon after the traveller 
leaves Brescia, bnt do not deserve the 
name of mountains until he approaches 

Gardonr (Inn: Stella d' Oro, in the 
little piazza, good and reasonable), the 

tirincipal place in the valley, 12 Jta- 
laD or nearly 14 EngUsb m. frcan 
Brescia, The valley is rather thickly 
peopled, and there are many iron- 
works connected with the mines which 
are worked at many places in the moun- 
tains at the upper end. The road is 
carried all the way along the 1. bank of 
the Mella to Booegno (accent on the first 
syllable). There is here a very fair iDn. 
Above this village the scenery beeomes 
more interesting ; ^e torrent of the 
Mella brawls between siliceous roekc, 
probably referable to the pemicniio ; 
and alpme plants, snch as Sikne rupti- 
trii, descend to the banks. The road 
passes CoUio, a poor village aboat 4 m. 
from Bovegno, and ends about S m. 
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ettablisbment, yMXdj litnated, where 

vaters of s. mineral spring. Here 

CominencFi the ascent to tlie pasi coa- 
necting the head MTVftl Trompiawith 
the vallej of the Calfaro. There ia a 
veil-traced hridle-tTsck Thtch moimta 
bj zigzags, keeping a direction nearly 
doe E. ^tween the Monie Manila to 
the N., uid the Dosso Alio, on tlie 8. 

The latter moaulain has 
been visited by Zantedesehi and other 
botanists, who have found on it many 
of the rarett ipeciei of tbii district In 
the npper end of this valley, and in 
that of Calf aro, the botanist will observe 
Arabu HaOtri, het« rather common. 
lliere [s a shed at the summit of the 
pass where wayfarers nsually bait for 
le&esbmeot la 1S6S it was occupied 
by an old man who declarpd that he 
had spent fifty-six lanunan in the same 
place 1 

The descent into the valley of the 
CaUara is by a very roagh tntcic, which 
may, however, be avoided by short cots 
in many places. The views gained 
througluiat the wa^ to Bagolino (Bte. 
G) are very beautiilil, and the travel^ 
ler may well be tempted to make that 
village his headHinarters for one or 
two days, in order to explore the up- 
per part of the Catfsro valley. The 
way to Lodrone is noticed in Bte. G. 
The hurried traveller who wishes to 
descend at once to Lodrone may pro- 
bably save some time by avoiding 
Bagolino. The writer believes that 
there is a track on the S. side of the 
valley by which the new road may be 
reached at or near ttie bridge by which 
it passes to the rt. bank of the Calfaru 
below Bagolino. 



This Bte. is indicated here, although 
information as to details is completely 
defective, in order to call attention to 
tbe Uist thai then: is a road, completed 



within the last few years, which offers 
a direct and agreeable way for a tra- 
veller wishing to visit the Lake of Idro, 
described in the next section, from 
Brescia. It is carried through a hilly 
country commanding fine views ac 
gome points, and traverse* Freseglie 
before reaching the main road through 
Val Sabbia at Barghe. That hamlet 
is about 3 m. below Vestone, which is 
&rtber noticed in § 40, Bte. A. 
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AI1A1I£LL0 t 
Tbatkllebs who attain to a com- 
manding height on the S. aide of the 
Pennine Alps usually see in the tax east 
an extensive range of snowy Alps 
crovned by some high conical peaks. 
One after another has satisfied himself 
with the assumnce thai the most pro- 
minent of these peaks mnst be the 
Orleler Spilze, and people have come 
to fancy that they recognised the pecu- 
liar form of that mountaia, sJthongh 
in fact il is so situated 'that nothing 
beyond the bare summit of the peak 
can be seen frmn the westward above 
the range of Monle Cristallo. A re- 
ference to the map and a compass would 
usually have sufficed to show tbe care- 
ful tiBveller that the snowy range in 
question lies considerably to the ^. of 
the Orteter group, and might perhaps 
have bad the effect of sooner drawing 

of tbe higher masses of the Alps, which 
we here distinguish by the name of its 
beet known summit as the Adamello 
gronp.

Btreanis of ihe Soutbem Alps — the 
SafcB »nd the Chiese. On the W. side 
several short gleni de!cend towards 
Val Camonics, *nil bear down tribute 
to the waWTs of the Oglio ; but the 
lai^er portion of the drainage of the 
glacier region is carried into the Sarca, 
and ultimaiel; reaches the Lake of 
Garda. 

The principal mass to -which the 
fbregoinj; renurki apply Is fonned of 
a remarkable granite, highly crjBtalliae 
in texture, containing much ampbibo- 
lite, and. so br as the writer has seen 
it, nowhere eihibking the gradual 
transition into gneiss -which is so eom- 
biodIj visible in the Alps. Extending 
southward through the ridges that 
enclose the head waters of the Chiese, 
the same granite forms on the one side 
the peak of Monte del Castello, and 
the adjoining summits to tbe S.; aod 
on the other, the Monte Grisa (9,749'), 
and ^e range at the head of Val di 
Bregnazo. There is reason to think 
that tliis it by far the most considerable 
mass of true granite in the Alps. 

A, zone of metamorphic rocks Is 
traceable along the E. side of the gra- 
nitic range, and may possibly eit-^nd 
some way along the N, side, in Val 
7ennigIio ; bat towards Val Camonica 
Oie granite ^ipears to come in imme- 
diate contact witii tbe gneiss that pre- 
Tuls in the upper part of that valley. 

A glance at the geological map 
shows that a line drawn 88W. from 
Dimaro in Val di Sole to Condino on 
the Chiese nearly coincides with the 
boundary between the metamorphlc 
rocks, above spoken of, and the inrassic 
liineacone, which is here for the most 
part converted into dolomite. It will 
be observed that the same boundary also 
coin sides with a line of depresaioaoccn- 
pied by foor valleys which are conoecied 
by two low passes, extending about 
50 m. nearly in a straight line to Vts- 
tone in Val Sabbia. It may also be 
remarked that the same line i« parallel 
to the valley of tbe Adige, the Lake of 
Garda, and the prindpal portion of Val 
Camonioa, I 



the 

present Sectioa includes the granitio 
range whose chief sommiu are the 
Presanella (1I.68S'), the Adamello 
(11,667'), and the CarS Alto (1 1,303'); 
and, in addition to this, the high maM 
of dolomite maunliins lying between 
Va! Rendena and Val Sel»a to the W., 
and the Val di Mon and the Adige 
to the E. We also include the beaa- 
tiful region extending southwards to- 
wards the plains of Luinbardy between 
the Chiese and the lake of Gu^ 

It is impossible to look at the map 
of the district here ijefined without 
being struck by a characteristic peea- 
liariiy in the course of the two chief ri- 
vers and their tributaries. These flow 
either from NHE. to SSW. along the 
main valleys, or else through narrow 
clefts whose direction is n«u^y from 
W. to E., so that the eotuBe of each of 
the principal streams makes one or 
more sharp elbows. 

If the writer is not misled by per- 
sonal predilection, the portioD of the 
Alps DOW to be described is one of 
those moit abotmding In attractions. 
The peaks do not tival the greater 

E'ants of ^le Alps-, but they rise ont of 
w valleys, so thattheir relative height 
is very great. The scetrery of Val 
Rendena is pre-eminent for the ohana 
of variety. On the one side is a vast 
gUeler r^on, but partially ezplor«d. 
whose peaks areprobAblyall aeoesslble; 
on the other is a group of dolomite 
mountains, of which the highest — the 
Brenta Alta(10,77l')— is Inferior only 
to tbe Marmolata In height, and fully 

anals it In the boldness and iaacces- 
lility of its towers and pinnacles. 
Much additional iirfbmatioii m to 
this district has been recently obtained. 
The writer has paid to it several too 
hurried visits, but has not been for- 
tunate iu regard to weather. He has 
been l&tdy followed by several Eof- 
lish mountaineers, and by Lieut-Cd. 
von Sooklar, but the most persevering 
and snccestinl explorer has been Lieut. 
Julius Payer, to -whose valuable paper, 
published in Petermann's ' Geogra[dN 
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iiehe Mittbeilungen,' ttia reader ie 
referred for details. 

The atnuger in tbis district it apt 
to encoonter more diScolty than usual 
in the Alps in ascertaining the names 
of the mountains. As a general rule, 
the Dative mountaineer takes no es- 
pecial notice of the peaks of the Alps. 
At an early period the mountain pas. 
tares to vhich be resorts vith his 
cattle bad acquired distinct names, as 
did also the passes leading from one 
vftllej to another I but in the great 
roajori^ of cases the names of the 
Bummils have rranained Tague and uu- 
certain, except vhere regular surreys, 
or at least the visits of strangers, have 
fixed specific names to certain peaks. 
In this district scarcely any strangers 
bave been seen, eicep^ng the officers 
employed oa the Austrian Survey, who 
have usnally been nnfkmiliir with the 
language c^ the people, so that (he 
notnenclature remains in its natural 
unsettled couditioii. The native term 
vedretla, applied either to a glacier 
or sDow-field, is coUeolJTely ^veu 
to portixins of the snowy range in- 
cluding several peaks, and has been 
incoiTectly attached to one or other of 
these by the person* engaged in map- 
ping the district. 

The writer is happy to adopt nearly 
ail the nimes proposed by Lieut. Payer, 
Buve as regsnls the twogreat glaciers 
at the head uf Val di Genovs, for which 
he has malntaiaed the desigaations 
adopted by von Sonklar, since followed 
by Mr. Tuckett, and by himself, and 
certainly used by some, if not all, of 
the herdsmen at the head of the valley. 

The heights of the peaks in this 
group do not appear to have been »c- 
coraiely determined, and ii is ques- 
tionable whether those of the Austrian 
Kataiter are not loo low bjnearly 200 
ft. There is no guide ia Val Rendena 
who can be safely recommeiided as a 
companion in glacier excursions. Mat- 
teo and Bonifazio Nicolosi of Molieno 
are good cragsmen, and with some 
practice may perhaps become efficient 
guides. Fair accommodation is found in 



most of the villages in this district, 
and there ar« good country Ions in the 
larger pUoes, such as Storo, Coudlno, 
Tione, &c- The best bead-quarters . 
far a mountaineer are found at Pinzclo, 
near the head of Val Beodena. 
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A tolerabjy good carriage-road runs 
all the way, except between Dimaro 
and Piniolo, where there is afrequented 
bridle-track. The route here laid 
down lies for the most part along, or 
very near to, the boundary between 
the older metamorphjc rocks and the 
Jurassic limestone; so that nearly alt 
the way iroat Dimaro to the Lake of 
Idro the traveller has granite or meta- 
morphic rocks on his rt. liand, while 
on tiie other side crystalline limestone 
and dolomite form peaks that present 
a striking contiast to the others in 
shape and appearance. Close to Di- 
maro {§ 37, Rte. B) the Melledro issues 
from a narrow glen called Vai Sclta, 
and the way to Val Rendena ia by a 
rough track that mounts rather rapidly 
along the base of a range of limestone 
eragB. The W. side of Val Selva ia 
densely wooded, as the name Imports, 
but (he aie bas begun to devastate the 
prinuevsl forest Towards the head of 
the glen, in boggy groBTid near the 
track, the botanist may nther three 
Britidt plants — Andromeda potifoUa, 
Cam paucifiora, and C. (imo»a— all of 
them, but especially the first, veiy rare 
on the S. side of the Alps. The pass 
leading from Val Setva to the basin of 
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the Sarca ii a deep depreiiion in the 
bifh range 'which elseirhere encloses 
the head of that river, and Is not more 
than about 6,200 ft in height. The 
ridge, locally called GintBrit, is partly 
corered with wood, and »n ea*}' desctnt 
leads from it to the pilgrimage church 
and inn of La Madonna di Campiglio 
(4,95S'). RoughhuteleanquatterB, are 
found at this attractive spol, command- 
iag fine viewe of the Montt Spinale 
(8,198'), Thldi i» accessible without 
much difficolty; and the exppditlon 
may be reconunended to the botanist, 
who will there find many of the eha- 
racterietio plants of the dolomite moua- 
taias. The vallej leading to Pinzolo 
is called Vol bambino ; and its opper 
portion is open, affording most striking 
views of the neighbouring peaks. The 
Nambino torrent flows from a recess 
in the mountains S. and £. of the 
Monte Spinale ; and by that way there 
is a pass to Val Sporeggio, a lateral val- 
ley of Val di Non (see Rte. H). The 
track to Pinzolo keeps to the slopes 
above the rt bank of the Nambino, 
and leaves on Ibe opposite side of the 
vatlej' the opening of Val Brenta and 
Val Agnola, which run deep into the 
mass of the Brenta Alta, whcae won- 
derful towers and pinnacles remaiQ in 
view all the way to the chapel of Si. 
Antonio. The descent then becomes 
more rapid; the toTTeot issuing from 
Val Nambrone descends oa the rt from 
the recestei of the Pretauella, joins 
the Nambino, and both together very 
soon enter the bead of Val Rendena. 
The first hamlet is Caresolo, and about 
J m. ftrther the traveller reaches 

Kniofo (a,SU'). In this remote 
spot, persona not over-fsetidioua find 
very &ir accommodation, much civi- 
lity, and very reasonable charges, at an 
Ion kepi by Bonapoce, which standi a 
Utile way to the L of the road in enter- 
ing the village by the road from Tion& 
Improvements will doubtless be made 
as the place becomes more freqaeuted 
by strangers. Many days may be well 
spent here in eicunioos, 8 few of 
which are noted here, but each 



veller may strike out new expedition 
for himself. 

Val Rtndena Is the name of the inha- 
bited portion of the upper valley of the 
Sarca extending NME. from Tione to 
Caresolo. It is ooe of the deepest of the 
interior valleys of the Alps, not rising 
more than 800 A. in a distance of 10 m. 
Nrar Pinzolo tbe Sarca issnee from 
Val di GauiBa, a glen clothed with 
dense forests, through which it has 
flowed for many miles nearly dne E. 
In this wild valley there is no perma- 
nent dwelling, and it was almost nn- 
koowD, BHve to the native hunters and 
herdsmen, until of late years, when 
the woods have been thinned to supply 
fuel fbr glass-worits at Tiooe, and 
cart-tracks have been carried np it for 
a eousiderahle distance (see next Kte.). 
The churches in Val Rendena deserve 
the attention of tbe antiquary, and 
there are two near Pinzolo which tbe 
stranger should not omit to visit. That 
nearest the village, scarcely ^ m. dis- 
tant, is dedicated to San Vigllio, and 
is covered within and without with fres- 
coes. Those outside, though suffering 
from time and neglect, are the most re- 
markable ; and portions of a Daoce of 
Death, which are in tolerable pre»ei^ 
vation, and bear the date 153G, have 
considerable merit as works of art 
Tbe frescoes of the interior, illusltn> 
live of the life of St. Vigilio, are in- 
I^rior in design. More interesting 
than this is the small chnrch of San 
Steftno, alio adorned with frescoes, 
and standing on a rock at the opening 
of Val di Oenova. It appears to be very 
ancient.and contains along inscription, 
recording the passage of Charlemagne 
through the valley with a body of *,000 
knights, &c, and the Privilegium ac- 
corded lo the church by thai Emperor 
and the reigning Pope i Eugenius). 

Those who do not attempt tbe ascent 
of tbe Preaanella may make an agree- 
able excursion, which will give them 
some insight into tbe topography of 
tiiat fine mountain. Rather more than 
I hr. from Pinzolo is a noble wateM^ll 
of the copiODS torrent from the A^ af 



A^ar^,*lieN the minor ■ttMmoTiong 
from the inowi of the Pnunclb, and 
levenU mueea of glacier lying on its 
flanbB, unite and fall in a snccenioD of 
cascades into V*i di Genora. A longh 
path monDtl on the £. side of the water- 
fall, not commanding Terj DiToarable 
vieva, and euntinaei to tieend, chieSy 
mmidst vood, till, in 4j hrs., the malga 
of Nardisii reached. Somewaytutbe 
Lofthe path ia another waierfall, which 
II I iM eren finer than tke first, but it 
Tould take some time to approach it. 

There can be no doubt that the Prt- 
KBulla, here called Ciina di NardiM 
(ll,6SB'),ia most eauly accessible from 
' the Vedretta di Nardit, which descend! 
8E. tiaia the peak. The aommit 
was first reached in ISS4 by Meaars. 
Fresbfietd, Beacheroft, and Walker, 
with Fianfois DcToaamoad. Sleeping 
at a shepherd's but in Val Preseua near 
Piziano, they ascended by the W. side 
of a amall gjacier to a pass, the Paao 
di CereCT (10,030"?) of Payer— not to 
be confounded with that of the same 
name between Rabbi and Pqjo. Turn- 
ing ewtwarda, they climbed steep iee- 
slopes to the u^te conDeating the £. oi 
higbeat peak with the W. snnunit 
The former was attained by the some- 
what diffiealt arf te in 3^ hrs. from the 
coL The second ascent by Lieat.FB;er 
was made about three weeks later. 
With three natiTei of the Talley, he 
slept at the highest but io Val Rocchetta. 
From thence they climbed to a depres- 
sion, seen ^m Pinxolo, between tfai 
Cima deUt JiocciiWe (10,;7T'), and i. 
summit S. of it called Cma ddU Ghiaje 
(e.SStf). Keeping to the £. side of the 
fca'mer peak they reached the Vedretta 
di Nardis, crossed that glacier high up, 
aad reached tbe peak trtaa the E. side, 
by snow-slopes overlooking tbe head of 
Val Nambrone. 

The trsTcliei' who would vary bis 
way back ta I^nxolo, may motrnt for 
tome distance abore the maJga to a gap 
in tbe ste^ ridge to tbe rt called Zu 
Porta dtiT Aaola, which is occasionally 
used by the hodsmen to pass (nm the 
Alp of Nardis to that of Amola at the 
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head of Tal Nambrone. It i* marked 

a small wooden cross, and is abont 

00 ft in height. ValStmbnau is 

rery wild steep glen, with scTeral 

branches, eacb of which leads to one or 

more small alpine Ukes. The descent 

is rapid, but the way is rather long, 

and 4 biB. may be allowed for retom- 

iog from tbe malga to Pinzolo. 

In marked cootrast to the scenery of 
the granitic ranges, the Brenta Alta, 
with its towers and crags of dolomite, 
rises E.of Piniolo.bnt is divided trota 
Val Bendena by a much lower second- 
ary nnge parallel to the direction of 
the main vallej'. A very agreeable 
expedition may he made by foUowlag 
the track through Val Nambino for 
about 1^ hr. ^m Finiolo, and then 
turning abraptly to tbe southward 
through tbe short and very picturesque 
gleu of Val Apnoia, lying between the 
main mass of the Brenta Alta and the 
secondary ridge diTidiug it from Val 
Rendena. At the head of this glen 
flie traveller, by bearing to the 1., may 
reach a wild hollow ia the mountain 
where rocks and vast piles of debria 
are lurmonnted 1^ a small glacier 
lying on tbe 8. side of one of the 
higher peaks of the Brenta Aha. By 
keeping well to the 1. along the hasa 
of some nearly vertical rocks, it is not 
difficult to reach the glacier without 
danger, and by that way it may be 
possible to attain the top of the peak in 
question, which is not, however, the 
highest, and which is separated from 
the adjoining summits by vertical clefts 
(rf great depth. It is dangOTOua to ap- 
proach the small glacier by climbing 
the rocks below it, as masses of ice are 
occasionally detached, especially during 
the warmer hours of tbe day. Instead 
of bearing to tbe 1. at the head of Val 
Agnaia,the traveller, hy keeping due 
S.. will reach a tolerable path that 
tnms to the rt.,Drabout due W., lying 
for some distance nearly at a level, 
and leads him to the head of a short 
glen or recess io the mountains, where 
several small streams unite to form a 
torrent tbat Qows into Val Beudena 
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■boat Ij nt tMlow Piaxolo. The upper 
part of thi» recciB is called Brecta 
dell' Orso, and it offen the mmt direct 
ilay for approaching ihe Breola Aim 
from Pinaolo, as but a •hon descent ii 
nqnired to reach the aboee-meniioaed 
hoilow immediatcl]' belov the hi^ier 
pedi of the mountain. If the traveller 
who has attuned tltelkead of Val Agnola 
leaves on bii rt. band the track to Br«ita 
dell' Orso, and ccotinuea to mount tu- 
vardi the S., he will reach in about 
1 br. more the ■tinimit of a ridge csUed 
Fnt Fiori, oTerlooking the head of Val 
Dalcon. which joins the Sarca about 
I m. W. of ttenico (Rle. D). By that 
way, thougb it requirm mare time, the 
traTeller leading Pinzolo may reach 
the Baths of Comano (Rte. D). The 
tbortest way for returning to Pintolo 
frcnn the Pra Piori is b; Brenta dtil' 
Orso. Many rare plants may be ga- 
flieKd on the rocks of the Brenta Alta, 
which monatain appean to be the 
western limit of several of the species 
tnppoeed to be peculiar to the dolomitio 
region between the Adige and the 
sources of the Drave. The following 
Bpeeiea are here found excluaivdy on 
Mdcareont rock : — Papaverngraiaieim, 
Arabit pamila, Drntaria pofmi/ij/Ha. At- 
UMt aatriaea and A. lanetHala, Cher- 
bria im&ricata, Cenulium omfum, Pu- 
taitilla nitida, Saxifraga letWts, 
PtaetdaMiM mitlriacHtB, HeracUum pol- 
Imiaiaa*, Crtpis Jacquini, Phyltuma 
eomi)tam,Pxiierola Bm'iniia, Eufhnuia 
trieutpidaiOt Oifix 6olden&^, aitd Sa^ 
Itria iphatreeipitala. Near the ridge of 
Brenta dell' Ono, the three European 
specia of Rhodoiiautnm, R. ferrugi- 
netm, S. himttum, and R. clumte- 
cutM, may be seen growing very near 
togetiier a very nnosual aseoeiatioa. 
Lower down, on mok* above the 
highest ^Uel <nulga), grows Arlc- 
mitia lanala. 

Another exeaidon to be made from 
Pinzolo is to tiiel^e of Ban Glaliano, 
Iving high up in the ■unntuni on the 
-W. sideof ValBendeaa. It is possible 



praotiMbta to ituh the nppff part of 
Val di BOTiago, and thai deMend to 
Peluga, dw cirauil could not fall to 
offer TB7 fine scsnery. 

Molt travellen keep to th« ro«d from 
Finndo to Tione, although it is poniMe 
to folknr a track along the B. bank of 
the Sarca neariyelt the way. The vil- 
Isgea and hamlets fallow e*eh other in 
rafud lucceanon. The eompauvtiTcly 
dense papulation of this and the adJcMn- 
iug dinricts is supponed by (b« migra- 
tion to (he lai^e towns of many young 
people of both seies. The apper vftlley 
of the Sarcx, and that of the Chieae, 
as <ar down u Condino, make np tha 
distriot oatled Giudieani, from the fkct 
thatftirmany centuries il retained local 
lights, and lepRrM* administrative ui- 
■btatioDis nnder local maf^tratea, aab- 
jeol to the bisbops of Trent. 

Near Pittx di Val Rtudena, which 
poweases the principal church of the 
▼alie;, is ibown the aiU, marked by 
an ancient charek, where Sc Vigilins, 
who first preached the Gospel in these 
pans, was stoned. At Wapo (2,144') 
a short way below Ptere, is the opening 
nf Vat di Bortaga. Throngh this the 
fimasecni of tbe CanAIU,(.nflS^, 
the third in height, but tbe bcddcsl in 
fbrm of the giaoitie peaks of this dis- 
trict, was effected in IBHS by Messrs. 
Sedley Tayk>r,MidIdoatgomery. Aa- 
cending by a path that crosses a 
ehoolder <rf mountain at a great bngbt 
above th« 1. bank, ^y slept at a com- 
fortable ch&lel on ^t side at the valley. 
On mching die glacier tbey worked 
obliquely across It till tbey reached (ha 
HW. BT^te, and attained tbe top by 
ontllDg steps np extremely steep ice- 
sh^es. Abo«t i m. h>«er down is tbe 
opening of the Fiif di San VtJtnSno, 
leading to the upper end of Valdi Fum 
(Kte. C). In descending gently from 
Villa to T^OM, tbe livelier will ob- 
ter**(Jamm«?) (faantsoe on the W. 
aide of the *«lley, wifli the Mrata 
tilted into & nearly fertieal position. 
As a general rule, die TiUey coincide! 
very nearly with the W. banndary of 
the seoondary strata. Keeping at 
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■one. dutsDoe ftxmi the Sarc^ on 
Budulatiiig groand above its rt bank, 
the read leads in t far. from Villa t 

7Vi)ii«(l,BI9'),tlie principnl plai 

Val Hendeoa, aod of the dictrict of 
Giodieuia. There is here a yery fair 
001111117 t"^ (Corona) with reasuoHble 
charges, but a new hoiise (Cavallo 
Bianco?) WHS open in ISe-l; the land- 
lord ia said to take undue advantage of 
atnmgers. The position of Tione is 
extreiQel; pictoretque. It is plainly 
seen from the neighbourhood of the 
village, that the tme line of the main 
vallej is tliat whieh eilends SSW. in 
tha Kune directioa as Val Aendena. 
But, instead of finding its waj in that 
direcdon, the Sarca turns abruptly 
■omewliat N. of E,, and descends lo 
L« Sarche by tbe remaTkable clefl de- 
■crilied in Rte. D. The road to the 
Ijdie of Idro ascends gently from 
Tione above the 1. bank of the Amo, 
■B the Mream is called -which unites 
near Bondo the copious torrent isiuing 
iTam Vol Bregaizo with a lesser stream 
descending from Val Gavardiaa (Rte. 
F> The rood soon reaches, at Ron- 
cone, the tow ridge (abont 2,SS0') that 
aepantM the Arao irom the Chiese, 
and then descends by a rather more 
rapid slope to the opening of Val 
Ihumt. as important lateral valley, 
throoRh which the principal sonrce of 
tbe Chiese flows from the glaciers at 
the bead of the Val di Fum (Rte. C). 
A considerable number of villages and 
jumlets are grouped about the point 
where tbe Chiese eDters the main val- 
ley through which it descends to the 
Lake of Idro. The chief of these is 
Pkre di BuoKo, situated on the main 
road. Amidst very beastifiil scenery, 
tbe traveller contiaues his route to 

Cimdino (1,446'). the chief place in 
the upper valley of the Chiese, with 
aeveisl Inns, of which the largest ( Alb. 
della Torre) aappUea very &ir accom- 
modation. A geologist would find 
interesting occnpacioa in tracing the 
distribution of the erratic blocks trom 
the range 1^ tbe Adamello and Pre- 
saiiella through the extensive district 



in which they are more or less abun- 
dant. If the writer is not misled, « 
careM study of tbe subject may leaf 
to important conclaiiona. These er- 
ratics are lo abundant, aud of such 
large size, that thi>y have been exten- 
sively applied to economical purposes, 
and in Condioo and other villages the 
traveller will observe the remarkable 
graaite in question, here called pietra 
aaiaccia, universally employed foe doot^ 
posts, lintels, flags iu doorways, and 
various other uses. The erratics of the 
main valley have in great measure dis- 
appeared, being those readiest ta hand, 
and eiposed to many agents of destruc- 
tion ; but they Etill exist in abundance 
on^lAs&pejof the valley of the Chiese, 
up to at least 1,000 ft. above tbe river. 
See farther remarks in Rte. E. Leaving 
to the I. tbe bridge leading to Strao, the 
road is cairied along the rt bank of the 
Chiese to Lodrone, a small village S. of 
tbe Calfaro, which here descends from 
Bagolino (§ 39, Rte. G) to join the 
Chiese. The first-named stream here 
forms the frontier between Italy and 
Austria, and custom-house officers 
await the traveller on either side of the 
bridge. On the opposite side of the 
Chiese the Ansiriao frontier extends- 
down to theH. end of the Lake of Idro. 
On approaching the lake, the sceuerr 
of the valley, ihoagh still beautiful, 
loses much of tbe boldness that has 
hitherto characterised it. Tbe moun- 
tains subside to a lower level, and are ia 
great part clothed -with deciduom trees. 
The Lake of Idro is the smallest of 
lakes lying in the tine of the greater 
valleys that descend to the plain of N. 
Italy.and lies higher than any of thero. 
It is about 7 m. in length, little more 
than 1 m, in its greatest width, and 
about 965 ft. above the sea. The abort 
valleys and dells on the E. side of the 
lake arc remarkable for the richness of 
their flora, which includes many very 
rare plants, mostly the same ikM 
are characteristic of Ute fiora of Val 
Vestiuo (Rte. G). Tbe geolo^ or 
botanist wishing to examine tlie ^en 
above Bondmtt should do so from Xo- 
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drone, before he has passed tbe [ralian 
ftomier-, while the Monte Stino, lying 
in Itnty, may better be Tisited by l^ng 
k boat fVom Anfo, and landing at the 
oppoaile side of the lalte. 

SBoadoitt ia a MmaritablypictiireBqne 
age, percbed on the summit of a 
very Bteep rock just above the N. end 
of the Lagod'ldro, and neariy 1,000 ft. 
abOTe its level. Erratic blocks of 
panite, and the other rocks prevaUiaK 
in the valley of the Chiese, extend 
Bome way above the levrf of the vjUue. 
By ihe glen called Val B .ndone the 
traveller mav reach Magaea, at tlie 
head of Val Veitino (Rte. G), over the 
ridge of the Monte TombeR, or by 
bearing to (he L will approach the 
Ciina Spessa, commanding a fine view 
of ihe valley of the Chiese and the 
neig^bonring ranges. Besides maoy 
other in (cresting plants, Ihe botanist 
may gather here a curious Cichonee- 
ons plant-^H^paekarit Facohmima of 
Ambrosi.j 

The carriage-Toad is carried along 
flie W. shore of the Lake of Idro, above 
vhieh rises aboat midvay llie pictn- 
resqne castle of Boeca d'Anfo, and a 
Iltde ferther S. the village of Anfo is 
passed. Soon after escaping from the 
lake, the Chiese forces Its way in foam- 
ing rapids through a barrier of red 
slate, and thenceforward pursues a 
sinnons course on its way to water the 
plain of Lombardy between Brescia and 
Ixmato. Between the lake and the 
plain, the valley drained by the Chiese 
18 called Vol SaiAia. a fruitful district, 
formerly rich in wine and silk, but it 
has suffered by the recent epidemics. 
The chief place is Kentone. ' IVaTeUera 
shonld beware of Lecchi, innkeeper, 
near the (aonth) gale of Vestone. There 
i* another Inn farther on (Tre Spade), 
reconimended in preference.'— [M.] 
The way tnaa Vestone to SaJd is a 
very agreeable drive, when the heat ia 
not excessive. The road soon crosses 
to the I. bank of the Chiese, and passes 
Harghe, Sabbio, and Volzano, besides 
other smaller places. Nearly 3 m. 
below the las^Ilamed village the road

As mentioned in the last Rie, the 
inhabited portion of the upper valle)r 
of the Suiia terminates at Carestjo, 
the highest Tillage in Val Rendena. 
Here the rirer makes one of those sharp 
bends characteristic of the orography 
of this district, and the Valdi Gaioaa 
through which it descends from iU 
parent glaciers opens nearly due E. •rf' 
that village. Until lately, nnknown 
even by name to most Alpine travellera, 
this valley is surely destined to attract 
many future viaiton, if the combination 
of all the elements of pictnresqne beauty 
lofflces to recommmd iL Nowhere 
else, not even in the Italian valleys of 
Honte Rosa, is the rich folia^ of the 
chestnnt brought so nearly into eom- 
binalioa with the scenery of the ice- 
region. If it be true that no first-rate 
p^ks are in view frotn the floor of the 
valley, the combination of forest and 
craig witii glaciers of the grandest 
characters, and fteqneni waterfalls, 
any one of which vrotUd make the for- 
tune of a Swiss valley, entitle thia to 
rank among the most beautiful in the 
Alps. The increasing demand for 
timber to supply glatsworka at the open- 
ing of the valley first set the axe of the 
woodcutter 10 woik. This has led to the 
establishment of several sawmills, and 
a rough cart-tntck ha« been carried Ua 
several miles np the valley. The beat 
moantaineer here is probably a chamoit 
banter, named Fanloma, but it seema 
that bis character doe* not stand high, 
and the writer cannot recommend him 
as a guide.

A stigbC ascent, passing Cbe Church 
of St. Stepben (Hte. A), and the glass- 
works, leads fiiim Pinzolo to Che ea- 
trance of Val di Genovi. For nearly 
3 brs. the track keeps to the I. bank, pass- 
ing close to the waterfall of Nardis ( Hie. 
A). About 1 hr. farther, on the oppo- 
site side, near to (he sawmills of Casol, 
are the stilt finer falls of Larig, formed by 
the torrent from the exteasive Vedrttta 
di Larit. which springs over three lac- 
oessiTe ledges of granite, measuring io 
the aggregate from 400 to SOO fL ia 
height. This part of the valley is 
known as Plan di Oenora, being a 
nearly level tract about 3,650 ft^ above 
the sea, Highernp the valley bends to 
NW. and the cart-road comes to an end 
on the rt. bank, at a spot called Ragada, 
ifhere other sawmills are worked by 
the stream descending from a short and 
steep glen called Vol de Fargorida, 
Hereaboals are a few patches of rye 
and flax, the only attempt at cultivation 
in the Taliey, The grandeur and 
beauty of the scenery constantly in- 
crease* as tbe traveller advances. On 
his rt band he passes the opening of 
three narrow glens nmniag up toirards 
tbe Presanella. First comes Vai Roc- 
chetla. through which Lieut Payer made 
his ascent; then Val Gabiol; lastly, 
Val di Cercn, down which Mr. Fresh- 
field and his companions descended, 
after accomplishing the first ascent of 
the peak. Near the opening of the 
lasl-oamed gleu, the main stream of (be 
Sarca springs over a series of tedges, 
the highest of which forms a very fine 
fall. It is easy to approach withio a 
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Uw feet of the brink. Here the conrsa 
of the Sarca forms the first of thoce 
sharp elbows (br which it is remarkable 
throughout ita career. In ascending 
the valley bends abruptly to SE,, and 
the two great glaciers that close the 
bead of Ule valley come suddenly into 
view. Between the ice falls thatnesriy 
meet at its base, rises the dark pyramidal 
simimit of I^a Lobhia (9,696'), whose 
form recalls that of the Wellhoni as seen 
from Rosenlaui. It baa been ascended 
by Lt.-Col, von Sonklar. The track soon 
reaches the malga of Bedole (5,079'), 
which, however, is abandoned io the 
height of Buminer. It is ill situated for 
B view, as it lies immediately below a 
pincMjovered mound (ancient moraine?), 
vhich separates it ft'om the Malga di 
Vtnezia (9,331' J, B.J. the highest in 
the main valley. The head of Valdi 
Genova is enclosed on tbe If W. and W. 
sides by a range of granite precipicea 
that are broken through only by one 
gap, giving passage lo the fined ice-fall 
of tbe Bedole Olacler. S. of the tall, 
portions of the opper glacier hang over 
the edge of very steep rocks, threaten- 
ing peril to any one who should at- 
tempt tbe e«cHlade; and the glacier 
rests its rt. flank against vertical rocks 
at the base of La Lnbbis. E, of this 
peak, the Matarotto Glacier falls due 
N, into the head of the valley, leaving 
but a narrow space between the barea 
of the two ice-falls. We here retaia 
tbe name Vedretta di Bedole, used by 
the herdsmen and by von Sonklar for 
the larger glacier. This is the Ve- 
dretta del Mandron of Payer, and Ve- 
dretta di Caresolo of the Austrian 
military map, and including the great 
SDOw-flelds at ite bead that feed also tbe 
glaciers of Adaioe and Salamo, is by 
far the most extensive in the Aostrlan 
Alpa lU eastern rival, here called Ve- 
dretta di Matoratto, is tbe Vedretta della 
Lobbia of Payer. The lower ice-fall of 
thisglacierisperhaps not utterly imprac- 
ticable, as that of Bedole seems to he, 
and in any case it should not be diffi- 
cult to make a track along the E, base 
of tbe Lobbia at some height above the 
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ic«-bll, which would lead wilbont moch 
diffieultj io the app^ plstaiD, (ad

lie easiest [«as is, neoordiag U 
Pajer, called Potto dd Logo Ghiac- 
eiato (abont 9,-i37'). A aecond pas* 
(narked Past A. on Pajer'i map) ii 
■pparentlj OiM tnivMsed in IBGT bj 
Mr. and Mrs. B. 5. Watson, aa lo 
which the Editor hai been ftvoured 
with notes. Tbe way lies stiaigbt 
•lon^ (he torrent mentiooed above, 
leaving the Mandron at some diitaoM 
to the 1. On gainiag a view of the 
rngged range that encloses tbe upland 
basin in which be stands, the traveller 
•ees three depressions, or ponible 
passes, of which that lying ntost to tbe 
rt is to be chosen. It is iomedLately 
on the W. side of a very steep rocky 
eminence (Como del Lago Scoro?). 
The way monnu gently over rough, 
but not difficult, ground, passing by a 
small lake, wbicb is rarely free from 
ice. The descent over glacier does 
not seem diffi<^uit. After f hr. thia is 
left by the W. moraine, and the Val delle 
Sosine (mentioned below) is reached 
not Ute above Ponte di Legno. The 
local guide called this La Bocchetta, and 
knew no other way across tbe range. 
A third pass was traversed by the writei 
with C. Caturani. It liesmochtotbeL, 
or eW., of the lost, and some way K, 
of the P. del Lago Qbiaeclato. Pass- 
ing N. of tbe Slandnm. over the 
ridge called Dosso di Maiooaro, and 
yi, of a dark tarn called Lago Senni, 
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the pass is easily attained. The nam* 
Pisgami Pass, proposed in the Alpine 
Onide, is inappropriiite, as the Monte

NR, and is not seen from the pass. 
Keeping to local nsage, he proposes the 
Baechttta di Mamcarit. He eiti- 
tbe height at 9,6Bn ft. The 
deeoent is not very easy, unless there 
better way than that found when 
the elands hung about the pass. He 
kept lo the I., and had a little trouble 
in getting down a sleep face of rook 
coated with ice, that divides an upper 
ihnu a lower ^If of glacier, inatained 
by steep and high buttresses of rock 
that rise to a ifreat height above the 
fioor of the valley. The scenery at the 
head of Val delle Susine is of entra- 
ordinary wildness. Its bead is closed 
by a flne glader, seemingly not diffl- 
cult of access. A elope covered with 
Alpine aldra' leads down to the pasture* 
of the Vai dtUe Sutiae. and Ponte di 
Legno is then easily reached in 7 or S 
hrs. trot Bedole. The stream de- 
scending lo Ponte di L^no is called 
JVanandlo, hot the name Vai di JVar- 
coat, givea on the Aostrian military 
map, is not known to the natives. The 
name Vtdrttta di iVarcane, proposed 
by Payer ftr the glacier at its bead, 
may well be retained. At the S. end 
of ^!s ^eier rises tbe 

Moult MaadroR Alto (10,904'?). If 
there he a tolerably easy pass on the 
W. aid* of that peak, leading to the 
upper nM of the Bedole Glacier, tbe 
ascent of the Adamello might be made 
fl'om Pontedi Legno, starting very early. 
No attempt seems to have been made to 
effect a pass over the range N. of the' 
Adamrflo. called by Payer Conti dtl 
Coi^bii. TbaLagodiAviomayperiiaps 
be reached by that way from Bedole. 

In isai l>r. I^reni, with a hunter 
of Val Vermiglio, whom he commends 
as a gtiide, crossed the ridge between 
the Tonale Pass aod Bedole, apparently 
br the pass called by Payer PatK di 
Fntata (9447"). This lies between 
the Corno dti Lago Som (lOiSTSO- 
-"-' by M. Payer, and the Om * 
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ral Zipoia (10,039'). The chLef (Qin- 
mits between tli« laicer ind the E^aa- 
nella ire the Biaazza (10,903'), and 
the Cima di Scat Giacami (10,7SS'>. 

The mult tempting exconioti for t 
moaiilaiiieiir tnaa the Val dl GenoTtt is 
the Hwent of tbe AdtimeVo (11,667'). 
This ia the ireBtemmoit of thr«« ad- 
joining peak) that riie a little on the 8. 
aidB of tha nunmit-leTel of tBe gmt 
■DOiT-fieldi at the h<:ad of the Bedole 
Olacier. A portion of the same snon- 
tield aDiToundB the three peaks oa the 
W. and &. eidet, feeding the Glaciers of 
Adame and Salimo that flow toward! 
Val Saviore, and sending another 
hranch westward to the head of Val d! 
Malga. See § 39, Kle. A. lite first 
aecent was made bf Lieut. Payer in 1864 
tVom the Mandron hnt (mentioaed 
above). The second, from the malga 
of Bedole, was effected by Uessrs. 
Tnckett, Fox, and Freehfield, in 18G5. 
Both parties made a long circuit by the 
N. and W. sides of the Vedretia di 
Bedole, and crossed the great aoow- 
flelds to the ft»t of the Como Btaneo— 
the ea«lerDmast of the three adjoining 
snuunits. Lient. Payer, whose guides 
remained behind, climbed thia in mis- 
take for the Adamello, and afterwards, 
as did also Mr, Tnckett's party, 
ascended the latter by its steep eaaiem 
filce. TheS. side shows above the glacier 
a range of steep rocks, and the N. fsee 
ainks in fbrmidahle precipices towards 
the Lago di Avio. The W. side alotie 
offers a gentle slope, not requiring the 
use of the icc-aie. Mr. Tuckett's 
party effected a difficult descent tnm 
the plateaa bj rocks lo the rL of the 
ice-hll that closes the head of Tal di 
Miller, the highest branch of Val di 
MtUgai and arrived at Edolothesame 
evening. It vould perhaps be easier to 
reach the good inn at Cedegoio by de- 
■cending to Val Saviore by the Glacier 
of Salamo, or (hat of Adame. From 
tbe ridge to the left of the latter, it is 
certoliily posnble lo reach the head of 
Val di Pum. 

For the tra»eller who seeks to reach 
the Adamello ftom Pinzolo, without 
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taking the head of Val di Genora oa 
his way, the shortest way is to ascend 
the short glen called Vai Fargorida, 
whose torrent joins the Sarca at Ra- 
gada. At the upper end is a malga 
which belongs, as do several others in 
the volley, to Olrolamo BotterL Here, 
at about 6,740 ft. above tbe sea, there is 
better shelter for the night tbaa at the 
Mandrm above Bedole. The Vedrtlut 
di FargoHda, a small glacier overlooked 
on the SW, by the Crozian di Larit 
(10,889') and on tha SE. by the 
Cnaztm del Diavolo (9,956'), closes tha 
head of the glen. Between the two 
peaks is a gap, called by Payw Potto 
del Diavolo (9,541'), by which it may 
be possible to reach tbe Vedretta di 
Laris, lying on tbe S. side of the pasa. 
The traveller going from the Malga to 
the Adamdio, orlo Val di Fum, leaves 
the glacier of Fargorida on his t. hand, 
and ascends in a 8SW. direction to the 
Paiao dti Toped (9,1S6). Rather 
Steep slopes, nearly 1»re of mow, lead 
to tiie top, where the traveller finds 
himself on a level with the upper pla- 
teaa of the Vedrttta di Matarotto. 
Tbis is divided Irom tbe Vedretia di 
Bedole by a high raoee, inclading fonr 
principal snmmite. The tODtberamoat 
of these has been called MottU Ftmo 
(10,682'), though that name does not 
aeem to be known to the herdsmen ia 
Val di Fum. The whole range tnaa 
thence to the peak rising above the 
head of Val di Geneva baa been col- 
lectively called Lobhifli bat Lieut. 
Payer, who was the first lo traverse it, 
nves to tbe latter summit tbe naiae 
Lobliia Baaa (9,696'). S of this, 
and separated by a pasa — Pamo deUa 
LiAbia Bataa (9,G4l')— is the peak 
which he has called Lobbia Alta 
(10,S78'). To this succeeds a broad 
aaow col — Piun> deUa Lobbia Alta 
(9,956'), followed by the iJowm di Ge- 
nora, attaining a height of 10,S90 ft., 
die steep ridge extending southward lo 
the Monte Fomo. The way item Ihe 
Passo dei Topeti to the S. base of tiie 
Adamello lies in a itraigbt line neariy 
doe W., seroes tbe vk^itg Matantuv 
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over the Pasui dfll> Lobbia AlU. lod 
then oier tbe plBltao at the bead of the 
Bedole Glacier. Tbe distance may be 
accomplished in from 3 lo 4 hra., ac- 
cording to tbe itate of the enow. 

Tbe heights auigned to ptafca and 
pasws in thi» Rte. do not all leat on a- 
curate obBervaCioD, and may reqati 
further verificaciun. 



EOCTTB C. 
COHDINO TO EDOLO, BI VAl DAOMS. 

It bad often slraek the vriter ai n 
Tery giDgnlar fact, tbat there shonld be 
a vBllej more than 20 m. in length 
without a village or hamlet, in a put 
of the Alps where the valleya are, as a 
general mle, deeply cat into the moun- 
tain ridges. Such, however, is the 
valley of the Chiese, as represented on 
the AnBirian maps, above the point 
where it enters the main Talley near 
PieTfi di Bnono (see Rte. A). Having 
sought information from intelligent 
persons residing in the same district, 
be was led to bdieve that the Ytlle; in 
question has continoed to the present 
time to he probably the least Imown of 
alt the considerable valleys of the Alps. 
Excepting some of the officers enga^ 
on the AustrioD map, and one or two 
botsnists who have visited the lower 
part of die vslley.lliere is no reason to 
believe that any intelligent sti'anger 
bas ever explored it. The writer 
wM able to pay it a hurried visit in 
the beginning of July 1963. That 
year was remaitable for the exlraor- 
diaary quantity of snow that fell in 
tblsput of tbeAJps; and, as a general 
rule, the ridges enclosing the head of 
■ the valley, exposed to the fnll influence 
of the S. wind, are probably nearly 
cleat of snow in summer; but the high 
plateau from whence arise tbe peaks of 
the Adamello and CarS Alto, is perma- 
neatly covered with glacier and nevi. 
which extend to the head of Val di 



Fnm, by no means agrees with th* 
writer's recollection of the groond. 

The upper portion of tbe valley of 
the Chiese, from the glacier at its head 
nearly to the base of Monte del Cas- 
tello, is called Val di Fmni and from 
thence to Pieve di Bnono, Val Daone. 
In the Austrian map, the boundary be- 
tween Tyrol and Lombsrdy is nuuie to 
cross the valley, so as to give Val di 
Fum to Italy, and Val Daone to Tyrol, 
This may have originated in some 
claim of the people of Val Saviore, a 
tributary of Val Camonica, mentioned 
in g 39, Rte. A, to the alpine pastures 
of Uie former valley ; bat, according to 
the Tyrolrae herdsmen, who now ex- 
clusively use those pastures, no sueb 
daim is known in practice. The fnm- 
tier here follows the watershed l>elweeii 
the Cbiese and the Oglioj and Aus- 
trian custom-house officials occasionally 
make an expedition into Val di Fum, 
to check attempts at smuggling. 

Tbe rocks on tbe w; side of the 
valley of the Chiese, between Storo 
and Pieve di Boono, consist of hatd 
grits, sometimes passing into coarae 
conglomerate, of various shades of red, 
grey, and green, and in the lower part 
of Val Daone pass into a hard, fine- 
grained red schist, which has preserved 
very (reshly the traces of glacial action. 
A rather rapid ascent leads from Pieve 
to the village of Daone, lying close to 
tbe opening of the valley ; and a tole- 
rable cart-track is carried for many 
miles along the N. side of the valley. 
Although there is no village, or even 
hamlet, above Daime, there are many 
scattered honses that are inhabited 
thronghoat tbe year. The scenery of 
Val Daone is of the highest order, 
^idoally exchanging the softer and 
richer features of the lower valley for 
the extreme of ruggedneil and wildaesi 
as it approaches Uie base of Monte del 
Castelio. The cart-road has been 
constructed of late years in connection 
with large saw-mills, where SOO men 
are employed in summer, at a highly 
pictnresqne spot called Boacxe, about 
3 hts. from PiBve di Buono. Here th« 



traTeller fairly enUra ioU> the gTBCitic 
r€g;iDn, announced to the eje by the 
bold fomu of the mounUics. The 
track puses near to one noble water- 
fall, and Bevecal othere are seen higher 
up. Abore Boaize the vaj ii bj a 
TO'J n»igh path, cometimeB not easily 
found, and monnts through a defile 
irhich hss the appearance of being a 
cleft through the granitic mass that 
heacefonrard encloses the valley on 
both sides. The granile here is more 
varied in structure and appearance 
Ihan iu the Presanella range, some of 
it being finer in grain, and apparently 
containing lesG amphibolite. In one 
place the writer noticed a curioua gra- 
nitic conglomerate, inclnding fragments 
of all siies of different varieties of that 
rock, cemented together in a granttio 
matrix. In the way up the YBlley.the 
writer passed the recent lemains of 
five conGiderable avalanches that had 
fallen during the winter or spring of 
1863, bearing down large trees, huge 
blocks of stone, and masses of ntbbiBh ; 
and in one place above Boazze he 
traversed what appeared to be the 
il^gmenls of a rather recent berg'fall 
from the Monte del Castello. In boggy 
places, in the hollows of (he granite, 
Catex pauciflnra, C. limoia, and some 
other interesting plants, were observed ; 
but the flora is less varied than it 
usually is where the mountains are 
formed of sedimentary rocks. Not 
long ailer passing Boazze, the track 
crosses to the rt bank of the Cbiese, 
»nd thenceforward keeps to that side. 
Near the last ascent, where it passes 
olo«e to a waterfkll, and then attains 
the level of Val di Fum, a feint track 
turn* to the 1., mounts to a tarn called 
Lags di Ct^, and then ciosses the 
ridge that sepaniteB it from a larger 
mountain lake, called Logo iTAmo, 
The Hreun bom that lake joins the 
main torrent of Val Saviore near a 
hamlet called Isola, and by that way 
the traveller may enter Val Camonica, 
K Cedegolo, nearly 9 m. 9. of Edolo. 

The Val di Fun presents a Striking 
contrast to Val Daone. Exieiuivel 
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pastures spread over the nearly lerd 
and broad floor of tbe valley, and on 
th e lower slopes of the moontains on 
either side. Some cliunps of larches 
bave survived the avalanches and the 
improvidence of the herdsmen, wbo 
have doubtless destroyed much timber 
" fuel. The scenery would bi 
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■omevbat E. of the head o< 
which rivets the attention of the trave- 
ler. Tliere are five chileta (no^Ae) in 
Val di Furn, and the writer passed the 
nightat thehighest of these, reached in 
about 4 hrs. from Boazze, inhabited 
during the summer by six or seven 
id boys. No reliable iufonnation 
aing the icljoining peaks or tbe 
paaaes leading into tbe neighbouring val- 
leys was obtainable ^m these or other 
berdsmen lowerdown in the vallej, wbo 
were also consulted, eicept the fact that 
there is a way to the W. into Val So- 
viote without descending so low as the 
pass by the Lago d'Amo. By that way 
Messrs. Sedley, Taylor, and Mont- 
gomery entered tbe head of the valley 
in 1865, and in that way Cedegolo is 
easily reached in one day from Condina 
On the following day the same travel- 
lers effected tbe first passue from Val 
di Fum to Finzolo. Unfavourable 
weather made it impoGsibleto fix tbe 
position of the neighbooring peaks, so 
that the exact course taken by them is 
uncertain. The head of Val di Fnm is 
closed by two branches of the VedrtUa 
di Fum, issuing from the same plateau, 
but divided by a massive island of 
rock, whose summit rises little, if at all, 
abuce ihe level of the plateau. As- 
cending by the I. side of the western 
branch of the glacier till tbty reached 
the point where it becomes an im- 
passable ice-fall, they completed the 
ascent to the plateau by a couloir, and 
by steep slopes of ice and rock. It is 
uncertain vvhether they reached tbe 
head of the Vedrelta di Laris by i gap 
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•nd tbe CnuiM di Larit (1O.eS90< 
vhi«h fbnn (h« westero boundary of 
tbst flaeier. It U perhaps more pro- 
bable that thej took the easier conrse 
to Vil di Oenova through Tal Far- 
Rorida, which maj be reached by the 
Pawo dei Topeli, noticed in Rte. B, or 
by the Ptttta di Lara (S.SSO'J. lying 
farther 8., and teading to the W. ride 
of the Pa^orida Glacier. 

The wnter beUeTea that the npper 
plaleaa conaei^tiDg (he giaeiers of Be- 
dole and Adsme i> moat easily reached 
from Val di Fum by the ridge diiiding 
it from Val di Adame. 

The herdameo pointed out to the 
wntera pan on the E. aide of Val di 
Fom, Mnne way lover do«D than the 
highen malga, leading, ai they said, 
either to Vai Rendena by the Tat di 
fian Valentino, or to Val Bregazzo. 
After Teeomioitring from the ridge W. 
of the molga, tbe -nriler preferred to 
attempt what seemed to be an easy 
■DOir or glacier pass, lying about 
doe E. of the malga, bnt concealed 
ftom it by a projecilng mass of the 
mountain which lies in the way. He 
vas informed that the pass in qaes- 
tion OTerlooked the head of Val di 
Bonago, which opena into Val Ren- 
dena at Pelugo, bnt that it was tmpns- 
tlble to descend iolo the head of that 
valley, owing to the vedreUa (glacier). 
which was inipasaable. Btarting eatly 
next morning with a yoong man fWnn 
Coodino wiH> Icnew nothing of the 
conntry, the writer reached the pass 
(abont 9.30(r), which he Tentures to 
«all Pauto di Son Valaitini), in S} hra. 
tfxa tbe main, without the slightest 
difficulty, taking a course by the S. 
aide of the aboTe-mentioned promon- 
tory. Tlie descent on tbe E. aide is 
into Tal di San Valentino, as the writer 
ta«p«cted and afterwards ascertained. 
It waa also free fMrn difficulty, but 
whether over glacier or not it was 
impossible to say, as tbe snow lay deep 
on both sSdn. A rather steep barrier 
of rock was descended by keeping to 
' the rt, and below this the snow ex- 
tended down to a little tarn which was 



almoat concealed by ice and snow. 
Thence the way lay through a rocky 
Talley, without the slightest trace of 
]iath, till thg verge of a Tcry steep ter- 
rier of rook was reached. The earnest 
way i» prebably by mounting a Httle 
to thel., and so avoiding the almost m*- 
eipitous E, face of the barrier. The 
writer chose a couloir or chimney lying 
a little to the rl„ which was rather 
troubiesome ftom tiie masste of rotten 
snow that partly filled It Al tbe foot 
of this cooloiris a small grove of biicli, 
and on passing a torrent on the 1. hand 
the first ttMcs of man's preaence were 
seen in the ruins of a shed and sheep- 
fbld. Hoge blocks with quite l^esh 
fractures announced a recent berg-fall. 
Here a rough track on the L bank of 
the torrent opportunely appeared, as it 
foeilitated the descent of another steep 
barrier of rock. Here, in clefts close 
by the path, was fbnnd TrientuHa euro- 
pea, being ihe southernmost point at 
which that little northern flower, very 
rare in the Alps, has yet been obaerved. 
Before long the highest ch&let (malga). 
not yet inhabited on Sth July, was 
attained. A tolerable path led down 
another foorfli step in the floor of tbe 
valley, the rocks being now composed 
of micB^schist Ihe path crosses to 
the rt. bank of the torrent near a point 
where a Ifsser branch of the valley 
joins it from W8W. It may be that 
the track indicated on the Austrian 
map, which leads to the middle part of 
Val di ¥ata, passes that way, if it rest 
upon any other foundation ibao the 
reports of chamois-hnaters, who may 
probably have effected the passage at 
various points in the ridge. 

A pleasant walk led down the rt. 
bank ; and the first inhabitant, after 
satisfying his curiosity ss to the nnex- 
pected appearance of two strangers in 
such a place, kindly offered milk^ po- 
lenta, and even coffee. The usual 
steep descent by a rough paved track 
finally led down to Villa, aboat 1 hr, 
above Tione (Rte. A.).]

Few lliiags *r« mare remarkable 
is Qm It&liim TaJleja of LoaibaiAj, 
Tyrol, and Venetia, than the Caleat 
for rsad-makiBg, vhjch aettas innaU 
amoufpt the populatioa, and is de- 
veloped wba«Ter scope is given for 
ita duplay . The great militaij roads 
made "by the Anstnon Oovemment 
doubtless Bervee as loodela; but ihey 
have been equalled in maof remote 
valley a by irorks originated by the cont- 
miineB, and carried ont with scarcely 
any assistaDce from the Qoiemmecit 
One aaeh road ia noticed in this Rte., 
and soother in Rte. E. The new road, 
however, ia a oircuitons way to reach 
Riva ttixa Tiooe, and Ihe pedeslriaa 
may lake a much shorter and very 
agreeable walk by Ballioo. 

1. Cmriagt-Toad by the PoUey of the 
Sana. About IB m. lo Le Saiche ; 
1 5 m. thence to Riva. From the lower 
end of Vol Rendena. near Tione, to the 
bioad valley eitendjng from the Lake 
of Doblino to the head of the Lake 
of Garda, the Sarca flows through 
cltft, or perhaps rather a series 
clefts, throngh the Jurassic and eocei 
rocks of the range thiU eileoda ma: 
or less coDtiououaly from the Mendo 
near Botien to the netghboorhood of 
Said. The sneceaeive gorges through 
which the river paSBe« were always 
deemed so impassable, that the aucient 
bridle-track was carried at a great 
height over the monntaina on either 
aide, aod long ascents and descents 
greatly increaaed the distance to be 
invened. The new road, eiecnled at 
the charge of the canuniuies of the 
valley, is an admirable piece of e 
gineering, and has been achieved 
wonderfully little coat. It brings Val 
Bendena and the intermediate dJEtrict 
into direct and easy aommnnicBtion 
with Trento and with Riva. A poat- 
carriage runs daily between Tione and 
Le Sai^be, 'where it meets the vehioles 



Tione to the bridge over the Arna, the 
road is carried for some miles throngh 
rich and popnlons part of the valley 
I the S. aide of the Sarca, till it enters 
the defile where it was formerly necea- 
eary to ssceod to agreat height above 
the I. hank of the river. The most 
remarkable part of the road is where 
it is carried across lo the L bank, and 
then retami a short distance farther 
10 the 8. side of the stream. 

In one place a roofrecdves alittle 
wateribU that otherwiee wonld fall on 
the road, and in another a stream that 
bursts onl tVom the rock is skilfully 
conducted by an interior channel till 
it can be allowed to escape. On high 
ground lo the 1., not seen from ihu 
road, is Slatica, one of the chief vil- 
lages of Giudicaria, with an ancient 
castle, some Roman remains, and va- 
rious memorials of the local medinva! 
history. An intereating walk frata 
Stenico to Finzolo by Val Dalcao is 
noticed in Rte. A. Alittle lower down 
the valley opens out, and a Blight 
ascent to the rt. will enable the pedes- 
trian who would reach Riva by a 
ahoner way than the road to join the 
path by B^ino, described below. The 
valley again contracts, as the road, 
leaving to the rt many villagea and 
hamlets, enters a gorge leading to the 
Itatha of Canumo, neaz a village of 
the aame name, where a rather large 
bnilding receivea patients during the 
Bummer. 'ITie water is t,Bpi and 
tasteless, but is believed to be efficient 
in some internal complaints. About 
8 m. f^om the Baths the traveller un- 
eipectedly finds himaelf at the upper 
end of an extraordinarily deep and 
savage gorge through which the Sarca 
deseHndE to the very deep valley throngh 
which it is to flow to the L. of Gar&. 
The deacent, though long, is now per- 
fectly aafe, and may be much shortened 
by a pedestrian. One portion of the 
vray traversed by the old bridle-track 
bore the significant name, ' Pnsso dellit 
Morte.' At Le Sarche, a hamlet with 
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■ poor Inn, where an omelette and 
toler&ble wine may be had. the traTrl- 
let joiju the lugh road {una Trenio to 
Kiva, about 12 m. from the fim, and 
1 5 m. from the latter place. That mtid 
is described in g 57. 

2. By BaUino and tht Logo di 
Tenao, S^ lira.' walking. 

Almost immediately after crosaing 
the bridge over the Arao below Tione, 
the pedeatriim bound for Riva turns to 
the n., and followB a good eonatry road 
to Itolleno, and thence to Za&lo. A 
very agreeable footpath moonla gently 
fvam that Tillage, winding along the 
lower slopes of the mountain, and at 
last bears to the rt. aod enters a hollow 
which leads in 2 hra. from Tione to 
the Ihrun P<us. a low col sepamled by 
hills of no great height from the valley 
of the Sarca. Up to the Bommit, erratic 
blocks of granite, some rolled, some 
angular, are abundant. An easy and 
agreeable path leads to Rango. Oa 
reaching the brow of the hill, there is 
8 fine Tiew over a rich and popnlous 
plateau, drained by a stream that joins 
the Sarca about 2 m. above the Baths 
of Contano, and eBclosed by mountains 
of bold and varied form. There are 
many tracks connecting the neigh- 
bouring villages, some of Ibem passable 
for vehicles, and it is not easy to de- 
cide as to the shortest way to Bslliuo, 
It seems best to pass by (Javraslo, and 
then by country paths to desoend to 
the stream frdot I'u/JIfiiria, which bas 
excavated for itself a rather deep chan- 
nel, and then follow a track which 
' gradually mounts above a marshy plain 
that extends southward towaids the 
pass leading to Balliao. Peat is here 
extensively cut, and applied to some 
industrial uses. 1'he walk is through- 
out ^ery agreeable, but the moat 
interesting portion is the descent to- 
wards Riva. Balii'ia lies on the S. side 
I f a low pass, or gate in the hitls, aad 
a new road leads ihence to Riva. The 
traveller, who knows that he has as- 
cended but little above the level of the 
Sarca at Tione, and who forgets that 
the L. of Garda is less than aoo ft. 



ahqve the sea- level, is not prepared for 
the gr-eat and rapid fall towards the 
lower valley of the Sarea, which 
becomes apparent only after passing 
Tenno, On reaching the pictiirtsque 
Lago di Tenno. the traveller should 
make a short di'tour in order to reach 
a favourable point beyond the south«ii 
end of the lake frran which to enjoy 
the admirable view of the Lake of 
Gardn. nowhere so well seen as from 
this side. Below Tenno the new road 
makes many ligzags, some of wbieh 
may be cut short by following a rough 
paved track, and the road finally de- 
scends into the main valley aboiit 
S m. from 

Rina (Inn: Sole, good; Giardino, 
improved, cheaper), described in | 57. 
Travellers are cautioned against hiring 
chBTs frtan the postmaster, wbo on 
false pretences extorts more than the 
tariff rate, while they may be hired tot 
much leas from other persona. 



It has been seen in several of the 
preceding Ittes, that a traveller ap- 
proaching the Italian Tyrol by the 
road through Val Sabbia {Rte. A), or 
by the mouQtiiin passes from Val Trom. 
pia or Val Camonica, will cross the 
Austrian frontier at the bridge of 
Lodrone. This is now a tolerably 
good road leading from that place to 
Riva, on the Lake of Garda, which for 
the exquisite beauty and variety of its 
scenery can scarcely be surpassed by 
any in the Alps. The road itself, and 
especially the descent to Riva, is k 
remarkable piece of engineering; and 
the more so as, like that noticed in the 
last work, it was accomplished by the 
almost nnaided efforts of the country 

Following the road from Lodrone up 
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Ac rt bvtk of the Chiete, tbe traTellei 
nHsheB in aboat 3 m. the tani leailiug 
bj a bridge aver Ihe river to Sloro, a 
larjfe Tillage with a fairly good hot 
dear ion (Cavmllo Biaooo). Tbis 
lUDdi cirtse to tbe junction Tith tbe 
ChJMe of a torrent iscaiug A>oiii Val 
Ampvh, a narrov laleral glen, or mere 
cleit ID the limestone moonlaiDB. 
Through tbia the new road to Kitb 
has been carried. It noanti at first 
about due E.; (hen, near the junction 
of a torrent trom the S., turns NE., 
passing one of ihe small forts or block- 
houses erected bj the Austrians at alt 
points supposed to guard the approaches 
from Italy to the Valley of the Adige. 
This was taken in 1866 by the force 
under Garibaldi, one of the few suc- 
cesses achieved in that miserably ill< 
conducted eipediiion. Unless there 
be arecentchaoge of system, traTellers, 
and men of science should carelully 
avoid being seen to sketeb or make 
notes of any descripliOD within sight ol 
these forts. 

After ascending for 1 J hr. train Storo 
between steep and high walls of lime- 
stone, the siunmit level is unexpectedly 
attained. The road isaues from the 
cleft near a small shallow pool that 
sends its water through Val Ampola 
to the Chiese, and then passes along a 
tnarsby tract with no perceptible waier- 
sbed till a stFeam begins to descend 
towards the E., and the Vol di tedro 
opens out in a wide baiiin enclosed 
betneen mountains of modetste height 
Several villages are now traversed in 
rapid succession, in some of which 
the traveller who would explore the 
neigbbourhood may find tolerable 
quarters. At Tiorno di Sollo tbe 
iFriter once lodged at the Oateria l)e- 
gara, and had no cause far complaint ; 
oo another occasion he lunched at 
what appeared a decent country Inn 
en the K, side of tbe road, at Fiaie di 
Ledro. Between these two villages 
tlic itreuii from Val di Conzei (Rte. F) 
enters the valley from the N. The 
village of Pieve is but { m. from the 
charming little Lakevfledn (2,183'). 



a sheet of water nearly 2 m. long by 
1 m. wide, surrounded by sloping mea- 
dows and wooded hills, backed' tiy 
higher mountains to the S In tbe 
heat of summer tbe diSer<^nce of very 
nearly 3,000 fL of height above the 
Lake of Garda gives a feeling of 
freshness that enhances the charm 
of this spot, which will donbtlesa be- 
come at some fitture time a place of 
much resort. The road is carried 
along the N. side of the lake, but there 
is a somewhat circuitous path by the 
opposite shore, and ■ track leads 
through a pretty wooded glen to a pass 
that crosses the frontier of Italy and 
descends to Tremosine, on the Lake of 
Garda. The lake and the plateau of 
Val di Ledro are drained by the Ptmal 
torrent, which descends throagh a 
short ravine to the Lake of Garda. The 
road is carried aloog the northern 
slope above the Ponal CorrenC, descend- 
ing rather rapidly for about 3^ m., 
and the traveller msy fancy himself 
approaching the level of the lake, when 
be gains a first glimpse of its waters 
at a vast depth below him. Skilfully- 
conducted ilgzags lead the road down 
a buttress of the mountain, but the 
descent slops short at a point which 
must be fijly 700 ft. above the blue 
lake, between the cleft through which 
the Ponal springs in a pretty waterfall 
to the lake, and tbe shore at Riva, ex- 
tends for about 14 m. a range of mural 
precipices, the high est, boldest, and 
most impracticable in appearance that 
rise above any of the alpine lakes. 
Tbe road that descends along tbe face , 
of this formidable wall of took is in 
ly p!ac 
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face, 

threatening 
masses above. 

has been carried through projecting 
buttresses, and a little Austrian fort is 
ready to close this spproach to the 
head of tbe Lake of Garda. In passing 
along this remarknhle rnad tbe travel- 
ler enjoys views of exiinisite beauty, 
varying according to the hour of the 
day, but never more perfect than whan 
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Ml mooalight It pound over the lake 
and the mouotaiDi. Amodf ibe few 
plants that cling to tin rocks are kcq 
Mahringia Pona, Ltoalcdoit iieama, 
Piplalkenm mvillfionim, aikd otho' 
rarities, along vith tbe evergreen oak, 
here reduced to a bush, oZttta wbo- 
rtscem, and other aonthem ihmba. 

Reference has been made in the pre- 
ceding Rte«. to tbe remarkable distri- 
batioD of erratic blocks of the granite 
of the Adamello group throughout tbe 
lower Talleja of thij district. The 
phenomeooo is especially deserring of 
careful study in regard to the plateau 
of Ledro, lying as it does between tbe 
Talleya of the Chiese and tbe Sarca. 
They are abundant on the plateau, 
rising to a fev hundred feet above the 
Lake of Ledro. but do nut extend into 
the Val di Coniei, The writer has 
been assured that they are found 
abondantly in tbe laleral valleya S. of 
tbe lake, and that a large deposit exists 
on a slope above the village of Prega- 
sena, near the Italian frontier, S. of 
the Ponal Several large blocks may 
also be seen in the bed of the torrent, 
descending through Val Ampola. 
Exact levelltng. and a minute knon- 
ledge of the Adamello range, vhich 
may enable ns to trace Ibe orijiin of 
special varieties of tbe granite, are re- 
qnired to give a complete explanation 
of the mode in which Ihe distiihution

Tbe easie«t way is by a path that 



mounts IVom Tiamo di Sopra to a de> 
preasion in tbe range to the W,, and 
then desoenda the steep side of the 
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the distance from one village to the 
other may be travened in 9 hrs. 
Another and scnnevhat higher pass 
connects Tiamo di Sotio with Pieve di 
Bnono, but of this the writer baa no 
information. A longer walk, especially 
intereiting to tbe botanist, ieada by the 
Valdi CoHtei to the Gan^rdina Pau. 
A cart-track leads fVom Pieve di Ledro 
to Leniumo. the highest hamlet, and 
soon after enxKs to the n. bank of the 
torrent. For a considerable dietance 
the path is carried under the shade of 
trees, and gradually becomes less dis- 
tinct as it braoches in varioos direc- 
tions. A short cut may be made by a 
steep and rather rough way used by 
haycntter*, and towvda the top the 
way is along a steep slope, with tha 
wooded glen on the traveller'a rt. 
band, at a oangidenble depth beh>« 
him. Some projecting rocks cn die 
ridge close to the pass produce several 
interesting plants, especially the ex- 
tremely rare Sarifraga Toatbtma, 
nearly allied to the rare 5. diapatvodn 
of the Western Alps. 3^ or 4 his. may 
be allowed to reach the pass. The de- 
scent through the Val Gaeardina is 
easy, and in less than 3 his. the (n< 
veller will enter the short valley 
through which tbe Arau flows tn meet 
the ^rca below Ticme. It it not 
necevar; to cross the valley in order 
to join the high road at Bondo, as there 
ia a good path along tlie SE. side, but 
in either ease a rather long descent^ 
aikd corresponding ascent, are needed 
to reach Tione (Kte. A). If pn^ssed 
for lime the traveller may, on Ihe lame 
day. go on to Piniolo.

The iray here ioggeMed fbr reachiDg 
the S. end of the Lake of Girda from 
die T*1!ej of tbe Chiese ma; not, ol- 
thougb it oSen aome fine acenery, be 
of sufficient intercn for the miacientiflc 
traveller ; bat it ha> «pecial attraitiona 
tor tbe botanwi, as there are few sta- 
tions in the Alps so productive of rare 
plants as tbe Val Veitino, here noticeil, 
and \he Monte Tombea at itg head. 
The va; U rather long, and a tfu- 
Teller viihing to Iiaie fUl time for 
eiamiaiog the monntain moat content 
binuelf with rongh bnt bearable quar- 
ters in the Tillage of Magasa. 

Ai mentioned in Rte. A, the bead of 
Val Veatino maj be approached from 
Bondone, a village OTerlooking the 
UUe of Idro ; but there is a more 
Interesting way through Vat Larina, a 
narrow and deep glen that enters Val 
Ampola close to tbe new fort that 
guards the deSIe (Rte. E). The loe- 
nery of Val Lorina is of the wildest 
kind. For a considerable distance the 
way lie« at the bottom of tbe very deep 
cleft through which the torrent forces 
its way. This is fortanaiely a slender 
streaiD, which is croMed abontthir^ 
times, as either banli becomei fanpan- 
lible, bnt after heavy rain the pUMg« 
is impracticable, and commnnlestiwi is 
then interrupted with the few herds- 
men who resort in summer to the head 
of the valley. Several of tbe rarest 
plants noticed below are found liere, 
as well as in Val Vestino. After 
passiag one or two chalets, a tolerable 
path mouott steeply towards a pass 
by which tbe traveller could defcend 
to Tremosine on the l.ake of Oarda ; 
■nd by bearing somewhat to the rt, 
between a low summit called Caplone 
and the higher ridge of the Tombea. 
he could descend at once to Magosa at 
the head of Val Vestino. That would 
be tbe most direct way to Toscolano, 
bnt would not be suitable for the 



N. tsxx of the mountain, 
until he finds himself overlooking 
another branch of Val l«riaa. That 
would seem to have been tbe more 
direct coarse for reaching the point at 
which he aims, but the rocks are so 
extremely steep that much time would 
be lost in attempting to monnt that 
way. Ascending by some projecling ' 
ruckj (hat are covered with the rarest 
plants, he reaches a chalet (malga) in 
a little green basin, a short way below 
the highest ridge of the mountain. 
Tbe Monte Tombea is probably abont 
e,SOO ft. in height, and as it slightly 
overlooks the nearer (ummits it com- 
mands an extensive view, ia which 
one ridge ot Alps Just overtops the 
nearer one, but mintite local know- 
ledge would be needed to distinguish 
accurately the details. The following 
are among the very ioteivsUiig plants 
found on tbe mountain, most of them 
on rocks between 5,000 ft. and the 
top: BaHHHCuItu Berb^Btiii (creKattut), 
CapttUapaucifiora, Vioia htttrtqAyUa, 
Silent Elixabetha, Mahringia glauco- 
triVeiu, Saxifrnga arucknoidefi, Laaer^ 
pilivm niiidum, Scabioea Beiluu, Ska- 
ptmlieiim teanomm, GtntiiBta utriei^ota, 
Pttdtrota biHiarola, Primula upectabiUi, 
Di^Kt Tuptttrii, and Sederia mtcm. 
etpluila (?). In descending it would 
b« easy to jmn the track from Val 
Bondone to Magasa, bat the botauiet 
will prefer to give some additional time 
to the eiammation of the southern 
face of the mountain. 

On the E. side of the Tombea, the 
frontier between Tyrol and Lombardy 
is to some extent a natural boundary, 
aa the streams flowing to Val di Ledro 
and Val Ampola are Tyrolese, aud 
those rtmning SE. toward the L. of 
Garda are given to Lombardy. The 
S, side of the Tombea, and the head of 
the Val Toscolano belong, however, to 
Tyrol. The Tyrolese portion of the 
valleyis called Ko/ Vead'ao. It is, for so 
secluded a district, very populous, com- 
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prising Kven or eight TillagM, tnd m 
good deal of arable land, ezunding 
into BCTeral ihort braoohe* or recesKS 
in the monntains. In addition to 
several «f the plants of the Tom- 
bea wiach descend into the head of the 
Talley, there have been found here 
Malabaila Hanqvftii. Ptdln^arit aeait- 
lii, aod other raritiei. Near the fron- 
tLer. where the path enters Val Toa- 
coIhqd, ie (?) the vestem limit of the 
pretty Adenfphora auaveoiena. Unlike 
Val Vcstino, the Val ToiaJano i» 
ahuost uninhabited, bat there are some 
emSll hamletB on the elopes of the 
mountains, reached by patiis that di- 
lerge from the main Talley. The 
ecener; is pleasing, but cot remarkable, 
except at the lower end, where the 
bold summit of Monte Pizzocolo has a 
fine effect The path keeps most of 
the way to the 1. bank, and the Gnst 
view of the Lake of Oarda is gained 
near Gaiuo. A path leads fVom that 
Tillage through a considerable groTe 
of fine laurel (or bay) trees, which are 
here used to produce au oil used for 
some manufacturing purposes. 

Tarcaiano, with a rather humble, but 
not bad lun. kept by Paolina, is de- 
scribed iu § 57. 

TraTclleis who wish to visit the 
Tombea and Val Vestino, withont 
crossing the Italian frontier, may beat 
go b; Bondone, and retam by Val 
Lorina to Storo. The Tombea may 
also be approached ft™n Val di I<dro 
by a very agreeable but somewhat U- 
horions route, in great part along the 
mountain ridge that here forms the 
frontier between Tyrolond Lorobardy, 
paesing over, or neai to, the summit of 
MoDte Trenulio. 
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B. dde of Val Rendena, for which the 
collective Dame Braiia Alia is here 
adopted. It is composed of a brittle 
dolomilio limestone (much leas crystal- 
line in (extuM than the true dolomite 
of the VenetiaD and Flssa Al[»), which 
by exposure to the weather aasumei 
varioDs tinta, from pale grey to rich 
pink and morky red. By its eitra- 
ordinsry boldne«s and singularity of 
form, this range faacinates all moun- 
taineers who approach it yet it is but 
very lately that it baa been even par- 
tially explored. It may best be de- 
scribed as an irregnkr group of towers 
of rock, varying in height from 9,500 
to nearly 11,000 ft., that rise oat of a 
huge broken mass of limestone, which 
is penetrated in some directiCms by 
deep valle}'S and recesses. As a 
genetnl rule, the towers are iso- 
uted, shoving on one or more sides 
sbsolatelj vertical faces of rock, and 
each is capped by a covering of n£ve. 
At the £. foot of the mountain is the 
picturesque Lake of MelBeno. a spot 
strangely overlooked by travellers, hot 
which, if in Switierland. would dosfat- 
l«as be the freqnenled resort of tourists 
throDghont the summer. The little 
village of Molveno. at the besd of the 
lake, is connected with Piniolo in Val 
Rendena by as extremely interestiDg 
the Bocca di Brenta — whose 
'as strangely misapplied by the 
m engineers to the highest sum- 
mit of the mountain. The pass, with 
the valleys leading to it on either sido, 
divide the Brvnta Alia into two por- 
ts, of which the larger, incIndlDg 
highest peak, lies 8. of the pass. 
The engineers engaged on tbe An»- 
irian map have given the name Cima 
Tosa to the highest of the smnmiis 
H. of the pass (1D,3S4' Austr. Eng.)i 
whereas the name Tosa (signif^ng 
Jungftau. or virgin) is unknown on the 
. side of the monntain, and is nni- 
nuUy applied on the Molveno side 
the highest summit, mianained on the 
Aostrian map BocM di Brcnta. 
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The ws; from Piniola to Holveno 
Hm through V»l NtmbiDO. The track 
to LaH&donDt dl Csmpiglio ii followed 

for tome »ay bejond the ohkpel of S 
Antonio (Ronte A), beyond which 
roogh csrt-trsck bM been eairied i 
some uwmjili studing copoiite the 
opening of Vol Bremta, 1} hr. from 
Piniolo. After eroulng the nuin tor- 
rent, thepsth mounts through the forest 
on the I. hank of the itreim from Val 
Brenta, till it crouei to the oppoiite 
bank iX the lower end of m level mot 
of meadow whereon stand «onie Bheds. 
Thenceforward the way lies on the 
proper rt. or NE. aide of the valley ) 
unless a ditoDT he made to reach a soli- 
tary eatera standing on a high shelf 
abo>e the steep hOTier of rock that 
Btretches ocroas the glen. This ia 
reached by a sleep narrow track eaiily 
misaed, that climbs the slope above the 
L bank of the torrent, reaching the 
sununtt of the barrier just where ic 
abats agwnst the moontaia. Here, aa 
in moat of the chalets of the limestone 
Alp*, the traveller may feast on milk 
and excellent batter. Above the rocky 
harrier the scenery as*ani«« a wild and 
ftntastic aspect, which recalls, withoat 
cloaety resembling, that of the better 
luiown Dolomite AtpL The stream 
alternately ainka into the groond and 
re^ipears fbrther on, till ii ii finally 
loat to view, and the upper region of 
the monntaia is ahtotutely devoid of 
water. Some way above the cbUet 
the glen forks, and the true conrae 
is that lying to the I. as the travel- 
ler ascends. The glen beoomes a 
mere cleft leading np to a long snow 
couloir, at the head <^ which is seen the 
Bacca di Brenta (8,S02'? J.B,), > 



abort descent over rough rocka, the 
way inma abruptly to tiie L into the 
wild upland glen that leads down to 
the head of Val delle Seghe. In ap- 
proaching the pass from the Molveno 
•tde, it ia not seen nntil the traveller 
has come close below it The much 



broader gap seen in front during the 
ascent on that aide leads to the base of 
the Tosa, or highest peak of the moun- 
tain. For a considerable distance the 
way down the glen is very rough and 
trackless, though not at all iteep, until 
the traveller reaches a pasture, andahut 
locally called Mslga dei Vitelli (about 
e,BBCfy. Henceforwardafaintlymarked 
track leads the traveller over rough 
ground, which becomes doubly intri- 
cate when bmshwDod begins to cover 
the surface, and conceal the numerous 
holes Hod chinks in the rocks. Before 
long he finds himself at a great height 
above the deep and narrow Val lUlIt 
Stght, through which lies the way to 
Molveno. The scenery here reaches 
the climax of fantastic beauty and 
strangenesa The pinnacles and towers 
of rock that n»e above the lower belt 
of pine and beech forest rival each 
other in bnidness of form, some actually 
overhanging theirbases. A very roneh 
descent, where locel knowledge in the 
guide will cave some trouble to the 
traveller, leads down to the bed of the 
valley.iand the remainder of the way 
lies though ihe dense forest that still 
clothes lis recesseH, though the wood- 
cutter's axe has begun to devastate it 
The Val deUe Se^a takes its name 
from the sawmills worked near the 
point where it opeus dd the Lake of 
Molveno. Turning lo the 1., a few 
minutes' walk leads lu about 8 hrs. 
from Piniolo to the stdbII and poor 
villaxe of 

MaitKBo (3.050'?), standing on rising 
ground above the N. end of the lake. 
Rough but tolerable ijuartets are found 
at Giacomo's Osleria near the church. 
Fish fl'om the lake, and a fowl may 
be bad, but butcher's meat 
fonnd in this remote place, which 
It some not distant day be fre- 
quented by lourists. The charming little 
Lake of Molveuo, rather more than 3 m. 
in length, and about 3,D(K> ft above the 
sea-level, lies between the niain mass 
of the Brenia Alta and Ihe ridge of 
Mmte Gaaa (about 6,500^, which 
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diTidea the valle; of Molveno trma the 
Adige and the road from Vezzaoo to 
Trento. 

[Prom MoWeno an agreeable path 
lead* aloDg Ibe Bior torrent to Anidoto, 
a hamiet near a little take, aod then, 
OTer a lov pa'*, into Vat Sporreggio, a 
tHbntaT7 of Val di Non (J 37, Rte. B). 
The TalUy conlaini two ruined caitlea 
of the Spaar &milj (who derive ihetr 
origJD and their name fivm hence), and 
the villages Spor Magglore and Spor 
Minors, 3ie firrt on the rt.. the lei^ond 
on the 1. hank of the torrent. The 
Val di Non is entered at the defile of 
Rocchetta. This path offen a conre- 
nient and agreeable way for the pe- 
destrian bound for Ibe Val di Non, 
who would avoid the bM valley of the 
Adige.] 

There ii a chiuce between three dif- 
ferent ways connecting Molveno with 
Biva. In approaching ihe lake frooi 
Biva or Trent the most interesting way 
in clear weather h lo cross the ridge of 
Monte Gazza from Vezzano. It is a 
brood-topped rounded ridge, nearly 
bare of timber on both sides, and Ihe 
walk is uninteresting uulil, on »p- 
proacbiagthe verge of ibe steep western 
face, the eiquUitely bine lake is aeen 
at a great depth below, backed by the 
grand crags and towen of Ibe Brenta 
Alia, whose topography can be slndied 
better trum bence ihan from any other 
point of view. The ibortest track down 
the st^ep face of Ibe ridge leading to 
Molveno is easily missed without a 
local guide. In going from Molveno 
the most agreeable way is ihat bj 
Ranzo. A cart-track for the convey- 
ance of timber is carried along ttie W. 
bank of the lake, but to e^oy the 
scenery the traveller should either fol- 
low the mnch rougher and Illtlc-nsed 
puth above the E. shore, or hire a boat 
at Molvena On reaching the SDutbern 
end, he will be snrprised to Snd that no 
stream issues from Ibe lake. There is 
probably none other in Ibe Alps of 
ni^arly equal dimensions that is drained 
altogeiher by subterranean channels. 
Whether, as the writer supposed on a 
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first visit, the 



iginal eonrae of Iha 
scream nas oeen covered over by a 
great berg-fkll, is wmewhat ancertain. 
After eroHing a level stony tiact, wher« 
aspring of deliciously cold water borsls 
one in one place near the paib, iba 
verge of the sliort glm mnniag down to 
the valley of the &irca is attained. 
The ftnt houses are at a spot called 1^ 
Mulina. where ihe stream from the lake 
burn* ont from a elell in the mounlain 
and turns sevei^ mills. In going to 
Ranio, the traTellerdoes not descend to 
Le Mnlina, but be.in to the left, and 
Ibllowt a track along the slope of the 
mountain, till he approaehea the point 
where it forma a sharp angle overlook- 
ing the deep defile through which ih« 
Sarca descends to Le Sarche. In fol- 
lowing tbe road from that place to 
Tione (Bte. D), and viewing the pred- 
piions face of the tnoantain that almoal 
oveiliangs the defile, a nearly horizoit- 
tal ledge — in appeatance a mere lin^— 
is seen to traverae the rock*. Tbia 
ledgeaffordaa perfectly easy and sate 
path, two or three ft. in width, which 
leads to Ihe village of Rmza, standing 
on the summit of a steep and lofty pro- 
montory that on me side overlooks the 
defile of the Sana, and on the other the 
Lake of Toblioo. A path leads theuoe 
down to Caslsl Toblino on the latter 
lake, deacribed in Chap. xvi. 

A course to Le Sarche, rather shorter 
than that by Ranzo, is to descend to 
l^e Unlina. The torrent flows frm 
thence to join the Sarca in the impasf- 
able defile above referred to; but by 
keqiing a track above the rt. bank, for 
some way nearly at a lereL, there is no 
dlfficnltv In descending to a plank 
bridge Just above the defile, by whidi 
tbe Tione road is reached about 3 dl 
above I.e Sarohe. 

The first ascent of La Toiafit highett 
penk of tbe Brenta Alta, was made hi 
1869 by Mr.W. E. Forstcr and tbe wri- 
ter, with a youngman named MatteoNi- 
eolosi of Molveno, who is a good crags- 
man and has minata local knowledge 
of some parts of the mountain, but hat 
no moimtaineering inatinct, snd is Dt- 
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terly nnkecnihmied to iee-irori:. Almat 
1 m. S. of the opening of Val delle 
Segbe u a deep receis runniDg into llie 
central pArt or the Brenta range. 
There U a. herdnnan'* hut, or caatra, 
on A shelf of rock near the head of thii 
l«cess. Tbii may be reached bj a 
cattle track that iscends over much 
Tongh ground from the level of die 
lakt!, but it is a rather shorter cooraeto 
mount at fint to a large casera, seen 
jrom Malveno, that stands on a shoulder 
of the mountaio about 1«00 ft above 
the lake, end then to ascend gradually 
in a Hlanting direction till J(M reach a 
■lope of debria mnning np along the 
base of a range of Tvrtical rocks, at no 
great distance from the first-named ca- 
aera. After climbing a steep rockj 
elope, immediately above the casera, 
It is necessary ta keep towatds a gap 
on the rL of a projecting rock, avoiding 
a Mntly marked sheep track ihat here 
bean to the 1. On reaching the gap 
the traveller is on the verge of a deep 
rocky boltov, which ivoald contain a 
iake if the rock were not everywhere 
pierced by internal fiasurcs. The way 
IS over very rough ground to the 1, of 
the hollow, aod then up bare slopes of 
rock whose rifta are full of snow. Du- 
Tiagthe ascent the Tosa is full in view. 
On this tide it appears more mBsaive 
and less tower-like than &om other 
points of view. At its baie are two 
glaciers. The smaller one on the N. 
side might be reached by either of two 
gaps, leading Tery close to the summit 
of tbs Bocca di Brenta ; bitt the higheil 



mediately above the larger glacier 
iyiug at the E. base of the penk. As 
seen by the writer, the nearly perpen- 
dicular wall of rock guarding tbe base 
of the peak is quite unbroken, but (here 
are (ome places where the vertical part 
does not rise more than 100 or 150 
feet above Ihe edge of the glacier. 
At each a spot a Qarrow cleft or chim- 
ney was found, by which the steepest 
put of the ascent was surmoanted, and 
' ider of the way was not 
The earlier measurements 
of this peak were much nnder the 
truth. The yet unpublished Govern- 
ment Survey of Tyrol attributes to it 
the height 10,771 ft., but the writer is 
persuaded that even Ibis is somewhat 
short of the truth. His observntions 
give for the aummit a height of at least 
7,800 above Molveno, or not less than 
10,850 ft. above the sea. In any case 
it ranks beside the Primiero peaks, 
leaving to the Marmolata its pre-emi- 
nence among thu limestone summits of 
the Eastern Alps, 

The second ascent was made by Mr. 
I'uckett in 18G7, with Meh^hlor An- 
deregg and Bonifazio NicoiosL He 
repurte favourably of the latter, whose 
elder brother, Matteo, is gone to live 
in Boizen. Mr. Tuckett ascertained 
that the true Cima Tosa surpasses the 
second peak of this group (Cima Tosa 
of Austrian map), called by B. Nicolosi 
Cima di Meiiodl, by not more than 
100 fl.
